Tarboro,  ^.  C,  May  4,  1926. 

The  one  hundred  and  tenth  Annual  Convention  of  the  Dio- 
cese of  J^orth  Carolina  was  held  in  Calvary  Church,  Tarboro, 
beginning  Tuesday,  May  4,  1926. 

7 :30  a.m.  the  Holy  Communion  was  celebrated  in  Calvary 
Church  by  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  The  Rt.  Rev.  Jos.  Blount 
Cheshire,  D.D.,  assisted  by  the  Bishop  Coadjutor,  the  Rt.  Rev. 
Edwin  A.  Penick,  D.D.,  and  in  St.  Luke's  Church  by  the  Rt. 
Rev.  Henry  B.  Delany,  Bishop  Suffragan,  assisted  by  the  Rev. 
Joseph  T.  McDuffie. 

10  :00  a.m.  Morning  Prayer  by  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  as- 
sisted by  the  Yen.  Morrison  Bethea  and  the  Yen.  William  H. 
Hardin.  The  offerings  of  the  Congregation  were  received  for 
the  ]^ew  York  Bible  and  Common  Prayer  Book  Society. 

11 :00  a.m.  The  Bishop  called  the  Convention  to  order  and 
the  Secretary  called  the  roll.  43  Clergymen  and  delegates 
from  22  Parishes  and  2  Missions  were  present  and  answered 
to  their  names.  A  quorum  being  present,  the  Bishop  declared 
the  Convention  duly  organized.  The  Rev.  Morrison  Bethea  was 
elected  Secretary  and  the  Rev.  Boston  M.  Lackey  was  appointed 
Assistant  Secretary. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Alfred  S.  Lawrence,  the  noon  recess 
was  fixed  at  from  1  p.m.  to  2  :30  p.m.  and  the  afternoon  recess 
at  5  :30  p.m. 

The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  the  Bishop  Coadjutor  and  the 
Bishop  Suffragan  then  read  their  Annual  Addresses  (See 
Appendix  A). 

12  m.     The  Bishop  read  the  prayers  for  Missions. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Sidney  S.  Bost,  the  Convention  gave 
a  rising  vote  of  thanks  to  Mr.  John  H.  Cutter  for  assuming 
that  portion  of  the  deficit  of  the  National  Council  assigned 
to  the  Diocese  of  I^orth  Carolina. 
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On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Alfred  S.  Lawrence,  Clergymen  not 
canonically  connected  with  the  Diocese,  visiting  Clergymen,  and 
Candidates  for  Holy  Orders,  were  invited  to  honorary  seats 
on  the  floor  of  the  Convention. 

The  addresses  of  the  Bishops  were  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  the  State  of  the  Church. 

Rev.  Milton  A.  Barber  read  the  report  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee as  follows  : 

REtPORT    OF    THE    STANDING    COMMITTEE    FOR    1925, 

January  15.  The  Bishop  presented  to  the  Standing  Committee' 
his  proposed  schedule  of  appropriations  from  the  income  from  the 
Holt  Fund.  This  schedule  as  presented  by  the  Bishop  was  form- 
ally approved. 

The  Committee  also  gave  its  approval  to  the  alienation  and  con- 
veyance of  the  following  Church  property: 

(1)  The  Church  building  and  lot  of  St.  Titus'  Mission,  Durham, 
which  had  already  been  sold,  and  a  new  lot  purchased  with  the 
money  realized  from  said  sale. 

(2)  The  property  of  St.  Stephen's  Mission,  Winston-Salem,  which 
had  also  been  sold,  and  a  more  desirable  property  purchased  with 
the  money  realized  from  the  sale. 

At  this  meeting  the  Bishop  presented,  with  his  approval,  an 
application  from  St.  Mary's  parish,  High  Point,  to  be  permitted  to 
mortgage  its  entire  property,  for  the  purpose  of  using  the  money 
derived  from  such  mortgage  to  purchase  a  more  desirable  site;  and 
ultimately  to  sell  its  present  property  and  use  the  money  derived 
from  such  sale  for  the  new  site  and  for  the  erection  on  said  site  of 
a  new  Church  building.    Approval  was  given  to  the  application. 

At  this  same  meeting  consent  was  given  to  the  Consecration  of 
the  Rev.  Samuel  Babcock  Booth  as  Bishop  Coadjutor  of  the  Diocese 
of  Vermont. 

April  3.  Edward  Francis  Barrow  was  recommended  to  the  Bishop 
to  be  admitted  as  a  Candidate  for  Holy  Orders.  And  consent  was 
given  to  the  Consecration  of  the  following  Bishops-elect:  The 
Rev.  Simeon  Arthur  Huston  as  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Olympia; 
the  Rev.  Benjamin  Franklin  P.  Ivins,  D.D.,  as  Bishop  Coadjutor 
of  the  Diocese  of  Milwaukee;  the  Rev.  Campbell  Gray  as  Bishop 
Coadjutor  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana;  the  Rev.  Warren 
Lincoln  Rogers  as  Bishop  Coadjutor  of  the  Diocese  of  Ohio. 
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Approval  was  given  to  a  request  from  the  Bishop  that  he  be 
permitted  to  use,  at  his  discretion,  any  unexpended  surplus  from  the 
income  of  the  Holt  Fund. 

The  Bishop  asking  the  advice  of  the  Standing  Committee  as  to 
the  postponement  of  the  meeting  of  the  Diocesan  Convention,  on  ac- 
count of  the  uncertainty  of  the  completion  of  the  new  church  at 
Chapel  Hill  by  the  set  date  for  the  Convention,  the  Committee  ad- 
vised that  the  date  of  the  Convention  be  not  changed. 

Upon  information  from  the  Bishop  that  no  regular  Church  services 
have  been  maintained  for  some  time  at  Elm  City  and  Mooresville, 
and  with  no  likelihood  that  there  will  be  in  the  future,  the  Com- 
mittee consented  to  the  sale  and  conveyance  of  the  Church  property 
at  these  places,  in  the  discretion  of  the  Bishop  and  Trustees  of  the 
Diocese. 

May  25.  This  being  the  first  meeting  of  the  Standing  Committee 
elected  by  the  last  Diocesan  Convention,  the  Committee  was  duly 
organized  by  the  election  of  the  Rev.  Milton  A.  Barber  as  President 
and  of  Mr.  Joseph  B.  Cheshire,  Jr.,  as   Secretary. 

At  this  meeting  the  Rev.  Leicester  F.  Kent  was  recommended  to 
the  Bishop  for  Ordination  to  the  Priesthood. 

September  30.  Because  of  the  lack  of  full  compliance  with  all 
Canonical  requirements,  action  was  postponed  on  an  application  of 
Daniel  Webster  Allen  to  be  recommended  to  the  Bishop  for  admis- 
sion as  a  Candidate  for  Holy  Orders,  and  on  an  application  of 
Edward  Francis  Barrow  to  be  recommended  to  the  Bishop  for  Ordina- 
tion to  the  Diaconate. 

Consent  was  given  to  the  Consecration  of  the  Rev.  John  Durham 
Wing,  D.D.,  as  the  Bishop  Coadjutor  of  the  Diocese  of  South 
Florida.  And  approval  was  given  to  the  election  of  the  Rt.  Rev. 
Herbert  Henry  Haywood  Fox,  D.D.,  Bishop  Suffragan,  as«  Bishop 
Coadjutor  of  the  Diocese  of  Montana. 

November  27.  For  good  and  sufficient  reasons,  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee recommended  that  the  term  of  Candidacy  of  Edward  Francis 
Barrow  be  shortened,  and  that  the  Bishop  Ordain  him  to  the 
Diaconate  on  such  date  as  he  may  choose  to  designate.

Kev.  Jolm  L.  Jackson  read  the  report  of  tlie  Executive  Council 
as  follows: 
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Report  of  the  Executive  Council 

The  Executive  Council  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  met  June 
17,  1925,  in  Greensboro  for  the  purpose  of  organization.  The  Council 
was  organized  as  follows: 

The  Department  of  Finance:  Mr.  James  H.  Webb,  Chairman, 
Mr.  John  H.  Cutter. 

Publicity:  The  Rev.  Robert  B.  Ovirens,  Chairman,  Miss  Emma 
Hall.  The  following  were  added:  The  Rev.  I.  Harding  Hughes, 
Thomas  Opie,  D.D.,  and  William  T.  Bost. 

Field:  Mr.  John  H.  Cutter,  Chairman,  Rev.  John  L.  Jackson, 
Secretary,  Miss  Emma  Hall,  Rev.  Robert  E.  Gribbin  and  Bishop 
Delany,  and  9  District  Chairmen  and  assistants. 

Social  Service:  Mrs.  Warren  W.  Way,  Chairman,  The  Rev.  Robert 
B.  Owens.  Other  members  added  were,  William  H.  RufRn,  The  Rev. 
William  S.  Shacklette,  Mrs.  Thomas  W.  Bickett  and  Mrs.  R.  D. 
Bullock. 

Missions  and  Church  Extension:  The  Rev.  Robert  E.  Gribbin, 
Chairman,  Mrs.  Warren  W.  Way. 

Religious  Education:  Dr.  Wade  R.  Brown,  Chairman,  Mrs.  Dorian 
Blair,  Secretary,  and  the  Rev.  John  L.  Jackson.  Other  members 
added  were  Mr.  John  H.  Cowles,  David  Yates,  Mrs.  Harry  de  C. 
Mazyck,  Rev.  Warren  W.  Way,  Rev.  Albert  S.  Lawrence,  Rev. 
Clarence  E.  Buxton. 

The  Council  held  meetings  on  September  6,  December  16,  1925, 
January  8,  1926,  and  March  17,  1926. 

The  Executive  Council  notified  the  National  Council  of  the  ac- 
ceptance by  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  of  the  budget  apportion- 
ment of  $20,700. 

With  the  approval  of  the  National  Council  the  Diocese  of  North 
Carolina  has  undertaken  to  raise  $15,000  for  the  erection  of  a  r.ectory 
and  Church  for  the  Deaf  Mutes  at  Durham.  This  undertaking  is 
the  Advance  Work  expected  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina.  The 
Diocese  is  expected  to  raise  $5,000  a  year  for  this  Triennium.  The 
Woman's  Auxiliary  was  requested  by  the  Council  to  give  $1,000  a 
year  for  the  next  Triennium  to  the  Advance  Work. 

The  Department  of  Finance  has  been  very  active  throughout  the 
year  in  helping  to  collect  the  amounts  from  parishes  due  for  the 
National  and  Diocesan  work  as  well  as  urging  upon  delinquent 
parishes  the  prompt  payment  of  the  Pension  Premiums.  The 
Finance  Department  has  also  undertaken  a  survey  of  all  property 
throughout  the  Diocese  to  ascertain  if  the  property  is  properly 
insured. 
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The  Publicity  Department  has  issued  the  Carolina  Churchman 
under  a  handicap  of  small  subscription  list  and  lack  of  proper 
support  of  the  parishes  throughout  the  Diocese.  The  editor,  the 
Rev.  I.  Harding  Hughes  resigned  and  his  resignation  was  accepted 
with  regret,  the  resignation  to  take  effect  when  a  successor  is 
secured.  The  Council  approved  the  recommendation  of  the  Pub- 
licity Department  that  the  following  organizations  pay  the  amounts 
specified  yearly  for  the  space  used  in  the  Cay^oUna  Churchman: 
Thompson  Orphanage,  $100,  Woman's  Auxiliary  $100,  Forward  Move- 
ment Treasurer,  $75,  and  the  Young  People's  Fellowship,  $50. 

The  Field  Department  carried  on  a  vigorous  campaign  to  make 
known  the  needs  and  opportunities  of  the  National  and  Diocesan 
Church  work.  One  of  the  effective  methods  used,  was  the  employ- 
ment of  17  laymen  as  District  Chairman  and  Assistant  Chairmen 
who  rendered  great  service  in  explaining  the  Forward  Movement 
to  the  Parishes  and  Missions  in  their  respective  districts. 

On  the  recommendation  of  the  Field  Department,  based  on  reports 
of  the  canvass  made  to  the  department,  the  Council  on  March  17, 
1926,  adopted  the  revised  budget  of  $72,925,  that  being  the  ap- 
proximate amount  the  parishes  and  missions  of  the  Diocese  were 
willing  to  pledge  for  the  National  and  Diocesan  Church  Work. 

The  Council  voted  that  hereafter  in  the  Diocese  the  term  Nation 
Wide  Campaign  be  changed  to  Forward  Movement. 

On  the  recommendation  of  the  Field  Department  the  Council 
adopted  the  budget  of  $80,000  for  1927. 

The  Social  Service  Department  has  been  of  great  value  in  keep- 
ing in  touch  with  parishes  of  the  Diocese  and  urging  the  appoint- 
ment of  a  Parochial  Social  Service  Department. 

The  Social  Service  Department  has  issued  two  bulletins  during  the 
year,  and  also  arranged  the  speaking  tour  in  the  Diocese  by  the 
Rev.  Lewis  N.  Taylor,  Provincial  Secretary  for  Christian  Social 
Service. 

The  Department  of  Missions  and  Cliurch  Extension  has  been 
assigned  the  responsibility  of  raising  the  $15,000  for  the  Advance 
Work  specified,  and  the  department  has  appointed  a  sub-oommittee 
to  study  the  mill  problem  in  this  Diocese. 

The  Department  of  Religious  Education  has  been  very  active 
in  promoting  the  Lenten  Mite  Box  Offering.  Several  Church  School 
institutes  were  held.  The  Department  has  secured  the  able  services 
of  Mrs.  Frank  N.  Challen  as  Executive  Secretary  for  young  people's 
work  in  the  Diocese.  Mrs.  Challen  began  her  work  on  February  15th 
at  an  annual  salary  of  $1,800.  The  Council  approved  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  Department  that  the  Young  People's  Fellowship 
be  organized  on  District  lines. 
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The  Council  voted  to  pay  the  assessment  of  $750  for  the  ex- 
penses of  the  Provincial  Synod  for  1925,  and  this  amount  was 
taken  from  the  unexpended  balance  on  December  31,   1924. 

The  Council  voted  to  refer  the  matter  of  Provincial  Assessments 
for   1926   and   27   to   the   Finance   Committee  of   the   Diocese. 

The  Council  voted  to  appropriate  $100  toward  the  expenses  of 
each  one  of  the  three  Bishops  of  the  Diocese  to  attend  the  General 
Convention. 

The  Council  approved  a  contribution  of  $100  towards  the  ex- 
penses of  the  Valle  Crucis  Summer  School  of  1925. 

The  Council  approved  the  recommendation  of  Bishop  Penick  that 
he  pay  from  unexpended  balances  in  the  Colored  Fund  $500 
towards  the  erection  of  a  new  building  for  St.  Stephens  congrega- 
tion, Winston-Salem,  and  $300  to  St.  Agnes  Hospital,  Raleigh. 

The  Council  approved  Bishop  Penifck's  recommendation  that 
Miss  Betty  Gordon  be  granted  a  leave  of  absence  for  a  year  with 
salary. 

The  Council  on  January  the  8th  authorized  Mr.  J.  Renwick 
Wilkes,  the  Forward  Movement  Treasurer,  to  borrow  on  the  25th 
day  of  each  month  so  much  money  as  may  be  necessary  in  order 
to  pay  one-twelfth  of  the  Budget  allowance  to  each  convocation 
to  insure  that  Diocesan  missionaries  receive  their  salaries  on  the 
first   day  of  the  month. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Council  on  March  17,  1926,  a  resolution 
was  passed  that  not  more  than  $2,000  be  borrowed  during  the 
year  to  enable  the  Forward  Movement  Treasurer  to  meet  the 
missionary   stipends. 

On  January  8,  1926,  the  Forward  Movement  Treasurer  was  author- 
ized to  pay  from  unexpended  balances  $500,  or  whatever  balance 
may  still  be  left  up  to  $500,  as  an  insurance  premium  on  the 
Church's  property  at  Chapel  Hill. 

The  Executive  Council  elected  Mr.  Lewis  C.  Burwell  as  Executive 
Secretary  of  the  Field  Department  for  the  year  1926.

Gen.  Albert  L.  Cox  read  the  report  of  the  Trustees  of  the 
Diocese  as  follows: 
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Report  of  Trustees  of  the  Diocese 

September  16,  1925. 

1.  The  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  this  day  executed  a  deed  of 
quitclaim  to  Eugenia  Mae  Williams,  of  Rowan  County,  in  con- 
sideration of  one  dollar  and  the  matters  recited  in  said  deed, 
for  a  lot  in  the  Town  of  Salisbury  (formerly  the  site  of  St. 
Peters  Chapel),  which  had  some  years  ago,  with  the  consent  of 
the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese,  been  conveyed  to  the  parties  by 
whom  the  said  lot  has  come  through  several  mesne  conveyances 
to  the  said  Eugenia  Mae  Williams,  and  the  proceeds  of  said  lot 
used  in  the  erection  of  a  new  St.  Peter's  Chapel  in  said  Town 
of    Salisbury. 

2.  This  same  day  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  having  under 
consideration  an  application  on  behalf  of  G.  W.  Kane  and  E.  S. 
Hill  of  Roxboro  in  Person  County  for  an  alley-way  between  St, 
Mark's  Church  lot  in  Roxboro  and  the  lot  of  the  said  E.  S.  Hill, 
and  further  for  permission  to  place  a  garage,  to  be  built  by  said 
Kane  and  Hill,  partly  on  the  lot  belonging  to  said  St.  Mark's 
Church.  After  full  consideration  of  the  said  application  and  a 
careful  examination  of  a  plat  of  the  locality  showing  the  di- 
mensions and  location  of  the  lots  involved  and  the  location  of 
said  church  and  of  the  proposed  garage: 

The  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  are  of  opinion  that  it  will  be 
quite  desirable  and  proper  to  make  an  alley  not  to  exceed  ten 
feet  in  width  between  the  church  lot  and  the  lot  of  E.  A.  Hill, 
five  feet  being  taken  from  each  lot,  and  the  owners  of  the  two 
lots  having  an  equal  right  of  way  of  ingress  and  egress  along 
said  alley.  But  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  are  of  opinion  that 
it  would  be  a  damage  to  the  church  lot,  with  no  compensative 
advantages,  to  allow  a  garage  or  any  part  of  a  garage  to  be 
erected  upon  the  church  lot,  or  that  any  right  of  way  should  be 
granted,  over  and  above  the  strip  five  feet  wide  along  the  said 
line  between  the  church  lot  and  the  lot  of  the  said  E.  A.  Hill. 

Having   consulted   the   Executive   Committee   of   the    Convocation 
of  Raleigh,  within  whose  jurisdiction  the  said  church  in  Roxboro 
is    situated,    the    Trustees    of    the    Diocese    are    advised    that    said 
Committee  fully  concur  in  the  above  opinion. 
November  1,  1925. 

3.  The  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  received  from  Mr.  William  A. 
Erwin  a  deed  executed  by  "The  Erwin  Cotton  Mill  Company"  to 
"The  Trustees  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  of  the  Diocese 
of  North  Carolina"  for  "a  lot  or  parcel  of  land  lying  and  being 
in    West    Durham,     Durham    Township,     Durham     County,    North 
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Carolina,"  and  further  described  by  metes  and  bounds  and  adjoin- 
ing the  lot  on  which  St,  Joseph's  Church  now  stands.     Said  deed 
has  been  duly  recorded  in  Book  77,  page   93,  in  the  office  of  the 
Register  of  Deeds  of  Durham  County,  N.  C. 
December    24,    1925. 

4.  The  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  executed  to of  the  City  of 

Charlotte,  a  deed  for  the  Rectory  and  Rectory  lot  of  St.  Michael  and 
All  Aqgels  in  said  city  of  Charlotte.  Said  property  had  never  been 
conveyed  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese,  but  when  bought  had, 
with  the  consent  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese,  been  temporarily 
vested  in  the  Rev.  James  E.  King  as  Trustee,  until  certain  en- 
cumbraijices  could  be  paid  off.  The  Rev.  James  E.  King,  Trustee, 
having  died,  and  an  opportunity  occurring  to  sell  the  property 
to  great  advantage,  the  purchaser  agreed  to  take  a  deed  signed  by 
the  Representatives  of  the  Congregation  of  St.  Michael  and  All 
Angels,  provided  the  Trustees  would  join  in  the  deed  to  release 
any  equity  they  might  have  in  the  property,  as  being  Trustees 
appointed  to  hold  the  property  of  the  Diocese.  The  purchase 
money  $8,500  is  to  be  held  by  Bishop  Penick  in  trust  to  repay 
a  loan  of  $500  made  by  the  Bishop  for  the  improvement  of  said 
Rectory  and  the  balance  for  the  use  of  the  congregation  under 
the  direction  of  Bishop  Penick,  in  conjunction  with  Bishop  Delany 
and  the  officers  of  the  Mission  of  St.  Michael  and  All  Angels. 

January   17,   1926. 

5.  The  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  have  received  two  deeds  for  the 
acre  of  land  in  St.  Mary's  School  grove  on  which  the  Episcopal 
Residence  stands,  one  deed  dated  July  1,  1903,  and  recorded  in 
the  Register's  Office  of  Wake  County  in  Book  486,  on  page  77, 
from  the  Trustees  of  St.  Mary's  School  to  the  Trustees  of  the 
Diocese,  the  other  deed  dated  also  July  1,  1903,  and  recorded  in 
the  same  book  on  page  76,  being  a  deed  of  release  from  Paul  C. 
Graham  and  Frank  Wood,  Trustees,  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese, 
releasing  said  lot  in  St.  Mary's  grove  from  all  claims  under  the 
deed  of  trust  in  which  said  Paul  C.  Graham  and  Frank  Wood  were 
trustees. 

These  two  deeds  made  nearly  twenty-three  years  ago  seem  to 
have  been  deposited  in  Register's  Office  for  registration  at  the  time 
they  were  executed  by  Mr.  Richard  H.  Battle,  then  one  of  the 
Trustees  of  the  Diocese,  and  to  have  been  overlooked  until 
January,  1926,  when,  the  attention  of  the  present  Trustees  being 
called  to  them,  they  were  properly  registered,  and  are  now  filed 
with  the  other  deeds  belonging  to  the  Diocese. 
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April    9,    1926. 

6.  The  sale  of  the  rectory  of  St,  Michael  and  All  Angels,  Char- 
lotte, having  been  made,  as  recorded  under  date  of  December  4, 
1925,  the  Rt.   Rev.  Edwin  A.   Penick  reports  as  follows: 

"Charlotte,  March  30,  1926:  The  sale  of  St.  Michael's  Rectory 
was  closed  this  morning  and  I  now  have  deposited  in  the  Union 
National  Bank  to  my  account  as  Trustee,  the  sum  of  $2,900.40 
This  represents  the  first  payment  of  $3,000  less  the  fees  and  other 
expenses  incident  to  the  sale.  I  have  placed  in  a  safety  deposit 
box  (249)  in  the  same  bank  three  notes  for  $1,800  bearing  interest 
at  6  per  cent  and  payable  December  1,  1926,  1927,  and  1928.  The 
notes  are  secured  by  deed  of  trust  which,  together  with  a  letter 
covering  the  final  details  of  the  sale,  have  been  deposited  in 
the  box  at  the  bank." 

The  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  understand  that  the  Bishop  has 
authorized  Bishop  Penick  to  pay  the  $500  due  to  the  Bishop's  Fund 
out  of  the  cash  payment  above  mentioned,  towards  a  street  assess- 
ment now  binding  on  the  church  property  of  St.  Mark's  Mission  in 
the  Town  of  Wilson.  The  remainder  of  the  purchase  money  is  held 
in  trust  by  Bishop  Penick  to  be  employed  in  replacing  the  Rectory, 
and  for  the  benefit  of  St.  Michael  and  All  Angels  as  may  be  agreed 
upon  by  Bishop  Penick,  Bishop  Delany  and  the  oflBcers  of  said 
mission.

Rev.  Edwin  A.  Penick,  D.D.  Bishop  Coadjutor,  this 
day  files  a  report  of  his  dealing  with  the  funds  in  his  hands  (see 
proceedings  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  under  date  December 
11,    1924)    for    St.    Stephen's    Mission,    Winston-Salem:

Church  Building  Fund  Commission  as  final  payment  on  the 
church  of  St.  Stephen's  (colored)  Church  in  Winston-Salem  is  to  be 
returned  to  said  Am.  Church  Building  Fund  Commission  in  case 
said  building  be  sold  and  the  proceeds  of  such  sale  be  not,  within  the 
space  of  one  year  thereafter,  applied  to  replaced  the  building.

The  Layman  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  feel  that 
it  is  their  duty  to  supplement  the  Report,  made  by  the  Bishop 
of  North  Carolina  as  Chairman  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese, 
as  follows: 

The  undersigned  Lay  Trustees,  report  that  the  heating  system 
at  Ravensoroft,  the  Episcopal  residence  in  Raleigh,  needs  renewal, 
in  so  far  as  the  heating  element  is  concerned.  It  will  be  necessary 
that  provision  be  made  to  replace  the  old  worn  out  heating  ele- 
ment, which  gave  way  entirely  during  the  winter,  and  your  Trustees 
respectfully  recommended  that  an  oil  burning  system  be  installed. 

The  undersigned  Trustees  further  recommend,  in  the  interest 
of  economy  and  convenience,  that  an  automatic  refrigerating  system 
likewise   be    installed    in   the    Episcopal    residence. 

It  is  further  recommended  that  in  order  to  carry  out  the  pro- 
visions of  this  report  that  a  special  committee  of  three  be  appointed 
with  full  authority  to  carry  out  the  above  recommendations  in  such 
manner  as  may  seem  best  to  it.

Report  of  the  Trustees  of  St.  Mary's   School,   Raleigh, 
For  the  Year  1925 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of  Incorporation 
the  President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  St.  Mary's  School 
herewith  presents  the  Annual  Report  of  said  Board. 

Abstracts  of  the  reports  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Corporation,  of 
the  Business  Manager  and  the  Rector  are  hereto  appended,  giving 
in  brief  the  condition  and  some  notes  of  the  working  of  the  school 
during  the  year  covered  by  this  Report.  Notable  events  in  the 
life  of  the  school  have  been  the  construction  of  a  Swimming 
Pool,  and  a  number  of  generous  gifts  of  a  permanent  character. 

By  the  generous  gift  of  Mr.  Benjamin  N.  Duke  $25,000  has 
been  added   to   the   permanent   endowment   funds.     Mrs.    Bessie    S. 
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Leak  has  given  $5,000  to  establish  the  "Mrs.  Annie  B.  Root 
Scholarship."  The  children  of  the  late  Mrs.  A.  B.  Andrews  have 
given  $2,000  to  establish  a  fund  for  aiding  meritorious  pupils 
of  the  school;  and,  the  Masonic  Fraternity  in  North  Carolina  has 
given    $500   for   the   establishment    of   a   similar    fund. 

Considerable  sums  have  been  expended  in  permanent  improve- 
ments and  equipment  and  the  material  fabrics,  the  buildings  and 
grounds,   have  been  kept   in   excellent   condition. 

No  great  changes  have  taken  place  in  the  personnel  or  administra- 
tion but  such  alterations  as  have  been  made  have  been  in  the 
direction  of  development  and  improvement.  The  Trustees  feel 
that  the  school  deserves  the  continued  confidence  and  support 
of  the  Dioceses  united  in  the  management,  and  of  the  public 
generally.

My  Dear  Bishop  Cheshire:  For  the  first  half-year  of  the  1925-26 
session  of  Saint  Mary's  School,  there  were  registered  181  Resident 
Students  and  46  Day  and  Special  Students.  Geographical  distribu- 
tion of  the  Resident  Students  follows: 

99  (55  per  cent)  from  North  Carolina;  21  (12  per  cent)  from 
Virginia;  15  (8  per  cent)  from  Georgia;  15  (8  per  cent)  from  South 
Carolina;  7  from  Florida;  4  from  New  York;   4  from  Pennsylvania; 
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2  from  Ohio;  2  from  West  Virginia;  1  each  from  Arizona,  Connec- 
ticut, Maryland,  New  Jersey,  Tennessee,  Washington,  D.  C,  and 
Wyoming,  American  girls  resident  in  foreign  dountries  were 
registered  as  follows:  2  from  Cuba,  1  from  Mexico,  and  1  from 
Philippine    Islands, 

Of  the  99  students  registered  from  North  Carolina,  29  came  from 
the  Diocese  of  East  Carolina,  58  from  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina, 
and  12  from  the  Diocese  of  Western  North  Carolina. 

The  religious  affiliations  given  by  the  students  indicate  104 
(58  per  cent)  Episcopalians;  46  (26  per  cent)  Methodists,  16  ,(9  per 
cent)  Presbyterians;  11  (6  per  cent)  Baptists,  with  2  per  cent  re- 
porting their  allegiance  to  the  other  well  known  communions. 

The  course  of  our  academic  year  has  so  far  been  normal.  The 
general  health  of  the  school  good.  Chaotic  conditions  in  our  social 
life  are  reflected  in  our  students'  life;  yet  we  are  grateful  for  a 
student  body  whose  spirit  on  the  whole  is  excellent  and  for  a  corps 
of  officers  and  teachers  whose  efficiency  and  loyalty  deserve  high 
praise.  One  feature  stands  out  prominently;  more  and  more  our 
students  are  seeking  college  work  i.e.,  the  emphasis  is  being  in- 
creasingly transferred  from  the  work  of  the  school  grades  to  our  two 
years  of  college  work.

Report  of  the  Committee  on  Finance 

The  Finance  Committee  met  in  the  Church  house  of  St.  Philip's, 
Durham,  at  11  a.m.,  September  30,  1925.  A  quorum  being  present, 
the  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  the  Chairman. 

The  Treasurer  submitted  his  annual  report.  It  appeared  from  this 
report  that  many  parishes  and  missions  were  delinquent  in  their 
accounts  with  the  treasurer;  and  inasmuch  as  current  bills  were 
pressing,  the  treasurer  was  authorized  to  borrow  such  money  as  was 
needed  for  the  payment  of  current  bills. 

The  Chairman  was  requested  to  write  a  letter  and  urge  all  de- 
linquent parishes  and  missions  to  pay  promptly  the  balances  due 
the  Episcopal  and  Contingent  Fund. 

It  was  resolved  that  the  Finance  Committee  furnish  to  the  Con- 
vention a  list  of  parishes  and  missions  which,  in  the  judgment  of 
the  Committee,  should  be  given  a  flat  assessment.

Report  of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Thompson  Orphanage  and 
Training  Institution 

The  Annual  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  The  Thompson 
Orphanage  and  Training  Institution  was  held  at  the  Orphanage  on 
Thursday,  January  7,  1926. 

The  reports  of  the  various  officers  were  read  and  received,  the 
affairs  of  the  Orphanage  for  the  preceding  year  gone  over  carefully 
and  the  institution  was  found  to  be  in  excellent  condition. 

The  Board  feels  that  it  was  very  fortunate  in  securing  a  few  years 
ago  the  services  of  Rev.  William  H.  Wheeler  as  Superintendent. 
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With  the  generous  financial  assistance  which  has  been  given  him 
by  the  three  dioceses,  he  has  been  able  to  make  many  improvements. 

In  all  his  work  he  is  very  ably  assisted  by  Mrs.  Wheeler. 

The  personnel  of  the  Institution  was  never  of  a  better  character 
than  at  present.  Nearly  all  of  the  children  of  school  age  now  at- 
tend the  public  schools  of  Charlotte.  This  relieves  the  Orphanage 
of  the  expense  of  employing  so  many  teachers  and  gives  the  children 
educational  advantages  which  the  Institution  could  not  give  them. 
Under  this  arrangement  the  children  show  marked  improvement 
and  are  much  better  equipped  to  take  their  place  in  the  world  when 
the  time  comes  for  them  to  leave  the  Orphanage, 

The  younger  children  in  the  lower  grades  are  taught  by  Miss 
Nalle  and  the  excellent  work  which  some  of  the  children  do  in  the 
public  schools,  after  leaving  her  grades,  speaks  very  highly  of  the 
character  of  the  work  she  is  doing. 

The  building  program  is  being  carried  forward  by  the  executive 
committee.  Within  the  last  two  weeks  the  contract  has  been  placed 
for  the  erection  of  the  Administration  Building  and  gymnasium, 
which  will  be  completed  for  use  this  fall.  In  this  connection  we 
would  call  to  the  attention  of  the  various  parishes  the  fact  that, 
although  the  date  of  last  payment  of  the  subscriptions  was  on  last 
January  first,  there  is  still  due  on  pledges  over  twenty  thousand 
dollars.  The  Rev.  John  L.  Jackson  Treasurer  of  The  Thompson 
Orphanage  Campaign  Committee  has  worked  diligently  to  collect 
these  pledges.  We  hope  that  you  will  cooperate  with  him  and  enable 
the  Committee  to  complete  the  building  program. 

Recently  the  Orphanage  has  received  sixteen  thousand  dollars, 
through  the  generosity  of  Mrs.  Frances  K.  Frercks  and  will  receive 
about  forty  thousand  dollars  from  the  estate  of  the  late  William  H. 
Williamson. 


Report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South 
To  the  B4shop  and  Convention  of  the  Diocese: 

After  nineteen  years  absence  from  Sewanee,  I  was  gratified  to 
find  the  changes  for  the  better  which  are  evident  under  the  ad- 
ministration of  our  present  Vice  Chancellor,  a  member  of  the  church 
In  this  Diocese,  who  is  with  us  in  this  Convention,  and  for  whom 
I  ask  the  privilege  of  the  floor  that  he  may  give  you  in  so  far  as 
his  voice  will  permit  a  report  from  your  University  of  the  South. 
There   are   at   present   365    students    in   the   University,    25    in   the 
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Theological  Department,  about  100  in  the  Academic.  More  students 
from  North  Carolina  and  more  interest  than  ever  before  in  the 
State  in  an  institution,  but  more  still  to  be  desired,  and  we  must  pay 
not  only  interest  on  our  pledge  of  $15,000  to  clear  University  of 
debt  but  the  principal  by  December,  1927,  or  we  will  decrease  amount 
which  Sewanee  is  to  receive  from  other  sources.

Mr.  Ben.  F.  Finney  spoke  on  the  work  of  the  University  of 
the  South. 

Rev.  Edgar  H.  Goold  read  the  report  of  St.  Augustine's 
School,  which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  State  of 
the  Church. 

St.  Augustine's  School  has  enrolled  during  its  fifty-ninth  Annual 
Session  502  pupils,  including  37  in  the  St.  Agnes  Training  School 
for  Nurses.  Over  250  of  these  pupils  have  been  enrolled  in  the  High 
School  and  Teacher  Training  Course,  and  about  30  in  the  Junior 
College. 

The  Junior  College  at  St.  Augustine's  has  been  accredited  by  the 
State  Department  of  Education  and  thus  makes  a  splendid  foun- 
dation for  full  college  work  and  in  order  to  provide  for  the  estab- 
lishment of  a  full  College  course,  the  friends  of  the  Institution 
are  asked  to  aid  in  securing  a  fund  of  $500,000,  $300,000  of  which  is 
needed  for  endowment,  and  $200,000  for  additional  buildings  and 
equipment. 

Since  May  1st  of  last  year  1,123  bed  patients  have  been  cared  for 
in  St.  Agnes  Hospital.  There  have  been  663  operations  and  23,163 
hospital  days.  The  current  expenses  have  been  about  $33,000  of 
which  amount  about  $24,000  has  been  paid  by  the  patients  them- 
selves. The  Glenton  Memorial  Annex  has  been  completed,  thus 
adding  30  beds  to  the  capacity  of  the  Hospital. 

The  Hospital  and  Training  School  are  doing  splendid  work  and 
are  worthy  of  genuine  interest  and  generous  support.

Mr.  Wade  R.  Brown  made  a  report  of  the  Department  of  Re- 
ligious Education  and,  at  his  request,  Mrs.  Frank  'N.  Challen 
spoke  on  the  "Young  People's  Work"  in  the  Diocese. 

Rev.  Alfred  S.  Lawrence  read  the  report  of  the  Rector  of  the 
Chapel  of  the  Cross  at  the  University  of  ^orth  Carolina : 

It  is  just  a  year  now  since  we  have  moved  into  the  new  Chapel 
of  the  Cross  and  have  had  the  Parish  House  fully  available.  The 
new  buildings  have  already  proved  their  immense  value,  the  student 
congregation  has  shown  a  gratifying  increase,  and  the  Parish  House 
has  enabled  us  to  serve  them  and  the  community  in  a  way  that  was 
not   possible   before. 

The  number  of  students  affiliated  with  the  Episcopal  Church,  in 
attendance  at  the  University,  was  355  including  80  at  the  Summer 
School.    Of  these  about  half  are  from  this  Diocese. 

Good  work  has  been  done  by  a  student  vestry  of  about  25  mem- 
bers.    The  Parish  House  has  been  in  constant  use,  many  clubs  and 
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societies  holding  their  regular  meetings  there,  the  Church  organi- 
zations using  it  constantly. 

On  Sunday  nights  since  last  September,  we  have  tried  the  ex- 
periment of  having  lectures  by  members  of  the  faculty,  their  subjects 
the  relation  of  Religion  to  their  own  special  field,  e.g.,  Science, 
History,  Commerce,  Literature,  Education,  etc.  These  lectures 
have  been  fairly  well  attended,  but  have  not  met  with  the  response 
that  I  had  hoped  for. 

Several  important  memorials  and  gifts  have  been  received. 

It  is  necessary  to  record  not  only  the  encouraging  features  of 
the  work  but  the  discouraging  ones  also.  In  1925  we  had  to  borrow 
$1,000  for  maintenance.  We  face  a  deficit  of  $500  for  this  year. 
Necessarily  the  maintenance  of  the  new  plant,  an  all  time  sexton, 
heat  on  continuously  for  six  months,  light,  power  and  other  ex- 
pense, is  far  in  excess  of  the  upkeep  of  the  old  building. 

Rev.  Alfred  S.  Lawrence  offered  the  following  resolution 
wliicli  was  adopted. 

Resolved,  That  this  Convention,  believing  that  the  cause  of  Chris- 
tianity can  be  upheld  and  furthered  only  by  following  the  example 
and  precepts  of  Jesus  Christ,  and  that  true  faith  can  grow  only 
in  an  atmosphere  of  freedom,  puts  itself  on  record  as  deploring  and 
opposing  all  efforts  to  limit  freedom  of  thought,  freedom  of  teach- 
ing and  discussion,  and  freedom  of  research  to  ascertain  the  truth 
in  any  branch  of  knowledge. 

Mr.  W.  L.  Long  reported  for  tlie  Special  Committee  to  wliicli 
was  referred  tlie  report  of  the  lay  members  of  the  Trustees  of 
the  Diocese,  recommending  the  adoption  of  their  report.  (This 
report  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Finance  and  is  in- 
cluded in  their  report.) 

Kev.  Sidney  S.  Bost  read  the  report  of  the  Committee  ap- 
pointed at  the  last  Convention  to  consider  the  advisability  of 
abolishing  the  Convocational  System  as  follows  : 

The  Committee  appointed  to  consider  the  question  of  abolishing 
the  present  missionary  organization  of  the  Diocese,  with  the  three 
Convocations,  of  Raleigh,  of  Charlotte,  and  of  the  Colored  Work, 
each  with  its  Archdeacon  in  immediate  charge  of  the  missionary 
work  of  his  Convocation,  beg  leave  respectfully  to  report: 
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We  recommend: 

1.  That  such  amendments  be  made  in  Canon  XVIII,  of  "Con- 
vpcations,"  as  may  bring  the  financial  administration  ofi  our 
Diocesan  missionary  work  into  proper  coordination  with  the  present 
system  of  a  general  dependence  of  all  our  Diocesan  work  upon  the 
authority  of  the  Diocesan  Executive  Council. 

The  amendments  to  Canon  XVIII  are  as  follows: 

(1st.)  In  section  3,  strike  out  the  words  "to  raise  funds  for 
missionary  work  under  the  direction  of  the  Bishop  and  the 
Archdeacon." 

(2d.)  In  section  4,  strike  out  the  words:  "and  shall  also  include 
a  table  of  apportionments  for  the  following  year." 

Also,  in  the  same  section,  read  "Executive  Council"  for  "Con- 
vention,"  wherever  the  latter  word  occurs. 

2.  That  the  immediate  supervision  of  our  missionary  work  in 
each  Convocation,  under  the  general  authority  and  direction  of  the 
Bishop,  remain  with  the  Archdeacon  as  general  missionary  and 
supervisor  of  the  work  in  dependent  parishes  and  missions. 

3.  TTiat  section  6  of  Canon  XVIII  be  changed  to  read  as  follows: 
"The  financial  administration  of  the  missionary  work  of  the 
Diocese  be  under  the  authority  and  direction  of  the  Department  of 
Missions  and  Church  Extension  of  the  Executive  Council. 

4.  The  committee  further  recommend  the  adoption  by  the  Con- 
vention of  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  the  Executive  Council  may  at  any  time  employ 
an  Executive  Secretary,  either  for  whole  or  part  time,  fix  the  salary 
and  prescribe  the  duties  of  said  Executive  Secretary,  and  that  this 
Convention  recommend  that  the  Executive  Council  employ  such  a 
secretary. 

Referred  to  the  Committee  on  Canons,  except  the  concluding 
resolution,  which  was   adopted. 

Rev.  Sidney  S.  Bost  read  the  following: 

Petition  Respecting  the  Murdock  Memorial  Library 

It  is  proposed  that  the  Murdoch  Memorial  Library  be  transferred 
to  the  parish  house  of  the  Chapel  of  the  Cross,  Chapel  Hill,  where 
the  Rector  and  Vestry  of  the  Chapel  of  the  Cross  will  act  as 
Custodians  of  the  Murdoch  Memorial  Collection.  The  following 
resolutions   are   offered: 
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Resolved,  (1)  That  a  committee  of  two  be  appointed  by  this 
Convention  to  confer  with  the  Rector  and  Vestry  of  the  Chapel  of 
the  Cross,  Chapel  Hill,  with  power  to  act  in  the  matter  of  trans- 
ferring the  books  from  the  Bishop's  residence  in  Raleigh  to  the 
parish   house   at   Chapel   Hill. 

(2)  That  both  this  committee  and  the  Rector  and  Vestry  of 
the  Chapel  of  the  Cross,  Chapel  Hill,  be  required  to  carry  out  the 
four  conditions  as  set  forth  in  aforesaid  communication  to  the 
Convention,  of  date  May  7,  1914,  and  signed  by  Mrs.  F.  J.  Murdoch, 
for  the  family  and  heirs. 

(3)  That  any  books  in  the  collection  which  have  no  circulation 
value,  but  which  may  have  a  sound  financial  value,  may  be  sold 
by  authority  of  this  Convention  acting  directly,  or  through  a  duly 
authorized  committee,  and  the  proceeds  used  for  purchasing  books 
in  place  of  the  old  books  sold. 

(4)  That  the  expense  incurred  in  transferring  the  books  and 
in  the  erection  of  suitable  shelves  for  preserving  the  books  shall 
be  paid  by  the  treasurer  of  the  Diocese  upon  requisition  of  the 
committee  of  two  as  proposed  in  the  first  of  the  foregoing 
resolutions. 

(5)  That  the  aforesaid  committee  of  two  be  instructed  to  make 
full  report  at  the  next  Convention.

Pev.  Robert  B.  Owens  read  the  report  of  the  Committee  on 
Canons,  which  was  adopted  as  follows : 

Report  of  the  Committee  on  Canons 

Your  Committee  on  Canons  regrets  to  report  that  since  the  last 
meeting  of  the  Convention,  it  has  lost  by  death  one  of  its  most 
useful  and  valued  members. 
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Mr.  William  H.  Ruffin  was  appointed  to  membership  on  this 
Committee  in  1913,  and  since  that  time  has  served  continuously 
until  his  death  early  this  year.  He  has  been  most  diligent  and 
helpful  in  our  deliberations  and  decisions,  and  his  wise  and  states- 
manlike counsels,  and  ripe  judgments  will  be  sorely  missed.  His 
judicial  temperament,  his  broad  and  comprehensive  grasp  of  the 
principles  of  Churchmanship,  and  his  practical  knowledge,  not  only 
of  the  needs  of  the  Church,  but  of  the  methods  whereby  those  needs 
might  be  best  supplied,  rendered  his  services  invaluable  to  us. 
We  wish  to  put  on  record  our  appreciation,  not  only  of  those 
services,  and  of  his  splendid  Christian  character;  but  also  our  high 
estimation  of  him  as  a  man,  a  friend,  and  a  brother  in  Christ. 
May  he  rest  in  peace,  and  may  light  perpetual  shine  upon  him. 

We  respectfully  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following 
resolutions: 

1.     Resolved,  That  Canon  XIII  be  amended  as  follows: 

(1)  In  Section  2,  strike  out  all  that  follows  the  words  "payable 
weekly"  in  line  4,  and  substitute  therefor  the  following  so  that  it 
will  read  "payable  weekly  to  the  work  of  the  National  Council  and 
to  such  missionary  and  benevolent  objects  as  may  be  included  in 
the  Diocesan  Program:  Provided,  hoivever,  that  where  the  'Bud- 
get system'  or  some  similar  system  is  in  use,  it  shall  be  considered 
that  the  provisions  of  this  section  are  satified  by  the  monthly  re- 
mittance of  a  proper  contribution  from  such  congregation  for 
the   above    purposes." 

(2)  Strike  out  Section  3  and  substitute  the  following: 

"Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  treasurer  of  such  funds  in 
each  Parish  or  Mission  to  remit  promptly  each  month  to  the  proper 
officer  entitled  to  receive  them,  all  amounts  collected  as  herein  pro- 
vided. And  funds  contributed  for  the  above  purposes  shall  not  be 
used,  even  temporarily,  for  any  purpose  other  than  that  for  which 
they  were  contributed." 

Rev.  Bertram  E.  Brown  reported  for  the  Committee  on 
Evangelism  and  the  Rev.  Loaring  Clark  addressed  the  Con- 
vention on  this  subject. 

Rev.  Bertram  E.  Brown,  Rev.  Clarence  O.  Par  do  and  Mr. 
Wm.  A.  Erwin  then  spoke  on  the  subject  of  Evangelism. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Findings  was  made  the 
special  order  for  11  a.m.  Wednesday. 
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The  Convention  took  a  recess  until  8  p.m. 

8  p.m.  After  Divine  Service,  the  Bishop  introduced  the 
Venerable  Frederick  Blount  Drane,  Archdeacon  of  the  Yukon, 
who  spoke  on  his  work  in  the  Missionary  District  of  Alaska. 

The  Ven.  Wm.  H.  Hardin,  Archdeacon  of  the  Convocation 
of  Charlotte,  was  then  introduced,  and  spoke  on  the  work  in 
his  Convocation. 

The  Yen.  Morrison  Bethea,  Archdeacon  of  the  Convocation 
of  Raleigh,  was  then  introduced,  and  spoke  on  the  work  in  his 
field.

Cbesbire,  assisted  by  Bishop  Penick  and  the  Rev.  Robert  B. 
Drane,  D.D.  The  offerings  of  the  Congregation  were  received 
for  the  work  of  Archdeacon  Drane  in  the  Missionary  District 
of  Alaska. 

9 :30  a.m.  Morning  Prayer  Avas  said  by  Bishop  Cheshire 
assisted  by  the  Rev.  Thomas  F.  Opie,  D.D. 

10  :00  a.m.  the  Bishop  called  the  Convention  to  order  and  the 
Minutes  of  the  first  day's  session  were  read  and  approved. 

Rev.  Warren  W.  Way  read  the  report  of  the  Woman's 
Auxiliary  to  the  Diocesan  Convention,  which  was  received 
with  a  rising  vote  of  thanks  and  appreciation. 

Rev.  Father  in  God: 

I  beg  to  submit  the  report  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  for  the 
year    1925. 

As  a  matter  of  recent  interest  let  me  say,  our  annual  meeting, 
held  in  Durham  April  20,  21  and  22,  1926,  was  the  largest  we  have 
had.  The  large  number  who  stayed  through  the  whole  meeting  and 
the  interest  and  devotion  shown  throughout  the  business  proceed- 
ings and  Church  services  are  a  source  of  encouragement. 

For  the  year  1925,  the  district  meetings  held  in  the  spring  and 
fall  show  also  increasing  interest.  Real  interest  has  been  developed 
in  "The  Young  People's  Fellowship"  and  we  hope  to  further  that 
work  more  in  the  future.  Our  committee  on  "Work  with  Colored 
Women,"  is  formed  to  cooperate  with  the  auxiliaries  of  the  colored 
convocation,  help  them  establish  new  branches,  and  strengthen 
those  already  at  work. 

There  are  eighty-five  working  parishes  and  missions  among  the 
white  people  of  our  diocese,  i.e.  those  pledged  towards  the 
apportionment. 

We  have  eighty-four  branches  of  the  auxiliary.  Six  new  branches 
have  been  formed  during  the  year.  There  are  still  several  missions 
where  branches  should  be  at  work.     Our  hope  for  the  year  before

us  is,  First,  that  we  strengthen  the  branches  already  at  work. 
Second,  form  new  branches  in  several  places  where  there  are  a 
few  Church  women  in  struggling  missions.  Third,  a  United  Thank 
Offering  box  in  the  hands  of  all  isolated  Church  Women,  so  that 
through  our  interest  in  them,  and  their  own  prayers  and  gifts, 
they  may  feel  themselves  part  of  the  "Church  at  Work."  Towards 
this  end  the  clergy  can  be  of  great  help  to  us. 

We  desire  to  thank  the  Bishops,  the  archdeacons,  and  other  clergy- 
men and  laymen  who  in  our  district  and  other  meetings  have  given 
us  invaluable  help  and  sympathy. 

There  are  four  Intercessory  Days  kept  by  the  Woman's  Auxiliary 
throughout  our  diocese — St.  Andrew's  Day,  the  Epiphany,  the 
Annunciation  and  the  Transfiguration.  By  every  branch,  where 
possible,  a  corporate  Communion  is  made  on  these  four  days,  as 
well  as  prayers  of  intercession.  Special  offerings  are  taken,  two  for 
objects  within  our  diocese,  one  for  work  in  the  foreign,  and  one  in 
the  domestic  field.  It  is  our  hope  that  these  days  will  be  more 
generally  observed.  The  help  of  the  clergy  is  asked  towards 
that  end. 

The  Diocesan  Executive  Council  has  asked  that  we  provide  one 
hundred  dollars  a  year  towards  the  expenses  of  the  Carolina 
Churchman,  a  responsibility  which  we  gladly  accept, 

"We  have  accepted  the  'Message'  sent  in  1924  to  the  National 
Council  as  a  challenge,  and  have  made  it  our  own." 

"We  are  deeply  concerned  over  the  grave  financial  situation 
facing  the  National  Council.  We  are  even  more  alarmed  by  the 
probable  cause  of  the  situation  than  we  are  by  the  possible  effect 
upon   the   program   of  the   Church." 

"We  are  dedicated  and  committed  to  (1)  The  payment  in  full 
of  all  general  Church  quotas.  (2)  The  overcoming  of  lukewarm- 
ness  by  deeper  spiritual  understanding  and  greater  consecration 
through  prayer  and  sacraments.  (3)  The  awakening  of  the  women 
of  the  Church  to  more  effective  service  for  Christ.  (4)  United  par- 
ish effort.  (5)  The  strengthening  of  our  rural  and  foreign-born 
work.  (6)  Closer  relationship  with  the  missionaries  in  the  field. 
(7)  The  carrying  out  of  a  constructive  program  of  education  for 
peace,  and  the  use  of  our  best  efforts  and  strongest  influence  to- 
wards the  promotion  of  international,  and  inter-racial  good  will." 

We  have  offered  ourselves  to  the  clergy  and  vestries  to  do  all 
we  can  to  see  that  the  parish  quotas  are  paid. 

And  because  we  are  "committed  to  the  payment  in  full  of  our 
Diocesan  Budget  Quota  and  Advanced  Work,"  we  gladly  have  ac- 
cepted the  request  of  The  Diocesan  Council  to  raise  $3,000  during 
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this  Triennium  for  the  "Advanced  Work"  of  this  Diocese,  and 
plan  also  to  have  some  share  in  our  Woman's  Auxiliary  "Corpo- 
rate Gift,"  to  be  raised  by  the  Auxiliary  all  over  the  world.  Reports 
from  The  Educational  Department  show  increasing  interest  in 
study. 

One  Institute  has  been  held  and  plans  made  for  regular  Educa- 
tional Conferences  in  fall  and  spring. 

In  the  Social  Service  Department  we  have  had  for  our  slogan, 
"Strive  to  better  and  enrich  conditions  that  surround  human 
life." 

We  have  had  for  our  program  work  with  city,  county  and  )»'tate 
officers  "who  administer  our  public  charity  and  have  charge  of  our 
public  welfare."  We  have  been  asked  by  the  State  Department  of 
Public  Welfare  to  keep  in  touch  with  the  families  of  children  in 
the  Thompson  Orphanage  and  help  rebuild  those  families.  We  have 
been  interested  in  Rural  Work  and  have  felt  proud  and  happy  in 
providing  the  salary  of  Miss  Lillie  Hill  for  her  wonderful  work  in 
St.  Andrew's  Mission,  Rockingham  County.

Chaplains  as  follows : 

To  the  Right  Reverend  Joseph  B4ount  Cheshire,  D.D.,  and   to   the 
Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina: 

In  accordance  with  Canon  6,  section  5,  the  Board  of  Examining 
Chaplains  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  herewith  submit  the  fol- 
lowing report: 

On  September  10,  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Milne,  Owens  and  Gribbin, 
with  Bishop  Penick  present,  examined  Edward  Francis  Barrow 
under  Canon  5,  Section  V  (i),  for  the  Diaconate,  and  reported  a 
satisfactory  examination. 

In  October,  the  Board  examined  the  scholastic  credits  of  Daniel 
Webster  Allen  postulant,  and  Worth  Bagley  Wicker,  postulant,  and 
acting  under  Canon  2,  Section  V  (8),  accepted  this  evidence  in  lieu 
of  examination,  and  so  reported  to  the  Bishop.  The  Board  recom- 
mended that  the  former  be  dispensed  from  Latin,  and  the  latter 
from  Greek.  Alfred  S.  Lawrence. 

Rev.  Alfred  S.  Lawrence  made  a  report  of  the  Committee, 
appointed  several  years  ago,  on  Bible  Instruction  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  J^orth  Carolina.  The  Report  was  received  and  the 
Committee  discharged  from  further  consideration  of  the  subject. 

Rev.  Thomas  F.  Opie  read  the 

Report  of  Diocesan  Committee  on  Proposed  Consolidation  of  the 
Three  Diocesan  Organs  of  the  North  Carolina  Dioceses 

Your  committee  took  this  matter  up  with  the  editors  and  authori- 
ties in  the  three  North  Carolina  Dioceses  and  received  unfavorable 
replies  in  all  three  cases. 
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These  replies  indicate  that  the  proposed  plan  of  consolidation 
is  impracticable — and  must  be  abandoned. 

The  financial  status  of  our  own  Diocesan  organ  remains  critical, 
and  with  a  possible  view  to  a  solution  of  this  vexed  matter,  which 
has  gone  on  from  year  to  year  without,  apparently,  having  the 
serious  Diocesan  consideration  that  it  should  command,  we  make 
the  following  recommendations: 

(a)  That  the  convention  endorse  the  proposed  plan  and  sugges- 
tion of  the  Diocesan  Department  of  Publicity,  to  the  effect  that  the 
four  agencies  which  make  full  use  of  the  Carolina  Churchman's 
columns  as  a  medium  of  information — namely,  the  Woman's  Aux- 
iliary, the  Young  People's  Fellowship,  Thompson  Orphanage  and 
the  Forward  Movement  Campaign — pay  a  fixed  sum  each  year 
towards  the  support  of  the  paper. 

(b)  That  this  convention  recommend  to  the  Executive  Council 
that  it  appropriate  annually  such  sum  in  excess  of  the  present 
appropriation  as  it  may  see  fit  towards  the  support  of  the  Carolina 
Chw^chman — without  which  the  whole  work  of  the  Diocese  must 
suffer. 

(c)  That  the  convention  go  on  record  as  urging  with  all  possible 
earnestness  the  Diocesan-wide  support  of  the  Caroli7ia  Churchman, 
on  the  part  of  every  layman,  every  rector  and  minister  and  the 
Ecclesiastical  Authority. 

(d)  We  further  recommend  that  a  diocesan-wide  campaign  for 
subscriptions  and  for  display  advertisements  in  the  columns  of 
the  paper  be  launched  at  an  early  date  by  the  Diocesan  Department 
of    Publicity.

The  Church  Pension  Fund  Committee  respectfully  submits  the  fol- 
lowing   report: 

The  duties  of  this  Committee  as  set  out  in  Canon  No.  30  have 
been  carefully  complied  with  during  the  past  year. 

The  Treasurer  of  the  Committee  collected  and  forwarded  to  the 
New  York  Office  in  quarterly  installments  assessments  amounting  to 
$10,881.19  as  follows: 
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First  Quarter $2,522.65 

Second  Quarter  2,751.99 

Third   Quarter 2,518.31 

Fourth  Quarter   3,088.24 

This  represents  an  increase  of  $1,006.86  over  the  collections  for 
the  previous  year. 

On  January  1,  1926,  a  statement  from  the  New  York  Office  of  the 
Church  Pension  Fund  showed  22  Parishes  in  arrears  amounting  to 
$754.66.  On  May  3,  1926,  all  but  6  Parishes  had  paid  their  arrears, 
the  balance  due  amounting  to  $168.64. 

Exhibit  A  attached  to  this  report  gives  the  names  of  these  parishes 
and  the  arrears  due  by  each  parish. 

The  administrative  expenses  for  the  year  amounted  to  $192.  An 
itemized  statement  is  shown  in  Exhibit  B  attached  to  this  report. 

On  file  with  this  report  is  a  statement  from  the  Church  Pension 
Fund  covering  the  pensions  and  annuities  being  paid  at  the  present 
time  to  pensioners  in  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina,  also  a  letter 
from  Mr.  Bradford  B.  Locke,  Secretary  of  the  Church  Pension  Fund, 
stressing  the  importance  of  paying  dues  promptly.

Your  Special  Committee  appointed  to  consider  certain  portions 
of  the  Address  of  Bishop  Penick  begs  leave  to  offer  the  following 
resolutions: 

Resolved,  (1)  That  the  Executive  Council  having  adopted  as 
advanced  "^rork  for  this  triennium  the  sum  of  fifteen  thousand  dol- 
lars to  erect  a  Church  for  Deaf  Mutes  in  the  city  of  Durham,  your 
committee  desires  most  heartily  to  endorse  the  action  of  the  Ex- 
ecutive Committee  in  this  important  and  splendid  forward  step. 
That  the  Convention  express  its  commendation  of  this  action. 

(2)  Your  Cqmmittee  feels  deep  concern  in  the  delay  in  the  pay- 
ment of  the  pledges  subscribed  to  the  Foward  Movement.  It  is  cer- 
tain that  no  employer  could  maintain  his  business  were  he  in  the 
habit  of  delaying  the  payments  of  salaries,  how  much  more  im- 
portant  that   those   in   the   work   of    the   Master   receive   regularly 
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the  definite  amounts  promised  them.  Delayed  payments  by  Con- 
gregations means  delayed  payments  of  stipends.  The  Executive 
Council  has  limited  borrowing  to  take  care  of  these  delayed  pledges 
to  $2,000  and  this  amount  has  already  been  used,  your  Committee 
therefore  deems  it  most  urgent  that  the  Parishes  shall  meet  their 
pledges  promptly  and  fully,  and  suggests  that  each  Clergyman, 
whose  Parish  is  in  arrears,  bring  this  matter  to  the  earnest  atten- 
tion of  his  congregation. 

(3)  The  University  of  the  South  holds  the  note  of  the  Diocese 
in  the  amount  of  approximately  $15,000  which  if  not  paid  by  De- 
cember 31,  1927,  will  seriously  hamper  the  work  of  the  Institution. 
Your  Committee  considers  the  prompt  discharge  of  the  debt  most 
necessary  and  moves  that  the  Executive  Committee  be  instructed 
to  devise  ways  and  means  to  meet  this  obligation,  during  the  cur- 
rent calendar  year. 

The  report  was  received  and  the  Resolutions  were  adopted. 

Rev.  Wilmot  S.  Holmes  read  the  report  of  the  Special  Com- 
mittee to  which  was  referred  the  report  of  the 'Trustees  of  St. 
Mary's  School  as  follows : 

The  Committee  to  which  was  referred  the  report  of  St.  Mary's 
School  beg  leave  to  report  that  it  notes  with  gratification  the 
improvements  which  have  been  made  to  the  physical  betterment 
of  the  property  and  the  addition  to  the  endowment  fund  and 
scholarship  funds  of  the  school. 

The  loss  of  $20,000  in  general  income  charges  over  the  previous 
year,  amounting  to  17  per  cent  of  this  item,  while  not  alarming, 
is  not  to  be  disregarded,  incurring  as  it  does  a  debit  balance  as 
against  a  credit  from  the  previous  year. 

If  it  means  a  slacking  of  patronage  to  a  Junior  Collegfe  when  full 
term  colleges  are  crowded,  it  may  compel  the  earlier  facing  of 
the  question  to  which  the  rector  calls  attention.  Should  St.  Mary's 
not  look  forward  to  the  time  when  girls  and  young  women  of 
the  Church  shall  have  opportunity  for  a  full  college  course  under 
Church  influence?  If  possible  the  loss  should  be  analyzed  and 
the  situation  faced  squarely.

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After  the  reading  of  the  report  of  the  Special  Committee  on 
the  Eeport  of  St.  Mary's  School,  the  Convention,  on  motion, 
went  into  a  committee  of  the  whole.  Mr.  Geo.  C.  Green  was 
called  to  the  chair. 

At  1  p.m.  the  convention  took  a  recess. 

2  :30  p.m.  The  Convention  was  called  to  order  and  Mr.  Geo. 
C.  Green  being  absent,  Mr.  Thos.  H.  Battle  was  called  to  the 
chair.  After  some  discussion,  the  committee  of  the  whole  rose 
and  the  Bishop  resumed  the  chair.  The  chairman  of  the  com- 
mittee of  the  whole  reported  to  the  Convention  the  following 
resolution,  which  was  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  this  Convention  appoint  a  Committee  to  take  such 
measures  as  they  may  deem  best  to  raise  during  the  year  1927, 
$2,000  for  the  current  maintenance  of  St.  Mary's  School,  and  that 
the  Executive  Council  be  instructed  to  include  annually  thereafter 
$5,000  in  the  Diocesan  Budget  for  the  same  purpose. 

Rev.  Roma  C.  Fortune  made  his  report  as  follows : 

Repokt  of  the  Deaf  Mission  in  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina 

To   the  Rt.  Rev.  Bishop   and  Bishop   Coadjutor  of   the   Diocese   of 
North  Carolina: 

I  respectfully  submit  the  following  as  the  report  of  my  official 
work  for  the  year  covering  May  1,  1925,  to  May  1,  1926. 

I  have  delivered  141  sermons  and  addresses;  have  baptized  five 
adults,  all  in  Greensboro;  have  performed  two  marriages  and 
officiated  at  two  funerals. 

I  have  presented  eleven  candidates  for  confirmation;  eight  of 
whom  were  in  St.  Andrew's,  Greensboro,  and  three  in  St.  Philip's, 
Durham. 

Financial  Report:  Collections  outside  St.  Philip's,  Durham, 
$52.46.  Expenses  for  the  year  were  $42.13;  leaving  a  balance  on 
hand  of  $10.33. 

Not  counting  the  number  of  deaf  persons  who  attend  our  regular 
weekly  services  in  Durham,  I  have  preached  to  1,311  deaf  persons 
within  the  year.  All  the  stations  visited  by  me  are  improving  in 
their  local  organizations  and  work,  and  the  character  of  the  work 
done   is   fine    and    far-reaching. 
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Again,  let  me,  on  behalf  of  the  deaf  people  every  where,  thank 
our  Bishops,  Rectors  and  Laymen  who  are  showing  such  a  fine 
interest  in  the  welfare  and  the  spiritual  life  of  the  deaf  people 
in  the  Diocese   and  beyond.

We  have  considered  the  matters  referred  to  us,  and  offer  the 
following: 

Resolved,  That  the  Convention  authorizes  the  temporary  trans- 
ference of  the  Murdock  Memorial  Library  from  the  Bishop's  residence 
in  Raleigh  to  the  Parish  House  of  the  Chapel  of  the  Cross,  Chapel 
Hill,  under  the  terms  and  conditions  of  the  Memorial  as  set  forth 
in  the  petition  and  Memorial  as  read  to  the  Convention  by  the 
Rev.  Sidney  S.  Bost  and  that  a  committee  of  two  be  appointed  to 
carry  out  the  conditions  and  terms  of  the  aforesaid  memorial.

We  also  recommend  that  the  delinquents  be  notified  by  the  Treas- 
urer of  their  respective  Parishes  of  the  unpaid  pledges  for  the 
Thompson    Orphanage    Building   fund. 
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We  also  wish  to  express  appreciation  for  the  Convention  of  the 
two  noticeable  gifts  of  Mrs.  Frercks  and  the  late  Wm.  H.  William- 
son, examples  which  we  hope  will  be  followed  by  many  others  for 
this   most   worthy   cause.

Hospital  as  follows : 

Good  Samaritan  Hospital  Report,   1925 

The  year  1925  records  the  last  year's  work  in  the  history  of  the 
Good  Samaritan  Hospital,  the  outstanding  feature  of  which  has 
been  the  opening  of  the  Jane  Wilkes  Memorial  Annex  at  a  cost  of 
$45,000,  with  an  addition  of  30  beds.  This  increased  capacity  has 
brought  increased  responsibility  and  also  increased  opportunity  for 
greater  service  in  the  name  of  the  Master.  Its  constant  endeavor  is 
to  be  worthy  of  the  name  it  bears.  During  the  year  it  has  cared 
for  837  patients  for  6,878  days;  301  charity  patients  for  2,186  days; 
25  deaths;  26  births;  478  operations.

Report  of  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church  as  Follows 

Your  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church  begs  leave  to  make 
the  following  report: 

We  feel  that  any  report  at  this  time  would  inadequately  express 
the  feeling  of  gratitude  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese,  did  it  fail  to 
mention  the  far-reaching  influence  that  should  be  carried  to  the 
Parishes  and  Missions  from  this  Parish  in  which  we  are  assembled. 
We  find  here  the  true  expression  of  the  work  of  the  Apostolic  Church 
and  of  the  work  of  the  extension  of  the  kingdom  of  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ.  The  going  out  from  this  splendid  inspirational  center  into 
the  highways  and  hedges  and  compelling  the  unchurched  to  come 
in,  should  inspire  us  to  go  back  and  launch  a  campaign  of  Evange- 
lism which  shall  strengthen  the  hold  of  the  Church  in  this 
Diocese. 

We  feel  increasingly  that  under  the  leadership  of  our  Bishops 
the  Church  in  this  Diocese  is  making  a  real  and  lasting  contribu- 
tion to  the  life  of  the  whole  Church. 

We  are  gratified  at  the  forward  steps  taken  by  the  Thompson 
Orphanage  in  respect  to  its  building  program  and  its  general  ex- 
pansion, and  feel  that  the  Church  should  continue  to  give  every 
possible  support  to  the  Orphanage  Superintendent  and  authorities 
so  that  this  may  become  a  first  class  child-caring  institution,  judged 
by  the  standards  set  for  such  institutions. 

We  record  with  sympathy  and  appreciation  the  efforts  of  the 
St.  Mary's  School  authorities  to  meet  the  financial  demands  required 
of  her  to  become  a  recognized  Junior  College  with  standing  in 
the  Association  of  Colleges  and  Secondary  Schools,  and  look  forward 
to  the  time  when  this,  one  of  the  leading  educational  institutions 
of  the  Church  in  America,  may  become  an  A-Grade  College. 

In  connection  with  education,  your  Committee  deplores  our  long 
standing  indebtedness  to  the  University  of  the  South  and  feel  that 
this  Convention  should  address  itself  seriously  to  an  early  liquidation 
of  this  $16,500  indebtedness.  To  this  end  we  recommend  the  ap- 
pointment of  a  special  committee  to  take  this  matter  in  hand 
with  power  to  act. 

We  felicitate  St.  Peter's  Hospital,  the  Good  Samaritan  and  St. 
Agnes,  the  latter  two  being  splendid  institutions  for  the  colored,  on 
their  progress  and  on  their  efficient  management,  and  bespeak  the 
Church's  continued  interest  in,  and  support  of,  the  worthy 
institutions. 
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The  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church  thanks  and  con- 
gratulates the  Department  of  Religious  Education  on  its  splendid 
scheme  of  Lenten  activity  in  respect  to  Church  School  offerings, 
and  respectfully  suggest  that  this  idea  be  continued,  and  also  that 
the  Department  consider  the  advisability  of  including  the  season 
of  Advent  in  their  plans.  We  understand  that,  while  the  goal  for 
Lent  was  set  at  $5,000,  something  over  $7,000  was  raised.  This  is  a 
phenomenal  increase  over  previous  Lenten  offerings,  and  was  due 
to  the  fact  that  we  set  up  a  uniform  Diocesan  system,  and  indicated 
a  goal  for  each  Church  School. 

With  the  noble  example  of  this  Parish  in  Tarboro,  in  its  ex- 
tension throughout  the  County  of  Edgecombe,  principally  through 
consecrated  lay  activity,  we  feel  that  we  should  suggest  to  this 
Convention  the  possibility  of  development  of  lay  leadership  and 
lay  evangelism — looking  to  lay  administration  for  vacant  parishes 
and  missions  throughout  the  Diocese,  and  also  looking  to  the  ex- 
tension of  the  borders  of  this  Church  where  we  now  have  no  definite 
work. 

We  deplore  the  frequent  loss  of  communicants  by  removal,  in 
cases  where  said  communicants  leave  a  parish  or  mission  without 
asking  for  letters  of  transfer  to  the  churches  in  the  locality  to 
which  they  move.  We  urge  greater  care  on  the  part  of  both  clergy 
and  laity  in  this  important  matter.  The  appended  display  of  sta- 
tistics shows  the  state  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese  for  1925  and 
1926.      (See  appendix.) 

We  note  with  gratification  and  record  with  pride  the  action  of  the 
Diocese  in  procuring  a  worker  for  the  young  people's  field,  and 
consider  this  work  fundamental  to  the  future  growth  of  the  Church 
in  our  Diocese.  We  bespeak  for  Mrs.  Frank  N.  Challen  the  warmest 
possible  sympathy  and  the  most  ready  and  willing  support  of  every 
clergyman  and  of  every  layman  in  the  Diocese. 

The  state  of  the  Church  as  refiected  by  the  Colored  Convocation  is 
most  encouraging.  The  number  of  confirmations  has  increased  from 
39  last  year  to  79;  but  merely  an  increase  in  members  is  not  after 
all  the  most  substantial  evidence  of  improvement.  The  splendid 
sacrificing  spirit  of  the  clergy,  laboring  under  handicaps  as  they  are, 
and  the  new  determination  of  the  people  to  meet  their  increasing 
quotas  in  face  of  the  successive  cuts  in  the  appropriations  for  the 
colored  work,  and  their  anxiety  to  prove  to  the  Church  that  the 
Colored  Convocation  is  not  a  liability,  but  a  growing  asset,  is  one 
of  the  most  encouraging  signs  of  progress  in  the  Church  today. 

We  are  glad  to  have  the  good  report  from  St.  Augustine's  that  its 
trustees  are  looking  toward  making  that  institution  a  standard 
college  for  the  Negro  youth,  thus  making  it  possible  for  the  Church 
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to  fill  the  gap  between  the  primary  and  professional  education 
offered  the  colored  youth.  The  Church  cannot  afford  to  do  less  than 
the  denominations,  while  it  at  the  same  time  demands  more. 

We  believe  that  there  would  be  an  increasing  number  of  Negro 
youth  drawn  to  the  Church  if  she  were  more  liberal  encouraging 
parochial  schools  at  strategic  points  in  her  missionary  field,  for 
these  are  the  feeders  for  the  higher  church  schools  and  are  the 
real   builders   of   the    Church   among   the   Negroes. 

Rev.  H.  JSTorwood  Bowne  offered  the  following  resolution 
which  was  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  the  Convention  be  given  to  the  Rev. 
Milton  A.  Barber  for  the  work  done  in  behalf  of  the  Church  School 
Lenten  Offering  for  the  Forward  Movement  of  the  Church. 

Bishop  Penick  taking  the  chair,  the  Bishop  read  the  following 
preamhle  and  resolution  which  was  adopted  on  motion  of  the 
Bishop,  seconded  by  Rev.  John  L.  Jackson. 

Whereas,  by  the  will  of  Albert  McCoy,  duly  probated  and  filed 
for  record  in  the  office  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Superior  Court  of  Meck- 
lenburg County,  N.  C,  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  of  NorthT  Carolina 
were  devised  the  remainder  after  the  life  estate  of  Lelia  Rebecca 
McCoy  in  "a  tract  of  land  to  contain  twenty-five  acres,  to  include 
the  home  and  out-buildings  to  be  set  apart  from  lots  Nos.  4  and  5, 
for  the  use  and  benefit  of  St,  Mark's  Church,  located  in  Long  Creek 
Township,  Mecklenburg  County; 

And  whereas,  it  is  for  the  best  interest  of  all  concerned  that  the 
said  remainder  in  the  estate  of  the  said  Albert  McCoy  should  be 
conveyed  to  Mrs.  Ella  McCoy  Nisbett; 

Now,  therefore,  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina 
are  hereby  instructed  and  are  authorized  and  empowered  and 
directed  to  make  a  deed  from  the  said  Trustees  of  the  said  Diocese 
of  North  Carolina  to  Mrs.  Ella  McCoy  Nisbett  of  all  the  rights,  title 
and  interest  in  and  to  the  estate  of  the  said  Albert  McCoy,  devised 
to  the  said  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  by  the  said  Albert  McCoy. 

Rev.  Alfred  S.  Lawrence  offered  the  following  resolution 
which  was   adopted : 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  this  Convention  be  extended  to  tne 
Rector  and  members  of  Calvary  and  St.  Luke's  churches,  to  the 
people  of  Tarboro  and  to  the  local  press  for  their  kindness  and 
hospitality. 
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Rev.  Thomas  L.  Trott  offered  tlie  following  resolution,  which 
was  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  we,  in  Convention  Assembled,  pledge  ourselves  to 
do  all  within  our  power  to  create  a  sentiment  for  the  proper  ob- 
servance of  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  our  country,  with  special 
reference   to  the  Eighteenth  Amendment. 

The  Committee  on  Findings  reported  as  follows : 

The  Committee  on  Findings  reports  that  the  representatives  of 
the  Parishes  and  Missions  which  have  appeared  before  it  have 
offered  increases  totaling  $52  and  have  asked  reductions  totaling 
$4,049. 

Your  Committee  is  unable  in  the  limited  time  at  its  disposal, 
to  give  adequate  consideration  to  these  requests  and  asks  that  the 
matter  be  referred  to  the  Executive  Council  for  final  determination. 

Bishop  Penick  announced  the  gift  of  $1,000  a  year  for  the 
period  of  three  years  to  the  advanced  work  of  the  Diocese  by  a 
layman  from  St.  Peter's  Church,  Charlotte. 

The  minutes  of  the  Convention  were  read  and  approved. 

After  the  singing  of  the  Gloria  in  Excelsis  and  prayers  and 
Benediction  by  the  Bishop,  the  Convention  adjourned  sine  die.

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ADDRESS  OF  THE  BISHOP 


Brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity: 

We  are  assembled  for  the  One  Hundred  and  Tenth  Annual 
Convention  of  the  Diocese  in  the  parish  which  had  the  earliest 
connection  with  our  Diocesan  Convention  as  now  constituted. 
At  the  Third  of  these  Conventions  there  were  representatives 
of  only  five  congregations,  Edenton,  JSTewbern,  Wilmington, 
Fayetteville,  all  in  the  present  Diocese  of  East  Carolina ;  and  a 
little  congregation  called  St.  Jude's,  in  a  remote  part  of  Orange 
County,  which  seems  to  have  consisted  of  only  two  or  three 
families,  and  which  in  a  few  years  disappeared,  leaving  little, 
if  any,  trace  behind.  In  this  Convention  of  1819  appeared 
the  Rev.  John  Phillips,  Rector  of  Trinity  Church,  Tarborough, 
reporting  len  communicants,  and  desiring  to  be  admitted  into 
union  with  the  Convention.  It  was  then  admitted.  The  name 
was  in  1833  changed  to  Calvary  Church,  and  it  was  readmitted 
under  that  title.  Neither  name  was  a  proper  designation.  It 
should  have  been  called  St.  Mary's  Parish,  as  that  was  the 
name  of  the  parish  in  Colonial  times;  and  the  persons  who 
formed  the  organization  in  1819  and  in  1833  were  the  people 
of  the  old  St.  Mary's,  or  their  children. 

Of  our  older  parishes  there  is  hardly  one  where  the  life  of 
the  Church  in  the  earlier  years  of  the  Diocese  seemed  so  feeble, 
and  where  the  growth  was  so  slow.  I  myself  can  remember 
when  there  were  only  about  twenty  communicants,  and  only 
five  or  six  of  them  men.  Bishop  Ravenscroft  in  one  of  his 
Convention  addresses  records  his  conviction  that  all  hopes  of 
establishing  a  church  in  Tarborough  must  be  given  up. 

I  shall  not  enlarge  upon  the  past,  or  upon  the  present,  as  we 
look  about  us  in  this  parish  today.  Perhaps  there  is  no  church 
in   the   Diocese,   which    in    its   setting   and   surroundings^    can 
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compare  witli  tliis  in  wliicli  we  are  now  assembled.  But  beau- 
tiful as  it  is,  witb  its  Parish  House,  its  Cloisters,  and  its 
beautiful  trees  and  flowers,  there  is  one  aspect  more  beautiful 
still.  This  is  the  higher  and  better  beauty  which  shines  out  in 
the  life  and  work  of  the  parish,  and  illumines  the  spaces  beyond. 
From  this  parish  there  go  out  men  and  women,  on  Sundays  and 
week-days,  to  chapels  and  schoolhouses  all  around,  in  the  suburbs, 
and  for  ten  and  twelve  miles  into  the  country,  to  extend  the  life 
of  the  parish,  with  its  loving  fellowship  and  ministrations.  I 
hardly  know  of  any  parish  anywhere  whose  work  is  so  truly  for 
others,  and  not  for  itself.  The  Rector  sets  his  people  the  ex- 
ample, and  certainly  many  of  them  follow  him,  in  looking  not 
upon  their  own  things,  but  also  upon  the  things  of  others.  We 
may  learn  something  from  the  work  of  the  Rector  and  the 
people  of  this  old  but  very  much  alive  parish. 

We  have  been  fortunate  in  having  had  no  loss  by  death 
among  the  Clergy  of  the  Diocese  during  the  year  covered  by 
this  report.  We  have  still  with  us  all  who  were  with  us  a  year 
ago.  But  within  the  last  few  weeks  we  have  had  a  sad  loss 
from  among  our  laymen.  We  shall  miss  one  of  the  most  de- 
voted and  useful  members  of  this  Convention,  and  one  of  the 
purest  and  most  beneficent  characters  this  Diocese  has  ever 
known.  Mr.  Wm.  Haywood  Ruflin,  of  St.  Paul's  Church, 
Louisburg,  on  the  twelfth  day  of  March,  in  the  very  act  of 
summoning  the  congregation  to  the  worship  of  the  sanctuary, 
was  smitten ;  and  in  a  very  brief  space  of  time  passed  on  to  his 
reward.  I  cannot  make  special  note  of  all  the  holy  and  faithful 
souls  who  from  time  to  time  pass  on  before  us.  But  some  one 
now  and  then  has  been  so  essentially  a  part  of  all  that  is  best 
and  most  beautiful  and  beneficent  in  the  life  of  the  Church  in 
the  Diocese,  as  well  as  in  his  particular  parish,  that  I  feel  that 
I  must  pay  the  tribute  of  a  loving  word  of  appreciation.  Such 
a  few  years  ago  was  Mr.  Richard  H.  Battle ;  such  was  William 
H.  Rufiin.  He  was  my  kinsman,  and  my  dear  friend.  He  was 
the  stay  of  the  Church  in  his  own  parish ;  he  was  the  diligent 
and  untiring  servant  of  the  Church  in  the  Convocation  of 
Raleigh,  and  in  the  counsels  and  in  the  work  of  the  Diocese. 
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I  believe  I  may  say  that  I  know  of  no  layman  who  for  the 
last  ten  years  has  been  so  unostentatiously  and  modestly  and 
intimately  associated  with  our  diocesan  life  and  work.  And, 
more  than  all,  his  life  and  influence,  his  private  and  his  public 
character,  adorned  in  all  things  the  doctrine  of  God  our  Saviour. 
We  have  had  many  good  and  noble  and  holy  laymen  in  this 
Convention  during  the  fifty-two  years  of  my  connection  with  it. 
I  do  not  believe  we  have  had  any  who  bore  more  worthily  the 
name  of  a  Christian  and  a  gentleman  than  our  dear  brother 
just  gone  from  us.

The  Rev.  Harris  Bush  Thomas  has  been  in  charge  of  All  Saints' 
Church,  Concord,  since  January  1,  1926,  and  I  am  daily  expecting 
his  Letters  Dimissory  from  the  Bishop  of  Western  North  Carolina. 

The  Rev.  A.  Lindsay  Skerry,  of  the  Diocese  of  Fredericton,  Brit- 
ish America,  is  serving  the  Church  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  Coolee- 
mee,  and  Ascension  Church,  Davie  County,  and  has  presented  Letters 
Dimissory.  He  will  be  received  into  the  Diocese  as  soon  as  other 
preliminary  conditions  can  be  fulfilled. 

The  Rev.  Thos.  L.  Trott  has  given  up  charge  of  St.  James'  Church, 
Iredell  County,  and  confines  his  labors  to  Trinity  Church,  States- 
ville. 

The  rattier  unusual  number  of  vacant  parishes  and  missions 
during  the  year  have  been  to  a  considerable  extent  supplied 
with  regular^  though  for  the  most  part  infrequent,  services  and 
ministrations  by  our  two  general  missionaries,  Archdeacon 
Bethea  in  the  Convocation  of  Raleigh,  and  Archdeacon  Hardin, 
in  the  Convocation  of  Charlotte.  Without  their  faithful  and 
effective  labors  many  of  our  congregations  would  have  been  for 
months  without  services,  and  quite  a  number  would  have  been 
thus  neglected  for  the  whole  twelve  months.  Few  of  our  local 
pastors  are  more  diligently  or  effectively  employed,  or  can  show 
better  results  of  their  work,  than  these  faithful  and  untiring 
laborers  in  the  field  of  the  Diocese. 

We  are  fortunate  in  being  able  to  note  a  considerable  increase 
in  the  numbers  of  our  Candidates  for  Holy  Orders  and  Pos- 
tulants during  the  last  year  or  two.

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There  are  several  other  excellent  young  men,  who  have  made 
application  to  be  received  as  Postulants,  but  whose  Certificates^ 
as  required  by  the  Canon,  have  not  yet  been  received. 

When  turning  from  the  details  of  my  routine  duties  of  visit- 
ations, the  recording  of  Clergymen,  Candidates,  and  other 
statistics,  and  the  general  aspect  of  the  work  of  the  Diocese, 
its  demands  and  its  opportunities,  I  cannot  fail  to  be  impressed 
with  many  changed  conditions,  new  problems,  and  novel, 
duties  confronting  us,  as  compared  with  the  work  of  the 
Convention  as  I  knew  it  fifty-two  years  ago,  when  I  first 
sat  as  a  lay  delegate  at  the  Convention  of  1874.  I  am 
constitutionally  of  a  conservative  mind  and  temper,  and  I  am 
well  advanced  in  that  final  period  of  life,  when  the  past  grows 
more  and  more  beautiful  and  precious  with  all  its  memories  and 
associations.  And  there  were  great  men  and  saintly  characters 
who  were  members  of  our  Convention  in  those  days.  To  my 
eyes  there  will  never  by  any  at  all  equal  to  them.  You  may  be 
sure  that  I  do  not  fail  to  appreciate  those  men  and  those  days. 

And  all  things  seem  to  have  changed.  And  I  am  obliged  to 
say  that,  so  far  as  I  can  judge,  the  change,  on  the  whole,  is  for 
the  better.  The  world — to  my  very  limited  and  imperfect  view 
— is  better;  and  this  Convention,  though  we  do  not  seem  to  me 
to  be  the  equal  of  our  fathers — this  Convention  stands  on  a 
higher  level,  and  addresses  itself  to  more  important  work,  and 
it  more  adequately  appreciates  its  obligations,  and  more  worth- 
ily responds  to  them,  than  did  the  Conventions  of  those  early 
and  golden  days  upon  which  my  memory  dwells  so  fondly.  'Not 
that  there  are  not  great  faults  and  evils  in  us  and  in  our  ways 
now — as  there  were  certainly  great  virtues  and  achievements 
in  the  olden  time.  But  I  believe  that  the  grace  of  God  is  in  H^is 
Church,  and  that  we  have  not  failed  to  make  great  gains  and 
some  real  developments  in  half  a  century. 

In  looking  over  the  matters  which  in  one  way  and  another 
demand  the  attention  of  this  Convention,  we  find  important 
institutions :  St.  Mary's  School,  the  Thompson  Orphanage, 
our  hospitals,  St.  Agnes,  St.  Peter's,  the  Good  Samaritan. 
iN'one  of  these  existed  in  1874.  ''Ravenscroft"  at  Asheville,  and 
a    vision,    a    name,    vox    et    praeterea   nihil,    of    ''Wilberforce 
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School"  for  boys,  at  Morganton,  these  were  the  only  representa- 
tives of  Church  institutions  of  the  Diocese  in  1876.  St.  Mary's 
School,  as  the  private  enterprise  of  two  noble  and  generous 
souls,  Drs.  Aldert  and  Bennett  Smedes,  had  for  more  than  thirty 
years  been  doing  its  blessed  work  for  the  Church  and  for  the 
Diocese;  but  the  Church  had  not  put  a  dollar  into  it,  and  the 
Church  did  not  own  a  foot  of  the  land  or  a  brick  in  the  build- 
ings. In  1876  there  was  no  Woman's  Auxiliary,  no  St.  An- 
drew's Brotherhood,  no  Daughters  of  the  King,  nor  Girl's 
Friendly.  We  had  no  Christian  Social  Service  Commission, 
nor  Religious  Educational  Board,  nor  Young  People's  Service 
League.  The  most  that  the  Convention  could  do  for  the  Uni- 
versity of  the  South,  just  endeavoring  to  lift  its  head  from  the 
ashes  to  which  it  had  been  reduced  by  the  war  of  1861-5, 
was  to  request  the  Bishop,  in  case  he  should  deem  it  advisable, 
to  exhort  our  people  to  give  more  liberally  to  it  than  they  had 
been  doing.  Beyond  questions  of  self-support,  the  only  interests 
greatly  pressing  upon  the  mind  of  the  Diocese  in  1876  seem 
to  have  been  the  proposed  division  of  the  Diocese,  and  the 
cause  of  Diocesan  Missions.  And  the  total  offerings  of  the 
Diocese  for  Diocesan  Missions  for  the  year  reported  to  that 
Convention,  was  less  than  eighteen  hundred  dollars !  For 
Foreign  and  Domestic  Missions  the  total  was  six  hundred  and 
twenty-five  dollars.  The  salaries  of  the  Clergy  were  low — and 
few  of  them,  by  the  reports  of  the  parish  treasurers,  were  paid 
in  full. 

I  believe  we  are  justified  in  saying  that  there  has  been  some 
improvement  during  the  past  fifty  years,  and  that  the  Diocese 
has  a  broader  and  a  more  just  conception  of  what  the  Church 
stands  for  in  the  world,  and  a  fuller  realization  of  its  obliga- 
tions and  its  responsibilities'. 

And  I  will  dare  to  add  a  word  as  to  the  results  of  the  late 
World  War  upon  the  people  of  our  country,  so  far  as  my  limited 
view  enables  me  to  estimate  those  results.  Without  denying 
that  there  is  much  evidence  of  individual  demoralization  and 
an  over-emphasis  of  personal  liberty,  I  do  think  that  there  has 
been  developed  a  greater  community  spirit,  and  a  deeper 
sense  of  our  common  responsibility,  with   a  vast   increase   of 
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liberality  in  responding  to  any  and  every  call  for  personal  serv- 
ice or  for  generous  giving  in  behalf  of  any  good  cause,  public 
or  private.  Tbe  giving  of  money  in  itself  is  not  greatly  to  be 
valued,  but  as  an  indication  of  tbe  mind  and  the  heart  of  the 
giver,  it  is  of  very  great  importance. 

In  our  present  life,  taking  things  as  they  are,  institutional 
work  is  an  unavoidable  form  of  much  of  our  Church  service. 
By  our  various  organizations  we  are  responding  to  the  condi- 
tions which  confront  us.  I  fully  recognize  this.  Indeed  I 
would  emphasize  it.  And  I  see  plainly  that  at  this  moment 
we  are  called  upon  to  exert  ourselves  most  unsparingly  for  a 
greater  development  of  some  of  our  institutions,  especially  in 
our  educational  work.  As  I  said  in  my  Convention  Address 
last  year,  the  general  advance  of  the  educational  standards  of  the 
country  forces  us  to  corresponding  progress  if  we  would  main- 
tain our  work;  and  the  situation  in  regard  to  other  forms  of 
social  and  community  service  creates  a  demand  for  enlarged 
scope  and  efficiency  in  our  other  departments.  We  cannot  ignore 
or  neglect  work  of  this  character.  Indeed  we  must  recognize 
the  growing  popular  interest  and  cooperation,  in  all  forms  of 
benevolent  activity,  as  a  manifestation  of  the  Christian  spirit. 
We  cannot  hold  back  and  refuse  to  bear  our  part. 

But  let  us  preserve  the  true  proportions  and  relations  in  our 
Church  life.  The  work  of  the  Church  is  to  preach  the  Gospel. 
All  other  functions  and  obligations  are  secondary  and  subor- 
dinate to  this  primary  purpose.  "G^o  y&  into  all  the  ivorld,  and 
make  disciples  of  all  nations''  is  both  the  Charter  of  her  incorpo- 
ration, and  the  first  General  Order  in  her  world-wide  campaign. 
There  is  a  danger  to  be  avoided  in  developing  our  numerous 
and  increasing  organizations.  We  may  lose  the  spiritual  vis- 
ion, and  we  may  put  the  emphasis  on  Social  Service,  rather 
than  on  the  evangelizing  and  enlightening  mission  of  the 
Church,  both  in  the  individual  life  of  clergyman  and  layman, 
and  in  the  corporate  life  of  the  Diocese  and  parish.  Schools, 
orphanages,  hospitals,  boards  and  commissions  for  Social  Serv- 
ice and  other  benevolent  enterprises,  all  have  their  place,  and 
demand  our  attention  and  our  generous  support.  But  first  of 
all  comes  the  duty  of  carrying  the  Gospel  message,  and  bringing 
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men  into  union  with  Olirist  in  heart  and  life.  Tliat  purpose 
and  effort  must  dominate.  In  that  we  may  well  hark  back  to  days 
of  smaller  things,  as  they  may  seem  to  us,  and  make  our  mis- 
sionary work  at  home  and  abroad  our  first  thought  and  our 
chief  objective.  And  it  is  the  special  duty  of  the  Bishop  to 
keep  this  thought  ever  uppermost  in  his  own  mind  and  in  the 
minds  of  his  people.  I  am  happy  in  knowing  that  the  good 
work  in  this  parish  where  we  are  met  is  grounded  on  that  funda- 
mental principle.  And  what  we  see  here,  in  this  parish,  may 
well  inspire  us  all  to  a  greater  zeal  and  devotion  in  carrying  the 
Gospel  message  into  all  outlying  districts  throughout  our  several 
fields  of  work,  and  in  developing  the  missionary  work  of  the 
Diocese.  The  Apostles  could  not  give  up  preaching  the  Word  in 
order  that  they  might  serve  tables.  I  sometimes  fear  that  we 
prefer  serving  tables.  At  any  rate  let  us  be  on  our  guard  against 
such  a  temptation,  and  make  it  our  chief  aim  and  effort  to  go 
out  into  the  world  and  to  make  disciples  of  all  nations,  and 
specially  of  these  nations  here  at  home,  within  our  own  borders, 
in  our  own  Diocese  and  in  our  own  parishes.

P.  S. :  Four  years  ago  I  called  the  attention  of  the  Convention 
to  the  munificent  gift  of  an  unnamed  benefactor,  by  which  the 
Diocesan  institutions,  St.  Mary's  School,  the  Thompson  Orphan- 
age, the  church  at  Chapel  Hill,  and  our  Diocesan  Missions,  had 
been  permanently  endowed  with  an  annual  income  of  over  fifteen 
thousand  dollars  in  the  aggregate.  The  gift  was  intended  by 
the  noble  but  modest  giver  to  be  kept  from  public  notoriety. 
But  such  an  act  cannot  be  kept  private.  It  soon  became  known 
that  Mr.  Lawrence  S.  Holt,  of  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Com- 
forter, Burlington,  was  the  source  of  this  great  benefaction — 
which  is  only  a  part  of  what  he  then  gave  to  the  cause  of  God 
and  His  Church  in  this  State;  and  I  feel  that  at  this  time  it  is 
right  that  I  should  make  this  record  for  his  noble  gift.  I  am 
the  more  moved  to  do  this  from  the  fact  that  since  the  pre- 
ceding address  was  put  into  type,  I  have  received  information 
of  a  similar  gift  from  a  nephew  of  Mr.  Holt,  namely  the  late 
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Wm.  Holt  Williamson,  and  who  during  Ms  life  was  a  devoted 
member  of  Christ  Church,  Raleigh,  and  who  by  his  will  has 
manifested  the  same  generous  spirit  in  establishing  a  fund 
from  which  the  Diocese,  the  National  Church,  the  Thompson 
Orphanage,  and  his  old  parish  of  Christ  Church,  Raleigh,  are 
to  receive  large  annual  sums  for  their  work,  as  well  as  our 
Foreign  Missionary  work,  I  will  not  attempt  to  do  more  than  to 
mention  these  gifts.  They  speak  for  themselves,  and  for  him 
who  gives  them.

ADDRESS  OF  THE  BISHOP  COADJUTOR 


Brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity: 

1  submit,  by  title,  journal  of  my  official  acts  in  the  year  1925, 
together  with  statement  of  my  discretionary  fund  covering  the 
same  period.  During  the  year,  I  have  officiated  within  the 
diocese  at  111  services,  administered  the  Holy  Communion  32 
times,  delivered  107  sermons  and  addresses,  baptized  3  infants, 
officiated  at  10  funerals,  and  confirmed  277  persons  and  de- 
consecrated one  church  building.  It  seems  as  if  the  claims  of 
duty  or  special  invitations  have  given  more  frequent  occasion 
than  heretofore  for  absences  from  I^orth  Carolina.  In  other 
dioceses,  I  have  officiated  at  15  services,  administered  the  Holy 
Communion  once,  delivered  21  sermons  and  addresses,  bap- 
tized one  infant,  officiated  at  one  funeral,  and  confirmed  65 
persons.  I  feel  that  this  condensation  of  a  year's  activity  into 
tabulated  form  has  little  more  than  superficial  significance. 
Like  the  reassembled  bodies  in  Ezekiel's  vision  of  the  valley  of 
dry  bones,  "there  is  no  breath  in  them."  Eormal  figures  can- 
not describe  the  spiritual  vitality  of  the  Church  in  this  diocese 
as  I  have  been  permitted  to  witness  it  during  the  course  of  a 
year's  visiting.  It  gives  no  account  of  the  fidelity  of  our  capable 
archdeacons,  and  other  devoted  clergy,  who  in  parish  and  mis- 
sion, are  proving  themselves  to  be  "workmen  that  needeth  not 
to  be  ashamed,"  faithful  stewards  of  the  manifold  grace  of 
God.  It  omits  appreciative  reference  to  the  loyal  body  of  the 
laity.  Their  earnestness  and  love  for  the  Church  aboundeth  yet 
more  and  more  in  increasing  knowledge  of  the  Church's  mis- 
sion, and  in  liberal  gifts  for  its  support.  It  leaves  unnoticed 
the  energy  of  diocesan  life  as  it  finds  outward  expression  in 
improvements  to  Church  property  and  the  construction  of 
rectories  and  splendid  parish  houses,  and  new  Church  build- 
ings. Like  St.  James,  we  seem  to  take  "good  works"  for  granted 
as  an  inevitable  outward  sign  of  inward  and  spiritual  grace. 
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Yet  these  evidences  of  our  people's  faith  are  full  of  deep  and 
tender  associations  for  them,  and  we  wish  that  time  would 
allow  to  say,  even  unto  the  least  of  them,  "well  done."  But 
"the  Master  praises :  what  are  men  ?"  J^either  can  figures 
describe,  for  it  lies  too  deep  for  words,  the  quiet,  pervasive, 
leavening  influence  of  the  Gospel  of  the  living  Christ  as  His 
Spirit  convicts  us  of  sin  and  of  righteousness  and  of  judgment, 
and  patiently  directs  us  in  the  way  that  leadeth  unto  life. 
May  God's  grace,  mercy  and  peace  be  upon  us  now,  and  multi- 
plied exceedingly  through  the  coming  year. 

Let  me  now  direct  your  attention  to  several  matters  of  a  prac- 
tical nature  touching  the  operation  of  our  Church  in  J^orth 
Carolina. 

Advance  Work 

That  portion  of  the  old  Church  Program  which  was  known 
as  Priorities  is  now  called  "Advance  Work."  To  each  diocese 
and  missionary  district  of  the  entire  Church,  a  specific  sum 
has  been  allotted  by  the  National  Council  on  the  basis  of  its 
ability  and  willingness  to  give.  For  l^orth  Carolina,  the  sug- 
gested goal  to  be  raised  for  the  projection  and  development  of 
new  work  in  the  triennium  1926,  1927,  1928,  amounts  to 
$30,000.  This  is  not  an  apportionment  but  a  confident  ex- 
pectancy. Our  diocesan  Council  gave  prolonged  consideration 
to  the  wisdom  of  assuming  all  or  a  part  of  this  amount  as  an 
obligation  over  and  above  the  budget  for  missionary  mainten- 
ance. Its  final  decision  was  to  make  ourselves  responsible  for 
one-half  the  suggested  sum,  namely  $15,000.  Bishop  Cheshire 
was  requested  to  select  the  object  to  which  this  money,  when 
raised,  shall  be  applied.  It  was  hoped  that  he  would  select 
some  phase  of  Church  life  with  which  his  long  and  varied 
service  in  the  Episcopate  had  been  particularly  identified. 
This  wish  was  gratified  when  he  chose  that  which,  indeed,  he 
had  designated  years  ago,  when  the  l^ation  Wide  Campaign  was 
inaugurated,  as  the  first  Priority  in  this  Diocese,  that  is,  a 
Church  building  for  the  congregation  of  the  deaf  in  the  city 
of  Durham.  The  Woman's  Auxiliary,  with  customary  en- 
thusiasm, has  volunteered  to  share  in  this  movement  to  the  ex- 
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tent  of  $3,000.  The  remaining  $12,000  is  to  be  raised  over  a 
period  of  three  years.  In  this  connection,  an  appropriate,  and 
I  think,  an  appealing  suggestion,  has  come  to  us  from  our 
Executive  Council.  We  are  asked  to  give  this  Church  to  our 
deaf  brethren  in  honor  of  Bishop  Cheshire  as  an  enduring 
testimony  of  the  love  and  respect  with  which  he  is  regarded  by 
the  Church  in  I^orth  Carolina.  The  mere  mention  of  this  Ad- 
vance Work  is  sufficient.  The  object  is,  by  itself,  appealing 
enough.  The  motive  within  it  is  of  the  kind  that  "runneth 
over.'' 

Forward  Movement 

Like  the  old  "Priorities,"  the  "lN"ation  Wide  Campaign"  has 
changed  its  name  and  is  now  known  as  the  Forward  Movement. 
Under  this  title,  let  me  mention  three  points  that  deserve 
consideration. 

1.  Lay  Leadership.  The  manner  in  which  laymen  have 
come  to  the  front  in  this  phase  of  our  Diocesan  life  is  exceed- 
ingly gratifying.  They  have  found  a  sphere  for  the  exercise 
of  their  ministry.  The  Chairman  of  our  Field  Department, 
nine  District  Chairmen,  and  the  Executive  Secretary  for  this 
year,  are  all  laymen.  This,  in  my  judgment,  is  approaching 
an  ideal  arrangement.  They  are  qualified  by  training  and  ex- 
perience for  efficient  service  in  Church  finance.  And  they  are 
equipping  themselves,  with  enthusiasm,  for  intelligent  mission- 
ary leadership  in  the  Church's  program.  Let  us  seal  their 
leadership  with  the  pledge  of  our  cooperation  and  hearty 
support. 

2.  The  apportionments  that  are  made  to  each  parish  and 
mission,  as  you  know,  represent  maintenance  items  only.  The 
quota  stands  for  the  support  of  some  missionary  enterprise  or 
Church  institution.  JSTo  new  work  or  building  is  contemplated 
or  provided  for  in  the  Budget.  Every  cent  of  it  means  actual 
need  for  "bread  and  butter."  Hence  the  emphatic  importance 
of  its  being  paid  in  full,  and  promptly.  For  when  it  is  not 
so  paid,  one  of  two  things  happens:  either  the  missionary  fails 
to  receive  his  salary,  which  is  none  too  large,  in  time  to  discount 
his  bills  and  maintain  his  credit  unimpaired,  or  some  one  has 
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to  borrow  enough  to  meet  these  commitments  of  the  Church.  Do 
the  laymen  of  the  Diocese,  who  rightly  guard  their  own  good 
names  jealously,  understand  this  situation?  It  has  been  harped 
upon  repeatedly  by  Bishops,  treasurers  and  Council.  It  is  the 
periodic  subject  of  urgent  telegrams.  The  Convention  cannot 
penalize  a  Church  for  tardiness  or  delinquency  in  the  payment 
of  quotas.  This  is  a  matter  of  local  pride  and  sense  of  business 
obligation.  If  the  clergy  and  the  laymen  here,  feel  that  these 
plain  words  apply  to  their  own  Church,  will  you  not  carry 
home  with  you  the  determination  to  see  to  it  that,  henceforth, 
the  business  of  the  Kingdom  of  God  is  despatched  with  the 
same  intelligence  and  promptness  as  your  own. 

3.  I  take  pleasure  in  using  this  occasion  to  make  an  open 
acknowledgment,  which  I  feel  is  due,  to  Mr.  J.  H.  Cutter  of 
Charlotte,  for  the  generous  gift  that  he  made  in  the  name  of 
the  Diocese  towards  the  payment  of  the  jSTational  Church  deficit. 
His  donation  of  $10,000  was  made  at  the  General  Convention 
in  'New  Orleans  last  Octo^ber  in  a  psychological  moment  fol- 
lowing the  announcement  by  Bishop  Manning  that  the  Diocese 
of  New  York  would  assume  $250,000  of  the  Church  debt.  I 
feel  as  if  this  timely  action,  which  the  Diocese  of  North  Caro- 
lina was  thus  enabled  to  make,  set  an  example  that  affected, 
and  doubtless  stimulated,  the  scores  of  pledges  from  other  parts 
of  the  Church  that  were  subsequently  made. 

Sewanee  Endowment 

While  our  minds  are  tuned  in  for  the  consideration  of  money, 
let  me  remind  you  again  of  our  financial  indebtedness  to  the 
University  of  the  South.  During  the  past  five  years,  this  ob- 
ligation has  dwindled  somewhat  but  it  still  amounts  to  ap- 
proximately $15,000.  I  spoke  of  this  in  my  address  to  the 
Convention  last  year.  You  will  pardon  my  persistency  if  I 
hold  it  up  before  you  again.  I  do  so  simply  because,  in  my 
judgment,  it  is  a  matter  that  needs  attention.  The  serious 
feature  of  this  unpaid  pledge  is  not  so  much  the  loss  to  the 
Church  in  interest  charges,  amounting  to  about  $1,000  a  year, 
but  in  the  fact  that  such  a  debt  is  likely  to  have  a  deterent 
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effect  if  any  other  fund  for  educational  purposes  should  have 
to  be  raised,  l^orth  Carolina  is  being  benefited  more  and 
more  by  the  service  of  Sewanee.  One  young  man,  with  splendid 
gifts  of  leadership,  graduated  there  last  June,  and  is  now 
completing  his  first  year  at  the  Virginia  Seminary.  Two  other 
prospective  candidates  for  the  ministry  are  now  receiving  their 
academic  training  in  the  Sewanee  College.  Apart  from  our 
general  interest  in  our  only  southern  Church  University, 
Sewanee  has  a  special  claim  upon  us  in  preparing  both  clergy- 
men and  laymen  of  North  Carolina  for  future  leadership  in 
the  Church.  So  I  feel  justified  in  asking :  what  are  we  going 
to  do  about  this  debt?  Many  of  you  have  already  done  much. 
But  there  is  this  that  yet  remaineth  to  be  done.  Do  you  want 
a  special  campaign  to  clean  it  up?  If  not  that,  then  what? 
Before  this  Convention  adjourns,  I  hope  that  some  action  will 
be  taken  or  some  plan  formulated,  that  will  lift  this  burden  of 
many  years  standing,  and  remove  what  might  prove  to  be  a 
serious  obstacle  in  the  way  of  any  other  educational  enterprise 
that  the  future  might  demand  of  this  Diocese.

BISHOP  SUETRAGAN  FOR  COLORED  WORK 

IJSr  THE  DIOCESE  OF  NORTH  CAROLINA 


Rt.  Rev.  Fathers  in  God,  Brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity: 

It  is  through  your  confidence  imposed  in  me,  which  confidence 
is  based  on  your  faith  in  my  qualifications,  willingness  and 
fitness,  that  you  have  intrusted  to  my  leadership  the  spiritual 
care  and  oversight  of  our  colored  work.  Not  alone  in  our  own 
Diocese,  but  in  several  continuous  Dioceses  of  our  beloved  South 
Land. 

Perhaps  no  joy  could  be  greater  than  to  realize  that  after 
such  experiences  as  I  have  passed,  through  the  mercies  of  God, 
I  find  myself  risen.  Phoenix  like,  out  of  past  afflictions  and  again 
in  control  of  my  physical  powers. 

During  the  past  year  I  have  completed  my  itinerancy 
through  the  Dioceses  of  North  Carolina,  East  Carolina,  West- 
ern North  Carolina,  South  Carolina  and  Upper  South  Caro- 
lina, without  interruption ;  nor  did  I  find  it  necessary  to  make  a 
change  in  any  of  my  appointments  because  of  illness.  Taken 
collectively  in  the  five  Dioceses  above  named  I  have  officiated 
at  86  services,  delivered  79  sermons  and  addresses,  administered 
the  Holy  Communion  28  times,  baptized  4  infants,  officiated 
at  2  marriages  and  confirmed  159  persons. 

In  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  to  which  this  report  is  re- 
stricted, I  have  assisted  in  43  services,  preached  57  sermons, 
administered  the  Holy  Communion  20  times,  baptized  4  infants, 
officiated  at  one  double  marriage,  and  confirmed  79  persons.

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It  may  be  of  interest  to  you  to  relate,  tliat  immediately  fol- 
lowing my  attendance  of  tlie  sessions  of  the  General  Convention 
in  J^ew  Orleans,  in  my  visitations  outside  of  the  Diocese,  I 
preached  to  the  Baptists  in  the  town  of  St.  Marys,  Georgia,  to 
an  organization  of  Pullman  porters  in  the  city  of  Savannah, 
and  on  the  afternoon  of  All  Saints  Day,  I  visited  the  oldest 
colored  Church  in  the  state  of  Georgia,  and  preached  for  them. 
This  old  Congregation  of  I^egro  Churchmen  enjoy  the  distinc- 
tion of  having  had  their  own  priest,  twenty  years  before  the 
war.  I  visited  many  of  the  leading  Churches  and  County  Mis- 
sions in  the  Diocese  of  South  Carolina  and  upper  South  Caro- 
lina. Then  returning  home  via  Spartanburg,  I  stopped  in 
Asheville,  visited  the  U.  S.  Hospital  at  Oteen  and  confirmed  27 
veterans  on  or  near  the  eve  of  Thanksgiving  Day. 

Our  convocation  now  consists  of  two  parishes  and  seventeen 
mission  stations,  under  the  spiritual  oversight  of  nine  Clergy- 
men and  two  Catechists.  The  prospects  for  aggressive  Avork, 
with  strong  and  influential  Clergymen,  seem  never  to  have  been 
better  at  any  period  of  my  services  to  the  Dioceses  than  now. 

All  Saints,  Warrenton,  St.  Anna's,  Littleton,  and  St.  Luke's 
Warren  County,  are  in  charge  of  the  Rev.  Hubert  C.  Banks, 
formerly  of  the  Diocese  of  South  Carolina.  The  above  named 
missions  were  without  immediate  ministerial  supervision  until 
the  coming  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Banks  to  this  Diocese  in  July 
last.  He  and  his  family  are  now  confortably  located  in  the 
rectory  belonging  to  All  Saints  mission,  Warrenton.  Consider- 
able annoyances,  however,  have  been  caused  Mr.  Banks  and  his 
people  through  the  bad  work  of  a  careless  contractor  in  putting 
an  asbestos  roof  on  the  Church.  They  are  striving  earnestly 
to  make  the  necessary  repairs ;  and  for  the  safety  of  the  Church, 
deserve  to  be  liberally  and  speedily  helped.  Mr.  Banks  ministers 
to  the  little  congregation  of  St.  Luke's  Mission,  about  nine  miles 
west  of  Warrenton.  This  mission  bears  the  distinction  of  hav- 
ing been  founded  by  the  late  Bishop  Strange  of  the  Diocese  of 
East  Carolina.  They  have  their  regular  services  on  the  fourth 
Sunday  of  each  month  and  Mr.  Robert  Harris,  their  Catechist,  in 
the  absence  of  Mr.  Banks,  renders  faithful  and  devoted  service 
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to  his  people.  St  Anna's  Mission,  Littleton,  has  services  on 
the  second  Sunday  of  each  month.  There  are  signs  of  progress 
in  each  of  these  Missions. 

St.  Ambrose  Church,  Raleigh  and  St.  James  Church,  Pitts- 
boro,  are  under  the  care  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Cochran.  He  speaks 
encouragingly  of  his  work,  and  writes  as  follows :  Our  finance 
committee  has  devised  a  plan  for  taking  care  of  the  name  of  the 
parish;  and  if  we  can  succeed  in  putting  the  plan  through,  we 
may  be  able  to  report  to  you  in  the  near  future,  that  St.  Ambrose 
has  achieved  its  goal  of  complete  self  support. 

The  Rev.  Wm.  B.  Crittenden,  who  served  St.  Philip's,  Salis- 
bury, and  Holy  Cross,  Statesville,  up  to  August  the  first,  took 
charge  of  St.  Michael's  and  All  Angels,  Charlotte,  in  August; 
and  has  since  then,  at  the  request  of  the  Bishop,  consented  to 
hold  oversight  of  Holy  Trinity,  Monroe.  The  Congregations 
under  the  care  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Crittenden  seem  greatly  en- 
couraged; and  in  Charlotte,  where  he  has  the  oversight  of  the 
Mission  School  as  well,  there  are  already  striking  evidences  of 
progress.  The  rectory  on  Stonewall  Street  has  been  sold  and 
suificient  funds  realized  from  the  sale  to  relieve  the  Mission  of 
a  debt  of  long  standing;  and  to  leave  a  substantial  balance  for 
the  building  of  a  new  rectory,  now  under  construction,  on  the 
Mint  Street  property,  where  the  Church  and  School  buildings 
are  now  located.  St.  Michael's  and  All  Angels  have  had  fifteen 
confirmations  during  the  year. 

At  10  :30  on  the  morning  of  St.  John's  Day,  December  27, 
in  the  Church  of  the  Redeemer,  Greensboro.  I  ordained  to  the 
Diaconate,  Francis  Edward  Barrow.  The  candidate  was  pre- 
sented by  the  Rev.  Eugene  L.  Hbnderson.  The  sermon  was 
preached  by  the  Rev.  Wm.  B.  Crittenden.  The  Rev.  Joseph 
T.  McDuffie  and  the  Rev.  Fred  H.  U.  Edwards  assisted  in  the 
services.  Dr.  Barrow  was  sent  to  this  Church  as  Catechist 
on  February  1st,  and  met  with  good  fortune  in  his  ministration, 
for  the  storm  wrecked  chapel  through  the  consideration  of  our 
Diocesan  Executive  Committee,  appropriated  $2,000  for  the 
rebuilding  of  the  Church  if  the  congregation  would  give  $1,000. 
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This  proposal  was  gladly  accepted,  and  now  Dr.  Barrow  begins 
his  Ministerial  life  in  a  beautiful  little  Church;  and  living  for 
the  first  time,  in  the  Church's  rectory. 

I  regret  to  inform  the  convention  that  I  have  just  received 
a  letter  from  the  Rev.  Mr.  Edwards  of  St.  Cyprian's,  Oxford, 
announcing  his  fear  of  resignation.  We  would  regret  to  lose 
him.  •  Mr.  Edwards  is  a  worthy  priest  and  we  would  like  to  re- 
tain his  services,  but  the  appropriation  from  the  Presiding 
Bishop  and  council  has  been  reduced  $2,000,  for  the  year  of 
1926;  and  the  Bishop  has  recently  been  informed  of  a  further 
reduction.  His  work  at  Oxford  and  Satterwhite  is  progressing 
satisfactorily.  The  same  may  be  said  of  the  activities  of  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Jones  of  Wilson  and  Rocky  Mount.  Mr.  Jones  has 
presented  23  persons  for  confirmation  in  the  two  Missions  dur- 
ing the  year. 

St.  Matthias,  Louisburg,  and  the  Resurrection,  Henderson, 
under  the  leadership  of  our  Catechist,  Mr.  Geo.  C.  Pollard, 
continues  to  exert  a  wholesome  influence  and  to  grow.  He  has 
recently  got  Mr.  John  Jordan  Green  to  assist  him. 

The  work  at  Tarboro  under  the  care  of  the  Rev.  Milton  M. 
Weston  is  making  a  better  showing  than  it  has  for  years. 
His  Congregation  is  increasing.  He  has  recently  presented  a 
class  of  seven  persons  for  confirmation. 

The  congregation  of  St.  Titus,  Durham,  is  still  struggling 
to  build  on  their  new  possessions  in  Hayti,  and  Mr.  Henderson, 
their  priest,  seems  greatly  encouraged. 

The  Rev.  J.  T.  McDuffie,  formerly  priest  in  charge  of  St. 
Stephen's  Church  on  Columbian  Heights,  having  sold  that  prop- 
erty on  the  Heights,  is  now  interested  in  his  new  location  in 
Winston-Salem. 

In  the  above  summary  which  outlines  the  working  of  our 
Colored  Convocation  during  the  Diocesan  year,  we  must  not 
overlook  that  silent,  yet  most  potent  force  as  is  evidenced  in  the 
workings  of  our  Woman's  Auxiliary ;  for  being  closely  allied  to 
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the  Diocesan  Brandies,  they  come  to  us  full  of  information,  and 
create  an  inspiration  upon  the  workers  of  the  Convocation  that 
is  both  seen  and  felt.  . 

May  Heaven's  blessings  rest  upon  you  and  them.

Rt.  Rev.  Fathers  in  God  and  Brethren  of  the  Convention: 

As  Archdeacon  of  the  Charlotte  Convocation,  I  take  pleasure 
in  submitting  herewith,  my  report  for  the  year  ending  December 
31,  1925  :

In  looking  back  over  the  past  year,  no  one  of  us — I  am  sure — 
feels  that  he  has  rendered  his  Lord  the  maximum  of  senace. 
In  the  words  of  the  General  Confession,  "We  have  left  undone 
those  things  which  we  ought  to  have  done,  and  we  have  done 
those  things  which  we  ought  not  to  have  done,"  yet  with  this  con- 
sciousness of  our  imperfections,  and  the  added  grace  which  I 
trust  has  come  to  us  through  prayer  and  Christ's  other  divinely 
appointed  means,  we  feel  that  we  can  go  on  stronger  for  Him 
in  the  days  that  remain  to  us,  and  be  able  to  do  our  work  more 
effectively. 

It  is  becoming  increasingly  difficult  to  secure  suitable  men  for 
our  country  missions,  and  some  of  those  who  do  come  to  us, 
remain  only  a  short  while,  hence  it  is  that  the  Archdeacon 
usually  has  one  or  two  groups  of  missions — as  is  the  case  at 
present — ^solely  dependent  upon  him  for  such  ministrations  as 
he  can  find  it  possible  to  give  them.     Those  of  you  who  have 
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tad  experience  in  sucli  matters,  know  full  well  how  quickly  a 
country  congregation  becomes  disorganized  and  scattered  when 
deprived  of  the  ministrations  of  a  clergyman  for  any  consider- 
able length  of  time,  and  often  times  many  of  them  drift  into 
other  folds,  and  are  permanently  lost  to  the  Church. 

In  addition  to  holding  services  in  vacant  Parishes  and  Mis- 
sions, an  effort  is  made  to  visit  the  homes  of  our  people,  which 
not  only  gives  a  personal  touch  to  the  work,  but  enables  the 
Archdeacon  to  counteract  in  a  large  measure,  the  contaminating 
influences  of  the  representatives  of  certain  baneful  cults  which 
have  been  much  in  evidence  in  recent  years,  and  not  in- 
frequently succeed  in  wresting  an  entire  family  from  "the  faith 
once  delivered  to  the  Saints." 

A  strong  effort  is  also  being  made  to  stimulate  the  prayer 
life  of  our  people,  and  to  establish  in  every  home  a  "Family 
Altar."  A  Bible  and  Prayer  Book  is  placed  in  every  home  not 
able  to  provide  them,  and  the  result  has  been  most  gratifying. 

Another  important  concern  of  the  Archdeacon  is  in  keeping 
the  Parishes  and  Missions  of  the  Convocation  up  to  their  duty 
in  the  matter  of  meeting  their  Diocesan  obligations.  And  while 
there  is  still  room  for  improvement,  our  people  are  coming  to 
realize  more  and  more  as  time  goes  on,  the  vital  importance  of 
meeting  their  pledges  fully  and  promptly.  Mr.  Wilkes's  records, 
will — I  think — bear  me  out  in  this  assertion. 

When  it  comes  to  the  matter  of  physical  improvements,  I  am 
sure  we  all  heartily  congratulate  the  Bev.  Wm.  J.  Gordon  and 
his  splendid  co-workers  on  the  handsome  stone  Church  which 
has  recently  been  completed  at  Spray.  It  is  a  concrete  example 
of  what  can  be  accomplished  by  a  few  really  consecrated,  God- 
loving,  self-sacrificing  men,  women  and  children,  who  had  an 
eye  single  to  His  glory,  as  well  as  the  spiritual  uplift  of  Spray 
and  the  surrounding  country.  ISTo  finer  piece  of  work  has  ever 
been  done  in  our  Diocese. 

Last  fall  and  winter,  St.  George's  Church,  Woodleaf,  which 
has  been  badly  out  of  repair  for  many  years,  was  completely 
overhauled.  The  roof  was  lowered,  a  vestibule  added  to  the 
front,  and  the  entire  building  painted  inside  and  out.

Some  time  ago,  the  congregation  of  Christ  Church,  Cleveland, 
conceived  the  idea  of  veneering  the  historic  old  structure  with 
brick  in  order  to  preserve  it.  The  Sunday  school  has  attained 
such  proportions  that  a  Parish  House  becomes  a  crying  need. 
Mr.  W.  Frank  Thompson,  a  devoted  and  generous  communicant 
of  the  Parish,  recently  made  a  proposition  to  the  congregation, 
that  he  would  undertake  to  furnish  all  the  lumber  necessary  for 
the  erection  of  such  a  building,  and  pay  for  the  carpenter  work, 
if  they  would  furnish  the  brick  with  which  to  veneer  it,  and 
have  them  placed  in  the  wall.  I^eedless  to  say,  this  very  mag- 
nanimous offer  was  immediately  accepted,  and  we  hope  to  have 
the  work  completed  within  1;he  next  ninety  days. 

A  very  comfortable  and  substantial  rectory  has  just  been 
completed  at  Hamlet,  and  you  will  be  interested  in  knowing 
that  with  possibly  one  or  two  exceptions,  every  group  of  Mis- 
sions in  the  Convocation  has  been  provided  with  a  home  for  its 
minister. 

Permit  me  to  again  call  the  attention  of  the  good  people  of 
the  Diocese  to  the  urgent  need  of  a  Church  building  in  Albe- 
marle. Our  faithful  little  band  have  been  working  heroically 
for  the  past  two  years,  and  have  now  in  cash  approximately 
$2,000  of  the  $5,000  needed  with  which  to  provide  a  suitable 
place  of  worship.  A  truly  wonderful  opportunity  is  being 
presented  the  Church  in  that  large  and  growing  community, 
provided  we  can  take  advantage  of  it  without  too  great  delay. 

During  1926  the  Archdeacon  will  serve  the  Cleveland  group 
of  Missions — Cleveland,  St.  Matthew's  and  Woodleaf — also  St. 
James,  Iredell  County,  and  the  Albemarle-Badin  Mission  in 
connection  with  his  other  duties.  Priestly  ministrations  must 
also  be  performed  in  the  Mayodan  group,  which  is  being  min- 
istered to  most  acceptably  at  present  by  Mr.  Daniel  W.  Allen, 
a  candidate  for  Holy  Orders,  who  is  to  resume  his  studies  at 
the  Virginia  Seminary  in  September.  Hamlet  and  Laurinburg 
which  have  been  vacant  for  some  months  will  be  supplied  on  or 
about  July  1st.  All  other  Missions — I  am  pleased  to  say — are 
provided  for. 
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Eight  or  ten  Preaching  Missions  were  held  during  the  year 
by  the  Bishop  Coadjutor,  Archdeacon  and  others  of  the  clergy, 
which  were  well  attended,  and  did  much  for  the  spiritual 
quickening  of  our  people. 

All  clergy  pension  assessments  have  been  fully  paid  to  date, 
and  so  far  as  I  know,  all  our  Mission  Churches  and  rectories, 
are  insured  against  loss  by  fire.

Rt.  Rev.  Father  in  God  and  Brethren  of  the  Convention: 

During  the  year  1925,  your  Archdeacon  has  traveled  13,850 
miles  by  train  and  car.  Has  preached  118  sermons  and  had  46 
conferences  with  congregations  and  Vestries  in  the  interest  of 
the  Forward  Movement  of  the  Church  or  in  the  effort  to  supply 
a  minister  to  a  Congregation  that  was  without  one.  He  has 
baptized  2  adults  and  11  children,  has  presented  18  persons 
to  the  Bishop  for  confirmation,  officiated  at  2  weddings  and  one 
funeral. 

The  travel,  office  and  incidental  expenses  for  the  year  were 
$389.33,  and  the  offerings  at  the  various  services,  $434.25.  The 
Archdeacon  reported  a  balance  on  hand  at  the  beginning  of  the 
year  of  $33.40.  He  has  collected  during  the  year  from  or- 
ganizations and  individuals  $325.17,  making  a  total  of  $359.57. 
He  has  expended  $334.08,  leaving  a  balance  on  hand  of  $25.49. 
An  itemized  account  of  expenditures  is  as  follows :  Repairs  to 
Rectory,  $28.40;  Furniture  for  the  Rectory  at  Duke,  $150.00; 
Printing,  $12.15;  Repairs  to  car  left  at  Roxboro,  $41.38;  To 
Dan  Allen,  $25.00;  Papering  room,  $22.65;  S.  S.  Literature  for 
Samarcand,  $5.55;  To  W.  A.  Lilycrop,  $25.00;  Steps  to  the 
Rectory,  $4.00;  Repairs  to  car  left  at  Southern  Pines,  $19.95. 

During  a  large  part  of  the  year  four  of  the  most  important 
Mission  Fields  in  the  Convocation  have  been  vacant  and  the 
Archdeacon  has  exerted  himself  to  the  utmost  in  the  effort  to 
supply  these  Churches  with  services  at  least  once  each  month. 
Three  of  these  fields  have  recently  been  filled,  leaving  only  one 
vacancy  in  the  Convocation. 

It  had  been  the  hope  of  the  Archdeacon  to  expend  at  least  part 
of  his  time  in  opening  new  work  in  places  where  we  now  have 
no  organizations,  but  the  call  from  congregations  without  a 
shepherd  has  been  so  urgent  that  there  has  been  no  time  to  at- 
tempt new  work. 
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During  the  year  the  handsome  new  Rectory  at  Duke,  or,  as 
we  must  now  say,  Erwin,  has  been  completed  and  occupied. 
A  splendid  Rectory  has  likewise  been  completed  and  occupied 
at  Weldon.  The  completion  of  these  two  handsome  homes  en- 
abled the  Archdeacon  to  secure  excellent  men  who  are  doing 
faithful  and  efficient  work  for  both  these  places. 

The  changes  ill  the  fields  of  work  and  the  loss  and  gain  of 
ministers  is  fully  covered  in  the  Address  of  the  Bishop  and 
would  be  out  of  place  to  repeat  them  here.  The  Townesville 
group  is  the  only  vacancy  in  the  Convocation,  and  it  could  be 
filled  if  there  were  money  available  for  that  purpose.  For  the 
present,  the  Archdeacon  will  endeavor  to  supply  regular  services 
to  this  field. 

The  year  just  closed  has  brought  harder  work,  more  travel 
and  greater  opportunity  for  service  than  any  that  have  preceded 
it  in. the  experience  of  the  present  incumbent.  With  these  have 
come  greater  joy  of  service  in  the  work  of  the  Master.

On  motion  of  Rev.  Thomas  F.  Opie,  the  hours  of  service  in 
the  printed  program  were  adopted. 

The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  the  Bishop  Coadjutor  and  the 
Suffragan  Bishop  then  read  thier  Addresses  (See  Appendix  A). 

Rev.  Milton  A.  Barber  read  the  report  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee as  follows: 

Report  of  the  Standing  Coommittee  for  1926 

March  3.  There  was  presented  to  the  Standing  Committee  a 
formal  request  of  William  Arthur  Lillycrop  that  the  time  of  his 
Candidateship  be  shortened,  and  that  he  be  recommended  to  the 
Bishop  for  Ordination  to  the  Diaconate.  The  Committee  deemed 
it  unwise  and  inexpedient  to  recommend  the  shortening  of  his 
Candidateship,  unless  it  should  be  requested  in  writing  by  Bishop 
Penick  through  the  President  of  the  Standing  Committee. 
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At  this  same  meeting  consent  was  given  to  the  Ordination  and 
Consecration  of  the  Rev.  John  Thomas  Dallas,  D.D.,  as  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese    of   New   Hampshire. 

Approval  was  given  to  the  schedule  of  appropriations  from  the 
income  of  the  Holt  Fund  as  submitted  by  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese. 

April  16.  William  Arthur  Lillycrop  was  recommended  to  the 
Bishop  for  Ordination  to  the  Diaconate  at  any  time  after  his  gradua- 
tion from  the  Virginia  Seminary. 

May  5.  The  newly  elected  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese  met 
in  Tarboro,  and  organized  by  the  election  of  the  Rev.  Milton  A. 
Barber  as  President  and  Mr.  Joseph  B.  Cheshire,  Jr.,  as  Secretary. 

At  this  same  meeting  Allen  Person  was  recommended  to  the  Bishop 
for  admission  as  a  Candidate  for  Holy  Orders. 

August  2.  For  good  and  sufficient  reasons,  we  gave  consent  to  the 
shortening  of  his  term  as  Deacon  in  the  case  of  the  Rev.  Edward 
Francis  Barrow;  and  recommended  him  to  the  Bishop  for  Ordina- 
tion to  the  Priesthood. 

We  also  gave  consent  to  the  election  of  the  Rt.  Rev.  Henry  St. 
George  Tucker,  D.D.,  as  Bishop  Coadjutor  of  the  Diocese  of  Virginia, 

Likewise  we  gave  consent  to  the  election  of  the  Rt.  Rev.  Edward 
Champion  Acheson,  D.D.,  Suffragan  Bishop  of  Connecticut,  as  Bishop 
Coadjutor  of  said  Diocese. 

October  25.  We  gave  consent  to  the  sale  of  the  Church  Real  Estate 
of  St.  Paul's  Parish,  Winston-Salem,  for  $350,000,  on  condition  that 
the  Vestry  of  said  Parish  shall  hold  and  use  the  proceeds  of  such 
sale  for  the  purpose  of  acquiring  other  Realty  in  fee  simple,  with 
no  attaching  limitations  or  conditions,  except  that  they  shall  hold 
the  newly  acquired  Realty  for  the  said  Parish  and  for  the  purpose 
of  erecting  thereon  a  Parish  Church,  Parish  House,  Rectory,  and 
other  Buildings  for  the  sole  use  and  benefit  of  said  Parish  of  St. 
Paul's,  Winston-Salem,  N.  C. 

December  1.  Thomas  Simons  Clarkson  was  recommended  to  the 
Bishop  for  admission  as  a  Candidate  for  Holy  Orders.  And  the 
Rev.  John  Herbert  Jones,  Deacon,  was  recommended  to  the  Bishop 
for  Ordination  to  the  Priesthood. 

At  the  same  time  consent  was  given  to  the  Ordination  and  Conse- 
cration of  the  Rev.  Edward  Trail  Helfenstein,  D.D.,  as  Bishop 
Coadjutor  of  the  Diocese  of  Maryland.

Bishop  Penick  read  the  report  of  the  Executive  Council  as 
follows : 
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Report  of  the  Executive  Council 

The  Executive  Council  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  met  May 
27,  1926,  in  Greensboro,  the  following  members  being  present: 
Rt.  Rev.  Edwin  A.  Penick,  D.D.,  Rt.  Rev.  Henry  B.  Delany,  D.D., 
Rev.  John  L.  Jackson,  Rev.  Robert  B.  Owens,  Rev.  Henry  G.  Lane, 
Mr.  John  H.  Cutter,  Mr.  Kemp  P.  Lewis,  Dr.  Wade  R.  Brown,  Mrs. 
Frank  S.  Spruill,  Mrs.  Warren  W.  Way  and  Miss  Emma  J.  Hall. 
Bishop  Cheshire,  by  reason  of  sickness,  was  unavoidably  absent. 

Rev.  Clarence  E.  Buxton  was  elected  secretary  and  treasurer  of 
the  Council. 

The  various  departments  of  the  Council  were  organized  as  follows:

Field:  Rev.  John  L,  Jackson,  chairman;  Mr.  Lewis  C.  Burwell,

Religious  Education:  Dr.  Wade  R.  Brown,  chairman  and  treas- 
urer; Rev.  John  L.  Jackson,  Rev.  Clarence  E.  Buxton  and  Mrs. 
Frank  Challen,  secretary. 

Social  Sey^vice:  Mrs.  Frank  S.  Spruill,  chairman;  Mrs.  R.  D. 
Bullock,  secretary;  Dr.  Wade  R.  Brown,  Rev.  W.  H.  Wheeler,  Rev. 
A.  C.  D.  Noe  and  Mrs.  T.  W.  Bickett. 

Missions  and  Church  Extension:  Rev.  Henry  G.  Lane,  chairman; 
Rev.  Robert  E.  Gribbin,  Mr.  Kemp  P.  Lewis,  Mr.  Thomas  H.  Webb, 
Mr.  J.  H.  Cowles,  Mr.  B.  H.  Perry,  Mrs.  Warren  W.  Way  and  Bishop 
Delany,  ex  officio. 

Publicity:  Rev.  Robert  B.  Owens,  chairman;  Rev.  Thomas  F. 
Opie,  secretary;  Rev.  I.  Harding  Hughes,  Mr.  James  A.  Robinson  and 
Miss  Emma  J.  Hall. 

The  Council  held  meetings  on  May  27,  1926,  September  22,  192G, 
February  3,  1927,  and  April  20,  1927,  Bishop  Penick  presiding.  Mr. 
J.  Renwick  Wilkes  was  present  at  all  these  meetings  and  made  his 
treasurer's  reports.  The  Forward  Movement  treasurer  was  author- 
ized to  pay  every  ninety  days  one-fourth  of  amount  of  money  due 
each  department. 

The  Field  Department  and  the  district  chairman  of  the  1926 
Forward  Movement  met  in  Raleigh  in  October.  Nine  district  chair- 
men served  in  the  Forward  Movement,  they  or  their  assistants  going 
to  many  parishes  and  missions  in  their  respective  districts,  explain- 
ing the  Movement.  The  executive  secretary  reported  regarding 
revision  of  apportionments  referred  to  this  department.  Mr.  Lewis 
C.  Burwell,  the  executive  secretary  for  1926,  being  unable  to  serve 
in  1927,  was  given  a  rising  vote  of  thanks  for  his  efficient  work. 
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Mr.  Fred  W.  Glover  of  Charlotte  was  elected  executive  secretary  of 
the  Field  department  for  1927. 

Mr.  Glover  was  requested  to  send  out  at  once  to  every  parish  and 
mission  in  the  White  Convention  its  apportionment  for  1928.  These 
are  to  be  sent  to  both  Rectors  and  treasurers  with  the  request  that 
they  notify  the  Committee  on  Findings  if  for  any  reason  they  feel 
that  this  apportionment  is  too  large.  The  apportionment  is  based 
on  a  total  of  $83,500  and  is.  $4.50  per  communicant,  plus  33  per  cent 
of  the  current  expenses  on  items  1,  3  and  4  of  the  1926  Journal. 

The  Field  Department  also  requested  Bishop  Cheshire  to  appoint  a 
Committee  on  Findings,  which  he  has  done.  Also  a  subcommittee 
of  chairman  and  executive  secretary  to  present  to  the  Council  a 
budget  for  approval,  to  be  suggested  to  the  Diocesan  Convention. 

The  following  resolution  was  passed  and  it  is  requested  that,  if 
possible,  it  be  discussed  immediately  after  the  report  of  the  secre- 
tary of  the  Executive  Council  at  the  Diocesan  Convention. 

Resolved,  That  the  Executive  Council  consider  that  the  financial 
situation  in  our  diocese  is  in  a  critical  condition.  Work  has  already 
been  given  up,  and  further  retrenchment  will  be  necessary,  unless 
the  Convention  gives  this  matter  serious  attention  and  adopts  some 
definite  plan  by  which  to  increase  the  income  for  our  educational 
and  missionary  purposes. 

With  the  $80,000  adopted  in  1926  for  the  year  1927  only  $69,000 
has  been  pledged  by  our  Churches  in  the  diocese. 

Therefore  Resolved,  That  this  Convention  go  on  record  that  each 
Parish  and  mission  should  accept  their  responsibility  to  assume  its 
share  of  the  diocesan  obligation  as  adopted  by  the  Convention,  and 
pay  in  all  cases  100  per  cent  of  the  amount  promised.  This  contem- 
plates organizing  each  year  on  a  uniform  date  a  thorough  every 
member  canvas  to  call  personally  on  every  parish  member. 

It  was  moved  that  the  Bishops  of  the  Diocese  be  asked  to  nomi- 
nate a  Committee  on  Evangelism  of  five  members,  to  be  confirmed  by 
the  Executive  Council  and  to  report  quarterly  their  activities  to  the 
Council  through  the  Field  Department.  The  following  members 
were  nominated  by  Bishops  Cheshire  and  Penick:  Mr.  Norman 
C.  Cordon,  chairman;  Prof.  A.  H.  Patterson,  Rev.  Sidney  S.  Bost, 
Rev.  Henry  G.  Lane  and  Rev.  John  L.  Jackson.  The  Council  ap- 
proved this  action  and  nominations. 

Department  of  Religious  Education 
Through  the  Council  Miss  Katherine  Chapman  of  Greensboro  has 
been  employed  as  student  secretary  at  the  North  Carolina  College 
for  Women   at   Greensboro,   at   a    salary   of    $25    a   month   for   ten 
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months,  to  which  the  dioceses  of  East  Carolina  and  Western  North 
Carolina  were  asked  to  assume  a  proportionate  share.  The  Diocese 
of  East  Carolina  has  accepted  $85  as  its  share  for  1927. 

Mrs,  Henry  M.  Bonner,  Diocesan  Supervisor  of  the  Church  School 
Program,  has  been  added  to  the  personnel  of  this  department. 

Thanks  were  voted  Mrs.  Frank  N.  Challen,  Bishop  Penick,  Rev. 
Robert  E.  Gribbin  and  Mr.  David  Yates  for  their  splendid  work  at 
Camp  Penick. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Department  was  authorized  to  appoint  a 
committee  to  take  into  consideration  the  whole  matter  of  a  camp 
both  for  boys  and  girls,  of  this  Diocese  and  to  take  steps  to  es- 
tablish such  a  camp  in  the  summer  of  1927.  Committee  appointed: 
Bishop  Penick,  chairman;  Mrs.  Frank  N.  Challen,  Mr.  Fred  W. 
Glover,  Mr.  G.  Burnett  Lewis  and  Rev.  Robert  B.  Owens. 

The  department  took  action  to  pay  $100  if  needed  towards  the  ex- 
penses of  the  Valle  Crucis  Summer  School. 

$100  was  added  to  the  1927  Forward  Movement  budget  for  the 
student  entertainment  fund  needed  by  Mr.  Andrew  Milstead  at 
Chapel  Hill. 

Rev.  C.  E.  Buxton  was  appointed  the  Advent-Epiphany  Offering 
Secretary.     The  amount  of  this  offering  totaled  nearly  $800. 

Rev.  H.  Norwood  Bowne  was  appointed  Secretary  of  the  Diocesan 
Lenten  Offering,  the  total  goal  for  1927  being  $6,000.  Mr.  Bowne 
was  elected  representative  from  this  diocese  to  the  national  presenta- 
tion service  to  be  held  in  Philadelphia  June  5.  Rev.  Milton  A. 
Barber  last  years  Lenten  Offering  Secretary  was  elected  alternate. 

The  report  of  the  Executive  Secretary  of  Young  People's  work 
to  the  department  was  most  encouraging  showing  forty-five  young 
People's  Service  Leagues  in  the  Diocese,  all  of  these  Leagues  being 
active. 

Bishop  Penick  in  his  report  said  that  Camp  Finney  had  been 
discontinued  as  a  Brotherhood  of  St.  Andrew  camp,  and  is  to  become 
a  diocesan  camp  called  Camp  Cheshire.  Some  additional  equip- 
ment has  been  bought  by  means  of  a  gift  of  $200  from  St.  Peter's 
Church  Club  of  Charlotte.  The  Diocese  has  taken  over  for  about 
$450  the  equipment  for  Camp  Cheshire  and  Camp  Penick.  Rev. 
Henry  G.  Lane  is  director  of  Camp  Cheshire  at  which  60  boys  are 
expected.  Camp  Penick  will  have  an  equal  number  of  girls,  Mrs. 
Frank   Challen   being   director. 

The  department  has  made  plans  for  the  educational  conference  to 
be  held  Tuesday  night  of  the  Diocesan  Convention,  with  Rev.  Charles 
McAllister  as  special  speaker.     Also  plans  have  been  made  to  have 
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parishes  and  missions  elect  among  their  delegates  those  who  are 
Church  school  superintendents  or  interested  in  religious  education 
so  they  may  have  the  benefit  of  this  conference. 

Department  of  Missions  and  Church  Extension 

The  department  paid  the  expenses  of  the  Advent-Epiphany  Offer- 
ing for  the  salary  of  the  missionary  to  the  deaf  in  the  Diocese. 

It  helped  in  the  purchase  of  an  automobile  for  Rev.  Arthur  Mar- 
shall's work  at  Mount  Airy  and  other  mission  stations. 

Various  congregations  were  requested  to  devote  their  Christmas 
offering  in  1926  to  the  advance  work  of  the  diocese — Church  building 
for  deaf  mutes,  Durham — for  this  triennium. 

The  members  of  this  department  who  are  also  members  of  the 
Executive  Council  form  an  executive  committee  of  the  department 
and  meet  on  the  tenth  day  of  every  month,  or  as  soon  after  as  pos- 
sible. The  three  Archdeacons  have  been  requested  to  furnish  this 
committee  before  the  tenth  of  every  month  a  detailed  statement  of 
payroll  and  expenses,  and  the  treasurer,  Mr.  Wilkes,  to  advise  of  the 
funds  available  for  payment  to  the  three  Convocations. 

Due  to  lack  of  funds  there  has  had  to  be  a  curtailment  of  certain 
work,  to  wit:  In  Raleigh  Convocation  one  missionary  taken  from  the 
field;  in  the  Colored  Convocation  by  reason  of  the  5  per  cent  reduc- 
tion in  appropriations  from  the  National  Office,  New  York,  certain 
parochial  schools  have  to  be  closed;  in  the  Charlotte  Convocation 
beginning  April  first  no  money  is  to  be  spent  on  the  work  at 
China  Grove.  The  salary  paid  to  woman  worker  at  Spray  would 
have  to  be  stopped,  but  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  may  be  able  to  help 
so  as  to  keep  this  worker  in  the  field. 

Department  of  Finance 

The  amount  of  insurance  on  the  Church  property  at  Mayodan  has 
been  increased. 

The  department  was  authorized  to  borrow  $2,000  additional  when 
and  if  needed. 

The  department  guaranteed  the  difference  between  the  total  ex- 
pectancy of  $71,000  and  $74,000  in  Forward  Movement  pledges. 

The  following  motion  was  carried:  Resolved,  That  the  matter 
of  the  basis  of  Forward  Movement  apportionments  be  given  the 
Finance  and  Field  Departments  for  careful  study  and  their  report 
be  brought  to  the  Diocesan  Convention  at  Burlington  in  May  1927 
for  the  basis  of  apportionments  for  1929. 
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Department  of  Social  Service 

Secured  the  services  of  Rev,  Lewis  N.  Taylor  in  1926  to  speak  in 
different  places  in  the  Diocese.  A  meeting  of  the  department  was 
held  in  Raleigh  at  the  time  of  St,  Mary's  conference,  A  bulletin  of 
the  department  has  been  printed  for  distribution  and  plans  made 
for  meetings  in  each  district  to  stress  the  rural  work  of  the  Church. 

It  being  the  sense  of  the  Executive  Council  that  a  scholarship  be 
established  by  this  Diocese  at  the  Bishop  Tuttle  Memorial  School 
at  Raleigh  for  the  training  of  a  Church  worker,  this  department 
was  asked  to  raise  the  money  for  this  scholarship, 

Puhlicity  Department 

The  department  secured  the  Rev,  Theodore  Partrick,  Jr.,  as  editor 
of  the  Carolina  Churchman.  Much  publicity  has  been  given  through 
the  press  especially  the  Bishops'  Crusade.  The  financial  condition 
of  the  Carolina  Churchman  is  excellent,  and  there  has  been  a 
decided  increase  in  new  subscribers,  the  total  subscribers  now  num- 
bering 1,500.  The  department  recommended  that  there  be  ap- 
propriated for  the  support  of  the  Carolina  Churchman  the  following: 
$300  per  year  from  the  Forward  Movement  through  the  Publicity 
Department,  and  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  be  requested  to  continue  its 
appropriation  of  $100;  Thompson  Orphanage  $100;  Forward  Move- 
ment Treasurer  $75,  and  Young  People's  Service  League  $50.  The 
recommendations  were  adopted. 

The  motion  was  passed  that  the  Executive  Council  recommends 
to  the  Diocesan  Convention  the  payment  of  $700  as  part  of  our 
provincial  assessment. 

Bishop  Cheshire  was  refunded  the  amount  advanced  by  him 
in  1926  to  pay  provincial  assessments  in  this  diocese. 

The  Council  approved  the  action  of  Bishop  Penick  in  notifying  the 
National  Council,  January  15,  1927,  that  $20,700  would  be  paid  by 
this  Diocese. 

The  revised  budget  for  1927  was  taken  up  by  items  and  after- 
wards approved  as  a  whole,  the  total  being  $74,075. 

The  chairman  of  the  Executive  Council  and  the  chairman  of  the 
Department  of  Finance  were  authorized  to  act  for  the  Council  be- 
tween meetings  of  the  Council  as  to  adjustment  of  quotas  or  other 
necessary  financial  matters. 

The  following  resolutions  were  passed:  That  the  Executive  Coun- 
cil now  take  steps  toward  arranging  our  budget  and  employing  an 
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executive  secretary  for  this  Diocese.  That  pursuant  to  the  resolu- 
tion recommending  the  employment  of  an  executive  secretary  for  the 
Diocese  (as  shown  on  page  41  of  the  1926  Journal)  that  $4,000  be 
added  to  the  budget  for  the  employment  of  such  an  executive 
secretary. 

The  secretary  of  the  Council  was  instructed  to  purchase  a  suitable 
book  and  all  minutes  of  the  Council  be  kept  therein.

The  Department  of  Christian  Social  Service,  through  its 
Chairman,  reports  for  the  past  year  as  follows : 

A  Bulletin  of  proposed  activities  was  printed  and  distributed 
throughout  the  Diocese. 

Encouraging  reports  have  been  received  from  the  various  Parishes, 
in  most  instances,  the  work  having  been  handled  through  the  Social 
Service  Secretaries  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary. 

The  importance  of  enlisting  men  and  boys  in  this  work  cannot 
be  too  strongly  emphasized. 

The  work  nearest  our  heart  is,  of  course,  the  Thompson  Orphanage. 

Much  work  has  been  done  at  Samarcand,  and  the  Training  Schools 
in  each  Diocese. 

Teachers  have  been  furnished  for  rural  missions. 

Regularly  have  visits  been  made  to  County  homes,  prison  camps, 
and  jails,  and  luxuries,  medicines  and  suitable  reading  matter 
provided. 

Milk  has  been  furnished  the  undernourished  and  needy. 

Clothing,  bed  clothing,  and  hospital  bills,  school  books,  automo- 
biles to  transport  the  aged  and  infirm  to  the  Church  services,  all 
attest  an  active  interest  in  Christian  Social  Service. 

Mrs.  T.  W.  Bickett  was  sent  to  a  Conference  on  Rural  work  held  at 
Sewanee  last  Summer.  Plans  have  been  made  for  Miss  Lily  Hill 
to  go  to  the  Cornell  Summer  Conference  in  June. 

In  every  instance,  there  has  been  cooperation  with  the  County  and 
State  Welfare  Organizations.

Bishop  Chesliire  read  tlie  report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese 
as  follows  : 

Report  of  Trustees  of  the  Diocese 
May  8,  1926. 

1.  The  Trustees  have  received  a  deed  from  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion of  Edgecombe  County  a  deed  for  "a  certain  tract  or  parcel 
of  land  in  Edgecombe  County  in  No.  2  Township"  now  used  and 
occupied  for  religious  purposes  and  known  as  the  Chapel  or  School 
House  of  St.  Wilfred's  Mission  dated  April  15,  1923,  and  recorded 
in  the  Register's  Office  of  said  county  in  Book  266,  page  161. 

May  29,  1926. 

2.  The  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  this  day  executed  a  deed  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  direction  and  authority  given  them  by  a  Resolu- 
tion of  the  Diocesan  Convention  of  the  4th  and  5th  inst.  in  which 
they  convey  and  release  to  Mrs.  Ella  McCoy  Nisbett  of  Mecklenburg 
County,  N.  C,  all  the  right,  title  and  estate  of  the  said  Trustees  and 
Diocese  in  certain  land  in  Lay  Creek  Township  in  said  county 
devised  to  said  Trustees  by  the  last  will  and  testament  of  Albert 
McCoy,  late  of  said  county. 
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October  18,  1926. 

3.  The  Rector  and  Vestry  of  St.  Paul's  Church,  Winston-Salem, 
wishing  to  sell  the  present  church  property  that  they  may  rebuild  the 
Parish  Church  in  a  more  desirable  and  advantageous  location,  desire 
to  know  whether  the  trustees  of  the  Diocese  will  agree  upon  ad- 
vantageous terms  being  secured  to  convey  to  such  parties  as  the 
Rector  and  Vestry  may  designate  so  much  of  the  property  of  said 
Parish  as  is  vested  in  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese. 

Thereupon  the  Trustees  hereby  agree  to  make  such  conveyance 
as  may  be  necessary  under  the  circumstances,  the  said  Vestry  on 
their  part  agreeing  to  hold  the  new  property  to  be  acquired  upon 
the  same  trusts  as  bind  the  present  property.

4.  The  Vestry  of  Emmanual  Church,  Southern  Pines,  Sandhills 
Parish,  having  acquired  a  valuable  property  in  a  more  desirable 
location  and  having  under  construction  a  commodious  Parish  House 
which  until  the  erection  of  the  proposed  new  church  will  afford 
larger  accommodation  for  public  worship  than  the  church  building 
now  in  use  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  did  this  day  sign  an  agree- 
ment to  make  such  conveyance  by  mortgage  or  deed  of  trust  of  the 
present  church  building  and  the  lot  on  which  it  stands  as  may  serve 
to  secure  a  note  made  by  said  Vestry  for  money  borrowed  to  be  ex- 
pended in  the  erection  of  said  Parish  House.

notes  properly  secured  according  to  the  terms  of  said  contract.

January  10,  1927,  conveying  the  property  of  St.  Mary's  Church, 
High  Point,  N.  C.  as  agreed  in  a  contract  heretofore  executed  be- 
tween the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  and  said  church.  The  deeds  were 
executed  with  the  name  of  the  grantee  or  grantees  in  blank  and 
forwarded  to  D.  C.  MacRae  with  instructions  to  complete  and  deliver 
the  same  upon  the  compliance  of  all  parties  with  the  contract  herein 
referred   to. 

January  28,  1927. 

7.  The  following  action  was  taken  by  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese 
in  regard  to  the  fund  provided  by  Mr.  William  A.  Erwin  for  the  sup- 
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port  of  the  work  at  Chapel  Hill  by  a  deed  of  trust  from  the  said 
William  A.  Erwin  to  the  Wachovia  Bank  &  Trust  Company. 

Resolved  'by  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese: 

1.  That  the  Wachovia  Bank  and  Trust  Company  is  hereby  author- 
ized to  pay  all  installments  of  said  fund  to  the  Vestry  of  the  Chapel 
of  the  Cross,  Chapel  Hill  to  be  disbursed  by  said  Vestry  under  the 
direction  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  in  accordance  with  the  terms 
of  said  deed  of  trust. 

2.  That  the  said  Vestry  of  the  Chapel  of  the  Cross  shall  from  the 
proceeds  of  said  fund  secure  adequate  insurance  against  fire  upon 
the  church  and  Parish  House  and  the  contents  thereof  in  such 
amounts  as  shall  from  time  to  time  be  agreed  upon  or  approved  by 
the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese;  and  shall  not  allow  said  insurance  at 
any  time  to  lapse. 

3.  That  until  further  action  by  the  trustees  of  the  Diocese  the 
remainder  of  said  fund  received  by  the  Vestry  shall  be  expended  in 
supporting  the  work  of  said  Parish  of  the  Chapel  of  the  Cross, 
Chapel  Hill,  upon  such  a  scheme  as  shall  be  drawn  up  from  year  to 
year  by  the  Rector  and  Vestry  of  said  Parish  and  approved  by  Bishop 
Penick  who  under  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  has  the  immediate 
Episcopal  oversight  of  said  Rector  and  Vestry. 

Resolved,  further,  That  General  Albert  L.  Cox  on  the  part  of  the 
Trustees  of  the  Diocese  be  authorized  to  advise  with  said  Rector  and 
Vestry  in  regard  to  a  proposed  increase  of  the  insurance  upon  the 
contents  of  said  church.

8.  This  day,  February  8,  the  Trustees  executed  a  deed  in  fee 
simple  to  Henry  J.  Bang  for  lot  No.  5  in  Block  K6  upon  a  map 
entitled  "A  map  of  Southern  Pines,  Moore  County,  North  Carolina." 
This  conveyance  was  made  upon  request  of  the  Rector  and  Vestry  of 
lEmmanuel  Church,  Sandhills  Parish,  Southern  Pines,  and  the  deed 
was  given  to  them  to  be  delivered  to  the  said  Henry  J.  Bang,  grantee, 
upon  payment  of  the  purchase  money,  which  was  to  be  used  in  the 
erection  of  new  buildings  for  the.  use  of  said  Parish. 

March  28,  1927. 

9.  This  day  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  executed  a  deed  in  fee 
simple  to  Mrs.  Florence  Deacon  conveying  to  her  lots  Nos.  6,  7,  8, 
9  and  10  in  Block  K  and  6  upon  a  map  of  Southern  Pines  which  is 
recorded  in  the  office  of  the  Register  of  Deeds  of  Moore  County. 
This  deed  was  made  upon  request  of  the  Rector  and  Vestry  of  Em-

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them  to  be  delivered  to  said  grantee  upon  payment  of  the  purchase 
money  was  to  be  used  in  the  erection  of  new  buildings  for  the  use 
of  said  Parish.

The  undersigned  Committee  appointed  by  you  to  consider  the  offer 
of  the  Edgecombe  Benevolent  Association  to  give  to  the  Protestant

Episcopal  Church  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  the  Edgecombe 
General  Hospital,  situated  in  the  town  of  Tarboro,  begs  to  report  as 
follows: 

On  Sunday,  March  27,  four  members  of  the  Committee  visited 
Tarboro,  and  made  a  thorough  inspection  of  the  Edgecombe  General 
Hospital,  both  as  to  physical  equipment  and,  methods  ('of  ad- 
ministration. 

Inspection  of  Hospital 

This  investigation  was  personally  conducted  by  Dr.  Baker,  Pres- 
ident of  the  Hospital  Board,  who  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  Com- 
mittee his  thorough  knowledge  of  this  Institution.  The  Committee 
was   impressed   by   his    professional    courtesies. 

Interview  with  Rector 

Your  Committee  also  sought  an  interview  with  the  Rev.  Bertram  E. 
Brown,  who  explained  in  detail  the  advantages  that  would  accrue, 
in  his  judgment,  to  the  Church  in  taking  over  this  Institution.  The 
Committee  listened  attentively  to  Mr.  Brown's  earnest  presentation 
of  the  matter. 

Committee's  Decision 

The  Committee  then  met  and  reviewed  all  the  information  that  it 
had  gathered  by  its  investigation,  personal  interviews,  and  through 
correspondence. 

The  Committee  was  unanimous  in  its  opinion  that  it  would 
be  unwise  for  the  Church  to  accept  the  offer  of  the  Edgecombe 
Benevolent  Association   for  the  following   reasons: 

1.  This  Hospital  is  not  advantageously  located  in  North  Carolina 
with  reference  to  the  constituency  of  the  Church. 

2.  The  financial  obligations  that  would  be  involved  in  the 
management  of  a  hospital  might  affect  the  Church's  maintenance  of 
missionary  and  institutional  work  already  established  and  projected. 

In  Conclusion 
The   Committee  feels  that  appreciative  acknowledgement   should 
be  made  to  the  Edgecombe  Benevolent  Association  for  the  generous 
offer,  which  is  the  subject  of  this  report.

The  Rev.  Sidney  S.  Bost  read  the  report  of  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee as  follows : 

Report  of  the  Committee  on  Finance 

The  Committee  on  Finance  met  in  the  Church  House  of  St.  Philip's, 
Durham,  on  November  3,  1926,  and  was  called  to  order  by  the 
Chairman. 

The  Treasurer  made  his  report,  and  the  diligent  efforts  of  the  treas- 
urer were  commended.  His  full  report  for  the  year  1926  appears 
today  in  printed  form,  and  is  furnished  to  every  member  of  the 
Convention. 

The  Chairman  was  requested  to  make  up  the  schedule  of  Assess- 
ments for  the  Episcopal  and  Contingent  Fund,  and  furnish  same  to 
the  treasurer  within  ten  days  in  order  that  parishes  and  missions 
might  have  their  assessments  in  time  for  their  annual  budgets  and 
Every-member  Canvass. 

The  chairman  was  requested  to  notify  Mr.  R.  B.  Coit  of  the  Pension 
Fund  of  the  increase  in  salary  of  our  Bishop  Coadjutor,  such  increase 
being  operative  since  June  1,  1926. 

The  committee  were  unanimously  of  the  opinion  that  any  financial 
assistance  needed  by  the  Carolina  ChurcJiTnan  does  not  properly 
come  within  the  scope  of  the  E.  and  C.  Fund,  but  should  be  handled 
by  the  Executive  Council  of  the  Diocese. 
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It  was  moved  and  adopted  that  12  per  cent  of  Minister's  salary, 
music  and  choir,  and  current  operating  expenses  he  made  the  basis 
of  assessment  for  the  E.  and  C.  Fund  for  the  year  1927.

We  have  examined  this  report  with  its  items  of  receipt,  expenditure 
and  balance.     It  is  our  opinion  that  all  disbursements  were  wisely 
made  and  that  the  balance  as  shown  in  his  report  is  correct.

Mr.  Lewis  C.  Burwell  spoke  of  the  work  of  the  University  of 
the  South  at  Sewanee. 

The  Rev.  Edgar  H.  Goold  read  the  report  of  St.  Augustine's 
School  and  St.  Agnes  Hospital,  which  was  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  the  state  of  the  Church,  as  follows  : 

Report  of  St.  Augustine's  School,  Including  St.  Agnes  Hospital 

During  the  past  year,  the  sixtieth  annual  session,  there  have 
been  enrolled  505  students,  including  42  pupil  nurses,  at  St.  Agnes 
Hospital  and  four  students  at  the  new  Bishop  Tuttle  Training  School 
for  Church  and  Welfare  Workers. 

About  fifty  were  enrolled  in  the  Junior  College  Department  which 
it  is  hoped  can  soon  be  developed  into  a  College  Department  cover- 
ing four  years.  This  step  will  be  taken  in  accordance  with  the 
program  of  the  American  Church  Institute  for  Negroes  whereby 
St.  Augustine's  is  to  be  the  capstone  of  its  educational  system. 

A  class  of  twenty-six  was  recently  Confirmed  by  Bishop  Delany. 
$270  was  contributed  in  the  Lenten  Mite-box  offerings.  The  Bishops' 
Crusade  was  effectively  conducted  at  the  School  by  one  of  the  gra- 
duates, the  Rev.  George  Plaskett. 

The  General  Education  Board  has  recently  offered  $40,000  towards 
the  $120,000  needed  to  build  and  equip  a  new  Dining  Hall  and  Domes- 
tic Science  Building  and  a  new  Girls'  Dormintory  which  are  among 
the  pressing  needs  of  the  Institution.  We  ask  our  friends  to  help  in 
raising  the  $80,000  needed  to  secure  this  provisional  gift. 

St.  Agnes  Hospital  was  badly  damaged  by  fire  on  December  16. 
By  the  aid  of  insurance,  supplemented  by  gifts  from  friends,  in 
Raleigh  and  elsewhere,  the  Hospital  has  been  rehabilitated  and 
equipped  with  an  automatic  sprinkler  system  which  should  prevent 
any  such  loss  in  the  future. 
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The  prompt  and  skillful  removal  of  the  patients  by  the  nurses  and 
students  of  the  School  was  warmly  praised  in  the  local  press.  With 
the  exception  of  one  week  some  patients  have  been  cared  for  in  the 
Hospital  continuously  since  the  fire.  The  staff  and  nurses  are  to  be 
commended  for  carrying  on  the  work  under  such  trying 
circumstances. 

During  the  year  there  have  been  1,040  patients,  18,547  Hospital 
days  and  629  operations.  The  patients  have  paid  over  twenty  thous- 
and dollars,  about  two-thirds  of  the  cost  of  current  expenses. 

A  start  has  been  made  at  the  Bishop  Tuttle  Training  School, 
erected  with  the  aid  of  the  National  Woman's  Auxiliary,  for  the 
purpose  of  training  Negro  women  as  Church  and  Welfare  workers. 
To  be  effective  this  School  must  be  supplied  with  good  material  for 
training,  and  suitable  places  must  be  made  available  for  its  gradu- 
ates. Our  Church  people  should  interest  themselves  in  accomplish- 
ing this.

Rev.  Alfred  S.  Lawrence  read  tlie  report  of  the  Rector  of 
The  Chapel  of  the  Cross  at  Chapel  Hill  as  follows : 

Report  of  the  Work  at  Chapel  Hill 

In  the  present  enrollment  at  the  University  of  North  Carolina, 
there  are  272  students  affiliated  with  the  Episcopal  Church.  From 
the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  there  are  133;  from  East  Carolina 
55;  from  Western  Carolina  36;  and  from  other  states  48.  Twelve  of 
the  students  are  women. 

Last  September,  Mr,  Andrew  D.  Milstead  of  Charlotte  came  to 
Chapel  Hill  as  assistant  for  the  work  among  the  students. 

The  general  Church  activities  of  the  students  are  in  the  hands  of 
the  student  vestry,  under  the  direction  of  the  rector.  This  vestry 
meets  monthly,  and  functions  in  the  main  through  committees. 

The  women  students,  along  with  the  young  women  working  in 
offices,  are  organized  into  an  Altar  Guild,  under  the  direction  of  Mrs. 
Lawrence. 

Thanks  to  the  generous  endowment  fund  given  by  Mr.  William  A. 
Erwin,  our  finances  are  in  better  shape  than  they  have  been. 

In  accordance  with  a  resolution  of  last  Convention,  the  Murdoch 
Library  has  been  transferred  to  the  Parish  House  at  Chapel  Hill,  and 
has  become  of  real  use.  The  books  of  a  more  general  type  have 
been  placed  in  the  reading  room,  and  are  in  frequent  use. 
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The  School  of  Religion,  incorporated  last  Spring,  began  work  last 
September,  with  the  Rev.  M.  T.  Workman  as  professor.

The  Executive  Council  proposed  a  budget  of  $79,590,  which  is 
$9,050  in  excess  of  this  inadequate  Budget,  and  we  call  to  your  at- 
tention the  several  items  of  important  work  which  must  suffer  on 
account  of  the  following  reductions: 

1.  Withdrawal  from  our  share  in  the  Provincial  work  of  Religious 
Education. 

2.  $2,000  withdrawal  from  the  Thompson  Orphanage,  which 
means  that  the  total  number  of  children  at  Orphanage  -must  be 
reduced. 

3.  Giving  up  training  in  Social  Service  activities  in  the  Diocese 
through  conferences  and  education. 

4.  Reducing  Diocesan  Missionary  Work  in  our  white  convocation 
$2,400. 

5.  Closing  of  all  Parochial  Schools  in  Colored  convocation  on 
account   of   $1,500   reduction. 

6.  A  reduction  of  pledge  to  St.  Mary's  School  by  $2,000.  This 
can  only  be  done  by  rescinding  action  of  1926  convention.  (See  page 
59  of  Journal  of  1926.) 

7.  $300  reduction  for  Educational  conferences  and  institutes  as 
under  item  Department  of  Religious  Education. 

8.  The  Committee  on  Findings  feel  very  strongly  that  the  present 
financial  condition  of  the  Diocese  requires  the  full  time  services  of 
an  executive  secretary,  and  therefore  have  included  in  this  budget 
the  expenses  of  such  an  officer,  and  requests  the  convention  to 
authorize  its  committee  on  Canons  to  make  such  changes  as  will 
permit  the  executive  secretary,  when  elected,  to  become  the  secre- 
tary of  the  Diocese,  and  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese,  the  Treasurer 
of  the  Forward  movement  and  the  Treasurer  of  the  two  white 
convocations. 
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On  motion  of  Rev.  I.  Harding  Hughes,  the  report  of  the 
Findings  Committee  was  made  the  special  order  for  Wednesday 
morning. 

Rev.  James  D.  Miller  offered  the  following  resolution  which 
was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Canons : 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  Canons  be  requested  to  investi- 
gate the  status  of  St.  James  Parish,  Kitrell,  and  recommended  what- 
ever action  may  seem  appropriate  to  them. 

The  Convention  took  a  recess  until  8  p.m. 

8  p.m.  A  Conference  on  Religious  Education  was  conducted 
by  Mr.  Wade  R.  Brown.  Prayers  were  offered  by  Rev.  John 
L.  Jackson,  after  which  Bishop  Penick  introduced  Rev.  Charles 
E.  McAllister,  who  spoke  on  Religious  Education;  Rev. 
W.  H.  K.  Pendleton  of  Church  of  the  Advent,  Spartanburg, 
S.  C,  who  spoke  on  the  Valley  Crucis  Training  School;  Mrs. 
Frank  'N.  Chalen,  who  spoke  on  Young  People's  Work ;  and  Rev. 
Henry  G.  Lane,  who  spoke  on  Camp  Cheshire  and  Camp  Penick. 
The  Service  was  closed  with  the  benediction  by  Bishop  Cheshire.

Rev.  Robert  B.  Owens  read  tbe  report  of  tbe  Committee  on 
Canons  as  follows : 

REa»ORT    OF   THE    COMMITTEE    ON    CaNONS 

Your  Committee  respectfully  reports  as  follows: 

1.  Resolved,  That  Article  XIII  of  the  Constitution  be  amended 
by  striking  out  the  words  "by  unanimous  consent"  in  line  three, 
and  substituting  therefor  the  words  "Except  by  a  two-thirds  ma- 
jority of  those  present  and  entitled  to  vote." 

2.  By  request  of  the  Diocesan  Council — 

Resolved,  That  Canon  XVII  be  amended  by  striking  out  sections 
1  and  2  and  substituting  therefor  the  following. 

Sec.  1.  There  shall  be  an  executive  Council  of  the  Diocese,  to 
consist  of  the  Bishop,  the  Bishop  Coadjutor,  and  the  Bishop  Suffra- 
gan, if  there  be  such;  six  clergymen,  and  six  laymen,  to  be  elected 
by  the  Convention;  three  lay  women  to  be  elected  by  the  Convention 
upon  nomination  by  the  Woman's  Auxiliary;  and  one  representative 
of  the  Young  People's  Service  League  to' be  elected  by  the  Conven- 
tion upon  nomination  by  the  Young  Peoples'  Service  League. 

Sec.  2.  The  Convention  shall  annually  elect  two  clergymen  and 
two  laymen  as  members  of  the  Executive  Council,  whose  term  of 
office  shall  be  three  years.  It  shall  also  annually  elect  from  among 
those  nominated  by  the  Woman's  Auxiliary,  one  woman  whose  term 
of  office  shall  be  three  years.  It  shall  also  annually  elect  from  among 
those  nominated  by  the  Young  People's  Service  League,  one  member 
who   shall   be   not   less   than   twenty-one   years   of   age,   and   whose 
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term  of  office  shall  be  one  year.  And  no  elective  member  of  the 
Council  shall  be  eligible  for  reelection  until  a  period  of  one  year 
shall  have  elapsed. 

3.  Resolved,  That  Canon  XXIII  be  stricken  out,  and  the  following 
substituted  therefor. 

Of  the  filling  of  vacant  cures. 

Sec.  1.  When  a  Parish  or  congregation  becomes  vacant  the  Church 
wardens  or  other  proper  officers  shall  notify  the  fact  to  the  Bishop. 
If  the  authorities  of  the  Parish  shall  for  thirty  days  have  failed 
to  make  provision  for  the  services,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Bishop  to  take  such  measures  as  he  may  deem  expedient  for  the 
temporary  maintenance  of  Divine  services  therein. 

Sec.  2.  No  election  of  a  Recor  shall  be  had  until  the  name  of  the 
clergyman  whom  it  is  proposed  to  elect  has  been  made  known  to 
the  Bishop  if  there  be  one,  and  sufficient  time,  not  exceeding  thirty 
days  has  been  given  to  him  to  communicate  with  the  Vestry  thereon. 

Sec.  3.  Written  notice  of  the  election  signed  by  the  Church 
wardens  shall  be  sent  to  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the  Diocese. 
If  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  be  satisfied  that  the  person  so  chosen 
is  a  duly  qualified  minister,  and  that  he  has  accepted  the  office, 
notice  shall  be  sent  to  the  secretary  of  the  Convention,  who  shall  so 
record  it.  And  such  record  shall  be  sufficient  evidence  of  the  rela- 
tion between  the  Minister  and  the  Parish. 

Sec.  4.  In  case  of  the  election  of  an  Assistant  Minister,  a  certifi- 
cate from  the  Rector  and  Wardens  shall  be  sent  to  the  Bishop.  The 
Rector  shall  not  have  power  to  appoint  a  permanent  assistant  with- 
out the  consent  of  the  Vestry. 

4.  Resolved,  That  Canon  XXVI,  Sec.  1,  be  amended  by  adding  at 
the  end  thereof  a  new  sentence  as  follows:  "This  book  shall  be 
presented  to  the  Bishop  for  his  inspection  at  every  annual  visitation." 

5.  Resolved,  That  Canon  XXVI,  be  further  amended  by  the  ad- 
dition of  a  new  section.  No.  3,  as  follows:  "Every  clergyman  shall 
instruct  his  people  at  least  once  a  year  in  regard  to  the  law  of  this 
Church  concerning  letters  of  transfer,  when  communicants  remove 
from  his  Parish  to  that  of  another,  he  shall  promptly  inform  the 
Rector  thereof,  and  shall  use  all  diligence  that  they  may  become 
promptly  affiliated  with  the  Parish  to  which  they  have  removed." 

Resolved,  That  the  succeeding  sections  be  renumbered  to  cor- 
respond. 

6.  In  regard  to  the  resolution  of  Rev.  Jas.  D.  Miller,  which 
was  referred  to  this  Committee  by  the  Convention,  we  find  that  this 
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matter  does  not  properly  belong  to  this  Committee.     We  therefore 
recommend  that  a  special  Committee  of  three  persons  be  appointed 
to  investigate  this  matter  and  report  to  the  next  Convention.

Thomas  H.  Battle  read  the  Report  of  the  Committee  to  which 
was  referred  the  Report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese,  and  it 
was  adopted  as  follows  : 

Whereas,  Miss  Emma  Karrer  has  by  her  Last  Will  and  Testament 
left  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  her  residuary  legate,  and  her  estate 
consists  of  a  house  and  lot  on  South  McDowell  St.,  Raleigh,  N.  C, 
next  to  the  Southern  Bell  Telephone  Company's  property,  which 
has  a  high  value  and  an  increasing  value;  now  this  property  rents 
for  about  $700  per  annum;  and  whereas,  there  are  specific  legacies 
which  must  be  first  paid  of  about  $6,000;  and  whereas,  this  property 
is  now  worth  about  $15,000  or  more;  and  whereas,  the  Diocese  can 
secure  a  fee  simple  title  to  this  property  by  paying  off  the  specific 
legacies  and  costs  of  administration,  which  will  not  exceed  $6,500. 

Resolved,  That  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  be  and  are  hereby  au- 
thorized and  empowered  to  raise  $6,500  or  such  less  sum  as  may 
be  necessary  to  pay  off  these  legacies,  and  take  the  said  property 
in  fee  simple. 
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The  Report  of  the  Trustees  was  referred  back  to  the  Trustees 
of  the  Diocese  with  instructions  to  take  such  steps  as  may  be 
necessary  to  perfect  the  title  to  the  property  sold  in  High  Point. 

Rev.  Milton  A.  Barber  read  the  report  of  the  Woman's  Aux- 
iliary as  follows  : 

Rev.  Father  in  God: 

I  beg  to  submit  the  report  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  of  the  Diocese 
of  North  Carolina  for  the  year  1926. 

The  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Auxiliary  was  held  in  Salisbury  April 
26,  27,  and  28. 

From  the  beginning  to  the  end  there  was  a  large  attendance  of 
delegates. 

The  reports  were  encouraging,  showing  growth  and  increasing 
interest  in  the  different  departments  of  our  work.  The  reports  of 
the  district  chairman  show  eight  well  organized  districts. 

Tlie  Educational  Departtnent 

Because  we  believe  that  every  well-informed  church  woman  must 
work  for  the  extention  of  our  Lord's  Kingdom,  the  Educational  de- 
partment has  been  very  active. 

One  Diocesan  educational  institute  was  held,  to  prepare  leaders 
for  Study-classes.  All  active  branches  have  done  some  mission-study 
work. 

In  the  fall,  classes  were  held  on  the  "Church's  Program"  in  prepa- 
ration for  the  "Forward  Movement."  Later,  the  study  of  Rural 
Missions  was  taken  up.  Now  we  stand  ready  to  do  what  we  can 
to  help  our  leaders  extend  the  church  into  the  untouched  rural  fields 
of  the  Diocese. 

Christian  Social  Service 

The  work  of  the  Department  of  Christian  Social  Service  shows 
increasing  interest  and  effectiveness.  Work  has  been  maintained  in 
many  Diocesan  and  state  institutions,  beginning  with  The  Thompson 
Orphanage.  One  branch  for  one  month  served  hot  lunch  daily  to 
more  than  twenty  undernourished  children,  visited  their  homes  and 
made  a  point  of  contact  with  their  parents.  One  branch  furnished 
eight  teachers  for  rural  missions.  Many  branches  have  furnished 
milk  for  the  undernourished  and  tubercular,  and  worked  in  prison- 
camps,  jails  and  county  homes. 

The  work  of  assisting  men,  women,  boys,  and  girls  discharged  from 
these  institutions,  and  the  improvement  of  conditions  in  the  homes 
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to  which  they  return,  seem  to  our  leaders  a  crying  need.  Towards 
this  end,  a  resolution  was  passed  at  the  Annual  Meeting  asking 
our  president  to  appoint  a  committee  to  confer  with  the  Diocesan 
Executive  Council,  with  the  hope  of  employing  "as  soon  as  prac- 
ticable" a  Diocesan  Social  Service  Field  Worker.

The  Supply  Department 

The  Supply  Department  reports  a  Diocesan  Supply  Room  in  St. 
Philip's  Church  House,  Durham,  in  splendid  working  order.  Here 
supplies  are  stored,  and  work  for  branches  cut  and  planned.  Due 
to  the  efficient  help  of  this  Supply  Room,  emergency  calls  have 
been  quickly  met,  and  the  work  of  filling  the  quota  of  boxes  asked 
by  headquarters  from  our  Diocese  is  much  simplified.  Six  branches 
cut  540  garments  in  the  Supply  Room.  Other  branches  made  653 
garments  for  the  Supply  Room. 
Value  of  boxes  sent  by  the  Auxiliary  during  the  year $4,589.58

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Advance  Work 

The  Diocese  has  asked  us  to  give  $3,000  during  this  triennium 
towards  the  $10,000  promised  by  this  Diocese  for  the  church  for 
deaf  mutes  in  Durham. 

The  Auxiliary  has  sent  to  the  Forward  Movement  treasurer  $1,000, 
which,  being  one-third  of  the  amount  asked  of  us  by  the  Executive 
Council  covers  the  first  yearly  payment.  Enough  gold  has  been  re- 
ceived through  the  "Treasure  and  Trinket  Fund"  to  provide  a  gold 
chalice  for  this  church. 

We  hope  to  provide  the  communion  service  by  the  time  the  build- 
ing is  completed. 

Through  a  committee  on  "Work  with  Colored  Women"  our 
Auxiliary  is  making  a  decided  effort  toward  cooperation  with  the 
women  of  the  colored  convocation  in  establishing  and  strengthening 
branches  of  the  Auxiliary  in  that  convocation. 

Our  Parish  branches  have  long  been  interested  in  this  work. 
Through  the  cooperation  of  the  devoted  president  of  the  Auxiliary 
of  the  Colored  Convocation,  Mrs.  Henry  B.  Delaney,  and  the  sympa- 
thetic help  of  the  colored  clergy,  we  hope  to  do  more  constructive 
work  in  this  direction. 

Combined  effort  has  been  made  by  the  Auxiliary  throughout  the 
Diocese  to  arouse  interest  towards  meeting  all  obligations  for  the 
work  of  the  church  in  the  Diocese  and  elsewhere. 

Every  branch  president  has  been  notified  if  her  Parish  or  Mission 
has  not  accepted  the  Diocesan  apportionment,  and  effort  has  been 
made  to  meet  the  obligation. 

One-half  of  all  money  pledged  by  each  branch  in  the  Diocese  goes 
directly  to  the  Diocesan  Forward  Movement  Treasurer,  to  be 
applied  to  the  Diocesan  Budget. 

During  1926  $3,651.26  has  been  so  applied,  undesignated,  and 
$2,822.67,  designated,  for  Forward  Movement  funds. 

Perhaps  the  outstanding  work  of  the  past  year  has  been  our 
work  during  the  fall  and  Advent  in  holding  Intercessory  Days  and 
regular  prayer-groups,  and  forming  plans  for  preparation  for  the 
Bishops'  Crusade.  Because  we  consider  the  "follow-up"  work  of  the 
Crusade  of  greatest  importance,  we  stand  ready  to  help  as  far  as  we 
can,  in  any  plans  the  clergy  may  adopt. 

There  are  now  83  branches  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  in  the 
Diocese,  with  a  membership  of  2,185  members. 

The  amount  raised  for  all  purposes  during  the  year  was  $21,080.88. 
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As  the  president's  term  of  office  expired  at  the  close  of  the  Annual 
Meeting,  a  new  president  was  elected  during  the  meeting.  Mrs. 
F.  S.  Spruill  of  Rocky  Mount  was  chosen  Diocesan  President  of 
the  Woman's  Auxiliary  for  the  next  three  years. 

Mrs.  Spruill  has  proved  herself  an  efficient  and  devoted  member 
of  the  Auxiliary  during  years  of  service,  and  we  look  forward  to  a 
larger  growth  and  deeper  consecration  during  her  administration.

Mr.  Lewis  C.  Burwell  presented  the  report  of  the  Good  Sama- 
ritan Hospital  in  Charlotte,  which  was  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  the  State  of  the  Church. 

Rev.  John  L.  Jackson  moved  that  the  Diocese  make  an 
earnest  effort  to  raise  the  amount,  $80,000,  requested  by  the 
Field  Department.  And  that  the  Field  Department  be  in- 
structed to  reapportion  to  the  Parishes  and  Missions  at  their  dis- 
cretion amounts  sufficient  to  raise  the  budget  required  for 
1928. 
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Rev.  Milton  A.  Barber  offered  the  following  resolution,  whicli 
was  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  it  is  the  sense  of  the  Finance  Department  that  the 
plan  by  which  quotas  under  the  Forward  Movement  are  determined 
is  such  an  important  subject  that  it  should  be  a  matter  of  special 
investigation  and  study  by  a  committee,  to  be  appointed  by  the 
Bishop,  and  that  this  committee  shall  report  its  findings  to  the 
Diocesan  Executive  Council  in  time  to  work  out  the  quotas  for  1929. 
Resolved,  That  the  Executive  Council  be  authorized  to  act  for  the 
Convention  in  deciding  upon  the  basis  of  apportionment.

Rev.  Wm.  H.  Wheeler  submitted  the  report  of  the  Board  ot 
managers  of  the  Thompson'  Orphanage  as  follows : 

Report  of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Thompson  Orphanage 
AND  Training  Institution 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers  was  held  in  the 
library  of  the  new  administration  building  January  25,  1927.  This 
year  marks  the  fortieth  anniversary  of  the  Orphanage  and  there  are 
now  ten  handsome  brick  buildings  crowning  the  crest  of  the  Or- 
phanage campus,  the  administration  building  having  been  built  and 
equipped  since  the  last  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers.  The 
front  of  the  property  has  been  filled  in  and  many  new  trees  and  a 
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few  vines  and  shrubs  planted.  Mr.  Earl  Draper,  landscape  architect, 
is  giving  gratuitous  supervision  to  the  beautifying  of  the  grounds. 

The  capacity  of  the  Orphanage  is  112  and  the  board  decreed  that 
this  capacity  should  not  be  exceeded  during  the  year  1927. 

The  health  of  the  children  has  been  unusually  good,  thanks  to  the 
Williamson  Infirmary  and  the  efficient  nurse  presiding  over  same. 

In  the  new  administration  building,  in  what  is  universally  con- 
ceded to  be  a  model  school  room  Miss  Nail  teaches  kindergarten  and 
the  first  two  grades.  All  children  above  the  second  grade  attend 
the  city  schools.  Of  the  68  children  who  go  to  public  school  20  are  in 
high  school  and  48  in  the  grammar  grades. 

The  new  gymnasium  in  the  rear  of  the  administration  building 
is  fully  equipped  and  is  a  very  useful  place.  It  is  convertible  into 
an  assembly  hall,  the  stage  being  equipped  with  a  handsome  curtain 
and  backdrops,  also  with  portable  footlights.  There  is  the  neces- 
sary electric  connection  for  a  moving  picture  machine  in  the  event 
this  should  be  added  some  time.  This  part  of  the  building  has  been 
in  almost  constant  use  for  gym  classes,  basketball,  pageants,  par- 
ties, concerts  and  stunts. 

During  the  past  year  by  the  will  of  Mr.  William  H.  Williamson 
a  trust  fund  of  $40,000  was  created  for  the  benefit  of  the  Orphanage. 
Also  by  the  will  of  Dr.  R.  H.  Lewis  of  Raleigh  another  trust  fund 
of  $5,000  was  created  to  be  known  as  the  Martha  Hoskins  Lewis 
Memorial,  from  which  the  Orphanage  is  to  derive  the  income. 
Mrs.  Porter  Stedman  and  her  sister.  Miss  Mary  Lybrook,  of  Winston- 
Salem  have  given  $800,  $400  in  1926  and  $400  in  1927,  to  aid  deserv- 
ing children  to  secure  a  college  education  or  to  assist  them  in  get- 
ting a  start  in  business  or  professional  life. 

During  the  year  17  children  were  received  and  17  discharged, 
making  a  total  of  129  children  cared  for  during  1926. 

We  feel  that  the  past  year  at  the  Thompson  Orphanage  has  been 
marked  by  many  splendid  forward  steps  in  the  care  of  our  children 
and  in  the  advantages  secured  for  them. 

Rev.  John  L.  Jackson  offered  tlie  following  resolution,  which 
was  adopted. 

Resolved,  That  the  Diocesan  Convention  approved  the  appropria- 
tion of  $690  included  in  the  1927  Budget  by  the  Executive  Council 
for  the  Missionary,  Educational,  and  Social  Service  Work  of  the 
Province  of  Sewanee. 
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Mr.  Ralpli  B.  Coit  read  the  report  on  the  Church  Pension 
Fund  Committee. 

The  Church  Pension  Fund  Committee  respectfully  submits  the 
following  report: 

The  duties  of  this  Committee  as  set  out  in  Canon  No.  30  have  been 
carefully  complied  with  during  the  past  year. 

The  Treasurer  of  the  Committee  collected  and  forwarded  to  the 
New  York  office  in  quarterly  installments  assessments  amounting  to 
$10,906.03  as  follows: 

First  quarters  $2,973.40 

Second  quarter  2,417.36 

Third  quarter 2,317.54 

Fourth  quarter  3,197.73 

This  represents  an  increase  of  approximately  $900  over  the  col- 
lections for  the  previous  year. 

On  January  1,  1927,  a  statement  from  the  New  York  Office  of  the 
Church  Pension  Fund  showed  22  Parishes  in  arrears  amounting  to 
$701.51.  On  May  5,  1927,  all  but  ten  Parishes  had  paid  their  arrears, 
the  balance  due  amounting  to  $282.20.  Exhibit  A  attached  to  this 
report  gives  the  names  of  these  Parishes  and  the  arrears  due  by  each 
Parish. 

The  administrative  expenses  for  the  year  amounted  to  $251.89. 
An  itemized  statement  is  shown  in  Exhibit  E  attached  to  this 
report. 

As  the  Church  Pension  Fund  grows  the  Trustees  are  from  time 
to  time  increasing  the  pensions  as  though  the  Fund  had  been  operat- 
ing prior  to  March  1,  1917. 

On  April  26,  1927,  the  following  pensions  affecting  pensioners  in 
the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  were  increased : 

Mrs.  John  W.  Perry's  pension  increased  from  $300  to  $400. 

The  Rev.  Frederick  H.  T.  Horsfield,  who  retired  as  Rector  of  St. 
Stephen's  Church,  Oxford,  on  September  5,  1926,  from  $600  to  $750. 

Rev.  Julian  E.  Ingle,  who  retired  as  Secretary  of  the  Diocese  of 
North  Carolina  on  June  1,  1917,  from  $600  to  $750. 

The  Rev.  N.  Collin  Hughes,  who  resigned  as  Priest-in-charge  of  St. 
Nicholas'  School,  Raleigh,  on  June  20,  1924,  from  $600  to  $750. 

These  increases  were  due  to  the  fact  that  the  Diocese  of  North 
Carolina  has  discharged  its  full  obligations  to  the  Church  Pension 
Fund.

Eev.  Francis  Craighill  read  the  report  of  the  Committee  on 
Unfinished  Business  as  follows : 

The  Committee  on  Unfinished  Business  beg  leave  to  report  as 
follows: 

On  page  ^Q  of  the  Journal  of  1926  it  is  recorded  that  an  amend- 
ment to  Article  XIII  of  the  Constitution  was  adopted  for  the  first 
time  by  a  vote  by  orders,  and  should  come  before  this  Convention  for 
final  adoption. 

On  page  59  of  the  Journal  of  1926  a  Resolution  is  recorded  in 
which  provision  is  made  for  a  special  committee  to  act  during  recess 
and  raise  $2,000  for  the  current  maintenance  of  Saint  Mary's  School. 
Respectfully  submitted,

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Bishop  Penick  reported  that  the  books  of  the  Murdoch  Library 
had  been  moved  to  the  Parish  House  of  the  Chapel  of  the 
Cross  at  Chapel  Hill. 

Rev.  A.  Burtis  Hunter  read  the  report  of  the  Committee  to 
which  was  referred  the  report  of  the  Trustees  of  Saint  Mary's 
School  as  follows : 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  report  of  the  President 
of  the  Trustees  of  Saint  Mary's  School  wrote  that  the  school  has 
been  filled  to  its  capacity  of  204  boarding  students  with  an  average 
attendance  of  192  and  with  62  day  students. 

A  new  organ  has  been  p'laced  in  the  chapel  the  new  swimming  pool 
has  been  in  constant  use,  the  organization  of  the  school  has  been 
maintained  in   efficient  harmony. 

There  is  great  need  of  a  new  dormitory  for  Seniors  and  Juniors. 
This  would  cost  $50,000.  The  library  ought  to  be  developed,  more 
married  men  teachers  ought  to  be  employed  and  new  scholarships 
ought  to  be  founded. 

There  is  a  tendency  now  to  emphasize  the  Junior  College  Grades 
immediately  following  the  High  School  Grades  attended  by  the  girls 
in  their  home  towns. 

Unless  the  Dioceses  of  the  Church  can  give  greater  financial  help 
to  the  school,  it  would  seem  that  the  charge  for  board  and  tuition, 
$600,  is  dangerously  low  and  ought  to  be  increased. 

Bev.  Warren  W.  Way  spoke  on  the  work  of  Saint  Mary's 
School. 

Mr.  Wade  B.  Brown  presented  the  report  of  the  Department 
of  Religious  Education  as  follows : 

The  Department  of  Religious  Education  respectfully  submits  the 
following  report  of  its  work  for  the  year  1926: 

The  most  notable  wotk  accomplished  is  that  which  has  been  done 
by  our  efficient  Executive  Secretary  of  Young  People's  work,  Mrs. 
Frank  N.  Chalen,  in  the  organization  of  the  Young  People's  Service 
Leagues  in  the  different  Parishes  of  the  Diocese,  Forty-five  Young 
People's  Service  Leagues  are  now  organized  and  actively  at  work. 
Nine  district  meetings  and  a  Diocesan  Young  People's  Convention, 
all  well  attended,  have  been  held  during  the  year. 

A  successful  camp  for  girls  (Camp  Penick)  was  held  the  latter 
part  of  June  the  direction  of  Mrs.   Challen  at  Little   Switzerland, 
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which  54  of  our  girls  attended.  This  represented  the  capacity  of 
the  camp  and  the  training  received  there  has  been  of  great  benefit 
to  the  home  Parishes  as  15  of  these  students  are  now  officers  in 
the  Young  People's  Service  Leagues  of  the  Diocese. 

In  June  of  this  year,  1927,  a  Diocesan  camp  for  boys  (Camp 
Cheshire)  under  the  direction  of  Rev.  Henry  G.  Lane  and  im- 
mediately afterward  a  camp  for  girls  under  Mrs.  Challen's  direction 
will  be  held  at  Little  Switzerland.  It  is  hoped  that  the  clergy  of 
the  Diocese  will  see  to  it  that  a  number  of  their  young  people  attend 
these  camps.  The  training  received  there  will  be  of  great  benefit 
in  the  development  of  the  young  people's  work  in  the  various 
Parishes. 

The  most  important  work  in  the  training  of  church  school 
teachers  was  that  done  by  Valle  Crucis  summer  school  which  was 
held  at  Valle  Crucis  July  6-18  under  the  auspices  of  the  five  Dioceses 
of  the  Carolinas. 

This  Diocese  had  41  representatives  in  attendance.  Many  of  these 
completed  one  or  more  courses  toward  a  diploma  in  our  N.  A.  T.  A. 
We  want  100  of  our  church  school  workers  in  training  at  Valle 
Crucis  this  summer.     This  session  lasts  from  July  5-17. 

In  September  1926  a  young  woman  student  secretary  was  secured 
by  the  department  to  work  among  the  young  women  attending  the 
North  Carolina  College  for  Women.  The  Diocese  of  East  Carolina 
has  promised  to  cooperate  in  this  work  which  is  carried  on  under 
the  direction  of  Rev.  C.  E.  Buxton,  Rector  of  St.  Andrews  church. 

The  Lenten  offering  of  the  church  schools  in  the  Diocese  for  1926 
amounted  to  $7,510.84.  Rev.  H.  Norwood  Bowne  led  the  movement 
this  year.  Returns  are  incomplete  but  it  is  expected  that  the  full 
report  will  show  that  fine  work  has  been  done  by  the  children  and 
young  people  in  the  church  schools. 

The  Advent-Epiphany  offering  for  1926  was  organized  by  Mr. 
Clarence  A.  Buxton  and  the  returns  for  this  offering  are  far  in 
advance  of  what  has  been  done  in  previous  years.  The  offering 
amounted  to  $794  which  is  to  be  applied  toward  the  salary  of  our 
missionary  to  the  deaf  mutes.  Rev.  Roma  C.  Fortune. 

The  special  work  to  be  stressed  this  year  in  our  department  is  the 
training  of  our  church  school  teachers.  Every  Parish  owes  its 
children  the  best  trained  faculty  and  the  best  course  of  instruction 
offered  by  the  church.  Intelligent  and  devoted  churchmen  must 
do  this  work.  Let  us  keep  in  mind  that  trained  leadership  is  the 
great  need  in  the  church  today  and  that  "teachers  are  born,  then 
made."

Resolved,  That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  Convention  that  every 
effort  should  he  made  to  improve  the  standard  of  our  Church  Schools, 
and  then  we  call  upon  the  Rectors  and  Vestrys  to  assist  the  Teachers 
in  securing  the  training  necessary  for  them  to  be  recognized  as 
members  of  the  National  Accredited  Teacher's  Association, 

On  motion  of  Rev.  Isaac  W.  Hughes  Bishop  Penick  presented 
Mrs.  Frank  ^.  Chalen  and  Miss  Lucy  Kimball,  who  spoke 
briefly  on  the  work  of  the  Young  People's  Service  League.  Mrs. 
Chalen  presented  the  report  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Young 
People's  Service  League  as  follows : 

Report  of  Executive  Secretary  for  Young  People's  Work 
R'everend  Sirs  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Clergy: 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  report  great  progress  in  the  past  year. 

Not  only  a  number  of  Leagues,  but  also  in  number  of  members, 
increase  of  interest,  and  increase  of  service  activities. 

The  members  of  the  Y.  P.  S.  L.  are  catching  the  world-wide  vision 
of  the  Church's  program.  When  I  came  to  the  Diocese  of  North 
Carolina  a  little  over  a  year  ago,  there  were  listed  thirty-five  leagues, 
thirty-two  of  which  I  found  active.     Others  were  dormant. 

We  now  have  45  Leagues — forty-two  of  which  are  active.  I  under- 
stand there  has  been,  or  is  being  organized  a  league  at  Cooleemee 
and  at  Southern  Pines,  and  I  have  engagements  at  Christ  Church, 
Cleveland  and  Mount  Airy  to  organize  this  month. 

Number  over  1,200  members. 

We  held  a  remarkably  successful  summer  camp  for  the  girls  of 
the  Diocese  last  summer,  Camp'  Penick.  As  most  of  you  know  we 
had  fifty  one  present.  We  also  held  a  very  successful  Y.  P.  S,  L. 
Diocesan  convention  at  Raleigh,  at  which  a  noticeable  spirit  of  con- 
secration and  interest  was  seen. 

Following  the  convention  was  held  the  Thousand  Dollar  Cam- 
paign of  the  Y.  P.  S,  L.  of  the  Province,  in  which  the  Y,  P.  S,  L. 
of  thl^s  Diocese  led  the  young  people  of  the  Province,  with  an  amount 
of  $298.79. 

Another  notable  achievement  of  the  young  people  of  the  Diocese 
was  a  movement  on  the  part  of  the  young  people  themselves.  The 
first  offering  has  been  taken  and  amounted  to  $50, 

The  District  meetings  this  year  have  been  unusually  good. 
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The  Lenten  Mission  study  program  for  the  Y.  P.  S.  L.,  "A  trip 
around  the  world,"  was  much  more  universally  followed  this  year. 

In  the  matter  of  money  they  have  not  made  a  poor  showing.  At 
their  convention  in  October  the  young  people  handed  to  Bishop 
Penick  the  sum  of  $740  to  be  used  for  his  divinity  students.  They 
paid  their  pledge  of  $50  to  the  Carolina  Churchman  and  partly  paid 
their  dues  to  the  Provincial  Y.  P.  S.  L.  This  is  in  addition  to 
Missionary  boxes,  gifts  of  books  to  St.  James  School,  Wuhu,  China, 
clothing  and  school  books  to  missions  etc. 

They  put  on  a  campaign  for  subscriptions  to  the  Carolina  Church- 
man with  considerable  success. 

On  motion  of  I.  Harding  Hughes  it  was  resolved  that  a  rising 
vote  of  thanks  be  extended  to  the  Kector,  Vestry  and  Members 
of  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Comforter  Burlington,  for  the  de- 
lightful hospitality  extended  to  the  Members  of  the  Convention. 

On  motion,  the  Secretary  was  instructed  to  send  messages  of 
sympathy  to  Rev.  Wm.  D.  Benton  and  the  Rev.  Alaric  J.  Drew.

On  motion  of  Mr.  Thomas  H.  Battle  the  President  and  Secre- 
tary of  the  Convention  were  instructed  to  condense  such  reports 
as  should  seem  to  them  desirable. 
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On  motion  of  Rev.  Wm.  H.  Hardin  the  Convention  gave  a 
rising  vote  of  thanks  to  Bishop  Penick  and  Mr.  J^orman  C. 
Cordon  for  their  fine  work  in  connection  with  the  Bishops' 
Crusade. 

Rev.  Wm.  H.  Hardin  read  the  report  of  the  Archdeacon 
and  Treasurer  of  the  Convocation  of  Charlotte.  (See 
Appendix.) 

Rev.  Morrison  Bethea  read  the  report  of  the  Archdeacon  and 
Treasurer  of  the  Convocation  of  Raleigh.     (See  Appendix.) 

Rev.  Royal  G.  Shannonhouse  read  the  report  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  the  State  of  the  Church  as  follows : 

Report  of  Committee  on  State  of  Church 

We  the  undersigned  members  of  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the 
Church  note  the  following  facts  from  the  records  of  the  secretary: 

For  the  year  1926  as  compared  with  the  year  1925  there  has  been 
a  decline  in  the  number  of  baptisms,  both  infants  and  adults,  and 
also  a  decline  in  confirmations.  There  is  noted  a  decrease  in  the 
numbers  of  pupils  in  our  church  schools.  On  the  other  hand  there 
is  a  small  increase  in  the  number  attending  the  Bible  classes.  In 
regard  to  Parish  support  there  is  a  noticeable  increase.  The  average 
increase  in  the  clergy's  salary  is  about  1  per  cent. 

The  increase  in  the  value  of  church  property  is  about  10  per  cent. 
We  rejoice  to  report  the  fine  and  commodious  new  Parish  houses  or 
new  Churches  already  built  or  about  to  be  built  a  Scotland  Neck, 
Winston-Salem,  Southern  Pines,  High  Point,  Burlington,  Raleigh, 
and  Cleveland. 

In  considering  the  work  of  the  Church  among  the  colored  people, 
we  find  some  appreciable  evidences  of  progress,  notwithstanding  this 
work  bears  the  earmark  of  limitation  of  equipment,  and  has  suffered 
a  withdrawal  in  part  of  appropriations.  The  increase  in  Baptisms 
and  Confirmations,  the  sacrificing  Spirit  of  the  Clergy  in  the  pur- 
suance of  their  work,  the  endeavor  of  the  people  to  meet  the  payments 
of  their  Diocesan  and  genral  Church  obligations,  the  intensive  effort 
to  erect  suitable  church  buildings  in  which  to  conduct  the  worship 
to  God,  and  the  possession  of  a  hope  of  a  larger  ingathering  of  souls 
by  the  appropriate  means  of  God,  evoke  the  sense  of  gratitude  and 
make  us  not  ashamed  of  our  Stewardship.     While  these  evidences  of 
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progress  are  appreciable,  "there  remaineth  yet  very  much  land  to  be 
possessed."

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ADDRESS  OF  THE  BISHOP 


Brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity: 

We  meet  for  our  one  hundred  and  eleventh  annual  Diocesan 
Convention  where  we  have  never  met  before.  The  building  in 
which  we  are  assembled  is  not  only  a  worthy  and  beautiful 
building  in  itself,  but  it  must  always  be  associated  in  our  minds 
with  one  of  the  most  devoted  members  of  the  Church,  who  is 
also  the  most  munificent  benefactor  whom  the  Diocese  has  ever 
known.  While  I  cannot  refrain  from  saying  this,  I  know  him 
too  well  to  venture  to  enlarge  upon  the  subject. 

We  miss  from  our  counsels  two  men  who  for  forty  years,  so 
far  as  I  can  recall,  never  failed  to  be  in  their  places,  and  never 
turned  their  back  upon  any  responsibility  laid  upon  them  in 
the  work  of  their  Divine  Master  and  His  Church,  till  the  heavy 
hand  of  years  and  sickness  compelled  them  to  cease  from  their, 
useful  labors.  Dr.  Richard  H.  Lewis,  of  Christ  Church, 
Raleigh,  fell  asleep  August  6th,  and  the  Rev.  Edward  A. 
Osborne,  October  12th.  Outside  the  members  of  my  immediate 
family  they  were  more  to  me  than  any  other  men  I  have  known. 
I  have  had  and  have,  in  the  ministry  and  among  the  laymen 
of  the  Diocese,  many  dear  and  faithful  friends,  but  those  two 
have  been  closer  to  me  than  any  other.  Dr.  Lewis  and  I  were 
born  within  a  few  weeks  of  each  other,  and  from  our  childhood 
were  intimate  friends  in  an  association  which  never  knew  even 
the  shadow  of  passing  estrangement  to  the  day  of  his  death. 
The  Rev.  Mr.  Osborne  and  I,  though  strangers  in  our  youth, 
were  ordained  within  a  twelve  month,  and  for  more  than  forty 
years  we  enjoyed  such  an  intimacy  of  association,  in  work  and 
in  sympathetic  communion,  as  I  have  never  known  with  any 
other  of  my  brethren  in  the  ministry.  I  count  it  among  the 
greatest  of  the  privileges  and  honors  which  I  have  known  in  life 
to  have  enjoyed  the  confidence,  the  affection,  and  the  compan- 
ionship of  those  two  men.  Within  a  few  weeks  of  each  other 
they  were  taken  from  us. 
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Wliat  Dr.  Richard  H.  Lewis  was  to  the  Churcli,  to  the  com- 
munity, and  in  his  profession,  the  records  of  the  Diocese,  of 
the  State,  of  the  medical  profession,  abundantly  record.  I 
think  we  all  feel  today  that  we  miss  the  wisest  and  the  most 
sagacious  of  our  number  as  we  look  at  his  vacant  place  in  our 
Convention;  and  in  my  judgment  no  man  of  his  generation 
was  more  deserving  of  public  honor  and  gratitude  for  his  useful 
services  in  the  life  of  the  State.  He  never  sought  or  desired 
places  of  honor  or  distinction,  and  never,  I  think,  held  any 
position  of  remuneration  or  profit.  Yet  his  life  was  largely 
given  to  the  service  of  others;  and  he  was  voluntarily  accorded 
the  highest  honors  of  his  profession. 

The  Rev.  Edwin  A.  Osborne  was  forty  years  old,  and  a  man 
of  distinction,  before  taking  Holy  Orders.  Leaving  school  in 
1861  to  enter  the  Confederate  army,  he  rose  to  be  a  colonel, 
and  was  recognized  as  an  officer  of  great  courage  and  ability. 
A  distinguished  officer  in  the  Confederate  army  said  to  me 
more  than  once,  that  as  he  looked  back  and  recalled  the  mem- 
ories of  that  conflict,  it  seemed  to  him  that  the  finest  sight 
he  remembered  was  to  see  ^'Gol.  Osborne  leading  a  shirmish 
line  across  a  field  of  hattle/'  Yet  his  chief  characteristic  in  the 
ordinary  intercourse  of  life  was  the  sweetness  and  gentleness 
of  his  nature,  his  humility  and  unselfishness.  I  say  of  him, 
now  that  he  has  gone  from  us,  no  more  than  I  have  said  many 
times  during  his  life,  to  others — not  to  him — that  to  me  he 
seemed  the  most  perfect  exemplification  of  Christian  character 
I  have  ever  known.  I  believe  there  was  no  man  more  generally 
beloved  and  admired  in  this  State.  For  the  greater  part  of  his 
ministry  he  served  with  the  hard  work  and  the  meager  salary 
of  a  missionary,  first  in  Henderson  County,  and  then  in  Meck- 
lenburg and  the  adjoining  counties.  He  was  for  some  years 
Archdeacon,  first  of  the  Diocese,  then  of  the  Convocation  of 
Charlotte,  and  thus  came  in  contact  with  all  parts  of  the  Dio- 
cese. He  continued  this  work  until  failing  strength  made  it 
necessary  that  he  should  give  it  up.  Even  after  he  had  retired 
from  regular  duty,  he  was  always  ready  with  unselfish  zeal  and 
devotion  to  minister  upon  every  call  of  his  brethren,  as  long 
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as  lie  was  able  to  do  anything.  Unselfisliness  is  a  very  general 
characteristic  of  the  clergy,  but  I  have  seldom  known  any  man 
so  entirely  without  any  touch  of  selfishness,  and  so  ready  to  give 
himself  and  all  that  he  had  for  others. 

He  will  be  long  remembered  for  his  work  in  all  parts  of  the 
Diocese,  but  his  memory  will  be  chiefly  perpetuated  by  the 
Thompson  Orphanage,  of  which  he  was  the  founder  and  for 
the  first  eleven  years  its  superintendent,  and  over  which  he 
watched  and  labored  with  unremitting  affection  to  the  end 
of  his  life.

The  Rev.  Charles  L.  Pardee,  Secretary  of  the  American 
Church  Building  Fund  Commission,  to  which  this  Diocese  is 
so  deeply  indebted  for  many  gifts,  grants,  and  loans  in  aid  of 
our  church  buildings  of  all  kinds,  and  in  all  parts  of  the  Dio- 
cese, asks  me  to  call  to  the  attention  of  our  clergy  and  people  who 
have  benefited  by  such  gifts  and  grants,  that  one  condition 
upon  which  such  gifts  and  grants  are  made,  is  that  each  parish 
or  mission  receiving  a  gift  or  a  grant,  shall  take  up  every  year  an 
offering  for  the  funds  of  that  Commission.  He  sends  me 
a  list  of  34  such  congregations,  and  of  the  34  only  4  sent 
such  an  offering  to  the  Commission  during  1925-1926.  A 
witty  Prenchman  defined  gratitude  as  a  ''lively  sense  of  benefits 
to  come/'  Our  churches  and  clergy  ought  to  have  a  better  idea 
of  gratitude,  and  a  stronger  sense  of  their  obligation  to  perform 
the  conditions  upon  which  help  has  been  extended  to  them  in 
the  important  matter  of  building  their  churches,  rectories,  and 
parish  houses. 

Mr.  P.  P.  Dearing,  Treasurer  of  the  Provincial  Synod,  has 
asked  me  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Convention  to  the  very 
important  work  carried  on  by  the  Synod,  especially  by  its  De- 
partment of  Religious  Education,  the  benefits  of  which  is  so 
generally  enjoyed  by  our  own  Diocese.  This  work  cannot  be 
kept  up  unless  the  Dioceses  represented  in  the  Synod  contribute 
their  due  proportion  to  the  Treasury  of  the  Synod.  Our  part 
by  the  action  of  the  Synod,  is  $776  each  year.  In  our  Diocesan 
Budget  $300  is  allowed  for  our  contribution  to  the  work  and 
expenses  of  the  Synod,  leaving  $476  unprovided  for.  Our 
delegates  to  the  Synod  last  I^ovember  stated  the  position   of 
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this  Diocese,  that  we  did  not  consider  the  Diocese  bound  to 
pay  more  than  our  own  Diocesan  Convention  should  assume. 
I  think,  however,  that  there  was  a  pretty  general  feeling  that 
we  ought  to  endeavor  to  bear  our  part  of  the  burden  of  sup- 
porting the  tery  valuable  work  of  the  Synod,  especially  in  view 
of  the  services  rendered  the  Diocese  in  our  Religious  Educa- 
tional work.  I  present  the  matter  to  the  Convention  for  its 
consideration. 

The  Bishops'  Crusade,  the  most  notable  event  in  the  recent 
history,  not  only  of  this  Diocese,  but  of  the  Church  through- 
out the  country,  did  not  come  off  until  after  the  close  of  the 
year  covered  by  this  address;  and  its  true  significance  and 
results  belong  to  the  years  still  to  come.  But  we  had  been 
preparing  for  it,  and  looking  forward  to  it,  and  I  could 
hardly  refrain  from  making  at  least  a  passing  allusion  to 
it,  and  expressing  our  appreciation  of  the  character  of  the 
work  done  by  Bishop  Ferris,  the  Rev.  Mr.  McAllister  and 
Mr.  Ogle  L.  Singleton,  who  came  to  us  the  leaders  in  the 
Bishops'  Crusade  in  this  Diocese.  It  seems  to  us  there  could 
hardly  have  been  a  better  selection  of  leaders  in  this  im- 
portant work;  and  both  clergy  and  people,  not  only  greatly 
enjoyed  their  ministrations,  but  received  impressions  and 
were  stimulated  to  new  resolves,  which  must  bring  perman- 
ent results  in  individual  lives,  and  in  the  development  of  the 
work  of  the  Diocese.  Perhaps  the  greatest  blessings  of  this 
Crusade  have  come  to  the  Clergy.  The  daily  conferences  held 
with  them  were  deeply  impressive  and  enlightening  to  mind 
and  heart.  In  many  ways  we  were  not  only  helped  by  the 
leader  of  the  conference,  but  we  helped  each  other  by  the 
free  interchange  of  thought  and  experience  in  connection  with 
varied  duties  and  opportunities  of  our  pastoral  and  priestly 
work;  and  we  went  back  to  our  labors  refreshed  and  strength- 
ened for  the  work. 

This  effect  upon  the  clergy  has  become  manifest  in  the 
continuation  of  the  Bishops'  Crusade  in  parochial  missions 
throughout  our  Parishes  and  missions  in  the  weeks  imme- 
diately following.     In  my  visitations  during  the  past  month

or  two  I  have  found  every  v^here  evidence  of  the  earnest  and 
eifective  evangelical  preaching  of  the  missi  oners,  and  of  the 
deep  popular  interest  which  have  characterized  these  services. 
So  far  as  we  are  able  to  form  an  estimate,  this  effort  to 
arouse  our  clergy  and  people  to  a  fuller  sense  of  their  duty  to 
be  witnesses  in  their  several  spheres  to  the  truth  and  power 
of  Christ  for  our  salvation,  has  made  a  most  promising  be- 
ginning. Let  us  all  unite  in  keeping  alive  in  our  hearts,  by 
practicing  in  our  daily  lives,  these  resolves  to  be  more  faithful 
servants  of  our  Master  in  more  loving  service  to  our  brethren. 

I  have  spoken  of  the  Clergy.  Perhaps  my  closer  and 
more  intimate  relation  with  them  causes  me  to  be  more  im- 
pressed with  the  influences  operating  upon  and  through  them. 
I  am,  however  not  ignorant  of  the  very  strong  movement  in 
the  hearts  and  minds  of  many  of  our  laymen,  quickened  by 
the  work  of  the  Bishops'  Crusade.  The  laymen  of  the  Diocese 
were  never  so  generally  aroused  to  a  sense  of  their  duty  as 
they  are  at  this  time,  I  believe.  One  of  our  most  serious 
problems,  if  not  the  most  serious  is,  how  to  direct,  develop, 
and  utilize  this  earnest  purpose  and  desire  of  our  laymen,  so 
that  the  Church  may  reap  the  fruit  of  their  zeal.  At  the  last 
meeting  of  the  Diocesan  Executive  Council,  Bishop  Penick 
was  requested  to  advise  with  those  best  qualified  to  give  good 
counsel,  and  to  put  forth  suggestions  for  the  profitable  em- 
ployment of  our  laymen  and  women  in  church  work.  It  is 
chiefly  a  local  problem,  but  wise  suggestions  will  prove  a 
great  help  to  pastors  and  people. 

I  cannot  refrain  from  referring  in  this  connection  to  the 
very  great  development  of  a  spirit  of  generous  and  wise  lib- 
erality on  the  part  of  many  of  our  lay  people  towards  the 
work  of  the  Diocese  in  its  parishes  and  its  institutions,  as 
well  as  towards  its  missionary  activities.  Within  the  last  few 
years  hundreds  of  thousands  of  dollars  have  been  given  in 
gifts  from  the  living  and  in  bequests  in  the  wills  of  de- 
ceased Christians,  within  this  Diocese.  I  think  it  worth  while, 
however,  to  remind  those  thus  liberally  disposed,  that  it  may 
be  well  for  them  to  consider  the  claims  of  the  Diocese  itself. 
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as  an  organization,  upon  their  bounty.  The  various  mission- 
ary and  charitable  enterprises  of  the  Diocese  attract  attention 
and  appeal  to  the  sentiments.  Any  man  visiting  the  many 
factories  in  this  community  would  be  deeply  interested  in  the 
wonderful  mechanisms  by  which  the  raw  material  is  taken  up, 
dressed,  spun  and  woven  into  a  thousand  useful  and  beautiful 
fabrics.  He  would  probably  not  bestow  a  glance  or  a  thought 
upon  the  manager  and  his  business  and  clerical  assistants,  busy 
over  their  books,  their  correspondence,  their  plans,  in  the  office. 
But  all  the  wonderful,  interesting,  beautiful,  and  valuable  pro- 
ducts, depend  on  the  efficiency  of  the  administration  of  the 
business  of  the  factory.  So  all  the  interesting  work  of  mis- 
sions, of  charity,  and  of  education  carried  on  by  the  Diocese, 
depend  very  greatly  on  the  Diocesan  organization  and  admin- 
istration. And  at  this  moment  no  greater  benefit  could  be 
conferred  on  the  Church  in  this  Diocese  than  to  provide  an 
adequate  fund  for  the  support  of  the  general  administration 
of  the  Diocese,  so  that  the  burden  of  our  assessments  on  the 
parishes  and  missions  could  be  reduced,  and  the  people  of  the 
Diocese  thus  enabled  to  support  more  adequately  our  mis- 
sionary and  other  practical  good  works.  I  commend  this  to 
the   intelligent   consideration   of   our   people. 

We  have  been  going  through  an  experience  of  unpreced- 
ented financial  prosperity.  We  have  been  carrying  on  work, 
and  undertaking  expenditures  far  beyond  anything  of  a  like 
character  in  our  past.  These  conditions  cannot  continue.  I 
feel  that  we  ought  to  keep  in  mind  the  possibility  of  a  change 
in  this  situation,  and  that  we  should  guard  against  an  expan- 
sion in  our  local  church  work,  which  may  involve  us  in 
future  difficulties.  It  seems  to  me  that  parochial  enterprises, 
the  building  of  very  costly  parish  houses,  by  borrowing 
largely,  and  by  assuming  in  other  matters  obligations  beyond 
our  present  means,  and  thus  loading  the  future  with  these 
burdens,  has  already  lessened  the  ability  of  some  of  our  par- 
ishes to  bear  their  proper  part  in  the  missionary,  charitable, 
and  educational  work  which  we  ought  to  do.  Moreover  such 
obligations   may   mean   very   difficult    local    problems   as    time 
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goes  on.  I  very  seriously  question  the  wisdom,  not  to  say  tlie 
right,  of  indulging  in  comforts  and  conveniences  wliich  we 
cannot  pay  for;  and  thus,  in  a  measure,  living  upon  our  pos^ 
terity.  Our  municipal  organizations,  local,  state,  and  Fed- 
eral, it  seems  to  me,  are  going  to  imprudent  lengths  in  this 
matter.  But  they  have  the  power  of  taxation,  and  of  com- 
pelling the  public  to  meet  the  obligations  thus  created.  The 
Church  has  no  such  power,  and  what  may  seem  to  us  a  very 
light  burden  may,  in  altered  conditions,  crush  to  the  earth 
the  parishes  and  congregations  which  have  had  these  obliga- 
tions handed  down  to  them.  I  believe  that  this  subject  is 
worthy  of  your  most  serious  consideration.

ADDRESS  OF  THE  BISHOP  COADJUTOR 


Brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity: 

The  Journal  of  my  official  acts  during  the  past  year  is  here- 
with submitted  in  full,  a  summary  of  which  is  as  follows: 
Within  the  Diocese  I  have  made  55  visitations,  celebrated  the 
Holy  Communion  43  times,  officiated  at  81  other  services, 
baptized  three  infants,  confirmed  225  persons  and  received 
two  from  the  Roman  Catholic  Church,  conducted  10  funerals, 

4  marriages,  'ordained  one  to  the  Diaconate,  laid  the  corner 
stone  of  one  Parish  House,  participated  in  the  examination  of 
three  Candidates  for  Holy  Orders,  held  39  conferences  with 
leaders  and  officers  of  Diocesan  organizations  and  attended  62 
committee  and  departmental  meetings.  I  have  delivered  131 
sermons  and  addresses.  Outside  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina, 
I  have  tried  to  respond  to  calls  of  opportunity  or  emergency. 
I  have  officiated  at  12  services,  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion 

5  times,  baptized  two  infants,  confirmed  27  candidates,  officiated 
at  one  funeral,  made  32  sermons  and  addresses  and  attended 
3  Provincial  commission  and  council  meetings.  In  this  dry 
recital  of  statistics,  two  items  seem  deserving  of  comment. 
The  first  is  the  small  number  of  persons  presented  for  confirma- 
tion. The  second  is  the  surprising  amount  of  time  devoted  to 
cenferences  and  committee  meetings.  Perhaps  one  is  the  ex- 
planation of  the  other.  My  own  experience  is  doubtless  being 
reproduced  in  the  lives  of .  many  of  our  clergy,  that  is,  a  dis- 
proportionate expenditure  of  energy  in  meeting  the  insistent 
demands  of  manifold  organizations  within  the  Church.  I  some- 
times suspect  that  we  are  "busy  about  many  things"  to  the 
neglect  of  the  "one  thing  needful."  The  activity  of  the  Church 
is  not  a  substitute  for  its  productivity.  Indeed,  a  Church  is  not 
active  unless  it  is  productive  of  spiritual  results  in  redemption 
from  sin  and  death  and  salvation  unto  righteousness  and  life. 
Modern  business  methods  must  be  employed  with  all  the  energy 
and  intelligence  at  our  command,  but  it  must  be  clearly  recog- 
nized that  the  Church  was  founded  and  exists,  not  merely  to  be 
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efficient  as  an  organization  but  creative  of  the  more  abundant 
life  as  an  organ  of  the  Holy  Spirit. 

Bishops'  Crusade 

Although  the  intensive  period  of  the  Bishops'  Crusade  lies 
outside  the  period  that  is  covered  by  this  report,  it  seems  ap- 
propriate to  refer  now  to  this  great  spiritual  movement  v^ithin 
our  Church.  This  was,  doubtless,  one  of  the  most  widely-or- 
ganized and  successful  efforts  of  the  modern  Church  in  the  im- 
portant field  of  Evangelism.  We  are  grateful  to  God  for  put- 
ting it  into  the  hearts  of  faithful  men  to  intitiate  and  carry  out 
this  earnest  plan  for  reviving  the  spiritual  life  of  professing 
Christians.  We  appreciate  the  high  quality  of  leadership  that 
was  furnished  by  the  National  Commission.  The  character  of 
the  Crusade  objectives,  upon  which  they  decided,  with  their 
broad  emphasis  on  essential  religious  values,  accounted,  in  no 
small  measure,  for  the  popularity  and  influence  of  the  Crusade 
message,  far  beyond  the  limits  of  our  own  Church  membership. 
Our  most  generous  acknowledgments  are  also  due  the  four 
crusaders  who  came  into  this  Diocese  by  assignment  of  the 
National  Commission.  Suffice  it  to  say  that  they  were  "men, 
full  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  and  of  power."  They  have  written  their 
names  into  Diocesan  history,  and  inscribed,  them  on  the  tablets 
of  our  affections.  We  should  not  adjourn  this  Convention, 
without  recording,  in  formal  resolution,  our  gratitude  for  their 
coming  among  us,  to  the  furtherance  of  the  Gospel.  At  the  risk 
of  anticipating  the  report  of  the  Commission  on  Evangelism, 
I  desire  to  pay  tribute  here  to  all  leaders  of  our  Crusade  organ- 
izations, Diocesan  and  local,  and  to  the  clergy  who  went  int 
the  cities  and  towns  and  country-side,  preaching  the  Gospel  of 
the  Kingdom,  "the  Lord  working  with  them,  and  confirming 
their  word."  And  finally  be  it  cordially  said  of  the  laity  that  they 
supported  the  Crusade  with  their  accustomed  liberality  and  sus- 
tained it  with  their  prayers.  Of  course,  ever  since  the  day  of 
Pentecost,  the  Church  has  been  preaching  the  Gospel  chiefly 
through  the  faithful,  nurturing  ministrations  of  Word  and 
Sacrament  and  works  of  mercy.     But   such   occasions   as   the 
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Bishops'  Crusade,  like  the  special  seasons  and  festivals  of  the 
Church  Year,  have  their  peculiar  emphasis  and  value.  We  have 
witnessed  a  remarkable  revival  in  evangelical  preaching.  Men 
of  unsuspected  power  have  been  raised  up  among  us.  The 
call  to  re-consecration  has  been  unmistakably  heard.  Prevision 
is  being  made  for  the  continuance  of  this  work  in  order  that  our 
Diocese  may  be  ready  for  the  next  Crusade  whenever  such  a 
militant  move  of  the  Church  shall  "seem  good  to  the  Holy 
Spirit  and  to  us." 

Teacher  Training 

One  of  the  more  serious  problems  before  our  Church  today, 
especially  as  it  relates  to  the  religious  education  of  the  younger 
membership,  is  that  of  securing  competent  teachers  for  Church 
Schools.  The  modern  need  for  well-equipped  men  and  women 
as  instructors  of  youth  in  the  truths  of  religion  and  life  is  little 
short  of  critical.  This  need  is  emphasized  by  the  increased 
efficiency  of  public  schools.  A  higher  standard  is  being  required 
for  the  teaching  profession.  A  child,  attending  a  well-managed 
school,  under  scientific  instruction  for  five  days  in  the  week, 
is  quck  to  make  comparisons  wit  hthe  administration  of  his 
Church  School,  and  the  quality  of  teaching  that  he  generally 
receives.  And  his  impressions  are  not  always  favorable  to  the 
Church.  The  chief  problem  used  to  be  stated  like  this:  "How 
can  we  hold  the  boy  and  girl  of  the  teen  age?"  "How  can  the 
Church  School  stop  the  leak  at  the  top?"  And  now  the  long- 
sought  answer  has  been  produced:  trained  teachers  will  hold 
this  elusive  age.  There  will  be  no  leak  at  the  top,  or  anywhere 
else,  if  competent  instructors  are  provided.  The  membership 
of  our  Church,  with  its  high  degree  of  privilege  and  opportunity, 
is  certainly  capable  of  producing  the  requisite  number  of  teach- 
ers if  they  will  only  devote  their  attention  to  it.  I  can't  imagine 
the  constituency  of  this  Church  in  I^orth  Carolina  incapable 
of  accomplishing  any  Christian  work  to  which  it  sets  its  hand. 
But,  so  far,  the  Diocese  has  done  little  to  develop  its  ped- 
agogical talent.  In  the  matter  of  accredited  teachers,  l^orth 
Carolina  stands  far  down  the  list  among  southern  Dioceses,  very 
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near  the  bottom.  We  are  ambitious,  I  know,  to  improve  this 
standing,  not  as  a  matter  of  Diocesan  pride,  but  in  discharge 
of  a  responsibility  to  the  boys  and  girls  who  are  to  be  the  leaders 
of  the  Church  tomorrow.  It  will  take  time  to  raise  up  within 
our  Church  a  body  of  volunteer,  unpaid,  accredited  teachers. 
But  it  must  be  done  if  the  Church's  educational  system  is  to 
be  worthy  of  respect  as  compared  with  the  improved  mxCthods 
of  secular  education.  It  must  be  done  also  because  our  boys  and 
girls  are  entitled,  not  to  an  indifferent  or  inferior,  but  to  the 
best  education  in  religion  and  morals  and  ethics  that  this 
Church  can  give  through  the  tuition  of  intelligent.  Godly  men 
and  women,  with  their  natural  aptitude  for  teaching,  trained. 

The  Executive  Council 

The  Executive  Council  has  been  in  operation  for  six  years 
with  an  increasing  degree  of  efficiency  in  administering  the 
affairs  of  the  Diocese.  The  work  of  the  Council  in  1926  w^as, 
in  my  judgment,  particularly  effective,  due  to  the  growing  ex- 
perience and  ability  of  departmental  officers.  The  period  of 
transition  from  one  method  of  administration  to  another  has 
about  passed.  The  Council,  as  an  experiment  is  a  success.  The 
advantages  of  the  plan  have  become  evident.  At  the  same  time, 
certain  disadvantages  are  apparent,  which  call  for  our  attention 
at  this  Convention.  ^N'o  experiment  can  be  projected  with  per- 
fection in  detail.  Experience  discloses  defects  which  need 
amendment.  The  chief  defect  in  our  present  Council,  as  I  see 
it,  is  its  size.  It  is  too  small.  There  are  only  nine  members : 
three  presbyters,  three  laymen  and  three  women.  To  divide 
among  nine  persons  the  work  of  six  departments  is,  manifestly, 
injurious  to  the  work,  and  unfair  to  the  individual.  As  constitu- 
ted now,  every  Council  member  serves  on  two  departments. 
And  "no  man  can  serve  two  masters."  The  obvious  remedy  is 
the  enlargement  of  the  Council  to  a  number  that  will  not  re- 
quire any  person  to  serve  on  more  than  one  department.  When 
this  matter  comes  before  the  Convention  later  in  the  day,  will 
you  not  give  it  your  best  consideration?  It  is  a  move  in  the 
direction  of  efficiency  for  it  will  help  to  limit  and  fix  the  res- 
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ponsibility  of  our  many  Diocesan  leaders.     It  will  aid  us  in 
doing  the  King's  business  in  a  royal  way.

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ADDEESS  OF  THE  BISHOP  SUFFRAGAN  FOR 
COLORED  WORK 


Rt.  Rev.  Fathers  in  God,  Brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity: 

I  am  especially  grateful  to  our  Heavenly  Father  for  His 
mercies  vouchsafed  to  me  during  the  year.  Permit  me  to  sub- 
mit the  following  as  my  report  for  the  Diocesan  year,  ending 
December  31,  1926. 

I  have  not  only  made  without  interruption,  my  visitations  to 
the  Parishes  and  Missions  of  our  Convocation;  but  also  have 
allowed  neither  time  nor  expense  to  embarrass  me  in  giving 
my  most  consistent  service  to  the  work  in  the  Dioceses  of  South 
Carolina,  Upper  South  Carolina,  East  Carolina  and  Western 
Carolina  as  well. 

You  will  be  pleased  to  know  that  the  results,  of  my  ministra- 
tions as  Archdeacon  and  Bishop  Suffragan,  for  the  colored 
work,  in  the  several  DioceseB  in  which  I  am  called  to  serve,  have 
been  greater  than  any  previous  year  since  my  consecration. 
Taking  collectively,  the  results  of  my  visitations  are  as  follows : 
I  have  assisted  in  conducting  96  services,  delivered  90  sermons 
and  addresses,  I  administered  the  holy  communion  23  times, 
baptized  4  children  and  1  adult  and  confirmed  179  persons.  In 
our  own  Diocese  to  which  this  report  is  restricted,  I  have  as- 
sisted in  conducting  60  services,  preached  48  sermons,  adminis- 
tered the  holy  communion  17  times,  baptized  4  infants  and 
confirmed  78  persons.  On  May  22  I  ordained  two  persons  for 
the  Bishop  of  South  Carolina — one  to  the  Diaconate  and  one 
to  the  Priesthood.  On  N'ovember  21  under  letters  of  orders 
from  our  Diocesan,  I  advanced  one  clergyman  in  our  Diocese  to 
the  Priesthood  and  on  J^ovember  23  I  advanced  one  to  the 
Priesthood,  in  ]^ew  Bern,  for  the  Bishop  of  East  Carolina.  The 
following  is  a  summary  of  my  Episcopal  visitations  during  the 
year  : 

I  have  taken  part  in  several  important  services  in  the  Diocese 
during  the  year :     A  memorial  service  was   conducted  in   St. 
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Michaers  Churcli,  Charlotte,  for  their  late  Eector,  the  Eev. 
J.  E.  King,  at  which  time  memorial  lights  were  instituted. 

March  28  I  conducted  the  opening  service  in  the  'New  St. 
Stephen's  Church,  in  Winston-Salem;  and  in  the  afternoon 
held  a  union  service  at  which  the  officers  and  many  members  of 
the  Parish  Church  were  present.  On  May  4  I  attended  the 
Diocesan  Convention,  which  convened  in  Calvary  Church, 
Tarboro,  and  read  my  report.  On  May  25  I  attended  the  annual 
commencement  of  St.  Augustine's  College;  and  in  the  afternoon 
a  meeting  of  the  board  of  trustees.  On  May  31,  officiated  at  the 
opening  of  St.  Augustine's  conference  on  St.  Augustine's  campus. 
I  also  attended  the  meetings  of  the  Colored  Convocations 
Upper  South  Carolina,  in  Columbia;  South  Carolina, 
Pineville;  East  Carolina,  New  Bern;  ^orth  Carolina, 
Warrenton.  These  meetings  were  well  attended,  full  of  inspira- 
tion, and  the  latter  was  addressed  by  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese 
and  the  Bishop  Coadjutor.  The  eight  clergymen  constituting 
the  workers  of  the  Convocation  have  been  loyal  to  their  officials 
and  unselfish  in  their  labors  for  the  Church.  On  Sunday, 
ISTovember  21,  at  11  a.m.,  in  the  Church  of  the  Redeemer,  I 
advanced  to  the  Priesthood  the  Rev.  Edward  F.  Barrow,  Deacon 
in  charge  of  that  congregation.  The  Rev.  E.  H.  U.  Edwards  and 
the  Rev.  Milton  M.  Weston  conducted  the  morning  prayer.  The 
Rev.  Wm.  B.  Crittenden  presented  the  candidate  the  Rev. 
Eugene  L.  Henderson  preached  the  sermon.  All  of  the  clergy 
present,  being  priests,   assisted  in  the  imposition  of  hands. 

There  has  been  only  on  change:  The  Rev.  Mr.  Banks  of  All 
Saints,  Warrenton,  left  the  Diocese  for  Oklahoma  last  month. 
The  changes  in  the  working  plan  of  the  Convocation  have,  in  my 
opinion,  been  more  serious  : 

For  years,  it  has  been  apparent  to  those  familiar  with  its 
working  that  the  Colored  Convocation  could  not  be  successfully 
worked,  under  its  present  plan,  for  less  than  $16,000  yearly. 
For  years  past  $12,000  was  appropriated  towards  its  main- 
tenance by  the  I^ational  Council.  Constant. reduction  from  year 
to  year  has  left  us  but  $9,500  of  the  former  appropriation  and 
the  Diocese  is  not  prepared  to  assume  the  deficit.  The  results 
are  evident:     All  of  our  Mission  Schools  are  ordered  closed  at 
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the  end  of  the  present  session,  and  not  to  be  opened  in  the  fall 
of  1927.  Without  the  aid  of  these  mission  schools  and  with  the 
hope  of  extension  cut  off,  the  condition  of  the  Convocation  will, 
in  my  opinion,  be  greatly  embarrassed.  We  shall  continue  to 
pray  to  God  that  the  help  which  seems  to  us  so  necessary  may 
come  from  some  unforseen  source. 

On  December  26,  in  the  presence  of  a  number  of  friends  of 
St.  Titus  Mission,  Durham,  the  Kector,  the  Eev.  E.  L.  Hender- 
son, and  his  officers  broke  ground  for  the  erection  of  their  new 
church,  on  the  corner  of  Fayetteville  and  Umstead  Streets. 

I  must  not  close  this  report  without  a  reference  to  our 
Woman's  Auxiliary,  as  it  constitutes  a  very  real  part  of  our 
Convocation.  Our  Colored  branches  have  been  greatly  helped 
and  encouraged  by  the  assistance  given  by  the  Diocesan 
Branches.

The  last  general  meeting  of  the  year  was  a  call  to  the  Clergy 
of  the  Convocation  for  study  and  preparation  in  anticipation  of 
the  "Bishops'  Crusade."  All  were  present  and  the  meeting  was 
quite  a  success.

REPORT  OF  MORRISON  BETHEA,  ARCHDEACON  OF 

THE  CONVOCATION  OF  RALEIGH, 

FOR  THE  YEAR  1926 


Rt.  Rev.  Father  in  God  and  Brethren  of  the  Convention: 

During  the  year  1926  your  Archcteacon  has  traveled  17,690 
miles  by  train  and  car.  Has  preached  155  sermons  and  had 
56  conferences  with  Congregations  and  Yestries  in  the  interest 
of  the  Forward  Movement  of  the  Church,  the  Bishops'  Crusade, 
or  in  the  effort  to  supply  a  minister  to  a  congregation  that  was 
without  one.  He  has  had  5  Baptisms,  has  presented  9  for  Con- 
firmation, and  has  officiated  at  2  weddings  and  5  funerals. 

The  travel,  office  and  incidental  expenses  for  the  year  were 
$S63.34  and  the  offerings  at  the  various  services  $618.26,  which 
was  duly  transmitted  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Convocation. 

During  the  year  the  Archdeacon  has  received  special  offerings 
in  answer  to  direct  appeals  of  $215.37  including  the  amount  on 
hand  from  last  year.  Of  this  amount  $139.38  has  been  spent 
on  insurance  on  car,  repairs  to  Rectory,  special  printing,  litera- 
ture for  Samarcand,  car  licenses,  and  other  minor  expenses, 
leaving  on  hand  at  the  close  of  the  year  $75.99  in  this  fund. 

During  a  large  part  of  the  year,  three  of  the  most  important 
Mission  fields  in  the  Convocation  have  been  vacant,  taxing  the 
efforts  of  the  Archdeacon  to  the  utmost  to  supply  them  with 
only  occasional  Services.  The  fields  so  served  were  Scotland 
Neck,  Townesville,  and  Roxboro.  The  Selma  group  and  the 
Parish  at  Oxford  were  also  vacant  for  a  part  of  the  year.  All 
these  fields  have  been  recently  filled,  and  with  the  exception  of 
Roanoke  Rapids,  every  Parish  and  Mission  in  the  Convocation 
is  supplied. 

The  Archdeacon  hopes,  as  soon  as  the  Bishops'  Crusade  is  over, 
to  attempt  to  open  some  new  work  and  try  to  form  congregations 
in  places  where  we  now  have  no  service. 

During  the  year  a  splendid  new  Parish  House  in  Southern 
Pines  has  been  begun  and  almost  completed.     Just  before  the 
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close  of  the  year  work  was  begun  on  the  handsome  new  Parish 
House  for  St.  Saviour's  Church,  Raleigh,  which  is  the  gift  of 
Mr.  Ernest  Haywood. 

The  changes  in  the  field  of  work,  and  the  loss  and  gain  of 
clergy  are  fully  covered  in  the  address  of  the  Bishop  and  need  not 
be  repeated  here. 

The  year  just  closed  is  the  fifth  year  of  service  of  the  present 
Archdeacon.  It  has  brought  along  with  hard  work  and  much 
travel,  great  joy  of  service  in  the  work  of  the  Master.

EEPORT  OF  WILLIAM  H.  HARDIN,  ARCHDEACOlSr  OF 

THE  CONVOCATION  OF  CHARLOTTE,  FOR 

THE  YEAR  ENDING  DECEMBER  31,  1926 


Rt.  Rev.  Fathers  in  God  and  brethren  of  the  Convention: 

As  Archdeacon  of  the  Charlotte  Convocation,  I  take  pleasure 
in  submitting  my  report  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1920 : 

Services  in  whole  or  part,  132 ;  Celebrations  of  the  Holy 
Communion,  74;  Sermons,  122;  Forward  Movement  addresses, 
14;  Baptisms:  Infant,  19;  Candidates  presented  for  confirma- 
tion, 17;  Marriages,  1;  Burials,  3;  Pastoral  visits,  578;  Attended 
three  District  Meetings  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary. 

During  the  period  covered  by  this  report,  the  Archdeacon 
with  the  generous  assistance  of  the  Rev.  John  C.  Seagle,  supplied 
the  Rowan,  Iredell  and  •  Stanly  county  Missions,  maintaining 
services  with  some  degree  of  regularity,  and  as  far  as  possible, 
doing  the  necessary  pastoral  visiting,  etc.  The  attendance  at 
all  services  throughout  the  year  was  excellent,  and  our  people 
have  made  an  earnest  effort  to  meet  their  financial  obligations 
to  the  Church,  which  would  no  doubt  have  been  done  without 
exception,  but  for  the  abnormally  low  price  of  cotton,  which  was 
their  staple  crop.  In  this  connection,  I  should  like  to  make 
mention  of  a  rather  notable  as  well  as  unique  incident  in  the 
case  of  St.  Paul's  Church,  Salisbury.  So  determined  was  this 
faithful  little  flock  to  meet  their  Forward  Movement  quota  in 
full,  that  they  secured  two  acres  of  land  on  the  outskirts  of  the 
town,  planting  it  in  cotton  which  was  worked  out  by  the  men  of 
the  congregation  at  the  conclusion  of  their  day's  labor  in  the 
railway  shop  and  cotton  factories.  But  for  the  almost  unpre- 
cedented slump  in  the  price  of  raw  cotton — there  is  little  question 
but  that  the  full  amount  of  their  quota  would  have  been  paid. 
As  it  was,  they  made  a  most  commendable  showing. 

August  1,  the  Rev.  A.  Lindsey  Skerry  relinquished  the  work 
at  Cooleemee  and  Ascension,  Davie  County.  During  the  re- 
mainder of  the  year,  the  Archdeacon  gave  them  as  frequent 
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services  as  circumstances  would  permit.  We  were  most  fortunate 
in  securing  for  this  work  on  January  1,  the  Rev.  l^orvin  C. 
Duncan,  lately  of  Cheraw,  S.  C,  whose  long  experience  in  cotton 
mill  communities  bespeaks  for.  him  a  large  measure  of  success 
in  his  new  field  of  labor. 

I  am  also  pleased  to  state  that  on  August  1,  the  Rev.  William 
A.  Lillycrop  assumed  charge  of  the  Missions  at  Hamlet  and 
Laurinburg,  which  for  so  long  have  been  vacant.  Mr.  Lillycrop 
and  his  excellent  wife  have  thrown  themselves  very  whole- 
heartedly into  the  work,  and  the  outlook  at  both  places  seems 
most  encouraging. 

On  September  1,  the  Rev.  Cortez  R.  Cody  removed  from 
Monroe  to  Darlington,  S.  C.  As  yet  a  suitable  man  has  not  been 
found  to  succeed  him,  but  we  hope  this  may  be  done  in  the  near 
luture ;  meanwhile,  semimonthly  evening  services  are  being  held 
there  by  the  Rev.  Robert  B.  Owens  of  Charlotte. 

In  last  year's  report,  reference  was  made  to  a  prospective 
Parish  House  for  Christ  Church,  Cleveland.  Under  the  very 
efficient  leadership  of  Mr.  Wm.  Frank  Thompson — who  by  the 
way  was  the  most  jgenerous  contributor — a  beautiful,  well 
planned  and  substantial  brick  structure  has  been  erected  along- 
side the  old  historic  Church,  which  has  also  been  veneered  with 
the  same  quality  of  brick.  Both  buildings  are  to  be  steam 
heated  and  electrically  lighted.  The  Parish  House  has  been  fully 
paid  for,  and  needless  to  say,  has  given  fresh  impetus  to  the  work. 
Christ  Church  enjoys  the  distinction  of  being  one  of  the  banner 
rural  congregations  in  the  Diocese. 

The  pension  assessments  of  our  Convocation  stipendiaries 
have  been  fully  paid  to  date,  and  as  far  as  my  information  ex- 
tends, all  of  our  mission  property  is  in  good  repair,  and  properly 
protected  against  loss  by  fire.

The  one  hundred  twelftli  Annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese 
of  ISTorth  Carolina  was  held  at  the  Thompson  Orphanage, 
Charlotte,  IST.  C,  beginning  Tuesday,  May  8,  1928. 

The  Holy  Communion  was  celebrated  in  the  Chapel  of  Saint 
Mary  The  Virgin  at  7 :15  a.m.  by  the  Bishop  Coadjutor  of  the 
Diocese,  assisted  by  the  Rev.  "William  H.  Hardin. 

At  9  :30  a.m.  Morning  Prayer  was  said  by  Bishop  Cheshire 
and  Bishop  Penick,  assisted  by  the  Rev.  J.  Reginald  Mallett 
and  the  Rev.  Thomas  F.  Opie,  D.D. 

The  Bishop  called  the  Convention  to  order  at  10  :30  a.m.  and 
the  roll  was  called  by  the  Secretary;  forty-two  clergymen  and 
delegates  from  twenty-eight  parishes  and  six  missions  were 
present  and  answered  to  their  names.  A  quorum  being  present, 
the  Bishop  declared  the  Convention  duly  organized.  The  Rev. 
Elwood  L.  Haines  was  elected  Secretary,  and  The  Rev.  Boston 
M.  Lackey  was  appointed  assistant  Secretary. 

On  the  motion  of  Bishop  Penick,  the  hours  in  the  printed 
program  were  adopted. 

Bishop  Cheshire  called  attention  to  the  recent  death  of  the 
Rt.  Rev.  Henry  Beard  Delany,  D.D.,  Suffragan  Bishop  of 
the  Diocese,  and  announced  a  message  received  from  the  Rev. 
Alexander  C.  D.  ISToe,  expressing  his  regret  at  his  inability  to 
attend  the  Convention. 

The  Bishop  and  the  Bishop  Coadjutor  then  read  their  annual 
addresses.     (See  Appendix  A.) 

Bishop  Cheshire  announced  that  there  was  no  regular  report 
from  the  late  Bishop  Suffragan  to  present  to  the  Convention. 
On  motion  of  the  Rev.  A.  Burtis  Hunter,  the  Bishops'  addresses 
were  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church. 

The  Rev.  Milton  A.  Barber  read  the  report  of  the  Standing 
Committee  as  follows: 
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Report  of  the  Standing  Committee;  for  1927 

February  8.  Mr.  Daniel  Webster  Allen  was  recommended  to  the 
Bishop  for  admission  as  a  candidate  for  Holy  Orders. 

The  Bishop  submitted  to  the  Standing  Committee  an  application 
from  the  parish  at  Southern  Pines  asking  consent  to  the  alienation, 
by  sale  or  mortgage,  of  the  Church  building  and  lot,  the  proceeds 
to  be  used  for  the  erection  of  a  new  Church  and  parish  house  on 
a  new  site.  The  Committee  gave  Its  approval  of  the  request,  and 
advised  the  Bishop  and  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  to  allow  such 
alienation  for  the  purpose  stated  in  the  application. 

The  Bishop  also  submitted  to  the  Committee  for  their  approval 
his  proposed  schedule  of  appropriations  from  the  income  of  the 
Holt  Fund.     The  schedule  as  presented  was  formally  approved. 

June  8.  This  being  the  first  meeting  of  the  Standing  Committee 
since  their  reelection  by  the  last  Diocesan  Convention,  the  Com- 
mittee was  duly  organized  by  the  election  of  the  Rev.  Milton  A. 
Barber  as  President  and  of  Mr.  Joseph  B.  Cheshire,  Jr.,  as  Secretary. 

At  this  meeting  Mr.  Duncan  Thomas  and  Mr.  D.  Parker  Moore 
were  recommended  to  the  Bishop  for  admission  as  Candidates  for 
Holy  Orders.  The  Rev.  William  A,  Lillycrop  was  recommended 
to  the  Bishop  for  Ordination  to  the  Priesthood  at  any  time  after 
June  11th,  his  time  of  Candidateship  being  shortened  two  days  for 
good  and  sufficient  reason.  At  the  same  time  the  request  of  Mr. 
Geoffrey  M.  Horsfield  that  the  time  of  his  Candidateship  be  short- 
ened and  that  he  be  recommended  to  the  Bishop  for  Ordination 
to  the  Diaconate  was  considered.  The  Bishop  gave  good  and  suf- 
ficient reasons  why  the  Candidateship  of  Mr.  Horsfield  might  be 
shortened.  So  the  Committee  recommended  that  the  time  of  his 
Candidateship  be  shortened,  and  that  he  be  ordained  to  the  Diacon- 
ate on  June  11  or  on  any  day  thereafter  convenient  to  the  Bishop; 
provided  he  shall  have  passed  his  Canonical  examination  before  his 
Ordination. 

September  5.  The  formal  request  of  Mr.  Daniel  Webster  Allen 
that  the  time  for  his  Candidateship  be  shortened,  and  that  he  be 
recommended  to  the  Bishop  for  Ordination  to  the  Diaconate  came 
before  the  Standing  Committee  for  their  action.  The  special  reasons 
given  for  shortening  the  Candidateship  of  Mr.  Allen  commended 
themselves  to  the  Committee;  so  they  recommended  that  the  time 
of  his  Candidateship  be  shortened,  and  that  he  be  ordained  to  the 
Diaconate  at  the  Bishop's  convenience. 

At  the  same  time  Mr.  Jackson  Augustus  Martin  and  Mr.  Andrew 
Dallam  Milstead  were  recommended  to  the  Bishop  for  admission 
as  Candidates  for  Holy  Orders.     Consent  was  given  to  the  Conse- 
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cration  of  the  Rev.   Thomas   Casady  as  Bishop   of  the   Missionary 
District  of  Oklahoma.  Respectfully  submitted,

The  Eev.  Clarence  E.  Buxton,  Secretary  of  the  Executive 
Council  of  the  diocese,  read  the  annual  report  of  the  Executive 
Council,  as  follows: 

The  Report  of  the  Executive  Council 

The  Executive  Council  of  the  Diocese  met  in  Greensboro  June 
27,  1927,  and  the  Departments  were  organized  as  follows: 

Finance:  Mr.  Kemp  P.  Lewis,  Chairman;  Mr.  Lewis  C.  Burwell 
and  Mr.  J.  Cheshire  Webb. 

Field:  The  Rev.  John  L.  Jackson,  Chairman;  Mr.  Fred  W. 
Glover,  The  Rev.  Robert  E.  Gribbin,  The  Rev.  Edward  F.  Barrow 
and  Mrs.   Bennett  Perry  elected   additional  members. 

Missions  and  Church  Extension:  The  Rev.  Henry  G.  Lane,  Chair- 
man; Mr.  Arthur  H.  London,  Mr.  Kemp  P.  Lewis,  Mrs.  Warren  W. 
Way  and  Mrs.  Frank  S.  Spruill. 

Religious  Education:  Dr.  Wade  R.  Brown,  Chairman;  The  Rev. 
Francis  H.  Craighill;  Mrs.  Henry  M.  Bonner,  The  Rev.  C.  E.  Buxton 
and  Mr.  J.  B.  Wahmann  elected  additional  members,  Mrs.  Frank 
N.  Challen,  secretary  and  member  ex  officio. 

Publicity:  The  Rev.  Theodore  Partrick,  Jr.,  The  Rev.  Thomas  F. 
Opie,  D.D.,  The  Rev.  I.  Harding  Hughes  and  Mr.  E.  B.  Jeffress 
elected  additional  members. 

Social  Service:  The  Rev.  Isaac  Wayne  Hughes,  Chairman;  and 
Miss  Easdale  Shaw. 

The  Rev.  C.  E.  Buxton  was  elected  secretary  and  treasurer  of  the 
Council. 

The  Council  held  other  meetings  September  28,  1927;  January 
11,  1928,  and  April  20,  1928.  There  was  a  good  attendance  at  all 
these  meetings.  Mr.  J.  Renwick  Wilkes  was  present  each  time  and 
submitted  treasurer's  reports.  Bishop  Penick  presided  at  all  meet- 
ings, which  were  duly  opened  with  prayer,  and  at  twelve  o'clock 
noon-day  prayer  was  said. 

Department  of  Religious  Education 

The  Rev.  Robert  E.  Gribbin  continued  to  represent  this  Diocese 
in  the  National  Teachers'  Association. 

The  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  ranked  twenty-first  in  order  of 
the  amount  of  Lenten  offering  given  by  the  whole  Church,  and 
ranked  first  in  this  Province. 
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Camp  Cheshire  under  the  direction  of  the  Rev.  Henry  G.  Lane 
had  thirty-one  boys  enrolled  with  fine  discipline  and  personnel. 
A  campsite  more  accessible  to  all  parts  of  the  Diocese  was  needed. 

Camp  Penick,  Mrs.  Frank  N.  Challen  directress,  had  a  splendid 
camp  with  about  sixty  girls  in  attendance. 

Prospects  are  good  for  a  large  1928  registration  at  Camps  Cheshire 
and  Penick,  the  cost  to  be  $21.  It  is  hoped  that  it  may  be  possible 
next  year  to  establish  two  one-week  camps  respectively  for  junior 
boys  and  girls,  ages  ten  to  fourteen. 

The  Kanuga  Lake  Company  offered  to  give  the  site,  buildings, 
etc.,  to  the  Carolina  Dioceses  on  condition  they  accept  it  fee  simple 
and  operate  it  under  the  auspices  of  the  Episcopal  Church.  Five 
Carolina  Dioceses  were  represented  at  the  meeting  at  Kanuga, 
October  5,  1927,  this  Diocese  being  represented  by  Professor  A.  H. 
Patterson.  Four  of  the  five  Carolina  Dioceses  have  assented  to  the 
proposition  made  by  the  company,  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina 
withholding  its  consent,  it  being  felt  that  this  Diocese  was  finan- 
cially unable  to  assume  the  necessary  obligations  for  the  ownership 
and  operation  of  the  property.  This  year  Camps  Cheshire  and 
Penick  are  to  be  held  at  Chimney  Rock  Camp,  Lake  Lure,  N.  C, 
and  the  agreement  between  Chimney  Rock  Camp,  Incorporated,  and 
the  Department  of  Religious  Education  has  been  duly  executed. 
Bishop  Penick  is  to  have  direct  charge  of  the  personal  affairs  of 
this  camp  with  full  discretionary  powers  in  the  use  and  disposition 
of  the  present  camp  effects. 

A  telegram  was  received  from  the  Rev.  J.  W.  C.  Johnson  of  the 
Diocese  of  Western  North  Carolina  in  regard  to  the  summer  school 
formerly  held  at  Valle  Crucis  now  to  be  held  at  Kanuga  Lake,  as- 
suring the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  that  it  will  not  be  involved 
or  embarrassed  in  its  participation  in  the  Kanuga  Lake  Summer 
School.  It  was  resolved  that  this  Diocese  cooperate  with  the  other 
Carolina  Dioceses  in  this  school  and  $100  was  appropriated  for  this. 

Plans  for  the  restoration  of  St.  Mary's  Chapel,  near  the  N.  C. 
College  for  Women,  Greensboro,  were  taken  up.  Plans  and  speci- 
fications for  a  combined  chapel  and  social  house  were  submitted 
and  accepted  and  a  committee  to  raise  funds  with  The  Rev.  C.  E. 
Buxton  as  chairman,  and  a  building  committee  with  Dr.  Wade  R. 
Brown  as  chairman  were  appointed,  this  action  being  ratified  by 
the  Council. 

Plans  were  made  and  carried  out  for  holding  a  five  day  Church 
School  Normal  Institute  in  Raleigh  by  Dr.  Starr  and  Miss  Stout 
of  the  Province  of  Sewanee  and  also  five  one-day  institutes  in 
parishes  near  Raleigh. 

The  Rev.  Thomas  F.  Opie,  D.D.,  was  appointed  secretary  of  the 
Lenten  Offering,  the  Diocesan  goal  being  $7,000. 
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The  Rev.  Francis  H.  Craighill  reported  an  increased  Advent- 
Epiphany  Offering. 

The  Department  endorsed  the  plans  of  Mrs.  Frank  N.  Challen  to 
visit  the  Missionary  District  of  Panama  by  request  of  Bishop  Morris 
and  the  Provincial  Department  of  Religious  Education,  to  organize 
the  young  people's  work  there. 

Mrs.  Henry  M.  Bonner  resigned  as  Diocesan  Supervisor  of  the 
Church  School  Service  Program  and  Miss  Evelyn  Way  was  elected 
to  that  position. 

Mrs.  Challen  was  authorized  to  put  on  in  this  Diocese  through 
the  Young  People's  Service  League  the  Provincial  campaign  to 
raise  $1,500  for  the  Sewanee  Expansion  Fund. 

The  Department  has  appointed  a  committee  to  investigate  and 
report  on  the  matter  of  tying  up  to  the  Church  the  boys  and  girls 
now  too  young  to  be  eligible  for  the  Young  People's  Service  League, 
by  forming  a  junior  society  for  these. 

The  Council  ratified  Mr,  J.  B.  Wahmann's  election  by  the  execu- 
tive committee  of  the  Y.  P.  S.  L,  to  succeed  the  late  Carl  Hobgood 
as  a  member  of  the  Executive  Council  and  his  assignment  to  this 
department. 

The  chairman  of  the  Department  was  asked  to  communicate  with 
every  clergyman  regarding  the  Birthday  Thank  Offering  and  to 
present  a  resolution  relative  to  such  at  the  next  Diocesan  Con- 
vention. 

Social  Service  Department 

Miss  Lillie  Hill  was  sent  to  the  National  Social  Service  Con- 
ference for  Rural  Workers  at  Madison,  Wis. 

The  following  resolution  of  the  Convention  of  the  Woman's  Auxil- 
iary, 1927,  was  referred  to  this  Department:  That  it  is  the  sense 
of  this  Convention  that  a  social  service  field  worker  for  this  Diocese 
be  employed  as  soon  as  practical.  And  that  a  special  committee 
be  appointed  by  the  president  to  study  the  whole  matter  in  con- 
ference with  the  Executive  Council  of  the  Diocese,  and  report 
findings  to  the  next  Convention  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary. 

The  Department  set  forward  the  advisability  of  bringing  before 
the  members  of  the  Church  the  necessity  of  special  work  in  the 
mill  districts,  to  follow  up  returned  prisoners,  and  boys  and  girls 
after  leaving  Thompson  Orphanage,  and  the  need  of  religious  and 
social  work  in  our  rural  districts.  This  department  keeps  in  touch 
with  the  National  Department  of  Social  Service  and  our  Diocesan 
institutions. 

A  general  survey  of  the  social  service  work  of  the  Diocese  has 
been  made.  Plans  are  under  way  for  two  institutes,  one  to  be  held 
April  22  in  Christ  Church  parish  house,  Raleigh,  and  one  April 
25  in  St.  Mary's  parish  house.  High  Point. 
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Department  of  Missions  and  Church  Extension 

Finances  relative  to  the  deaf  work  in  the  Diocese  were  taken 
over  by  this  Department.  Meetings  were  held  to  adjust  the  ap- 
propriations of  the  budget  to  the  income. 

Recommendation  was  made  to  the  Council  for  the  abolition  of  the 
Convocational  treasurers,  the  finances  to  go  through  the  hands  of 
the  Forward  Movement  treasurer.  The  Council  approved  this 
recommendation. 

Publicity  Department 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Partrick  reported  that  the  Carolina  Churchman  had 
closed  the  past  year  with  a  small  balance  on  hand.  The  editor 
of  the  Carolina  Churchman  was  commended  in  the  editing  of  the 
paper.  This  Department  cooperated  with  other  departments  as 
need  of  publicity  arose. 

Field  Department 

Nine  of  the  Churches  that  had  pledged  their  1928  Forward  Move- 
ment quota  were  asked  to  give  10  per  cent  additional  and  other 
Churches  asked  to  accept  amounts  sufficient  to  bring  the  total  up 
to  $80,000,  being  the  amount  of  the  budget.  These  Churches  ac- 
cepted their  additional  quota. 

The  Department  recommended  that  the  Bishop  appoint  a  com- 
mittee to  nominate  an  executive  secretary  for  the  Diocese.  The 
matter  of  employing  an  executive  secretary  was  referred  to  the 
Field  Department  with  power  to  act.  The  Rev.  Elwood  L.  Haines 
of  Bethlehem,  Pa.,  was  elected.  He  accepted,  and  became  Diocesan 
Executive  Secretary  on  April  15,  1928. 

It  was  moved  that  the  Council  recommend  to  the  Diocesan  Con- 
vention that  the  Executive  Secretary  of  the  Diocese  be  made  a 
member  of  the  Diocesan  Executive  Council  and  ex  officio  a  member 
of  each  department  of  the  same. 

A  conference  of  seventeen  clergy  and  laymen  was  held  at  Christ 
Church,  Raleigh,  relative  to  the  Diocesan  Forward  Movement. 

Mr.  Fred  W.  Glover  was  given  a  vote  of  thanks  for  his  efficient 
work  as  executive  secretary  of  this  department. 

The  Rev.  Robert  B,  Owens  had  charge  of  issuing  "The  Bishop's 
Parish"  during  the  past  Forward  Movement. 

Bishop  Cheshire  appointed  the  Rev.  Sidney  S.  Bost,  Mr.  Kemp  P. 
Lewis  and  Mr.  Samuel  Lawrence  as  a  committee  to  study  the  plan 
by  which  Forward  Movement  quotas  are  determined,  and  to  report 
in  time  for  it  to  be  used  in  working  out  the  1929  quotas. 

The  raising  of  the  money  for  the  advance  work  of  the  deaf 
Church  in   Durham  was  placed   in   the   Field   Department's  hands. 
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The  Rev.  Mr.  Gribbin  with  The  Rev.  Mr.  Partrick  was  placed  in 
charge  of  this  advance  work  and  Christmas  offerings  of  parishes 
were  asked  for  it.  Later  all  matters  pertaining  to  finances  of  the 
deaf  work  were  referred  to  the  Department  of  Missions.  The 
former  committee  being  discharged  with  thanks  for  their  work,  a 
new  committee  was  appointed  consisting  of  the  Rev.  John  L.  Jack- 
son, The  Rev.  Sidney  S.  Bost  and  Mrs.  Warren  W.  Way.  $4,760.44  is 
now  in  hand. 

A  special  committee  was  appointed  to  present  the  matter  of  the 
Advance  Work  direct  to  the  Diocesan  Convention. 

The  Council  passed  the  following  recommendation  of  the  Depart- 
ment: The  Executive  Council  recommends  to  the  Diocesan  Con- 
vention the  appointment  of  a  committee  on  evaluation  to  be  com- 
posed of  five  members  and  this  committee  to  report  in  1929. 

Finance  Department 

The  Department  was  requested  to  send  representatives  to  the 
vestries  of  the  parishes  which  on  October  1,  1928  were  as  much 
as  6  per  cent  behind  in  their  Forward  Movement  payments. 

The  Department  had  to  borrow  the  $2,000  authorized  at  the  pre- 
vious Council  meeting. 

The  budget  for  1928  as  approved  at  a  joint  meeting  of  the 
Finance  and  Field  Departments  was  adopted,  as  follows:

Bishop  Cheshire  moved  that  the  Executive  Council  request  the 
Diocesan  Convention  to  endorse  the  action  of  the  Executive  Council 
In  giving  the  Diocesan  debt  a  preferential  place  on  the  Diocesan 
budget  until  paid,  which  resolution  w^as  carried. 

$500  contributed  by  Mr.  J.  H.  Cutter  as  of  September  1,  1927, 
was  divided,  $300  to  the  Department  of  Religious  Education  and 
$200  to  the  Executive  Council  for  its  expenses,  and  Mr.  Cutter  was  as- 
sured of  the  appreciation  of  the  Council  for  this  gift. 
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The  Finance  Department  was  authorized  to  borrow  as  much  as 
$2,000  if  neded  to  meet  missionary  stipends  during  the  Summer 
of  1927. 

The  Council  passed  the  resolution  that  the  expenses  connected 
with  raising  the  Advent-Epiphany  and  Lenten  offerings  should  be 
borne  by  the  Finance  Department,  for  which  provision  would  be 
made  in  the  1928  budget. 

Mr.  Ralph  B.  Coit  reporting  for  the  Church  Pension  Fund  sug- 
gested that  in  the  matter  of  certain  arrears  the  Council  take  steps 
so  that  the  Diocese  might  be  in  the  100  per  cent  class.  His  report 
was  referred  to  this  Department. 

The  Council  approved  the  motion  to  immediately  refund  to  Bishop 
Cheshire  the  amount  advanced  by  him  to  pay  synod  assessment, 
from  funds  now  in  the  hands  of  the  Forward  Movement  treasurer. 

Two  members  of  the  Council,  Bishop  Penick  and  Mr.  Lewis  C. 
Burwell,  who  are  also  Sewanee  trustees,  were  constituted  a  com- 
mittee to  find  out  the  status  of  the  Diocesan  debt  to  the  Sewanee 
Endowment  Fund  and  to  report  to  the  Council.  This  committee 
reported  this  debt  as  of  July  1,  1927,  to  be  $15,369.9)5.  The  Council 
took  action  that  this  $15,000  be  paid  in  cash,  the  money  borrowed 
through  three  or  more  notes  totaling  $15,000,  and  the  Executive 
Council  represent  to  the  Diocesan  Convention  the  necessity  of  safe- 
guarding its  credit  and  that  $3,000  (towards  liquidating  this  $15,000 
debt)  be  given  a  preferential  place  in  the  budget  beginning  1928 
for  five  years,  and  this  matter  be  referred  to  the  Finance  Depart- 
ment for  action.  This  Department  later  reported  that  five  Churches 
had  paid  the  $75  promised  by  each  of  them  for  the  Sewanee  En- 
dowment Fund  debt.  Also  that  this  debt  of  the  Diocese  had  been 
canceled  by  the  endorsing  of  notes  totaling  $15,000  by  eighteen  men 
in  the  Diocese.  The  Council  expressed  its  deep  appreciation  of 
this  action.

A  recommendation  of  The  Rev.  Thomas  F.  Opie,  D.D.,  relative 
to  Church  Unity  and  of  introducing  the  League  of  Church  Unity 
in  this  Diocese  was  adopted. 
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The  matter  of  the  basis  of  apportionments  for  1928  being  taken 
up  the  Council  moved  the  adoption  of  a  schedule  of  apportionments 
consisting  of  classes  A,  B,  C,  D,  and  E  and  a  special  committee  was 
appointed  to  decide  what  amounts  these  classes  denote,  and  com- 
municate with  parishes  having  parochial  missions  to  separate  these 
in  parochial  reports.  At  its  April  meeting  the  committee  reported 
that  this  plan  was  well  received  and  seemed  to  be  succeeding,  that 
90  per  cent  of  the  parishes  had  taken  the  class  and  quota  assigned 
them. 

The  Council  went  on  record  to  the  Diocesan  Convention  that  the 
Executive  Council  be  authorized  to  devise  a  plan  for  securing  the 
recent  Diocesan  statistics  for  the  basis  of  apportionment. 

Mr.  Wilkes's  suggestion  that  the  columns  of  apportionment  of 
parishes  printed  in  the  Carolina  ChurcTiman  be  changed  to  the 
following  headings  of  columns:  "Amount  pledged,"  "Amount  paid 
to  date,"  "Amount  now  due,"  was  so  ordered  by  the  Council. 

The  Council  endorsed  the  effort  to  raise  $40,000  towards  the 
erection  of  a  proposed  Cheshire  building  at  St.  Augustine's  College, 
Raleigh. 

The  Council  moved  the  following:  Resolved,  That  it  is  the  sense 
of  the  Executive  Council  that  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  be  commended 
for  its  splendid  support  of  the  work  of  the  Church  during  the  past 
year,  as  revealed  by  reports  made  at  its  recent  Convention.  Resolved 
further,  That  this  Council  expresses  its  appreciation  of  the  en- 
couragement and  loyal  support  given  it  by  the  Woman's  Auxiliary. 

Resolutions  were  passed  by  the  Council  relative  to  the  death  of 
the  Rt.  Rev.  Henry  B.  Delany,  D.D.,  Bishop  Suffragan  of  the  Diocese, 
and  ordered  recorded. 

At  its  April,  1928,  meeting  the  Council  sent  its  regrets  to  Bishop 
Cheshire  at  his  enforced  absence  from  the  meeting  and  its  affection- 
ate greetings  at  his  fiftieth  anniversary  of  his  ordination.

The  Rev.  Henry  G.  Lane  presented  the  following  recom- 
mendation of  the  Executive  Council  to  the  Diocesan  Conven- 
tion, and  moved  its  adoption:  That  the  Executive  Secretary  of 
the  Diocese  be  made  a  member  of  the  Executive  Council  and 
Ex  Officio  a  member  of  each  department  of  the  same.  Bishop 
Penick  then  took  the  chair,  while  Bishop  Cheshire  offered  the 
amendment,  That  the  Executive  Secretary  be  ex  officio  a  mem- 
ber of  every  department  but  not  a  member  of  the  Executive 
Council.     The  motion  as  amended  was  adopted. 
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Bishop  Penick  conducted  noon-day  devotions   for  missions. 

Mr.  Kemp  P.  Lewis  explained  the  new  basis  of  apportionment, 
which  has  been  approved  by  the  Executive  Council.  On  motion 
of  the  Eev.  Alfred  S.  Lawrence,  the  plan  was  ratified  for  1929. 

Mr.  Kemp  P.  Lewis  presented  the  budget  proposed  by  the 
Executive  Council  for  1929,  the  same  being  based  upon  the 
quota  amounts  accepted  by  the  Churches:

Tlie  Bishop  called  the  Convention  to  order  and  read  the  re- 
port of  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese,  as  follows : 

Report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina,  to 
the;  Diocesan  Convention  of  May  8,  1928 

The  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  respectfully  report: 

September  13,  1927.  With  the  advice  of  Bishop  Penick,  and  at 
his  earnest  request,  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  executed  a  Mort- 
gage upon  the  request  of  the  Rector  and  Vestry  of  St.  Mary's  Church, 
High  Point,  upon  all  the  property  in  High  Point  held  by  said 
Trustees  in  Trust  for  said  St.  Mary's  Parish,  to  secure  a  loan  of 
forty  thousand  dollars  ($40,000)  in  order  to  secure  the  immediate 
completion  of  the  Parish  Church  in  course  of  construction. 

At  the  same  date  the  Trustees,  at  the  request  of  Bishop  Penick, 
requested  and  authorized  the  Rev.  Sidney  S.  Bost  to  act  as  Treasurer 
of  the  Building  Fund  of  St.  Titus'  Mission  in  the  City  of  Durham, 
the  land  upon  which  the  proposed  building  is  to  be  erected  being 
held  in  trust  for  said  Mission  by  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese. 

The  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  received  this  day  a  deed  from  Mrs. 
Sallie  W.  Gluyas,  in  trust  for  St.  Mark's  Church,  Mecklenburg 
County,  for  seventy-nine  one-hundredths  (79/100)  of  an  acre  of 
land  in  Long  Creek  Township,  Mecklenburg  County,  adjoining  the 
lands  already  held  by  the  Trustees  for  said  St.  Mark's  Church.  The 
deed  is  dated  September  3,  1927,  and  is  recorded  in  Book  675, 
page  112,  together  with  a  map  of  the  St.  Mark's  Church  property. 

September  19,  1927.  The  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  appointed  the 
Rev.  William  H.  Hardin,  agent  for  said  Trustees,  to  receive  from 
the  Wachovia  Bank  of  Salisbury  the  income  of  the  Margaret  Mills 
Trust  Fund,  held  for  the  benefit  of  St.  James'  Church,  Iredell 
County;  and  to  disburse  the  same  in  accordance  with  the  terms 
of  the  Trust. 

January  31,  1928.  The  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  signed  an  agree- 
ment with  the  American  Church  Building  Commission  for  the  re- 
turn of  a  gift  of  one  thousand  dollars  ($1,000)  made  by  said  Com- 
mission to  the  Church  of  the  Advent,  Enfield,  for  permanent  improve- 
ments, in  case  said  property  should  be  sold,  and  the  proceeds  of 
such  sale  should  not  be  applied  within  one  year  to  acquire  a  new 
church  building. 

The  same  day  the  Trustees  signed  an  agreement  in  the  follow- 
ing words: 

"Whereas  George  F.  Littlejohn  of  Baltimore,  Md.,  is  desirous  of 
leaving  some  money  to  the  Diocese  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church   of  North   Carolina,  to  be   invested  and   the   income   to   be 
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used  to  help  persons  afflicted  with  tuberculosis,  who  are  unable  to 
pay  for  treatments,  we,  The  Right  Rev.  Joseph  Blount  Cheshire, 
Bishop,  Albert  L.  Cox  and  Gavin  H.  Dortch,  Trustees  of  said  Diocese, 
hereby  agree  for  ourselves  and  our  successors  in  office,  to  use 
any  money  given  to  the  Diocese  by  George  F.  Littlejohn,  before 
named,  in  the  manner  requested  as  above.  In  witness  whereof,  we, 
all  the  parties  concerned,  have  hereunto  signed  our  names,  the  first 
day  of  February,  1928.

A  duplicate  copy  was  signed  and  sent  to  Mr.  George  F.  Littlejohn, 
Hearst  Building,  Baltimore,  Md. 

March  21.  After  several  conferences  with  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Diocese,  and  with  Mr.  William  A.  Linehan,  Sr.,  Executor  of  the 
last  Will  and  Testament  of  Miss  Emma  Karrer,  and  a  personal  in- 
spection of  the  premises,  and  with  the  advice  of  legal  Counsel,  the 
Trustees  of  the  Diocese  on  this  day  instructed  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Diocese  to  sell  out  certain  securities  held  by  him  as  Treasurer  of 
the  Diocese,  amounting  in  all  to  the  sum  of  $6,500  par  value,  bear- 
ing 4  per  cent  and  iVz  per  cent  interest,  and  maturing  within  the 
current  year,  and  to  pay  from  the  proceeds  of  such  sales,  $6,500,  or 
so  much  thereof  as  might  be  necessary  to  pay  the  legacies  in  said 
Last  Will  and  Testament  of  Miss  E'mma  Karrer,  and  the  expenses 
of  the  administration  of  her  estate,  to  said  William  A.  Linehan,  Sr., 
Executor  as  aforesaid:  upon  the  Execution  by  said  Linehan  of  a 
Deed  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  conveying  in  fee  simple  the 
lot  and  house  on  McDowell  Street  in  the  City  of  Raleigh  belong- 
ing to  the  Estate  of  the  said  Testatrix:  said  property  to  be  held  in 
trust.  First,  for  the  payment  of  the  $6,500  to  the  Diocesan  Fund  to 
which  the  said  securities  properly  belong,  with  interest  at  six  per 
cent  (6%)  until  fully  repaid,  and  second,  for  the  purposes  desig- 
nated in  the  will  of  the  said  Miss  Karrer,  in  her  legacy  to  the 
Diocese  of  North  Carolina. 

April  1.  The  Trustees  received  from  William  A.  Linehan,  Sr., 
Executor,  etc.,  a  deed  in  fee  simple  for  house  and  lot,  as  specified 
in  the  foregoing  paragraph,  which  Deed  is  dated  April  1,  1928  and 
is  registered  in  book  541,  page  294. 

Also  said  William  A.  Linehan  deposited  with  the  Trustees  of  the 
Diocese  a  Deed  of  Indenture  between  the  said  Miss  Emma  Karrer 
and  Mrs.  L.  V.  Holden  relating  to  said  lot  on  McDowell  Street,  re- 
corded in  Book  153,  page  429. 

April  30.  The  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  executed  a  Deed  of  Sur- 
render to  Mrs.  Nellie   Dixon  of  Elm   City,  N.  C,  for  one-half  the 
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lot  on  which  the  Church  building  lately  stood  in  Elm  City,  the 
said  property  having  ceased  to  be  used  for  Church  purposes,  and 
the  said  Mrs.  Nellie  Dixon  being  heir-at-law  of  the  original  grantor 
and  entitled  under  the  original  deed  from  her  ancestor  to  such 
surrender. 

March  15.  The  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  this  day  executed  a  deed 
of  trust  to  Allen  C.  Zollicoffer,  Trustee,  conveying  certain  lots  in 
the  town  of  Roanoke  Rapids  (Lots  706  and  708  of  Roanoke  Rapids 
Power  Co.)  to  secure  the  payment  of  the  sum  of  thirty-five  hun- 
dred dollars  ($3,500)  to  the  Roanoke  Rapids  Building  and  Loan 
Association.  This  mortgage  is  to  take  the  place  of  a  former  one 
executed  by  the  Trustees  to  secure  a  loan  of  Six  Thousand  dollars 
($6,000).

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Morrison  Bethea,  it  was  resolved  that 
the  delegates  to  the  General  Convention  from  this  Diocese  be 
the  representatives  of  the  Diocese  at  the  meeting  of  the  Pro- 
vincial Synod  to  be  held  during  the  General  Convention. 

Mr.  Henry  M.  London  read  the  report  of  the  Treasurer  of 
the  Diocese  (See  Appendix  C). 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Clarence  E.  Buxton,  a  vote  of  thanks 
was  extended  to  Mr.  Henry  M.  London  for  his  splendid  work 
as  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese. 

Mr.  J.  Renwick  Wilkes  read  the  report  of  the  Treasurer  of 
the  Forward  Movement   (See  Appendix  C). 

The  Rev.  Sidney  S.  Bost  read  the  report  of  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee, as  follows: 
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Report  of  the  Finance  Committee 

The  Finance  Committee,  in  accordance  with  the  previous  order 
of  Convention,  held  its  fall  meeting  in  the  Church  house  of  St. 
Philip's,  Durham,  on  October  6,  1927,  at  11  a.m.  A  quorum  being 
present  the  meeting  was  called  to  order  and  the  following  business 
was  transacted: 

The  treasurer's  report  was  received.  Inasmuch  as  his  report  ap- 
pears today  in  printed  form  further  comment  here  is  not  necessary 
except  to  commend  the  treasurer  for  a  high  degree  of  efficiency 
and  thoroughness  in  his  work. 

The  chairman  was  requested  to  make  out  the  schedule  of  assess- 
ments for  the  Episcopal  and  Contingent  Fund  for  the  year  1928 
and  immediately  to  forward  same  to  the  treasurer,  in  order  that 
parishes  and  missions  might  know  their  assessments  in  time  for 
their  annual  budget  and  every-member  canvass. 

It  was  moved  and  adopted  that  12  per  cent  of  Minister's  salary 
and  Current  Expenses  be*  made  the  basis  of  assessment  for  the 
E.  &  C.  Fund  for  the  year  1928. 

Whereas  this  is  the  year  of  meeting  of  General  Convention  in 
Washington,  D.  C,  it  was  moved  and  adopted  that  the  following 
scale  of  expenses  be  allowed  and  paid  to  our  Bishop  and  Deputies 
to  the  General  Convention:  (1)  To  the  four  clerical  deputies, 
$100  each;  (2)  To  the  four  lay  deputies  $50  each;  (3)  To  our 
Bishop  and  Bishop  Coadjutor  $75  each.

School,  Raleigh. 

The  Rev.  John  Moore  Walker  read  the  report  of  the  Thomp- 
son Orphanage,  as  follows : 

Report  of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Thompson  Orphanage 

AND  Training  Institution  to  the  1928  Convention  of  the 

Diocese  of  North  Carolina 

During  the  year  1927  the  Orphanage  cared  for  121  children;  51 
boys  and  70  girls.  Nine  children  w^ere  placed  and  nine  were  ac- 
cepted. The  total  number  days  of  care  was  40,909.  There  were 
121,727  meals  served  during  the  year.  There  are  26  full  orphans, 
70  half-orphans,  and  25  children  with  both  parents  living.  Sixty- 
seven  are  from  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina,  27  from  the  Diocese 
of  East  Carolina,  and  18  from  the  Diocese  of  Western  North 
Carolina. 

The  Orphanage  now  includes  in  its  policy  and  practice  the 
cottage  plan,  sending  all  the  children  above  the  second  grade  to 
the  city  schools,  supervised  recreation,  sending  all  children  above 
second  grade  to  city  parish  Sunday  School,  a  small  wage  to  all 
the  older  children  who  work  on  the  farm  and  in  the  laundry  or  in 
the  cottages.     The  latter  teaches  them  the  use  of  money,  for  out 
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of  this  wage  the  children  buy  their  own  school  supplies  and  make 
their  own  offerings  to  Church  and  Sunday  School, 

Under  the  care  of  Dr.  Hunter  and  the  nurse  at  the  Infirmary  the 
children  have  been  enjoying  remarkably  good  health. 

During  the  Rev,  Mr.  Jackson's  charge  of  the  Orphanage  while 
the  Superintendent  was  ill,  a  plan  for  clothing  the  children  by 
individuals  and  organizations  has  been  energetically  pushed  and 
the  number  so  clothed  has  increased  from  30  to  77, 

The  Farm  Committee  under  the  Chairmanship  of  Mr,  J,  G. 
Shannonhouse  has  made  many  improvements  to  the  farm  includ- 
ing a  new  concrete  silo.  The  dairy  cattle  gave  over  10,000  gallons  of 
milk  during  the  past  year, 

A  school  including  a  kindergarten  and  first  and  second  grades 
is  maintained  by  the  Orphanage  and  is  most  excellently  taught 
by  Miss  Elsie  Nail. 

The  children  attended  service  daily  at  St.  Mary's  Chapel. 

The  library  has  grown  with  the  addition  of  the  books  given  in 
1927  until  the  present  number  of  volumes  is  1,473, 

Mr.  Francis  0.  Clarkson,  in  his  ninth  report  as  Treasurer  of  the 
Endowment  Fund,  stated  that  this  fund  had  grown  from  about 
$18,000  in  1920  to  $50,000  in  1928.  This,  with  the  addition  of  the 
several  Trust  Funds,  makes  the  grand  total  of  $153,000. 

Lest  any  member  of  this  Convention  should  infer  from  the  above 
figures  that  the  Orphanage  now  has  more  money  than  it  needs, 
the  budget  drawn  up  for  1928  is  referred  to  as  disclosing  the  fact 
that  the  estimated  expenditures  exceed  the  estimated  income  by 
approximately  $1,000.

Auxiliary  of  the  Diocese,  as  follows :

Gentlemen  of  the  Diocesan  Convention: 

Herewith  I  submit  a  report  of  the  activities  of  the  Woman's 
Auxiliary  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1927. 

There  are  84  Branches,  with  an  enrollment  of  2,230  active 
members. 

In  many  respects,  this  has  been  a  year  of  progress.  More  funds 
have  been  disbursed.  Women  are  more  eager  to  serve.  A  marked 
interest  is  manifested  in  study  classes.  Replies  to  letters  are  more 
prompt.     Greater  efficiency   along   general   lines    is   evident. 

The  Department  of  Religious  Education  reports  seventy-one 
Parishes  doing  actual  study,  and  thirty-seven  holding  discussion 
groups.  One  Diocesan  Institute  and  nine  Normal  Classes  have  been 
held.     Eighteen  leaders  have  attended  Summer  Conferences. 

The  Social  Service  Department  has  been  most  active  in  making 
the  influence  of  the  Church  felt  in  the  country. 

Institutions,  prisons,  road  camps,  have  been  provided  with  good 
reading  matter,  and  religious  services  are  held  at  these  places  at 
regular  intervals.  The  Thompson  Orphanage  has  been  the  object 
most  dear  to  our  women,  and  plans  are  now  being  made  whereby 
a  closer  contact  can  be  had  with  the  Branches  and  individual  chil- 
dren at  the  Orphanage. 

Work  in  the  Supply  Department  goes  steadily  on.  867  garments 
have  been  cut  in  the  supply  room  in  Durham,  and  982  have  been 
made  throughout  the  Diocese. 

North  Carolina  led  in  the  amount  of  the  United  Thank  Offering 
in  the  Fourth  Province  at  the  last  Triennial,  and  bids  fair  to  do  so 
again  this  year. 

Your  Diocesan  Convention  elects  one  woman  annually  for  mem- 
bership on  the  Eb£:ecutive  Council  of  the  Diocese.  Those  now  occupy- 
ing this  position  are  Mrs.  W.  W.  Way,  Mrs.  F.  S.  Spruill,  Miss 
Easdale  Shaw.  The  term  of  office  for  Mrs.  Way  expires  this  month, 
and  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  respectfully  submits  for  your  con- 
sideration to  this  position,  the  name  of  Mrs.  Ralph  B;  Coit,  of 
Greensboro. 

The  recent  Convention  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  held  in  Tarboro 
was  largely  attended. 
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With  four  Bishops,  the  National  Executive  Secretary,  and  the 
United  Thank  Offering  Provincial  Representative,  on  the  program, 
the  exercises  could  not  fail  to  be  of  great  interest  and  inspiration. 

We  are  told  that  money  is  the  acid  test.  The  figures  below  give 
testimony  to  the  fact  that  our  women  have  met  this  challenge 
squarely:

Tlie  Eev.  Edgar  H.  Goold  read  tlie  report  of  St.  Augustine's 
College,  St.  Agnes  Hospital,  and  the  Bishop  Tuttle  Memorial 
Training  School,  as  follows : 

Report  of  St.  Augustine's  College,  Including  St.  Agnes'  Hospital 
AND  THE  Bishop  Tuttle  Training  School,  May,  1928 

During  the  past  year,  the  sixty-first  Annual  Session,  there  have 
been  enrolled  406  students,  including  38  pupil  nurses  in  St  Agnes' 
Training  School  and  six  students  in  the  Bishop  Tuttle  School  for 
Church  and  Welfare  Workers. 

Owing  to  the  rapid  growth  in  Public  School  educational  facilities 
in  many  places,  fewer  students  are  entering  the  elementary  grades, 
while  more  are  coming  for  advanced  work. 

For  some  time  past  the  authorities  of  St.  Augustine's  have  been 
planning  to  establish  a  full  four-year  College  Course,  so  that  there 
may  be  an  Institution  of  our  Church  offering  suitable  training  to

Negro  students  who  desire  to  become  teachers  and  leaders  of  their 
race. 

Several  years  ago  the  Institution  became  an  accredited  Junior 
College,  offering  the  first  two  years  of  College  work.  This  year  over 
fifty  students  enrolled  in  the  first  year  College  Class.  The  time 
seemed  ripe  to  inaugurate  a  full  College  Course  for  these  students. 

After  consultation  with  the  American  Church  Institute  for  Negroes, 
and  with  Mr.  N.  C.  Newbold,  the  State  Director  of  Negro  Education, 
and,  with  their  hearty  approval,  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  St. 
Augustine's  unanimously  voted  to  offer  a  full  four-year  College 
Course  to  the  present  Freshman  Class,  and  to  change  the  name  of 
the  Institution  to  St.  Augustine's  College.  St.  Augustine's  was 
originally  chartered  as  a  Normal  School  and  Collegiate  Institute. 
The  name  was  later  shortened  to  St.  Augustine's  School.  In  changing 
the  name  to  St.  Augustine's  College,  the  Trustees  feel  that  they  are 
emphasizing  the  original  purpose  of  the  Charter. 

At  present  an  effort  is  being  made  to  raise  funds  for  the  erec- 
tion of  two  greatly  needed  buildings,  a  Dining  Hall  and  Domestic 
Science  Building,  which  is  to  be  called  the  Cheshire  Building  in 
honor  of  Bishop  Cheshire  who  has  been  for  over  thirty  years  the 
faithful  and  helpful  President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  and  a  Girls' 
Dormitory,  which  is  to  be  called  the  Delany  Building  in  honor 
of  the  widow  of  our  late  Suffragan  Bishop  Delany,  who  retired  last 
year,  after  practically  fifty  years  of  connection  with  St.  Augustine's, 
first  as  student,  and  then  as  a  matron  and  teacher. 

St.  Agnes'  Hospital  is  now  in  good  running  order.  During  the 
year  there  have  been  about  1,000  bed  patients  and  about  16,000 
Hospital  days.  Six  hundred  and  twenty-two  operations  have  been 
performed.     The   patients   themselves   have   paid    over    $20,000. 

The  Bishop  Tuttle  Training  School  for  Church  and  Social  Service 
workers  is  graduating  a  class  of  three  young  women.  One  of  these 
has  already  accepted  work  for  next  year  under  Bishop  Finlay  in 
South  Carolina.  This  School  has  a  splendid  opportunity  for  use- 
fulness if  suitable  students  can  be  secured  and  places  made  avail- 
able for  them  after  their  graduation.

Tlie  Rev.  Alfred  S.  Lawrence  read  the  report  of  tlie  Chapel 
of  the  Cross,  Chapel  Hill,  as  follows: 
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Report  of  the  Work  at  the  University  of  North   Carolina, 
Chapel   Hill 

The  number  of  students  continues  to  increase  at  the  University. 
Without  counting  the  Summer  school,  in  the  present  session  there 
are  310  students  who  are  either  members  of,  or  have  expressed 
a  preference  for,  the  Episcopal  Church.  This  means  that  the 
University  of  North  Carolina  has  a  larger  Episcopal  enrollment 
than  any  other  college  in  this  Province. 

The  methods  of  work  have  been  the  same  as  last  year.  Church 
attendance  has  been  fairly  good.  There  was  a  better  attendance 
at  the  daily  Lenten  Services  than  ever  before.  At  these  Services 
students  read  the  lessons.  The  greater  part  of  the  choir  is  made 
up  of  students,  and  several  students  also  serve  as  acolytes.  The 
enrollment  in  the  Bible  class  has  not  been  so  good,  and  I  find 
the  same  thing  to  be  true  in  all  the  Chapel  Hill  Churches.  An 
effort  was  made  to  get  students  into  the  Y.  P.  S.  L.,  but  on  the 
whole  that  society  does  not  seem  to  have  much  appeal  to  the  college 
student. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  college  year,  a  committee  of  students 
put  out  an  edition  to  the  Provincial  Student  Messenger,  a  paper 
dealing  with  Church  student  activities  in  all  the  colleges  of  the 
Province. 

In  the  Fall,  a  canvass  for  weekly  financial  pledges  was  made 
among  the  students,  and,  though  the  number  of  subscriptions  is  not 
large,  we  feel  that  we  have  made  a  start.  The  disposition  of  the 
money  so  received  is  in  the  hands  of  the  student  vestry. 

In  February  Bishop  Darst  and  the  Rev.  C.  Leslie  Glenn  came 
and  stayed  several  days.  Considerable  interest  was  aroused  in  the 
work  of  the  ministry,  and  several  men  are  now  considering  that 
vocation. 

As  to  finances,  we  have  been  able  to  do  very  little  towards  re- 
ducing the  debt  on  the  parish  house.  That  still  remains  a  heavy 
burden  on  the  parish  vestry.  Also  the  student  fund  allowed  by  the 
Diocese  is  quite  inadequate.  Since  the  amount  of  $200  was  allowed, 
the  number  of  students  has  more  than  doubled. 

Mr.  Andrew  D.  Milstead  has  been  assistant  for  student  work  for 
the  last  two  years.  He  leaves  in  June,  and  I  have  been  informed 
by  the  Executive  Council  that  it  is  impossible  to  continue  the  ap- 
propriation for  an  assistant  next  year. 

The  School  of  Religion  has  had  a  good  year,  but  we  regret  that 
in  all  probability  we  shall  have  to  curtail  its  work  because  of  lack 
of  finances.

The  Committee  on  the  report  of  the  Diocesan  Trustees  re- 
ported through  its  Chairman,  Mr.  Stuart  Smith,  its  approval  of 
said  report,  and  moved  its  adoption  by  the  Convention,  which 
motion  was  carried. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Isaac  W.  Hughes,  the  following 
resolution  was  adopted: 

Inasmuch  as,  normally  and  fittingly,  the  Executive  Secretary  of 
the  Diocese  has  also  become  the  Secretary  of  the  Diocesan  Con- 
vention; and 
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Inasmuch  as  the  Rev.  Morrison  Bethea,  retiring  Secretary,  has 
wholeheartedly  given  himself  to  the  work  of  that  office  since  1917; 

Resolved:  That  this  Convention  put  on  record  its  sincere  ap- 
preciation of  his  fidelity  and  devotion  and  the  excellent  service  he 
has  rendered  to  the  Convention  and  the  Diocese. 

The  Rev.  Robert  B.  Owens  reported  in  behalf  of  the  Commit- 
tee on  Canons. 

The  Rev.  Thomas  F.  Opie,  D.D.,  presented  a  resolution  that 
this  Convention  go  on  record  as  opposed  to  the  removal  of  the 
39  articles  from  the  Prayer  Book,  and  that  the  General  Con- 
vention be  petitioned  to  that  end.     The  resolution  was  tabled. 

The  Rev.  Henry  G.  Lane  spoke  in  behalf  of  Camp  Cheshire 
and  Camp  Penick. 

Dr.  Wade  R.  Brown  reported  regarding  the  Valley  Crucis 
Training  School  to  be  held  at  Kanuga  Lake. 

The  Report  of  the  Good  Samaritan  Hospital  for  Colored 
people,  Charlotte,  was  read  by  Mr.  M.  M.  Murphy,  as  follows  : 

Annual  Report  of  Good  Samaritan  Hospital  For  Colored 
People^1927 

For  thirty-nine  years  the  Good  Samaritan  Hospital  has  been 
trying  to  obey  the  Master's  command  "To  heal  the  sick"  and  the 
past  year  has  been  the  busiest  and  the  best  in  its  history.  Miracles 
of  healing  are  seen  every  day  and  the  hospital  stands  as  an  outward 
and  visible  sign  of  good-will  between  the  two  races.  Many  unusual 
and  interesting  cases  have  been  treated;  many  hopeless  and  forlorn 
souls  have  been  sent  from  its  doors  restored  in  body  and  cheered 
in  spirit;  loving  service  has  found  its  reward  in  grateful  hearts. 
The  Board  wishes  to  thank  all  who  have  so  splendidly  shared  in 
the  work:  namely,  the  Duke  Endowment,  the  Estate  of  Mr.  J.  S. 
Myers,  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Comforter,  St.  Martin's  Church,  St. 
Peter's  Church,  the  Men's  Club  of  St.  Peter's  Church,  the  Church 
Service  League  of  St.  Peter's  Church,  Grace  Church,  New  York,  the 
Kiwanis  Club,  and  the  Colored  Sunday  School  Union.  The  year  has 
been  marked  by  an  unusual  interest  on  the  part  of  the  colored  people 
of  Charlotte,  their  work  for  the  elevator  fund  has  been  of  a  high 
order  and  the  spirit  of  their  cooperation  has  been  outstanding.  We 
like  to  think  that  the  hospital  stands  for  healing,  for  cooperation 
and  for  good-will,  and  we  beg  your  interest  and- your  prayers  in  the 
coming  year.

The  report  of  St.  Peter's  Hospital,  Charlotte,  was  submitted 
by  Mr.  M.  M.  Murphy,  as  follows : 

Although  St.  Peter's  Hospital  is  not  a  diocesan  institution,  yet  in 
view  of  the  Diocesan-wide  interest  and  pride  in  this  hospital,  the 
Board  of  Managers  herewith  submits,  as  a  matter  of  information 
and  record,  the  following  report  covering  the  fiscal  year  from 
January  1,  1927  to  January  1,  1928.  During  the  period  covered  by 
this  report  the  hospital  has  admitted  for  treatment  1,918'  patients 
for  19,281  days.  Of  this  number  118  were  charity  patients  who 
were  treated  for  a  period  of  3,252  days,  and  54  were  admitted  as 
semi-charity  patients  for  762  days  of  which  267  were  free  days,  mak- 
ing a  total  of  3,519  free  days.  The  patients  admitted  under  the 
classification  of  semi-charity,  pay  for  hospital  services  only  such 
a  portion  of  the  regular  fee  as  they  can.  In  many  instances  their 
payments    are   almost   negligible. 

The  total  cost  to  the  hospital  of  all  charitable  services  during  the 
year  amounted  to  $12,188,  an  average  of  more  than  $1,000  a  month. 
Theoretically,  this  would  represent  a  6  per  cent  investment  on 
$200,000  devoted  exclusively  to  charitable  objects. 

All  currents  bills  are  paid,  and  the  only  thing  the  hospital  now 
owes  is  a  balance  to  the  Building  and  Loan  Association  of  $3,166.46 
which  is  the  balance  on  a  loan  of  $25,000  that  was  used  to  com- 
plete payments  on  the  new  addition.  This  will  be  paid  up  in  full 
October  1,  this  year.

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It  is  the  policy  of  the  Managers  to  administer  the  affairs  of  the 
hospital  as  economically  as  possible  and  without  any  desire  or  inten- 
tion of  accumulating  a  surplus,  but  to  be  always  prepared  to  render 
the  service  for  which  it  was  organized. 

The  Training  School  for  Nurses  of  the  institution  furnishes  an  op- 
portunity for  earnest  young  women  to  prepare  themselves  for  the 
nursing  profession,  and  we  are  always  glad  to  have  Christian  young 
women  enlist  with  us  in  this  work.  They  are  given  $15  per  month 
and  board  while  in  training.  Will  say  that  we  are  very  much  in 
need  of  a  nurses'  home.

League  on  the  Executive  Council,  such  nominees  being  unop- 
posed for  election.

By  vote  of  the  Convention,  the  Committee  consisting  of  the 
Rev.  Isaac  "W.  Hughes,  Mr.  Augustus  "W.  Graham,  Jr.,  and  Mr. 
John  "Ward  to  consider  the  status  of  the  Church  at  Kittrell  was 
continued. 

Mr.  Frank  Haywood  presented  the  following  resolution  from 
the  congregation  of  Christ  Church,  Raleigh,  which  was  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  Canons : 

Resolved:  That  the  Congregation  of  Christ  Church  at  its  annual 
meeting  hereby  request  the  Diocesan  Convention  to  strike  out  the 
word  "Male"  in  the  Canon  relating  to  the  Election  of  Vestries. 

The  Rev.  Roma  C.  Fortune  reported  to  the  Convention  on 
the  Mission  to  the  Deaf  in  the  Diocese  of  ^orth  Carolina,  as 
follows  : 

Repokt  of  the  Mission  to  the  Deaf  in  the  Diocese  of 
North   Carolina 

To  the  Rt.  Rev.  Bishop  and  Bishop  Coadjutor: 

I  respectfully  submit  the  following  report  of  my  work  for  the 
year  covering  May  1,  1927  to  May  1,  1928. 

I  have  delivered  146  sermons  and  addresses;  have  baptized  six 
adults  (two  in  Burlington,  three  in  Greensboro,  and  one  in  Durham) : 
and  have  officiated  at  two  funerals. 

I  have  presented  eight  candidates  for  Confirmation;  three  of 
whom  were  in  St.  Philip's,  Durham,  and  five  in  St.  Andrew's, 
Greensboro.  In  Burlington,  we  have  in  preparation  for  Confirma- 
tion nine  candidates  who  expect  soon  to  be  confirmed. 

The  deaf  people  of  St.  Philip's,  Durham,  have  organized  to  raise 
one  thousand  dollars  to  be  applied  toward  building  of  the  new 
Church  for  the  deaf,  as  a  memorial  to  our  beloved  Bishop  Cheshire, 
and  more  than  four  hundred  dollars  has  already  been  secured  in 
cash  and  pledges.  We  feel  confident  of  securing  in  the  near  future 
the  full  amount  which  we  have  started  out  to  secure. 

Not  counting  the  number  of  persons  who  attend  our  regular 
weekly  services  in  Durham,  I  have  preached  to  1,707  deaf  persons 
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within  the  year.  There  is  a  growing  interest  in  our  mission.  All 
the  stations  which  I  visit  show  marked  improvement,  and  we 
face   the   future   with   confidence. 

Collections  for  the  year,  outside  St.  Philip's,  Durham,  were 
$88.16.  Expenses  for  the  year  were  $65.45.  Balance  on  hand  is 
$22.71. 

Again,  let  me  thank  our  Bishops,  Rectors  and  laymen  for  their 
sympathetic  interest  and  support.  I  feel  that  a  rich  harvest  is 
being  gathered  to  the  Church  in  her  ministry  to  this  portion  of 
God's  children.

The  Rev.  John  L.  Jackson  and  the  Rev.  Sidney  S.  Bost  spoke 
in  behalf  of  the  Advance  Work  obligation  of  $15,000  for  the 
erection  of  the  Church  for  the  Deaf  in  Raleigh. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  John  L.  Jackson,  it  was  resolved  that 
this  Convention  request  every  Parish  and  Mission  of  the 
Diocese,  wherever  possible,  to  take  a  special  offering  on  Trinity 
Sunday,  the  first  Sunday  in  June,  1928,  or  make  a  contribution, 
for  the  Advance  Work  for  the  Church  for  the  Deaf. 

The  Bishop  conducted  noon-day  prayers  for  missions. 

The  Rev.  Thomas  F.  Opie,  D.D.,  reported  as  chairman  of 
the  Lenten  Offering  for  1928,  announcing  a  total  of  $7,329.38. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Watkins  W.  Robards,  it  was  resolved  that 
the  Secretary  send  a  message  of  sympathy  and  affection  from 
the  Convention  to  the  Rev.  Julian  Edward  Ingle. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Warren  W.  Way,  the  following 
resolution  was  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  this  Convention  express  its  great  appreciation  of 
the  remarkable  offering  made  by  the  children  of  the  Church  Schools, 
in  making  their  Lenten  offerings  for  missions  this  year. 

The  Rev.  Isaac  W.  Hughes  extended  an  invitation  for  the 
Convention  to  meet  in  Holy  Innocents'  Church,  Henderson,  in 
1929,  which  was  accepted. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  William  Erwin,  a  vote  of  thanks  was  ex- 
tended to  Christ  Church,  Cleveland,  for  the  invitation  to  meet 
there  in  1929. 
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The  Convention  took  a  recess  for  luncli  until  2  p.m. 

The  Bishop  called  the  Convention  to  order  and  appointed  the 
following  board  of  Examining  Chaplains,  which  was  confirmed 
hj  the  Convention  :

Mr.  Lewis  C.  Burwell  presented  the  report  of  the  Diocesan 
Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  William  A.  Erwin,  a  vote  of  thanks  was 
extended  to  the  parishioners  of  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Com- 
forter, St.  Peter's  Church,  St.  Martin's  Church,  the  Church 
of  St.  Michael  and  All  Angels  and  to  the  officials  of  the 
Thompson  Orphanage,  for  the  splendid  entertainment  given 
to  the  Convention. 

The  Bev.  Robert  B.  Owens  submitted  the  report  of  the 
Committee  on  Canons,  as  follows : 

Your  Committee  on  Canons  has  carefully  considered  the  matters 
that  have  been  referred  to  it  by  this  Convention,  and  we  beg  to 
make   our  report   as  follows*. 

1.  Resolved,  That  inasmuch  as  "St.  Augustine's  School"  has 
now  become  "St,  Augustine's  College,"  the  necessary  change  in 
name  be  made  in  Rule  of  Order  I — 12. 

2.  In  regard  to  the  resolution  adopted  at  the  annual  meeting 
of  the  congregation  of  Christ  Church,  Raleigh,  requesting  the 
Convention  to  amend  the  Constitution,  so  that  it  will  be  possible 
for  women  to  be  elected  to  serve  as  members  of  the  vestry:  Your 
Committee  is  unanimously  of  the  opinion  that  this  change  is  in- 
advisable, and  we,  therefore,  ask  to  be  discharged  from  further 
consideration  thereof. 

3.  In  regard  to  the  resolution  to  change  Section  IV,  Article  3, 
of  the  Constitution,  by  the  insertion  of  the  words  "Parochial  or 
Diocesan"  after  the  word  "Missions"  in  line  7:  Your  Committee 
is  of  the  opinion  that  the  object  desired  may  be  attained  by  com- 
plying with  the  provisions  of  Section  7  of  Canon  8.  For  this,  and 
other  reasons,  we  believe  the  proposed  change  to  be  unnecessary, 
and  inadvisable,  and  we  ask  to  be  discharged  from  further  con- 
sideration of  the  same.

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The  resolutions  were  adopted. 

The  Eev.  Erancis  H.  Craighill  presented  the  report  of  the 
Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church,  as  follows  : 

Report  of  the  Committee  on  the   State  of  the   Chuech 

Your  Committee  has  considered  the  resources,  obligations  and 
outlook  of  our  Diocese,  so  far  as  data  have  been  available  for  our 
use,  and  find  a  strong  and  growing  work  with  many  evidences 
of  prosperity  and  efficiency. 

The  Parochial  Reports  indicate  a  year  of  normal  and  vigorous 
Church  life  with  a  more  careful  concern  than  formerly  for  a 
complete  and  well  rounded  work,  especially  in  the  departments 
of  Social  Service  and  Religious  Education,  and  with  a  gratifying 
increase  in  the  number  of  Confirmations. 

Both  of  our  Treasurers  report  a  remarkably  high  percentage 
of  collections,  indicating  not  only  great  efficiency  on  the  part 
of  these  two  admirable  officials,  but  also  a  growing  faithfulness 
and  sense  of  obligation  on  the  part  of  the  Parishes  and  Missions 
of  the  Diocese. 

We  note  with  a  sense  of  real  loss  the  death  of  Bishop  Delany, 
and  anticipate  that  the  calling  away  of  this  faithful  leader  of  his 
own  race  will  necessitate  a  complete  reorganization  of  the  Colored 
work,  not  only  in  our  own  Diocese,  but  also  in  the  others  in  which 
he  served.  There  are  healthy  signs  of  progress  in  our  Colored 
Convocation.  The  work  is  being  revived  in  some  places  and 
efforts  are  being  made  to  erect  new  buildings  in  Oxford,  Durham, 
Raleigh  and  Rocky  Mount.  Our  Colored  workers,  however,  express 
themselves  as  believing  that  there  is  need  for  strengthening  the 
strategic  points  in  the  Convocation  by  salaries  commensurate  with 
the  demands  of  present  day  living  conditions,  and  thereby  establish 
with  permanency  the  clerical  workers.  One  of  our  faithful  colored 
ministers  has  just  declined  a  call  to  another  Diocese  at  a  salary 
more  than   double   that   which   he   is   receiving   here. 

The  Diocese  is  to  be  congratulated  upon  the  acquisition  of  an 
Executive  Secretary  and  the  completion  of  a  modern  organization 
in  line  with  that  of  the  General  Church.  We  also  note  with 
gratification  the  new  plan  of  apportionment  for  the  Forward  Move- 
ment Fund,  with  its  arrangement  for  elastic  adjustment  to  the 
conditions  of  each  Church,  and  with  its  possibilities  for  progressive 
revision  as  the  need  may  become  apparent. 

The  past  few  years  have  brought  a  notable  increase  in  new  build- 
ings and  other  improvements  in  parish  equipment,  and  this  move- 
ment  still   continues,   with   announcements    of   buildings,    projected 
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or   under   construction,    of   greater   total  value   than   at   any   other 
period  in  the  history  of  the  Diocese. 

The  large  and  growing  work  among  college  students  has  been 
presented  to  this  Convention,  and  has  been  passed  by  with  little 
apparent  prospect  of  adequate  increase,  either  in  appropriations  or 
workers.  Your  Committee  feels  this  to  be  one  of  the  most  im- 
portant and  one  of  the  most  neglected  fields  of  our  Church  work, 
and  recommends  that  increased  provision  be  made  for  it. 

Your  Committee  feels  that  it  has  been  hampered  in  its  work  by 
inadequate  time  for  a  proper  survey  of  the  State  of  the  Church, 
and  recommends  that  in  the  future  the  Committee  on  the  State 
of  the  Church  be  appointed  at  one  Convention  for  report  to  the 
next;  or  else  be  appointed  long  enough  in  advance  to  have  op: 
portunity  to  secure  information,  study  conditions  and  receive  sug- 
gestions. And  we  further  recommend  that  the  report  of  the 
Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church  be  included  in  the  order  of 
business  for  the  first  day  of  the  Convention,  that  there  may  be  op- 
portunity for  the  Convention  to  take  action  in  regard  to  any 
information  or  suggestion  which  the  Committee  may  submit. 

In  conclusion,  your  Committee  would  congratulate  the  Diocese 
upon  a  general  condition  of  prosperity  and  efficiency  and  upon  the 
excellent  fraternal  spirit  arid  mutual  goodwill  which  prevails 
among  leaders  and  workers  in  this  corner  of  the  Master's  Vine- 
yard. We  pray  that  this  condition  may  continue,  and  that  we  may 
go  forward  with  fuller  understanding  and  greater  power  as  humble 
followers  and  faithful  servants  of  the  Prince  of  Peace.

SUPPLEMENTARY    REPORT 

There  has  been  referred  to  this  Committee,  a  series  of  memorials 
and  petitions  presented  by  Mr.  Erwin  A.  Holt  of  Burlington,  re- 
questing that  this  Convention  go  on  record  as  advocating  the  reten- 
tion of  the  thirty-nine  Articles   in  the  Prayer  Book. 

Your  Committee  believes  that  there  are  many  in  the  Church 
who  share  the  perturbation  and  distress  expressed  in  these  Resolu- 
tions, and  who  fear  that  grave  results  may  follow  the  elimination 
of  the  Articles  of  Religion;  and  we  submit  that  their  point  of  view 
should  receive  full  and  sympathetic  consideration,  but  we  can  not 
feel  that  it  would  be  helpful  or  conclusive  to  submit  the  matter 
to  discussion  and  vote  in  this  Convention. 

We  therefore  recommend  that  the  matter  be  entrusted  to  our  duly 
elected  Deputies  to  the  General  Convention  with  special  com- 
mendation to  their  serious  and  prayerful  consideration. 
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On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Robert  B.  Owens,  it  was  resolved  that 
the  Secretary  be  directed  to  prepare  suitable  memorial  pages 
in  the  Journal  in  commemoration  of  the  late  Right  Rev. 
Henry  B.  Delany,  D.D.,  and  the  late  Joseph  T.  McDuffie,  and 
that  a  committee  be  appointed  to  draw  up  suitable  resolutions 
for  insertion  in  the  Journal,  with  reference  to  the  death  of 
Bishop  Delany.  The  Bishop  appointed  the  following  com- 
mittee :

Whereas,  his  life  has  been  one  of  unselfish  devotion  and  service 
to  his  people  for  a  long  period  of  years,  and  to  the  Church  in  this 
Diocese  in  particular  as  teacher,  priest,  archdeacon;  and  as  Bishop 
for  the  past  ten  years,  serving  also  in  the  Dioceses  of  East,  and 
West  North  Carolina  and  of  South  Carolina;  and 

Whereas,  he  was  faithful  and  humble  as  a  follower  of  Christ,  loyal 
and  true  to  those  in  authority,  sympathetic,  kind  and  just  to  those 
under  his  jurisdiction,  always  doing  his  best  as  God  gave  him 
vision,   to   spread   the    Gospel; 

Therefore  he  it  resolved.  That  this  Diocesan  Convention  in  Char- 
lotte assembled,  May  1928,  do  hereby  express  its  deep  appreciation 
of  the  devoted  service  the  Bishop  has  rendered  to  the  Church  by  his 
ministrations  and  by  his  living  example  of  patience,  humility  and 
charity. 

Resolved,  That  we  deplore  his  passing  as  a  distinct  loss  to  this 
Diocese  in  which  he  worked  throughout  his  entire  ministry.  He  has 
fought  a  good  fight;  he  has  finished  his  course;  he  has  kept  the  faith. 
He  has  his  reward. 

Resolved,  That  a  copy  of  these  resolutions  be  sent  to  the  Bishop's 
family.

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Brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity: 

"We  are  meeting  for  our  one  hundred  and  twelfth  Annual  Con- 
vention, not  in  a  parish  church,  as  has  been  our  custom,  but 
in  the  Chapel  of  the  Thompson  Orphanage.  This,  in  a  man- 
ner, serves  to  illustrate  a  very  significant  fact  in  the  life  of  the 
Church  and  of  the  Diocese.  It  manifests,  not  only  the  growth 
and  material  advancement  of  recent  years,  but  also  emphasizes 
the  wider  view  of  our  responsibility  to  one  another  and  to  the 
community  at  large.  In  simpler  states  of  social  life,  and  in  a 
less  crowded  population,  such  institutions  as  Orphanages, 
Training  Schools,  Hospitals,  and  the  like,  were  less  needed. 
Individual  benevolence  and  neighborly  kindly  activities  could 
in  a  degree  meet  the  demands  of  the  orphan,  the  sick,  and  the 
needy.  Our  more  crowded  life  and  the  artificial  conditions 
incident  thereto,  and  also  our  greatly  increased  and  increasing 
knowledge  of  the  best  methods  of  dealing  with  these  unavoidable 
phases  of  human  life,  demand  more  than  individual  effort  can 
supply.  It  is  one  of  the  justified  claims  of  Christianity  that 
the  Church  was  the  first  to  see  and  appreciate  this  situation, 
and  to  bring  relief  in  all  kinds  of  suffering  and  need.  Orphan- 
ages, hospitals,  schools,  institutions  for  rescue  and  systematic 
training  in  useful  arts  and  occupations,  all  took  their  origin  in 
the  Church,  and  were  part  of  her  normal  activities  in  pro- 
claiming the  love  and  goodness  of  God,  and  in  fulfilling  her 
mission  of  carrying  Christ's  Gospel  to  the  world. 

We  sometimes  hear  it  suggested  that  the  Church  is  now  too 
much  disposed  to  leave  these  functions  to  the  State,  or  to  the 
general  benevolence  of  the  community  at  large.  And  it  is 
undoubtedly  true  that  the  activities  of  the  State  in  the  field, 
both  of  Charity  and  of  Education,  very  greatly  exceed  what  is 
done  under  organized  ecclesiastical  administration.  To  me 
this  has  not  seemed  in  any  way  to  detract  from  the  honor  of 
the  Church.  The  Kingdom  of  God,  in  one  sense,  is  the  visible 
Church  of  God  in  the  world.  But  in  another  quite  real  sense, 
the  Kingdom  of  God  is  the  Good  Will  of  God  bringing  the 
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world  into  conformity  with  His  love  and  goodness.  The  Church 
is  not  to  strive  to  keep  all  divine  grace  within  the  limits  of 
its  visible  membership.  It  is  to  manifest  the  power  of  Christ's 
diffusive  life  by  imparting  His  Knowledge  and  His  Spirit 
to  all  men  and  to  all  human  society.  Every  good  work  of  mercy 
and  enlightenment,  secular  or  ecclesiastical,  is  the  work 
of  God;  and  to  the  extent  in  which  the  State  and  the  commu- 
nity abound  in  such  works,  to  that  extent  we  see  the  accomplish- 
ment of  God's  purposes  in  Christ  that  the  kingdoms  of  this 
world  shall  become  the  Kingdom  of  God  and  of  Christ. 

I  think  we  may  take  a  legitimate  pride  in  calling  to  mind 
the  fact  that  in  the  work  of  both  hospitals  and  orphanages,  our 
own  branch  of  the  Church,  has  led  the  way  in  this  community, 
and  I  do  not  think  I  shall  go  beyond  the  facts  if  I  should  say 
in  the  State.  The  Masons  established  the  first  Orphanage  of 
those  existing  in  this  State.  Intended  first  for  the  orphans  of 
the  members  of  that  Order,  it  was  very  soon,  by  a  wise  and 
benevolent  policy,  extended  to  the  needy  generally;  and  for 
some  years  most  of  our  parishes  contributed  annually  to  St. 
John's  Orphanage,  Oxford.  But  the  next  to  be  established  was 
the  Thompson  Orphanage  and  Training  Institution  here  in 
Charlotte,  by  action  of  the  Diocesan  Convention  of  1886.  I 
was  associated  with  the  Eev.  Mr.,  Osborne  in  cooperating  with 
the  Kev.  Mr.  Branson  in  agreeing  upon  the  conditions  and  pre- 
paring the  deeds  which  were  accepted  by  that  Convention,  and 
within  the  next  few  months  the  work  began,  and  has  gone  on 
steadily  until  today.  I  need  not  attempt  to  describe  its  course. 
You  see  for  yourselves  what  has  grown  from  the  small  begin- 
nings of  1886.  The  names  of  its  first  two  Superintendents, 
Edwin  A.  Osborne,  and  Walter  J.  Smith,  stand  second  to  none 
in  our  list  of  faithful  and  useful  priests  and  pastors.  And  our 
present  Superintendent  is  following  in  their  footsteps. 

I  have  dwelt  on  these  thoughts  longer  than  I  had  intended, 
though  I  believe,  not  longer  than  their  importance  and  interest 
deserve. 

Since  we  last  met  two  of  our  Clergy  has  passed  on  to  their 
reward:    Bishop  Delany,  and  the  Eev.  Joseph  T.  McDuffie. 
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Mr.  McDuffie  was  a  godly  and  faithful  colored  priest,  who 
for  a  year  or  two  had  been  in  charge  of  our  Colored  Mission 
of  St.,  Stephen's  in  Winston-Salem.  His  ministry  in  this 
Diocese  was  too  brief  to  show  any  very  notable  results,  but 
he  was  a  faithful  and  devoted  minister  of  Christ,  and  enjoyed 
the  confidence  and  respect  of  his  people  and  of  the  Bishop 
under  whom  he  served. 

Bishop  Delany  occupied  and  will  always  occupy  a  dis- 
tinguished place  in  the  annals  of  the  Diocese.  Very  few  men 
have  been  so  constantly  employed  in  important  and  useful  work 
throughout  their  whole  lives  as  was  Bishop  Delany.  Born  a 
slave  in  1858,  he  did  not  succeed  in  obtaining  a  competent 
education  until  mature  manhood.  It  was  in  1885  that  he  was 
graduated  from  St.  Augustine's  School.  He  was  immediately 
employed  as  a  teacher,  and  in  1898,  at  the  request  of  the 
Rev.  Dr.  Hunter,  Principal,  he  was  elected  Vice  Principal  of 
the  School.  The  same  year  he  was  appointed  on  the  Colored 
Commission  and  continued  on  the  Commission  until  its  dis- 
solution. When  in  1898  I  appointed  a  Colored  Priest  to  be 
Archdeacon  of  our  colored  work,  he  was  my  first  choice  for  that 
position ;  but  Dr.  Hunter  felt  him  to  be  so  very  greatly  needed  in 
St.  Augustine's,  that  he  begged  me  not  to  take  him  from  that 
work.  In  1908,  however,  upon  the  death  of  Archdeacon  Pol- 
lard, Dr.  Hunter  generously  consented  to  let  me  have  him  for 
our  Archdeacon.  He  continued  in  that  position  until  he  was  in 
1918  consecrated  Suffragan  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  N'orth  Caro- 
lina. For  nearly  ten  years  he  performed  his  Episcopal  duties 
with  faithful  devotion  and  general  acceptance.  At  the  request 
of  the  Bishops  of  South  Carolina,  and  East  Carolina,  he  ren- 
dered Episcopal  services  to  the  Colored  Clergy  and  congrega- 
tions of  those  Dioceses,  and  also  from  time  to  time  visited  the 
Colored  congregations  in  the  Diocese  of  Western  N'orth  Caro- 
lina at  the  request  of  Bishop  Horner.  It  was  a  hard  and  ex- 
hausting service,  and  very  possibly  may  have  shortened  his 
days.  But  he  did  not  spare  himself,  and  when  the  end  came 
he  was  content.  When  first  realizing  the  seriousness  of  his 
indisposition,  he  said  to  me  quite  simply  and  naturally,  that 
he  feared  he  should  not  be  able  to  resume  his  work,  and  it 
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might  be  that  he  was  near  his  end.  He  said,  if  that 
should  be  the  case,  he  was  satisfied  to  go;  that  he  had  tried 
to  do  his  work  to  the  best  of  his  ability,  and  he  was  ready  for 
whatever  might  be  God's  will  for  him;  or  words  to  that  effect. 

I  never  knew  him  to  shirk  any  duty,  or  to  repine  at  any 
loss  or  suffering.  Our  relations  were  affectionate  and  har- 
monious. I  felt  that  he  was  almost  too  ready  to  defer  to  my 
judgments  and  to  my  wishes.  I  have  had  no  clergyman  in  the 
Diocese  in  whom  I  have  had  more  absolute  confidence,  nor  any 
who  more  faithfully  and  diligently  applied  himself  to  the 
thorough  performance  of  every  duty. 

It  cannot  be  denied  that  many  of  our  people  doubted  whether 
the  high  office  of  Bishop  in  the  Church  could  safely  be  bestowed 
upon  a  I^egro.  I  believe  no  one  who  knew  Bishop  Delany 
continued  to  entertain  such  a  doubt.  In  simple  piety  and  devo- 
tion; in  Christian  humility,  yet  gentlemanly  dignity  and  self- 
respect,  in  rendering  to  all  their  due,  while  commanding  by  his 
inherent  qualities  that  which  was  due  to  himself,  he  was  an 
example  by  which  all  may  profit.  A  noble  Christian  Bishop, 
and  a  valiant  soldier  and  servant  of  Christ  has  finished  his 
course  in  faith,  and  now  rests  from  his  labors.

After  thirty  years  service  as  President  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  St.  Mary's  School,  Raleigh,  from  its  organization 
in  1897  to  its  Commencement  in  May,  1927,  I  felt  that  it  was 
best  that  I  should  decline  a  further  election,  in  order  that  the 
leadership  in  our  oldest  and  greatest  diocesan  institution  might 
pass  into  younger  and  more  enterprising  hands.  Bishop  Penick 
is  now  President  of  the  Board,  and  I  trust  and  feel  assured  that 
he  will  receive  the  hearty  and  unanimous  support  of  all  our 
Carolina  Dioceses  in  carrying  on  that  work  to  a  higher  develop- 
ment which  its  situation  and  its  possibilities  demand.  It  has 
much  more  than  attained  all  that  we,  who  took  up  the  work 
in  1897,  anticipated.    But  each  advance  has  opened  to  our  view 
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greater  prospects  ahead.  I  fear  that  we  are  somewliat  tempted 
to  rest  on  our  oars,  and  praise  ourselves  for  what  we  have 
already  accomplished.  But  those  who  have  been  most  active  in 
what  has  already  been  done  see  most  clearly  that  to  retain  our 
gains  we  must  press  forward  to  the  greater  things  of  the  future. 
Bishop  Penick  fully  appreciates  this.  If  the  people  of  this 
Diocese  will  rally  to  his  support,  as  they  did  to  us  who  had  the 
leadership  in  1897,  I  have  every  confidence  that  he  will  see 
as  great  an  advance  in  the  coming  years  of  his  Episcopate,  as 
we  have  seen  during  the  past  thirty  years. 

In  this  connection  we  rejoice  in  the  steps  taken  by  the 
Trustees  of  what  was  begun  more  than  sixty  years  ago  at  St. 
Augustine's  Normal  School  and  Collegiate  Institute,  which 
has  now,  by  a  wise  and  happy  development  become  ''St. 
Augustine's  College.''  This  is  not  an  institution  of  our  Diocese, 
but  a  General  Institution  of  our  N^ational  Church.  But  its 
location  in  this  Diocese  has  naturally  brought  it  close  to  us, 
and  has  given  to  us  the  greatest  share  in  its  benefits.  In  the 
same  way  it  has  imposed  on  us  the  greatest  responsibility  in  its 
government  and  support.  I  could  wish  that  our  people  gener- 
ally appreciated  more  fully  its  value  to  us,  and  our  duty  and 
responsibility  to  it.  Too  much  cannot  be  said  in  honor  of  its 
present  head,  the  Rev.  Edgar  H.  Goold,  and  of  his  worthy  pred- 
ecessors, the  Rev.  Dr.  A.  Burtis  Hunter,  the  Rev.  Robt.  B. 
Sutton,  the  Rev.  Jno.  E.  C.  Smedes,  and  the  Rev.  J.  Brinton 
Smith,  for  their  self-denying  labors,  and  for  the  zeal,  industry, 
and  wide  and  generous  spirit  in  which  they  have  carried  on 
this  work.  And  while  they  have  accomplished  such  great  re- 
sults in  this  work  specially  committed  to  them,  they  have  en- 
deared themselves  to  our  Clergy  and  people,  and  have  been 
deeply  interested  in  our  Diocese,  and  influential  and  helpful  in 
its  work.,  We  owe  our  most  cordial  interest  and  our  most  gener- 
ous cooperation  to  this  great  enterprise,  which  has  done  in  the 
past  so  much  for  our  colored  people,  and  for  our  whole  country, 
of  which  our  colored  people  are  an  integral  and  important 
part;  and  which  has  such  incalculable  possibilities  of  future 
usefulness. 
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This  naturally  brings  me  to  the  consideration  of  the  Colored 
Work  in  this  Diocese;  and  to  the  situation  produced  by  the 
loss  of  our  dear  and  honored  brother,  Bishop  Delany.  Those 
of  this  Convention  who  remember  my  address  delivered  at  the 
Diocesan  Convention  in  Wilson  in  May,  1917,  and  the  action 
taken  in  response  to  my  request  for  the  election  and  conse- 
cration of  a  Colored  Suffragan  Bishop,  will  remember  that 
the  matter  was  not  presented  by  me,  or  acted  on  by  the  Con- 
vention, as  of  purely  diocesan  concern.  It  was  not  because 
I  felt  the  need  of  Episcopal  assistance  in  ministering  to  our 
colored  people,  and  administering  the  affairs  of  our  Colored 
Convocation,  that  I  proposed  and  advocated  such  a  course.  I 
presented  the  matter  as  of  general  interest  to  the  whole  of  our 
colored  work  in  the  South,  and  as  in  a  manner  our  loyal 
response  to  the  action  of  the  General  Convention,  which  in 
three  or  four  successive  sessions  had  declared  that  Suffragan 
Bishops  should  be  employed  in  the  South,  as  the  best  means 
of  promoting  our  Church  work  among  our  colored  people.  It 
was  also  suggested  that  the  Bishops  of  East  Carolina  and  of 
South  Carolina,  had  signified  their  desire  to  cooperate  with 
us  in  this  effort  for  the  advancement  of  our  work.  Thus  the 
election  of  Bishop  Delany  was  in  effect  by  the  concerted  action 
of  three  Dioceses,  as  affording  a  prospect  of  solving  problems 
of  even  wider  interests  than  those  of  one  or  more  particular 
Dioceses. 

Therefore,  the  question  now  before  us  is  not  one  of  merely 
diocesan  concern,  and  it  is  not,  in  my  view,  proper  for  us  in 
this  meeting  to  decide  it.  A  most  important  committee  of  the 
General  Convention,  perhaps  the  most  important  of  all  its 
committees,  so  far  as  the  practical  work  of  the  Church  through- 
out the  United  States  is  concerned,  the  ''Committee  on  Evalu- 
ation/' has  prepared  and  circulated  an  elaborate  report,  to  be 
submitted  to  the  General  Convention  next  October.  The  work 
of  the  Church  among  the  I^egroes  receives  careful  and  extended 
discussion,  and  especially  the  subject  of  Episcopal  ministrations 
for  them.  This  committee  insists  strongly  upon  the  impor- 
tance of  conferences  on  the  subject  by  the  Bishops  of  the  South, 
or  perhaps  by  representative  Bishops   from   all   parts   of  the 
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country,  in  order  that  some  general  policy  should  be  adopted, 
to  be  applied  to  the  work  througbout  tbe  Soutb;  and  tbat  it 
sbould  not  be  left  to  tbe  individual  and  varying  scbemes  of 
particular  Dioceses  and  Bisbops. 

It  seems  to  me  tbat  we  sbould  follow  tbe  advice  of  tbis  very 
able  committee,  wbo  bave  been  giving  careful  and  laborious 
attention  to  tbis  question  for  tbree  years,  and  bave  sougbt  dili- 
gently to  make  tbemselves  thoroughly  familiar  with  the  facts 
of  tbe  case,  and  have  made  minute  inquiries  of  every  Southern 
Bishop;  and  in  their  report  present  us  with  tbe  mature  re- 
sults of  their  wide  and  protracted  investigation  and  deliberation. 

My  suggestion  to  tbis  Convention,  therefore,  is  tbat  we 
postpone  all  action,  as  to  the  necessity  for  special  Episcopal 
ministrations  for  our  N^egro  Clergy  and  people,  in  order  that 
we  may  be  in  a  position  to  cooperate  in  any  general  scheme 
which  may  be  agreed  upon  by  tbe  authorities  of  our  J^ational 
Church.,  And  may  God's  good  Spirit  guide  us  in  tbis  and  in 
all  things,  that  we  may  accomplish  His  purposes  for  all  men.

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A  srummary  of  my  official  acts  for  the  year  1927,  a  full 
record  of  whicli  is  hereto  attached,  shows  that  I  have  ma^e  51 
Visitations,  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion  43  times  in  public 
and  twice  in  private,  officiated  at  32  other  services,  laid  the 
cornerstone  of  one  new  Church  building,  baptized  21  persons, 
officiated  at  one  wedding  ceremony  and  two  funerals,  ordained 
one  Candidate  to  the  Diaconate  and  advanced  one  Deacon  to 
the  Priesthood,  participated  in  the  examination  of  one  Candi- 
date for  Holy  Orders,  held  35  Conferences  with  groups  and 
individuals  by  appointment,  attended  60  meetings  of  commit- 
tees and  departments,  preached  108  times  and  confirmed  310 
persons.  Outside  the  diocese,  chiefly  in  connection  with  the 
Bishops'  Crusade,  I  have  officiated  at  three  services,  celebrated 
the  Holy  Communion  15  times,  baptized  one  infant,  officiated 
at  one  wedding,  attended  6  Trustee  and  Committee  meetings, 
and  delivered  27  sermons  and  addresses.  The  only  item  in  this 
sum.mary  that  seems  to  deserve  comment  is  the  number  of 
Confirmations.  Last  year  I  called  your  attention  to  a  decline 
in  the  size  of  Confirmation  classes.  The  past  year,  however, 
shows  an  improvement  in  this  respect  so  far  as  my  visitations 
are  concerned,  of  approximately  33  per  cent.  This  fact  reflects 
the  results  of  the  Bishops'  Crusade  the  fruit  of  which  was  not 
so  evident  one  year  ago  as  it  is  today.  We  are  encouraged  by 
the  assurance  that  this  Crusade,  to  which  both  clergy  and 
laity  of  this  diocese  devoted  themselves  with  earnestness  and 
enthusiasm  was  more  than  a  passing  incident  in  our  Church  life. 
The  Spirit  of  God  works  slowly;  and  now  that  sufficient  time 
has  elapsed  for  the  fruits  of  this  movement  to  become  evident, 
we  are  beginning  to  realize  the  permanent  spiritual  values  that 
it  produced. 

The  Diocesan  Executive  Secretary 

Acting  under  the  instruction  of  the  Convention  held  in 
Burlington  last  year,  the  Diocesan  Council  has  secured  the 
services  of  an  Executive  Secretary,  the  Kev.  Elwood  L.  Haines, 
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wlio  comes  to  us  after  several  years  of  experience  in  tlie  mission 
field  and  also  in  parochial  life  of  the  Churcli  in  this  country. 
The  creation  of  this  new  executive  office,  and  the  advent  of  its 
first  incumbent,  should  begin  a  new  and  progressive  stage  in  the 
history  of  this  diocese.  This  office  is  not  an  experiment.  It  had 
become  a  necessity.  For  the  rapid  expansion  of  the  several  de- 
partments of  the  Council,  ramifying  in  many  directions,  had 
created  such  a  volume  of  Church  activity  that  the  entire  time 
of  one  man  was  required  to  give  proper  attention  to  the  details 
of  diocesan  business.  In  addition  to  stimulating  interest  in 
religious  education  and  social  service  within  the  diocese,  this 
new  officer  will  devote  his  energies  particularly  to  the  Church's 
program,  the  Forward  Movement  and  the  Fall  Campaign,  so 
that  the  missionary  obligations  of  the  diocese  may  be  more  even- 
ly distributed  and  borne  by  a  larger  percentage  of  parishes  and 
missions.  North  Carolina  justly  deserves  an  excellent  name  for 
missionary  spirit  and  generosity  of  gifts,  but  there  are  a  few 
places  that  need  the  experience  of  a  wider  vision  of  the  mission 
of  the  Church  and  the  demands  of  faithfulness  in  stewardship. 
Through  cooperation  with  our  new  diocesan  officer,  we  anticipate 
that  l^orth  Carolina  shall  add  more  honors  to  its  honorable  mis- 
sionary record. 

The  Sewanee  Endowment  Fund 

On  the  31st  of  December,  1927,  a  note  of  this  diocese,  in  the 
sum  of  approximately  $15,000  to  the  University  of  the  South, 
was  due  and  payable.  This  sum  represented  the  difference  be- 
tween the  quota  of  $-60,000  assigned  to  this  diocese  in  1919,  in 
connection  with  the  Million  Dollar  Endowment  Campaign, 
and  the  amount  that  was  pledged  by  N'orth  Carolina  at  that 
time.  It  was  necessary  to  meet  this  obligation,  not  only  be- 
cause it  had  been  contracted  in  good  faith  but  also  because  of 
an  agreement  between  Sewanee  and  the  General  Educational 
Board  whereby  the  former  was  to  receiA^e  43  cents  for  every 
dollar  paid  in  by  the  dioceses.  The  full  amount  needed  has  been 
borrowed  from  the  bank  and  secured  by  the .  endorsement  of 
18  laymen  of  this  diocese.  The  original  quota  for  the  endow- 
ment of  Sewanee  has  thus  finally  been  paid  after  nine  years 
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of  waiting  and  tlie  loss  of  $10,000  in  interest  charges.  The 
diocesan  debt  will  be  given  a  preferential  position  on  our  budget 
until  it  is  paid.  The  services  of  these  18  laymen  who  have 
made  it  possible  for  the  obligation  to  Sewanee  to  be  retired 
are  entitled,  not  only  to  our  appreciation  but  also  to  all  the  pro- 
tection that  our  Council  and  Convention  can  bestow. 

The  General  Convention 

The  Triennial  Convention  of  our  Church  is  to  be  held  next 
October  in  "Washington,  D.  C.  Usually,  on  the  eve  of  the 
General  Convention,  the  Church  is  conscious  of  one  or  more 
issues  of  paramount  importance  calling  for  discussion  and 
decision.  While  business  of  a  serious  nature  touching  the 
future  of  the  Church,  such  as  the  adoption  of  a  new  missionary 
budget,  the  completion  of  Prayer  Book  Revision,  the  question  of 
divorce,  etc.,  will  receive  the  attention  of  the  Convention,  yet, 
fortunately,  there  is  no  anticipation  of  an  issue  arising  that 
might  threaten  the  inward  unity  and  harmony  of  the  Church. 
We  occasionally  hear  threatening  murmurs  of  partisan  suspicion 
to  which,  fortunately,  this  diocese  is  almost  wholly  a  stranger. 
At  the  heart  of  our  Church,  I  am  confident,  there  is  a  sane, 
dependable  discernment  that  can  be  trusted  to  distinguish  be- 
tween the  superficial  bickerings  of  shallow  souls  and  the  great 
broad  realization  of  the  need  of  the  world  for  Christ  and  of  His 
sufficiency  for  every  man  and  for  all  of  life.  My  opinion  of  the 
essential  unity  of  our  beloved  Church,  and  my  anticipation  of 
the  continued  practical  harmony  and  agreement  as  to  its  primary 
commission  to  spread  abroad  the  Good  l^ews  of  the  saving 
Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ,  may  resemble  the  reflections  of  an  ostrich 
with  its  head  in  the  sand.,  But,  in  spite  of  the  timorous  outcries 
of  pre-Convention  prophets,  I  rest  assured,  and  believe  that  this 
diocese,  with  its  wonderful  esprit  d'  corps,  and  unanimity  of 
feeling  and  purpose,  shares  in  the  sentiment  that  the  Holy  Spirit 
will  not  depart  from  this  Church  so  long  as  it  continues  to  put 
first,  last  and  forever,  the  Kingdom  of  God  and  His  righteous- 
ness.

Rt.  Rev.  Fathers  in  God  and  Brethren  of  the  Convention: 

During  the  year  1927  your  Archdeacon  has  traveled  15,725 
miles  by  train  and  car.  He  has  preached  167  sermons  and 
had  65  conferences  with  Congregations  and  Vestries  in  the 
interest  of  the  Forward  Movement  of  the  Church,  the  Bishojjs' 
Crusade  or  in  an  effort  to  supply  a  minister  to  a  congregation 
that  was  without  one.  He  has  had  3'  Baptisms,  has  presented  8 
for  confirmation,  has  officiated  at  1  wedding  and  5  funerals. 

The  travel,  office  and  incidental  expense  for  the  year  was 
$377.56.  The  emergency  expenses;  licenses  for  all  cars  used 
in  missionary  work ;  to  the  Eev.  Mr.  Drew  on  account  of  wreck, 
and  on  account  of  a  wreck  to  the  car  of  the  Archdeacon  was 
$184.85 — making  a  total  expense  of  $562.41. 

The  offerings  at  the  various  services  were  $602.36.  The  dif 
ference  of  $39.95  was  duly  deposited  to  the  credit  of  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Convocation  and  is  acknowledged  in  his  report. 

During  the  year  the  Archdeacon  has  received  special  offerings 
in  response  to  an  appeal  sent  to  the  friends  of  the  work  of 
$251.  Of  this  amount  the  siim  of  $111.92  has  been  spent  for 
new  tires  and  minor  repairs  on  the  Eectory — leaving  a  balance 
of  $139.08  as  an  emergency  fund  at  the  disposal  of  the 
Archdeacon. 

During  a  large  part  of  the  year  Eoanoke  Eapids  and  St. 
Luke's,  Northampton  County,  have  been  without  a  minister 
and  the  Archdeacon  has  striven  to  give  such  services  as  he  could 
besides  taking  part  in  the  Bishops'  Crusade  at  Eoanoke  Eapids. 
St.  Paul's,  Smithfield,  has  also  been  vacant  more  than  half  the 
year  and  has  been  supplied  by  the  Archdeacon.  The  Church 
of  the  Heavenly  Eest,  Middleburg,  has  also  been  under  the 
charge  of  the  Archdeacon.  Supplying  services  to  vacant 
Parishes  and  Missions  has  taxed  the  capacity  of  the  Archdeacon 
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to  tlie  uttermost  and  has  left  no  time  for  undertaking  any  new 
work.  With  a  slight  regrouping  for  the  year  1928  the  Arch- 
deacon hopes  to  have  time  to  enter  unexplored  territory  and  at- 
tempt to  plant  the  Church  in  places  where  it  has  not  been  before. 

The  splendid  new  Parish  Houses  at  St.  Saviour's,  Raleigh, 
and  Emmanuel,  Southern  Pines,  have  been  opened  in  the  past 
year.  Work  has  begun  on  the  new  Church  at  Sanford.  Enfield 
and  Littleton  have  both  greatly  improved  their  Churches  and 
the  elegant  new  Church  at  Warrenton  is  almost  completed. 
Wilson  is  building  a  beautiful  new  Rectory,  and  the  several 
minor  improvements  in  Church  property  in  the  Convocation  are 
all  evidences  of  the  live  and  prosperous  condition  of  the  Church. 

The  few  changes  in  the  field  of  work  and  the  loss  and  gain  of 
Clergy  are  fully  covered  in  the  Address  of  the  Bishop  and  need 
not  be  repeated  here. 

The  year  just  closed  is  the  sixth  year  of  service  of  the  present 
Archdeacon  who  thanks  God  for  the  blessing  that  has  been  given 
to  his  efforts  in  the  past  and  prays  for  greater  blessings  in  the 
years  to  come. 

My  report  as  Treasurer  of  the  Convocation  is  attached  to  and 
is  a  part  of  this  report.

The  above  figures  indicate  a  year  of  considerable  activity  on 
the  part  of  the  Archdeacon.  Needless  to  say  we  have  had  our 
usual  round  of  discouragements  of  one  sort  or  another.  However, 
they  seem  quite  insignificant  in  comparison  with  what  by  God's 
help  we  have  been  able  to  accomplish. 

That  our  people  are  getting  a  clearer  vision  of  Christian 
stewardship  is  evidenced  by  the  fact  that  they  are  giving  more 
unstintedly  of  their  time  and  means  as  time  goes  on  for  the  pro- 
motion of  Christ's  Kingdom.  There  has  been  a  very  gratifying 
increase  in  the  matter  of  Church  attendance  in  the  rural  and 
mill  communities,  and  notwithstanding  the  curtailment  of  forces 
in  the  railroad  shops  and  cotton  mills  during  a  portion  of  the 
Summer  months,  it  will  be  noted  from  Mr.  Wilkes'  report  as 
Forward  Movement  treasurer,  that  a  majority  of  our  mission 
congregations  managed  to  meet  their  quotas  in  full  for  the  year, 
which  in  many  instances  entailed  considerable  sacrifice. 

Another  outstanding  cause  for  encouragement  is  the  steadily 
increasing  interest  among  our  boys  and  girls  in  the  matter  of 
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Christian  service.  This  is  due  in  a  large  measure  to  the  very  ex- 
cellent leadership  of  Mrs.  Challen.  Too  much  cannot  be  said 
of  the  value  of  our  annual  Summer  camps,  and  it  is  to  be  regret- 
ted that  more  of  our  young  people  could  not  have  availed  them- 
selves of  the  wonderful  training  afforded  by  Mrs.  Challen,  Bishop 
Penick,  Rev.  Mr.  Lane  and  their  associates.  Those  who  have 
attended  these  camps  came  back  overflowing  with  zeal  and  en- 
thusiasm, and  have  passed  it  along  to  their  co-workers. 

Our  Church  Schools  are  making  substantial  growth  in  all 
parts  of  the  Convocation,  and  because  of  the  superior  educa- 
tional advantages  which  our  young  people  are  receiving  thru 
our  splendid  system  of  public  Schools,  they  are  becoming  more 
and  more  intellectually  fitted  to  grasp  the  Church's  teaching, 
the  result  of  which  is  already  quite  apparent. 

Few  changes  have  taken  place  among  the  clergy  during  the 
past  year,  which  are  duly  noted  in  the  Bishop's  address.

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THE  LAWRENCE   S.  HOLT  FUND 

Extracts  from  Agreement  and  Deed  of  Trust  between  Lawrence  S. 
Holt,  and  the  American  Security  and  Trust  Company  (of  Washing- 
ton, D.  C),  dated  July  19,  1923. 

"(2)  Ten  twenty-fifths  (i%5)  of  said  net  income  unto  the 
Treasurer  or  other  proper  financial  officer  for  the  time  being  of 
the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina, 
whose  receipt  shall  be  a  full  discharge  and  acquittance  of  the 
Trustee.  Said  net  income  shall  be  used  and  applied  under  the 
direction  of  the  Bishop  for  the  time  being  of  said  Diocese  with  the 
approval  of  the  Standing  Committee,  for  the  time  being  of  said 
Diocese  for  establishing,  development  and  maintaining  dependent 
missionary  and  church  work  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church 
in  said  Diocese  of  North  Carolina." 


THE  WILLIAM  H.  WILLIAMSON  TRUST  FUND 

In  the  year  1926,  the  Diocese  became  entitled,  under  the  will  of 
the  late  William  H.  Williamson,  to  certain  proportions  of  the 
income  of  a  trust  fund  established  by  him,  amounting  to  $210,000. 

Of  the  income  of  this  fund,  part  goes  to  the  Board  of  Managers 
of  the  Thompson  Orphanage,  and  part  to  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Diocese  for  purposes  expressed. 

The  two  clauses  of  the  will  specifying  amounts  thus  left  to  the 
Diocese  are  as  follows:  "It  (The  Trustee  Corporation)  shall  pay 
4%io  of  the  said  income  to  the  trustees  of  the  Thompson  Orphan- 
age of  Charlotte,  N.  C,  to  be  used  by  said  Trustees  in  any  manner 
they  may  see  fit,  for  the  maintenance  of  said  Orphanage. 

"It  shall  pay  4^io  of  said  income  to  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Diocese  of  North  Carolina  to  be  used  for  supplying  a  Diocesan 
Missionary,  to  be  selected  by  and  to  be  under  the  direction  of  the 
Bishop  and  Archdeacons  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina. 

"It  is  my  desire  that  this  income  shall  be  used  to  supply  and 
maintain  a  missionary  minister  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  hold 
missions  where  needed  in  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  and  to 
aid  in  holding  Services  in  those  parishes  that  have  no  full  time 
ministers;  it  being  my  desire  that  this  income  shall  help  build  up 
and  revive  weak  Churches  and  bring  new  members  to  the  Church."

The  one  hundred  and  thirteenth  Annual  Convention  of  the 
Diocese  of  ^N^orth  Carolina  was  held  in  the  Church  of  the  Holy 
Innocents,  Henderson,  I^.  C.  beginning  Tuesday,  May  14,  1929. 

The  Holy  Communion  was  celebrated  in  the  Church  of  the 
Holy  Innocents  at  7  r30  a.m.  by  the  Bishop  Coadjutor  of  the 
Diocese,  assisted  by  the  Rev.  Isaac  W.  Hughes  and  the  Rev. 
Elwood  L.  Haines. 

At  9 :30  a.m.  Morning  Prayer  was  said  by  Bishop  Penick, 
assisted  by  the  Rev.  Morrison  Bethea  and  the  Rev.  William 
H.  Hardin. 

In  the  absence  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  the  Bishop 
Coadjutor  called  the  Convention  to  order  at  10:30  a.m.  and 
the  roll  was  called  by  the  Secretary;  twenty-eight  clergy  and 
eighty-two  delegates  from  thirty-four  parishes  and  six  missions 
were  present  and  answered  to  their  names.  A  quorum  being 
present,  Bishop  Penick  declared  the  Convention  duly  organized. 
The  Rev.  Elwood  L.  Haines  was  elected  Secretary,  and  the 
Rev.  Joseph  W.  Bynum  was  appointed  Assistant  Secretary. 

On  the  motion  of  the  Rev.  Isaac  W.  Hughes,  the  hours  of  the 
Convention  were  fixed  according  to  the  printed  program. 

Bishop  Penick,  in  the  absence  of  Bishop  Cheshire,  read  the 
Bishop's  Address.     (See  Appendix  A.) 

Bishop  Penick  then  read  his  annual  address  to  the  Convention. 
(See  Appendix  A.) 

The  addresses  of  the  Bishops  were  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  the  State  of  the  Church. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Theodore  Partrick,  Jr.,  the  Secretary 
was  instructed  to  send  a  telegram  of  greeting  to  the  Convention 
of  the  Diocese  of  Virginia  on  the  occasion  of  the  one  hundredth 
anniversary  of  the  Missionary  Society  of  the  Diocese.  (The 
telegram  was  duly  sent  and  a  reply  greeting  received.) 
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On  the  motion  of  Mr.  Samuel  S.  I^ash,  the  Secretary  was 
instructed  to  send  a  telegram  to  the  Rev.  Robert  B.  Owens 
expressing  the  Convention's  regret  for  his  absence,  after  thirty- 
nine  years  of  consecutive  attendance  upon  our  diocesan  con- 
ventions. 

On  the  motion  of  the  Rev.  A.  Burtis  Hunter,  the  Secretary 
was  instructed  to  send  a  telegram  to  the  Bishop '  of  the  Diocese, 
expressing  the  Convention's  regret  for  his  absence,  and  convey- 
ing its  loving  sympathy  on  account  of  the  illness  of  Mrs. 
Cheshire. 

(The  above  telegrams  were  duly  sent.) 

In  the  absence  of  the  Rev.  Robert  B.  Owens,  the  Rev.  Alfred 
S.  Lawrence  was  appointed  chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Canons. 

The  Rev.  Milton  A.  Barber  read  the  report  of  the  Standing 
Committee  of  the  Diocese,  as  follows: 

Report  of  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese  for  1928 

February  10.  This  meeting  was  called  at  the  request  of  the 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese  to  consider  the  appropriations  from  the  in- 
come of  the  Holt  Fund.  The  schedule  of  appropriations  submitted 
by  the  Bishop  was  approved  by  the  Standing  Committee. 

March  29.  There  was  laid  before  the  Committee  the  application  of 
Mr.  Duncan  Thomas  to  be  recommended  to  the  Bishop  for  ordina- 
tion to  the  Diaconate,  The  Candidate  being  more  than  thirty 
years  of  age,  and  having  had  considerable  experience  in  public 
speaking  and  pastoral  work  as  a  Presbyterian  Minister,  the  Stand- 
ing Committee  unanimously  recommended  that  the  time  of  his 
Candidacy  for  Holy  Orders  be  shortened,  and  that  he  be  ordained  to 
the  Diaconate  at  any  time  after  this  date. 

On  the  other  hand,  Mr.  Allen  Person's  application  to  be  recom- 
mended to  the  Bishop  for  ordination  to  the  Diaconate  gave  rise  to 
considerable  discussion.  As  Mr.  Person  had  not  served  out  his  full 
three  years  as  a  Candidate,  and  as  he  would  not  complete  his  course 
at  the  Theological  Seminary  of  Virginia  until  the  following  June, 
some  of  the  members  of  the  Standing  Committee — perhaps  all  of 
them — could  see  no  reason  for  recommending  him  for  ordination 
to  the  Diaconate  at  this  time.  But  Bishop  Penick  having  requested 
that  the  time  of  his  Candidacy  be  shortened  and  that  he  be  recom- 
mended for  ordination  to  the  Diaconate,  this  was  done,  not,  however, 
by  a  unanimous  vote. 
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The  Standing  Committee  is  not  averse  to  recommending  that  the 
time  of  a  man's  Candjdacy  be  shortened,  when  circumstances  seem 
to  justify  it.  But  we  are  of  the  unanimous  opinion  that  when  such 
request  is  made,  good  and  sufficient  reasons  therefor  should  be  given 
by  the  Bishop;   or  by  the  Candidate,  endorsed  by  the  Bishop. 

September  18.  This  being  the  first  meeting  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee since  its  reelection  by  the  last  Diocesan  Convention,  the  Com- 
mittee was  duly  organized  by  the  reelection  of  the  Rev.  Milton  A. 
Barber  as  President  and  of  Mr.  Joseph  B.  Cheshire,  Jr.,  as  Secretary. 

At  this  meeting  the  application  of  the  Rev.  Duncan  Thomas, 
Deacon,  to  be  recommended  to  the  Bishop  for  ordination  to  the 
Priesthood  was  presented.  On  account  of  the  age  and  past  experience 
of  Mr.  Thomas,  the  Committee  recommended  that  his  time  as  Deacon 
be  shortened,  and  that  he  be  ordained  to  the  Priesthood  at  any  time 
after  October  15,  1928,  provided  that  all  the  requirements  of  Canon 
Five  shall  have  been  met. 

The  application  of  Mr.  Lewis  Page  Spencer,  Postulant,  to  be 
recommended  to  the  Bishop  for  admission  as  a  Candidate  for  Holy 
Orders  was  favorably  acted  on.  And  for  good  and  sufficient  reasons, 
he  was  recommended  to  the  Bishop  for  admission  as  a  Candidate 
as  of  May  1,  1928. 

November  27.  The  Rev.  Roma  Coxey  Fortune,  a  Deaf  Mute 
Deacon,  was  recommended  to  the  Bishop  for  ordination  to  the  Priest- 
hood. 

The  Committee  postponed  action  on  the  application  of  Mr.  Parker 
Moore  to  be  recommended  to  the  Bishop  for  ordination  to  the 
Diaconate.  Mr.  Moore  had  been  a  Candidate  only  eighteen  months. 
No  reason  was  given  either  by  him  or  by  the  Bishop  why  the  time 
of  his  Candidacy  should  be  shortened  and  he  be  recommended  for 
ordination  at  this  time.  Hence  the  refusal  of  the  Committee  to  act 
favorably  on  this  application.

Elwood  L.  Haines,  Secretary  of  the  Executive  Coun- 
cil of  the  Diocese,  read  the  report  of  the  Executive  Council,  as 
follows :

The  Executive  Council  of  the  Diocese  met  in  Greensboro,  July 
13,  1928,  and  was  reorganized  as  follows:

G.  Burnet  Lewis,  The  Rev.  Wm.  H.  Wheeler. 

The  Rev.  H.  Norwood  Bowne,  at  the  advice  of  his  physician, 
resigned  as  a  member  of  the  Executive  Council  on  September  12, 
1928.  The  Rev.  Milton  A.  Barber  was  unanimously  elected  to  fill  the 
vacancy  thus  created,  and  was  appointed  to  the  chairmanship  of  the 
Department  of  Religious  Education. 

Five  meetings  of  the  Council  were  held  during  the  year.  Bishop 
Penick  presided  at  all  sessions,  the  Rev.  Elwood  L.  Haines,  Executive 
Secretary  of  the  Diocese,  serving  as  Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  the 
Council. 

Field  Department 

The  special  committee  on  Advance  Work  for  the  erection  of  a 
church  for  the  deaf  in  Durham  reported  contributions  and  pledges 
totalling  $11,305.  The  committee,  composed  of  the  Rev.  John  L. 
Jackson,  the  Rev.  Sidney  S.  Bost,  and  Mrs.  Warren  W.  Way  was 
continued,  with  the  request  that  it  collect  all  unpaid  pledges.  At 
the  request  of  the  Executive  Council,  Bishop  Cheshire  appointed 
the  following  building  committee  to  proceed  with  the  erection  of  the 
church  for  the  deaf  in  Durham  as  soon  as  the  necessary  funds  were 
in  hand:  The  Rev  Sidney  S.  Bost,  Chairman;  The  Rev.  Roma  C. 
Fortune,  Col.  Clarence  E.  Boesch,  Mr.  Erwin  A.  Holt,  and  Mr.  E.  K. 
Powe. 

The  Forward  Movement  campaign  preparations  began  with  a 
Diocesan  Conference  in  Greensboro  September  21-23  with  42  laymen 
and    37    clergy,    representing    38    churches,    in    attendance.      Later,

district  conferences  were  held  in  Wadesboro,  Burlington,  Raleigh, 
Chapel  Hill,  Rocky  Mount,  Weldon,  Monroe,  Henderson  and  Cleve- 
land. The  district  chairmen  who  were  largely  responsible  for  the 
success  of  these  district  conferences  were:  The  Rev.  Messrs. 
Howard  S.  Hartzell,  Royal  G.  Shannonhouse,  Theodore  Partrick,  Jr., 
John  M.  Walker,  B.  N.  DeFoe  Wagner,  J.  Reginald  Mallett,  Milton 
A.  Barber  and  Norvin  C.  Duncan.  Lay  assistants  who  cooperated 
ably  in  carrying  through  these  conferences  were:  Messrs.  Beverly 
D.  Payne,  W.  E.  Smith,  Arthur  B.  Morgan,  Wade  R.  Brown,  P.  S. 
Kittrell  and  W.  Prank  Thompson.  Addresses  on  the  Forward 
Movement  were  made  by  representatives  of  the  Field  Department 
at  all  of  the  Fall  district  meetings  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary. 
Special  literature  prepared  by  the  Department  consisted  of  a 
Worker's  Handbook  and  an  illustrated  poster,  and  copies  of  the 
General  Convention  number  of  the  Carolina  Churchman  were  sent  to 
selective  lists  of  members  in  various  churches. 

The  Commission  on  Evangelisrii  was  reorganized  on  November  22, 
Mr.  Francis  0.  Clarkson  of  Charlotte  being  chosen  as  chairman. 
Mr.  Clarkson  being  unable  to  serve.  Bishop  Penick  assumed  the 
chairmanship  at  the   request  of  the  Field   Department. 

Looking  forward  to  the  Forward  Movement  Campaign  of  1929, 
the  Department  has  created  six  field  districts  in  the  Diocese,  and  has 
elected  additional  members  to  the  Department  to  represent  it  and 
promote  its  work  in  these  districts.  Plans  are  under  way  for 
another  Diocesan  Conference,  to  be  held  in  Chapel  Hill,  September 
25-27  inclusive,  with  Mr.  Lewis  B.  Franklin,  Treasurer  of  tre  Na- 
tional Council  as  principal  speaker. 

The  cause  of  St.  Luke's  International  Hospital,  Tokyo,  Japan  was 
commended  to  the  churches  of  the  Diocese  as  worthy  of  our  earnest 
support,  with  the  recommendation  that  a  special  offering  be  taken 
for  this  purpose   in   each   church   sometime   before    September   1. 

Finance  Department 

By  action  of  the  Council,  the  Forward  Movement  Treasurer  was 
instructed  to  hereafter  make  no  advances  on  missionary  salaries 
unless  the  same  be  approved  by  the  Finance  Department. 

Faced  with  the  fact  that  37  churches  were  delinquent  in  the 
payment  on  their  quotas  on  January  16,  when  the  books  were  closed, 
it  was  decided  that  stress  should  be  placed  throughout  the  year 
upon  the  necessity  of  prompt  payments. 

Total  pledges  for  1929  amounted  to  $71,317.  The  budget  called  for 
$77,000,  including  an  unexpected  increase  of  $3,700  in  our  General 
Church  quota.  It  was  necessary  to  reduce  the  1929  budget  to  $76,445, 
which  was  defined  as  follows:

By  the  generosity  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary,  which  assumed 
$1,000  of  the  increase  in  the  General  Church  Quota,  and  of  four 
churches  which  agreed  to  relinquish  part  of  their  quota  credits 
to  the  total  amount  of  $685,  the  shortage  was  reduced  from  $5,128 
to  $3,443.  In  the  face  of  the  financial  emergency  in  the  Diocese  it 
was  decided  that  a  campaign  be  conducted  in  the  Fall,  under  the 
leadership  of  Bishop  Penick,  to  relieve  the  budget  of  the  item  for 
the  Diocesan  Debt. 

The  action  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Diocesan  Woman's 
Auxiliary  to  the  effect  that  the  amount  contributed  by  the  Auxiliary 
to  the  Forward  Movement  shall  no  longer  be  credited,  after  1929, 
to  quotas  of  individual  parishes  and  missions  but  shall  go  un- 
designated to  the  Forward  Movement  Fund  of  the  Diocese,  was 
received  with  gratification. 

A  revised  form  of  the  annual  parochial  report  was  approved  and 
ordered  printed  for  immediate  use. 

The  following  budget  for  1930  was  presented  by  the  Finance 
Department,  and  approved  by  the  Executive  Council:

The  Advent-Epiphany  Offering  of  the  church  schools,  which 
helps  to  support  our  missionary  to  the  deaf,  amounted  in  1928-1929 
to  $1,005.86.  The  expenses  of  promoting  the  offering  were  $126. 

On  recommendation  of  this  department,  the  Council  instructed 
the  Forward  Movement  Treasurer  to  pay  the  additional  amount  of 
$520  per  year  on  the  salary  of  the  Rev.  Roma  C.  Fortune,  and  $200 
to  the  Rev.  I.  Harding  Hughes  for  his  work  at  China  Grove.  With 
regard  to  the  former,  the  amount  has  heretofore  been  paid  hy  St. 
Philip's  Church,  Durham,  but  inasmuch  as  Mr.  Fortune  is  a 
Diocesan  missionary,  it  was  felt  that  the  Diocese  should  assume  his 
full  support.  Pension  Premiums  on  the  amounts  above  are  to  be 
paid  in  addition. 

Approval  was  given  to  the  plan  of  creating  six  districts  in  the 
Diocese  for  purposes  of  missionary  supervision,  with  a  man  in  each 
district  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  keep  in  constant  touch  with  the 
work  in  his  district,  and  report  regularly  to  the  department.  This 
matter  was  referred  to  the  Evaluation  Committee,  and  has  been 
recommended  in  the  report  of  that  committee  to  the  Convention. 

Department  of  Publicity 

Cooperation  was  given  to  all  the  departments  in  the  matter  of 
making  known  their  plans  and  accomplishments.  Particularly  was 
this  true  in  connection  with  the  Field  Department  at  the  time  of 
the  Forward  Movement  Campaign. 

The  form  of  The  Carolina  Churchman  was  considerably  improved 
during  the  year,  without  extra  cost,  the  newspaper  form  giving 
way  to  a  modified  magazine  type  of  publication. 

Department  of  Religious  Education 

The  Rev.  Edward  W.  Baxter  was  elected  Diocesan  Lenten  Offering 
Secretary  for  1929.    A  Lenten  Offering  quota  of  $7,000  was  adopted. 

The  Executive  Secretary  was  appointed  in  temporary  charge  of 
the  Service  Program  of  the  Church  School. 

The  Rev.  J.  Reginald  Mallett  was  placed  in  charge  of  the  N.  A. 
T.  A.  credits,  and  was  asked  to  promote  the  interests  of  the 
Teacher  Training  Conferences  to  be  held  at  Kanuga  and  Sewanee. 

The  matter  of  the  participation  of  this  Diocese  in  the  purchase 
of  the  Kanuga  Lake  property  was  reconsidered.  A  special  com- 
mittee, consisting  of  Messrs.  Kemp  P.  Lewis,  Meade  H.  Willis,  and 
John  S.  Holmes  was  appointed  to  investigate  the  subject,  with 
particular  reference  to  costs  of  operation.  This  committee  reported 
unfavorably,  and  the  report  was  accepted  by  the  Executive  Council. 
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Later,  the  Council  declined  the  invitation  of  Bishop  Finlay  to  have 
this  Diocese  represented  on  the  Board  of  Trustees  to  hold  the  said 
property. 

The  1928  Diocesan  Camps  reported  a  deficit  of  $850.  This  deficit 
was  cleared  off  during  the  course  of  the  year  by  the  generous  gifts 
of  a  number  of  churches  and  individuals. 

A  Diocesan  Camp  Committee,  composed  of  Mr.  Albert  L.  Boyle, 
Chairman;  the  Rev.  J.  Reginald  Mallett,  the  Rev.  Henry  G.  Lane, 
Mr.  Meade  H.  Willis,  Mrs.  Prank  N.  Challen  was  appointed  by  the 
department.  In  order  to  avoid  an  operating  deficit  in  1929  it  was 
decided  that  individual  gifts  to  the  total  amount  of  $600  should  be 
solicited  by  the  chairman,  before  the  opening  of  the  camps. 

The  Dioceses  of  East  Carolina  and  Western  North  Carolina  were 
asked  to  make  some  definite  contribution  towards  the  work  at 
educational  institutions  in  the  state  to  which  they  are  not  already 
contributing. 

Mrs.  Prank  N.  Challen,  Executive  Secretary  of  Young  People's 
Work,  took  charge  of  student  work  at  N.  C.  C.  W.,  Greensboro,  on 
October  15,  in  addition  to  her  other  duties. 

St.  Mary's  Chapel,  N.  C.  C.  W.,  Greensboro  was  restored  early  in 
1929,  and  was  dedicated  by  Bishop  Penick  on  April  13.  Dr.  Wade 
R.  Brown  of  Greensboro  was  chairman  of  the  Building  Committee 
in  charge  of  the  work.  To  cover  the  cost  of  the  operation  it  was 
estimated  that  $2,400  would  be  required,  in  addition  to  the  $1,000 
which  had  been  previously  guaranteed  by  the  Woman's  Auxiliary. 
The  Men's  Club  of  Holy  Trinity  Parish,  Greensboro  raised  this 
amount  by  borrowing  the  funds  on  their  obligation,  properly  en- 
dorsed, and  were  guaranteed  against  loss  by  the  Executive  Council. 
A  committee,  with  Mr.  Ralph  B.  Coit  as  chairman  was  appointed 
to  raise  the  sum  of  $2,400  and  to  turn  the  money  over,  as  raised, 
to  the  Men's  Club  of  Holy  Trinity  Parish,  Greensboro,  to  act  as  a 
credit  against  the  guarantee.  The  Chapel  was  furnished  through  the 
efforts  of  a  local  committee  of  women,  and  by  means  of  special  gifts 
for  this  purpose. 

The  Executive  Secretary  was  appointed  to  represent  the  Execu- 
tive Council  in  taking  such  steps  as  appeared  necessary  in  order 
to  coordinate  the  financial  situation  of  St.  Mary's  Chapel,  N.  C.  C.  W., 
and  to  report  later  to  the  Council. 

Department  of  Christian  Social  Service 

Social  Service  Conferences  were  held  in  March  at  Rocky  Mount 
and  Greensboro,  under  the  leadership  of  the  Rev.  Charles  N.  Lathrop, 
D.D.,  Executive  Secretary  of  the  Department  of  Christian  Social 
Service  of  the  National  Council. 
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The  work  of  the  Department  concerned  itself  principally  during 
the  year  with  the  effort  to  secure  the  appointment  of  active  com- 
mittees in  the  parishes  of  the  Diocese,  and  with  the  encouragement 
of  our  church  people  in  the  establishing  of  a  personal  contact  with 
families  of  children  in  the  orphanages  and  training  schools,  and 
with  children  discharged  from  such  institutions.

Bishop  Penick  conducted  noonday  prayers  for  missions.  The 
following  recommendations  of  the  Executive  Council  were 
adopted  : 

1.  That  the  cause  of  St.  Luke's  International  Hospital,  Toyko, 
Japan,  be  commended  to  the  Churches  of  the  Diocese  as  worthy 
of  our  earnest  support,  with  the  recommendation  that  a  special  of- 
fering for  this  purpose  be  taken  in  each  church  sometime  before 
September  1. 

2.  That  the  thanks  of  the  Convention  be  extended  to  the  Diocesan 
Woman's  Auxiliary  for  guaranteeing  for  1929  the  payment  of  $1,000 
of  the  increase  in  the  quota  of  the  Diocese  to  the  General  Church, 
and  to  All  Saints'  Church,  Roanoke  Rapids,  St.  Mark's  Church, 
Halifax,  St.  Peter's  Church,  Charlotte,  and  St.  Luke's  Church, 
Salisbury  for  relinquishing  a  portion  of  their  credits  for  offerings 
counting  on  the  quota. 

3.  That  the  Convention  commend  the  generosity  of  those  parishes 
and  individuals  which  contributed  towards  the  clearing  off  of  the 
deficit  of  our  1928  Diocesan  Camps. 

4.  That  the  appreciation  of  the  Diocese  be  extended  to  the  Men's 
Club  of  Holy  Trinity  Parish,  Greensboro  for  its  assistance  in 
financing  the  reconstruction  of  St.  Mary's  House,  N.  C.  C.  W., 
Greensboro;  and  also  to  those  local  committees  which  cooperated  in 
the  undertaking. 

5.  That  the  Convention  approve  the  conducting  of  a  Diocesan 
campaign  this  Fall,  under  the  leadership  of  Bishop  Penick,  for  the 
purpose  of  raising  funds  to  clear  off  the  Diocesan  debt. 

On  the  motion  of  the  Eev.  John  Moore  Walker,  it  was  re- 
solved that  the  fifth  recommendation,  viz. :  that  the  Convention 
approve  the  conducting  of  a  Diocesan  campaign  this  Fall  to 
raise  funds  to  clear  off  the  Diocesan  debt  be  reconsidered. 

On  the  motion  of  the  Rev.  John  Long  Jackson,  it  was  resolved 
that  action  on  this  matter  be  deferred  until  after  the  considera- 
tion of  the  1930  Diocesan  Budget. 
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Mr.  Kemp  P.  Lewis,  Chairman  of  the  Finance  Department 
of  the  Executive  Council,  explained  the  details  of  the  proposed 
budget 

The  Convention  took  a  recess  for  lunch  until  2  p.m. 

The  Chairman  called  to  Convention  to  order. 

On  the  motion  of  the  Rev.  Clarence  E.  Buxton,  it  was  re- 
solved that  the  budget  proposed  by  the  Executive  Council  be 
amended  by  the  insertion  of  an  additional  item  of  three  hundred 
dollars  for  the  maintenance  of  St.  Mary's  House,  'N.  C.  C.  W., 
Greensboro. 

On  the  motion  of  Mr.  Kemp  D.  Battle,  it  was  resolved  that 
the  budget  be  further  amended  to  include  an  item  of  six  hundred 
and  fifty  dollars  as  a  yearly  guarantee  towards  the  payment  of 
the  note  of  $2,400  for  St.  Mary's  House,  IST.  C.  C.  W., 
Greensboro.

On  the  motion  of  the  Rev.  Morrison  Bethea,  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  Executive  Council  that  a  campaign  be  con- 
ducted in  the  Pali  of  1929,  under  the  leadership  of  Bishop 
Penick,  to  relieve  the  budget  of  the  item  for  the  Diocesan  debt, 
was  approved. 

The  Rev.  Milton  A.  Barber  read  the  report  of  the  Trustees 
of  the  Diocese,  as  follows : 
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Report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  to  the  Diocesan 
Convention  of  1929 

The  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  respectfully  report: 

May  15,  1928.  They  executed  a  deed  in  fee  simple  to  the  West 
End  Laundry,  Incorporated,  for  certain  lots,  Nos.  11,  12,  13,  14 — 
Block  C,  Western  Heights,  Charlotte;  and  endorsed  "without  re- 
course" notes  given  for  purchase  money  of  same;  that  proceeds 
might  be  used  for  improvement  of  the  new  property  of  St.  Andrew's 
Mission,  Charlotte. 

June  5.  The  Trustees  signed  an  agreement  to  secure  a  gift  of 
$1,000  for  St.  Andrew's  Mission,  Charlotte,  from  the  American 
Church  Building  Fund  Commission. 

July  1.  The  Trustees  received  this  day  a  deed  from  the  Spray 
Water  Power  and  Land  Company  for  a  lot  in  the  town  of  Spray. 
Records  of  Rockingham  County,  Book  216,  page  281. 

October  31.  The  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  executed  a  deed  to 
Julius  H.  Cooper  for  the  lot  held  for  the  use  of  St.  Cyprian's  Mission, 
Oxford.  The  purchase  money  not  being  received  by  the  Trustees, 
but  being  expended  by  the  local  authorities  in  providing  larger 
and  more  desirable  property  for  use  of  the  Mission. 

November  16.  The  Trustees  having,  as  reported  to  the  Con- 
vention of  1928,  been  obliged  by  the  terms  upon  which  the  lot  in 
Elm  City  had  been  conveyed  to  them,  to  surrender  one-half  of  said 
lot  to  the  heirs  at  law  of  the  grantor,  leaving  a  lot  only  twenty 
feet  front,  less  than  the  width  of  the  building;  and  the  building 
being  in  a  dilapidated  and  ruinous  condition,  they  were  unable 
to  make  any  advantageous  disposition  of  the  building;  and  were 
obliged  to  sell  the  lot  and  building  to  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church  of  Elm  City,  for  the  sum  of  $200.  Of  this  sum,  one  hundred 
and  fifty  dollars,  a  gift  from  the  American  Church  Building  Fund 
Commission  was  returned  to  that  Commission.  The  remaining  fifty 
dollars,  your  Trustees  suggest  might  be  given  to  the  Building  Fund 
of  St.  Thomas'  Church,  Sanford.  This  deed  was  dated  December 
16,  1928. 

January  18,  1929.  The  Trustees,  by  a  deed  recorded  in  Durham 
County,  Book  94,  page  424,  conveyed  to  Eugene  L.  Henderson, 
Lawrence  W.  Wilhoite  and  J.  W.  V.  Cordin,  as  Trustees  of  St. 
Titus'  Church,  Durham,  a  lot  heretofore  conveyed  to  the  Trustees 
of  the  Diocese  by  said  Wilhoite  and  wife.  This  deed  was  made  by 
the  Trustees  at  the  request  of  Bishop  Penick,  that  the  local  congrega- 
tion through  their  Trustees  might  more  conveniently  carry  their 
plans  for  obtaining  a  more  desirable  property  for  the  purpose  of  their 
work.

March  4.  The  Trustees  this  day  took  the  necessary  action  to 
enable  the  Treasurer  to  exchange  stock  in  the  Missouri  Pacific  Rail- 
way Company,  for  new  securities  in  a  new  corporation,  under  a 
reorganization  of  said  Company. 

The  Trustees  have  been  notified  by  the  Executor  of  the  late  Mrs. 
Laura  P.  Galloway,  relict  of  the  late  Alexander  Broadnax  Galloway, 
of  Elkin,  that  under  the  last  will  and  testament  of  Mrs.  Galloway, 
effectuating  a  direction  in  her  husband's  will,  the  Diocese  has 
become  entitled  to  a  legacy,  represented  by  two  notes,  one  for 
$1,800,  the  second  for  a  balance  due  on  the  note  of  $1,162.  The 
latter  note  is  probably  valueless,  the  maker  having  become  insolvent 
since  Mrs.  Galloway's  will  was  made.  During  her  life,  Mrs.  Galloway 
built  at  her  own  cost,  the  beautiful  Chapel  at  Elkin,  and  conveyed 
it  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese,  representing  an  expenditure  far 
beyond  the  amount  contemplated  in  Mr..  Galloway's  will.  The 
Trustees  recommended  that  the  Convention  pass  a  resolution  author- 
izing the  Trustees  to  receive  the  two  notes  mentioned  above  in  full 
satisfaction  for  all  claims  of  the  Diocese  against  the  estate.

The  Eev.  Sidney  S.  Bost  presented  tlie  report  of  the  Evalua- 
tion Committee  of  the  Diocese,  as  follows : 

Report  of  the  Evaluation  Committee  to  the  113th  Annual 
Convention 
The  Evaluation  Committee,  by  authority  of  the  last  Convention, 
has  made,  during  the  past  year,  a  study  of  existing  conditions  in 
the  Diocese  with  the  view  of  discovering  how  methods  now  employed 
in  the  various  phases  of  our  Diocesan  activity  may  be  improved,  and 
how  the  Church's  development  may  be  better  assured. 
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With  this  in  mind,  it  has  seemed  best  to  approach  our  study  from 
the  four  angles  of  Administration,  Missions,  Institutions,  and  Young 
People's  Work  and  Organization  activities.  With  regard  to  each 
of  these,  a  careful,  but  by  no  means  exhaustive  investigation  has 
been  made.  At  the  four  meetings  which  have  been  held  since  the 
Committee  was  appointed,  many  of  the  findings  of  the  sub-committees 
on  these  topics  have  been  given  the  unanimous  endorsement  of  the 
Committee,  and  embodied  in  the  form  of  recommendations.  Others 
of  apparent  value  have  been  thoroughly  discussed,  but  no  action  has 
been  taken,  principally  because  it  was  felt  that  they  called  for  still 
further  investigation. 

Your  Committee  offers  for  your  consideration  and  action  the  fol- 
lowing recommendations: 

Administration 

1.  That  the  Bishop  meet  with  the  vestries  and  missionary  com- 
mittees of  the  parishes  and  missions  once  each  year,  where  practic- 
able, and  call  for  and  inspect  the  Church  Registers. 

2.  That  the  annual  parochial  reports  be  hereafter  printed  in  tabu- 
lated form   in  the  Diocesan  Journal. 

3.  That  the  time  of  the  Diocesan  Convention  be  changed  to  not 
later  than  the  third  week  in  February. 

4.  That  the  Convention  give  serious  consideration  to  the  policy  of 
self-entertainment  by  the  delegates  to  the  Convention. 

5.  That  the  Finance  Committee  of  the  Diocese  be  discontinued 
and  that  its  present  duties  be  carried  out  by  the  Finance  De- 
partment  of   the    Executive    Council. 

6.  That  the  Canon  creating  the  Executive  Council  (XVII)  be 
amended  by  adding  an  additional  member  to  the  Executive  Council, 
who  shall  be  nominated  by  the  Colored  Convocation  and  elected  an- 
nually by  the  Diocesan  Convention. 

7.  That  the  organization  of  the  Colored  Convocation  in  this 
Diocese  be  made  to  correspond  as  far  as  possible  to  the  Executive 
Council  and  Departmental  plan. 

8.  That  any  clergyman,  even  the  rector  of  a  parish,  who  receives 
part  of  his  stipend  from  Diocesan  missionary  funds,  shall  be  liable 
to  do  missionary  work  under  the  direction  of  the  Bishop. 

9.  That  annual  meetings  of  clergy  in  each  convocation  shall  be 
held  for  purposes  of  fellowship  and  inspiration,  and  that  the  matter 
be  referred  to   the  Field   Department   of  the   Executive  Council. 

10.  That  every  person  receiving  an  expense  account  from  the 
Executive  Council  and  every  person  receiving  an  appropriation  from 
the  Executive  Council,  make  a  detailed  quarterly  report  of  expendi- 
tures to  the  chairman  of  the  Finance  Department,  such  reports  to  be 
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submitted  to  the  Executive  Council  at  each  quarterly  meeting 
thereof;  and  that  no  expense  account  or  departmental  appropriation 
be  used  for  any  other  purpose  than  that  designated  in  the  budget; 
and  that  the  chairman  of  the  Finance  Department  submit  annually 
to  the  Diocesan  Convention  an  account  of  receipts,  expenditures 
and  lapsed  balances  (if  any)  of  each  employee  and  department  of 
the  Executive  Council. 

Missions 

11.  That  the  following  list  of  suggestions  be  accepted  as  a  policy 
for  guidance  in  the  future  administration  of  the  missionary  work 
of  the  Diocese: 

a.  The  grouping  of  Hamlet  and  Laurinburg  with  Rockingham.

e.  The  grouping  of  Mount  Airy  and  Elkin,  consideration  to  be 
given  to  the  possibility  of  combining  the  latter  work  with  that  at 
Wilkesboro  in  the  Diocese  of  Western  North  Carolina. 

f.  The  grouping  of  West  Durham,  Roxboro,  Cunningham  Chapel 
and  Milton. 

g.  The  grouping  of  Townesville,   Williamsboro   and  Middleburg. 
h.     The  grouping  of  Erwin,  Smithfield,  Selma  and  Dunn. 

i.     Warrenton,  Littleton  and  Ridgeway  to  become  self-supporting, 
j.     $300  now  being  paid  from  the  Holt  Fund  to  Rockingham  to  be 
withdrawn. 

12.  That  further  study  of  our  Colored  Work  be  made  by  the  Evalu- 
ation   Committee. 

13.  That  the  Diocese  be  divided  into  districts,  and  a  rector  living 
in  each  district  be  chosen  by  the  Department  of  Missions  and 
Church  Extension,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Executive  Council, 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  keep  in  constant  touch  with  the  missionary 
work  in  his  district,  working  in  cooperation  with  and  under  the 
direction  of  the  Bishop  and  the  Department  of  Missions  and 
Church  Extension. 

Institutions 

14.  That  the  annual  reports  of  all  Diocesan  institutions  shall 
include  the  names  of  donors  and  the  sources  of  all  their  endowment 
funds. 
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Young  People's   Work   and   Organization  Activities 

15.  That  the  Parish  Council  plan  be  used  more  extensively  in  the 
Diocese  and  that  it  be  recommended  to  the  churches  of  the  Diocese 
by  the  Field  Department  of  the  Executive  Council. 

16.  That  the  work  of  the  Brotherhood  of  St.  Andrew  and  the 
Daughters  of  the  King  be  encouraged  and  extended,  and  that  annual 
reports  from  the  same  be  made  to  each  Diocesan  Convention. 

Your  Committee  feels  that  the  matter  of  Evaluation  is  one  that 
cannot  be  satisfactorily  concluded  in  the  period  of  one  year.  It 
therefore  respectfully  offers  the  further  recommendation:

Report  of  Committee  on  Finance 

The  Fall  meeting  of  the  Committee  on  Finance  was  held  in  the 
Church  House  of  St.  Philip's,  Durham,  on  October  30,  1928,  there 
being  present  Rev.  Sidney  S.  Bost,  Chairman;  Rev.  John  L.  Jackson; 
Mr.  John  H.  Cutter;  Mr.  William  A.  Erwin;  and  the  Treasurer, 
Mr.  Henry  M.  London. 

The  report  of  the  treasurer  was  heard,  and  his  accounts  were 
ordered  to  be  audited  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year. 

The  committee  found  it  possible  to  reduce  the  rate  of  assessment 
for  the  Episcopal  and  Contingent  Fund  for  this  year;  and  upon 
motion  it  was  recommended  that  the  assessment  for  the  year  1929 
be  11  per  cent  upon  Minister's  salary  and  current  expenses.  This 
Is  a  reduction  of  1  per  cent  as  compared  with  the  year  1928.

(1)  That   the  budget  as  above   offered   be   adopted. 

(2)  That  the  assessment  for  the  E.  and  C.  Fund  for  1929  be  11 
per  cent  of  Minister's  salary  and  current  expenses. 

The  Finance  committee  recommends  that  a  sum,  not  to  exceed 
$150  annually,  be  provided  for  the  payment  of  expenses  of  Examining 
Chaplains  and  Candidates  for  Holy  Orders  at  such  times  as  canonical 
examinations  are  held;  and  that  the  treasurer  be  ordered  to  pay 
such  expenses  when  bills  for  s^me  have  been  properly  endorsed  by 
the  Examining  Chaplains.  We  further  recommend  that  this  action 
go  into  effect  upon  its  adoption  by  the  Convention,  and  be  not 
retroactive,  owing  to  the  fact  that  this  was  not  made  an  item  of 
expense  for  this  year's  budget.

SECOND  DAY 


Wednesday,  May  15,  1929 

The  Holy  Communion  was  celebrated  at  7  :30  a.m.  at  the  local 
churches. 

At  9:30  a.m.,  morning  prayer  was  read  by  Bishop  Penick,  as- 
sisted by  the  Rev.  Alfred  S.  Lawrence  and  the  Rev.  Robert  E. 
Gribbin. 

The  Convention  was  called  to  order  at  10  :00  a.m.  by  Bishop 
Penick. 

The  Chairman  announced  the  death,  shortly  after  midnight, 
of  Bishop  Cheshire's  wife,  Elizabeth  Mitchell  Cheshire,,  and 
called  upon  the  Convention  to  take  suitable  action. 

On  the  motion  of  the  Rev.  John  Long  Jackson,  it  was  resolved 
that  the  Chairman  appoint  a  committee  of  one  presbyter  and 
one  layman  to  draw  up  suitable  resolutions  of  sympathy  and  love 
and  convey  the  same  in  person  to  Bishop  Cheshire  and  his 
family  this  afternoon.  The  Chairman  appointed  the  Rev.  A. 
Burtis  Hunter,  and  Mr.  William  A.  Erwin. 

On  the  motion  of  the  Rev.  John  Long  Jackson,  it  was  re- 
solved that  a  committee  of  two  presbyters,  two  laymen,  and  one 
presbyter  of  the  Colored  Convocation  be  appointed  to  represent 
the  Convention  at  the  funeral  of  Mrs.  Cheshire  on  May  16. 
The  Chairman  appointed  the  following  as  members  of  this  com- 
mittee :  The  Rev.  Milton  A.  Barber,  The  Rev.  Morrison  Bethea, 
Mr.  Arthur  H.  London,  Mr.  Thomas  H.  Battle  and  the  Rev. 
Milton  M.  Weston. 

On  the  motion  of  the  Rev.  John  L.  Jackson,  the  Treasurer  of 
the  Diocese  was  authorized  to  send  from  this  Convention  an  ap- 
propriate floral  tribute. 

On  the  motion  of  the  Rev.  A.  Burtis  Hunter,  the  Secretary 
was  instructed  to  send  the  following  telegram  to  Bishop 
Cheshire :  "To  our  Father  in  God  his  children  of  this  Diocese 
extend  affectionate  sympathy.  The  Convention  of  N'orth 
Carolina." 
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The  above  resolutions  were  passed  unanimously  by  a  rising 
vote. 

(The  telegram  was  duly  sent.) 

On  the  motion  of  the  Rev.  Sidney  S.  Bost,  Mr.  Edwin  W. 
Hurst,  a  candidate  for  Holy  Orders,  was  accorded  the  privilege 
of  a  seat  in  the  convention. 

The  Secretary  then  read  the  minutes  of  the  first  day's  pro- 
ceedings, which  were  approved. 

Bishop  Penick  read  his  report  as  President  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  St.  Mary's  School,  as  follows: 

Report  of  the  Trustees  of  St.  Mary's   School  for  the  Year  1928 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of  Incorporation, 
the  President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  St.  Mary's  School  presents 
herewith  the  report  of  this  Board  for  the  year  1928. 

The  Revenue  Account  of  the  Business  Manager  for  the  fiscal 
year  ending  June  30,  1928,  a  copy  of  which  is  hereto  attached  and 
made  part  of  this  report,  shows  a  loss  in  the  current  operating 
fund  of  the  School  of  $2,791.22.  An  annual  deficit  is  almost  certain 
to  occur  unless  the  income  for  maintenance  can  be  increased.  The 
amount  of  the  income  is  affected  chiefly  by  two  factors,  namely, 
the  tuition  charge  and  the  number  of  students.  For  both  of  these 
the  Trustees  have  made  provision  in  the  future  by  increasing  the 
tuition  charge  from  $600  to  $650,  beginning  with  the  Fall  term  of 
1929  and  by  employing  an  alumni  secretary  who  begins  work  on  the 
20th  of  June  next  from  whose  efforts  it  is  hoped  and  expected  that 
the  number  of  students  shall  be  materially  increased.  During  the 
year  efforts  have  been  made  to  secure  from  all  the  Carolina  Dioceses 
definite  and  increased  financial  support.  There  has  been  no  increase 
in  the  School  Endowment  and  no  addition  to  the  number  of 
Scholarships. 

The  total  enrollment  for  the  year  has  been  236  girls,  of  which 
number  188  are  resident  and  48  day  students.  The  former  class 
represent  15  different  states  extending  from  North  Carolina  to 
California  and  from  Michigan  to  Alabama.  One  student  is  from 
Porto  Rico  and  two  are  from  China.  Fifty-six  per  cent  of  the  student 
body  is  from  North  Carolina.  Nine  per  cent  is  from  South  Carolina, 
ten  per  cent  from  Virginia.  The  106  girls  from  North  Carolina  are 
divided  by  Dioceses  as  follows:  East  Carolina  37  per  cent,  North 
Carolina  58  per  cent.  Western  North  Carolina  11  per  cent. 

The  religious  affiliation  of  the  student  body  shows  the  following 
Churches  represented  among  the  resident  students:  Episcopalian 
124,  Presbyterian  23,  Methodist  17,  Baptist  14,  Christian  3,  Lutheran 
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2,  Congregational  2,  Chinese  2,  Dutch  Reformed  1.  Of  the  day- 
students  40  per  cent  are  Episcopalian,  8  per  cent  Presbyterian,  25  per 
cent  Methodist,  23  per  cent  Baptist,  and  4  per  cent  Congregational. 

An  outstanding  event  of  the  year  has  been  the  completion  of  the 
Margaret  Locke  Erwin  Holt  Memorial  Junior-Senior  Dormitory. 
This  is  a  handsome,  modern,  fire-proof  building  of  scholastic  type 
of  architecture  and  fits  harmoniously  into  the  group  of  other  build- 
ings. It  has  accommodations  for  50  students  and  3  teachers.  Its 
construction  was  made  possible  through  the  generosity  of  Mr. 
Lawrence  S.  Holt.  The  Infirmary  has  been  removed  to  a  new  site, 
greatly  enlarged  and  improved  and  now  provides  for  the  School  a 
model  hospital  with  30  beds.  The  physical  condition  of  the  School 
was  considerably  improved  during  the  Summer  by  the  laying  of 
hardwood  floors  in  the  main  building  and  the  two  wings. 

The  health  of  the  student  body  has  been  good.  Shortly  before 
Christmas  1928,  during  the  height  of  the  influenza  epidemic,  the 
school  was  closed  a  few  days  ahead  of  the  scheduled  holiday  as 
a  precautionary  measure. 

There  have  been  few  changes  in  the  personnel  of  the  staff  with 
the  important  exception  of  the  employment  of  an  experienced 
librarian  under  whose  supervision  the  books  of  the  library  have  been 
recatalogued. 

It  is  to  be  noted  that  a  considerable  number  of  graduates  are 
completing  their  college  training  at  the  University  of  North  Carolina, 
Duke  University,  North  Carolina  College  for  Women,  Sweet  Briar, 
Converse  and  other  institutions  with  honor  to  themselves  and  to 
St.  Mary's  School.  Thus  the  School  continues  to  maintain  its 
traditionally  high  scholastic  standards  and  ideals  of  xjulture  and 
Christian  leadership.

The  Secretary  read  the  report  of  Mrs.  Frank  S.  Spruill,  the 
President  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  of  the  Diocese,  as  follows : 

Herewith  I  submit  a  report  of  the  activities  of  the  Woman's 
Auxiliary  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1928. 

In  many  respects,  the  year  1928  has  been  a  year  of  progress. 

There  are  eighty-four  active  Branches  of  the  Auxiliary. 

The  Department  of  Religious  Education  reports  educational  work 
being  done  in  seventy  Branches.  Discussion  groups  have  been  held, 
most  helpful  Diocesan  Institutes  conducted,  and  many  new  leaders 
developed.  ' 

The  Social  Service  Department  reports  the  adoption  by  the 
Auxiliary  of  fifty-eight  children  at  the  Thompson  Episcopal  Home. 
An  aim  of  this  Department  is  the  intelligent  cooperation  in  Diocesan 
and  Civic  Social  Service  Agencies,  and  the  uniting  in  this  work  with 
other  denominations. 

Work  in  the  Supply  Department  goes  steadily  on,  with  a  room 
well  equipped  for  emergency  calls,  organized  along  Red  Cross  lines. 
More  than  a  thousand  garments  were  made  during  the  past  year. 

At  the  Triennial  in  New  Orleans,  and  also  in  Washington,  North 
Carolina  led  in  the  amount  of  the  United  Thank  Offeri7ig  in  the 
Fourth  Province. 

More  than  two  hundred  women  from  this  Diocese  attended  the 
Triennial  in  Washington. 

Your  Diocesan  Convention  elects  one  woman  annually  for  mem- 
bership on  the  Diocesan  Council.  Those  now  occupying  this  position 
are  Mrs.  F.  S.  Spruill,  Miss  Easdale  Shaw,  Mrs.  R.  B.  Coit.     The 
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term  of  office  of  Mrs.  F,  S.  Spruill  expires  this  month,  and  the 
Woman's  Auxiliary  respectfully  submits  for  your  consideration  to 
this  position  the  name  of  Miss  Rena  H.  Clark  of  Tarboro. 

The  recent  Convention  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  held  in  Raleigh 
was  largely  attended. 

With  trained  leaders,  bringing  us  messages  direct  from  Japan, 
China,  Alaska,  England,  Liberia  and  America,  the  exercises  could 
not  fail  to  be  of  great  interest  and  inspiration. 

If  money  really  be  the  acid  test,  the  figures  below  bear  testimony 
to  the  fact  that  our  women  have  met  this  challenge  squarely.

On  the  motion  of  the  Eev.  James  D.  Miller,  the  appreciation 
of  the  Convention  for  the  noble  work  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary 
during  the  past  year  was  expressed  by  a  rising  vote. 

The  report  of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Thompson 
Episcopal  Home  was  read  by  the  Eev.  John  Long  Jackson,  as 
follows : 

Report  of  the   Board   of  Managees   of  the  Thompson    Episcopaoj 
Home  to  the  1929  Convention  of  North  Carolina 

During  the  past  year  the  Board  of  Managers,  after  serious  con- 
sideration, hae  changed  the  name  of  our  Institution  from  the 
Thompson  Orphanage  and  Training  Institution  to  the  Thompson 
Episcopal  Home.  This  was  done  to  remove  any  stigma  or  un- 
pleasantness that  the  name  Orphanage  might  have  for  our  children 
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and  yet  to  keep  the  name  of  Mr.  Thompson,  who  was  the  donor  of 
the  land  on  which  the  Orphanage  was  established,  and  to  remind 
our  people  that  it  is  the  property  of  the  Episcopal  Church  in  the 
State  of  North  Carolina  and  primarily  to  keep  uppermost  in  our 
minds  that  we  are  striving  to  make  this  institution  a  real  home  for 
the  children  that  are  placed  in  the  care  of  the  Church  as  their 
mother. 

First,  we  wish  to  give  expression  of  our  gratitude  to  Almighty 
God  for  the  full  recovery  from  his  serious  illness  of  our  Superintend- 
ent, the  Rev.  William  H.  Wheeler,  who  has  been  able  to  give  un- 
sparingly of  himself  during  the  past  year  for  the  care  and  training 
of  the  children,  and  also  we  desire  to  express  to  him  our  ap- 
preciation of  his  devoted  and  consecrated  service  to  this  work  of 
such  great  importance. 

The  Home  has  sheltered  within  the  past  year  a  total  of  139 
children  and  now  we  have  a  maximum  number  of  110,  of  whom 
62  are  girls  and  48  are  boys,  and  27  of  these  have  been  received 
during  the  past  year.  Of  the  above  number,  64  of  the  children  are 
from  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina,  27  from  the  Diocese  of  East 
Carolina,  and  19  from  the  Diocese  of  Western  North  Carolina. 
22  of  these  children  are  full  orphans,  67  of  them  have  one  parent 
living,  and  21  of  them  have  both  parents  living.  During  the  past 
Fall,  it  was  decided  to  increase  the  number  of  children  which  are 
received  into  the  Public  Schools  of  the  City  of  Charlotte  and  to 
send  our  children  who  are  eligible  for  the  first  grade.  At  the 
present  time,  we  have  three  children  in  the  Charlotte  High  School, 
one  of  whom  is  in  the  graduating  class,  20  children  at  the  Junior 
High  School,  and  54  children  in  the  Grammar  and  Primary  Schools 
of  the  City.  The  other  30  children,  including  those  too  young  for 
the  public  schools  and  several  backward  children,  are  given  Kinder- 
garten training  and  special  work  under  Miss  Elsie  Nail,  the  very 
efficient  Kindergartner  who  has  been  employed  for  many  years 
by  our  Institution,  and  three  are  too  young  for  the  Kindergarten. 

During  the  past  year,  the  health  of  the  children  has  been  un- 
usually good  and  we  desire  to  express  our  gratitude  to  Dr.  Myers 
Hunter,  who  is  completing  his  twenty-second  year  as  Physician  of 
our  Home  and  under  whose  care  our  children  have  enjoyed  remark- 
able health. 

We  would  call  attention  to  certain  new  plans  that  have  been  put 
into  effect  during  the  past  year. 

1.  A  group  of  women  of  the  City  of  Charlotte  have  given  un- 
stintingly  of  their  time  to  the  mending  of  the  clothes  for  the  Baby 
Cottage,  the  making  of  new  garments  and  gathering  of  clothing  and 
shoes  from  friends  throughout  the  State,  and  under  the  direction 
of  Mr.  Wheeler,  have  promoted  the  plan  to  interest  Auxiliaries  and 
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individuals  in  the  clothing  and  care  of  our  children.  Ninety-one  of 
the  children  are  now  being  clothed  in  this  way  and  we  cannot  give 
too  great  praise  to  our  people  throughout  the  State  who  have  so 
generously  responded  to  this  cause  and  have  sent  such  generous 
boxes  to  supply  the  needs  of  the  children.  The  Diocese  of  East 
Carolina,  through  its  Woman's  Auxiliary,  has  undertaken  to  clothe 
the  27  children  from  that  Diocese. 

2.  A  special  Committee  has  been  appointed  to  assist  the  Superin- 
tendent in  the  admission  of  children  and  this  Committee  has  put 
into  effect  a  plan  of  careful  medical  tests  of  those  children  to  be 
admitted  in  order  that  in  the  future  as  far  as  possible  our  Institu- 
tion shall  be  protected  from  receiving  mental  and  physical  defec- 
tives, and  we  urge  that  all  who  request  the  admission  of  children 
to  our  Home  cooperate  with  our  authorities  in  protecting  our  other 
children  by  great  care  in  an  examination  of  the  condition  of  the 
applicant's   health. 

3.  A  special  Committee  has  been  appointed  to  cooperate  with 
our  Superintendent  in  the  follow-up  work  of  the  children  who  are 
dismissed  from  the  Institution,  and  we  again  urge  that  our  Church 
people  throughout  the  State  realize  their  responsibility  to  assist  in 
every  possible  way  the  boys  and  girls  who  having  finished  their 
years  at  our  Home  return  to  the  communities  from  which  they  have 
come. 

4.  The  Executive  Committee,  under  the  authority  of  the  Board 
of  Managers,  has  decided  to  discontinue  as  soon  as  practicable  the 
farm,  and  a  special  Committee  has  been  appointed  to  try  to  lease 
twenty-five  acres  in  the  rear  of  our  buildings  for  a  golf  course, 
which  it  is  hoped  may  add  to  the  income  of  our  Institution. 

5.  It  has  been  decided  that  a  layman  shall  be  employed  to  be 
the  assistant  Superintendent  of  the  Home  and  that  under  the 
direction  of  our  Superintendent  he  shall  have  charge  of  the  office, 
shall  be  responsible  for  the  supplies,  bought  and  issued  for  the 
various  cottages,  shall  have  the  care  of  the  upkeep  of  the  buildings 
and  grounds,  and  it  is  hoped  that  he  will  relieve  Mr.  Wheeler  of 
much  of  the  routine  of  his  duties  in  order  that  he  may  visit  the 
churches  and  communities  of  our  State  in  furthering  the  work  of 
our  Home. 

6.  It  has  been  found  necessary  for  the  cause  of  economy  to  dis- 
continue our  recreation  director  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  women  of 
East  Carolina  who  have  so  generously  supported  this  work,  will  be 
willing  to  give  the  $540  which  they  have  for  the  past  several  years 
contributed  for  recreation  work  towards  the  salary  of  our  Kinder- 
gartner  in  order  that  we  may  be  able  to  continue  this  important 
work. 
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In  conclusion,  we  would  call  to  the  attention  of  the  people  through- 
out the  State  that  now  we  are  in  need  of  continued  liberal  support. 
During  the  year  1928,  our  actual  expenses  were  $2,000  more  than 
our  receipts  and  this  condition  was  largely  caused  by  the  decreased 
offerings  from  our  Dioceses.  The  Executive  Committee  has  found 
it  necessary  to  make  very  drastic  changes  in  order  that  we  might 
bring  our  expenditures  within  our  estimated  receipts.  We  urge 
all  our  people  to  help  us  as  generously  as  possible  and  we  desire  to 
assure  them  that  every  effort  shall  be  made  to  economize  at  our 
Home  as  far  as  it  is  practicable  to  do  so  without  in  any  way  neglect- 
ing these  children  that  have  been  placed  in  our  care. 

We  append  to  our  report  the  statement  of  our  Treasurer  of  the 
Endowment  Fund,  and  we  would  urge  upon  our  people  throughout 
the  State  to  continue  generous  gifts  and  legacies  for  this  work. 
It  is  our  hope  that  some  day  there  shall  be  a  sufficient  endowment 
of  our  Home  so  that  our  constituent  Dioceses  may  be  relieved  of  the 
large  amount  which  it  is  now  necessary  for  us  to  ask.

The  Rev.  William  H.  Wheeler,  Superintendent  of  the  Thomp- 
son Episcopal  Home,  addressed  the  Convention  on  the  work 
of  the  Home. 

The  Rev.  Roma  C.  Fortune  submitted  his  report  as  Mission- 
ary to  the  Deaf,  as  follows : 

Report  of  the  Mission  to  the  Deaf  in  the  Diocese  of 
North  Carolina 

I  respectfully  submit  this  my  annual  report  of  work  for  the  year 
ending  May  1,  1929. 

I  have  delivered  124  sermons  and  addresses.  I  have  baptized  one 
infant;   officiated  at  one  funeral,  and  at  one  marriage. 

Ten  candidates  have  been  presented  for  Confirmation  as  follows; 
eight  in  Burlington;  one  in  Greensboro;  and  one  in  Durham. 

Not  counting  the  numbers  of  persons  who  attend  our  regular 
weekly  services  in  Durham,  I  have  preached  to  1,234  deaf  persons 
during  the  year.  I  visited  the  North  Carolina  School  for  the  Deaf 
in  Morganton  and  delivered  chapel  talks  to  the  students.  All 
the  stations  which  I  visit  show  marked  improvement. 

Collections  for  the  year,  outside  St.  Philip's,  Durham,  were 
$104.56.  My  expenses  taken  out  of  these  offerings  were  $96.35, 
leaving  a  balance  on  hand  of  $8.21. 

We  have  had  fine  cooperation  from  the  Bishops  and  Rectors,  for 
which  we  are  deeply  grateful.

The  Rev.  Sidney  S.  Bost  reported  verbally  on  the  status  of 
the  new  Church  for  the  Deaf  in  Durham. 
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The  report  of  St.  Augustine's  College,  St.  Agnes'  Hospital 
and  the  Bishop  Tuttle  Memorial  Training  School  was  read  by 
the  Eev.  Edgar  H.  Goold,  as  follows : 

Report  of  St.  Augustine's  College,  Including  St.  Agnes'  Hospital 
AND  the  Bishop  Tuttle  Training  School,  May  1,  1929 

During  the  past  year,  the  sixty-second  Annual  Session,  there  have 
been  enrolled  377  students  including  35  pupil  nurses  in  the  St. 
Agnes'  Training  School  and  8  students  in  the  Bishop  Tuttle  School 
for   Religious   and    Welfare   workers. 

While  the  bulk  of  the  students  come  from  North  Carolina,  the 
enrollment  includes  students  from  as  far  south  as  Alabama,  as  far 
west  as  Colorado  and  as  far  north  as  New  England.  There  are  a 
few  students  from  South  America  and  the  West  Indies. 

Owing  to  the  improvement  in  Public  School  facilities  in  many 
places  elementary  work  is  not  needed  as  much  as  formerly,  so 
that  more  attention  can  be  given  to  direct  preparation  of  teachers 
and  leaders,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  original  Charter 
of  the  Institution. 

As  a  result  of  a  generous  gift  from  the  Rev.  Dr.  A.  B.  Hunter, 
we  shall  soon  be  in  a  position  to  erect  a  suitable  Library  Building. 

We  are  also  eagerly  awaiting  the  erection  of  the  Cheshire  Build- 
ing— a  much  needed  Dining  Hall  and  Domestic  Science  Building, 
which  is  to  be  built  and  named  in  honor  of  our  beloved  Bishop 
Cheshire  who,  since  1893,  has  been  the  faithful  and  helpful  President 
of  our  Board  of  Trustees.  The  widespread  interest  manifested 
throughout  the  Church  in  this  tribute  of  North  Carolina  to  Bishop 
Cheshire,  and  the  enthusiastic  words  of  commendation  from  Church 
leaders  including  Presiding  Bishop  Murray,  Bishop  Lloyd  and  Dr. 
James  H.  Dillard,  are  most  gratifying.  Bishop  Murray  writes, 
"The  Bishop  whose  name  you  propose  to  have  associated  with  it, 
is  one  of  the  greatest  Bishops  of  our  Church  in  his  every  relation- 
ship thereto.  He  has  the  confidence  and  affection  of  his  brother 
Bishops  in  a  wonderful  degree.  Any  contribution  to  the  cause  in 
question  will  aid  a  worthy  undertaking  and  honor  a  great  name." 

The  annual  St.  Augustine's  Conference  for  Clergy  and  Church 
Workers  will  be  held  in  June.  Evangelism  and  Religious  Educa- 
tion will  be  emphasized  at  the  Conference. 

St.  Agnes'  Hospital  is  now  accredited  by  the  American  Medical 
Association  and  by  the  American  College  of  Surgeons.  During  the 
year  there  have  been  about  1,000  bed  patients  and  about  17,500 
hospital  days.  581  operations  have  been  performed.  The  patients 
themselves  have  paid  about  $18,000.     The  hoped   for  new  Nurses' 
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Home  will  make  it  possible  to  use  a  part  of  the  old  Home  for  a 
clinic  and  out-patient  department,  in  which  the  Duke  Fund  and 
Rosenwald  Fund  are  interested. 

The  Bishop  Tuttle  Training  School  is  graduating  a  class  of  five 
young    women    trained    for    Religious    and    Welfare    work.      This 
School,  which  is  supported  by  the  Woman's  Auxiliary,  is  already 
making  a  valuable  contribution  to  our  Negro  work.

The  Rev.  Alfred  S.  Lawrence  read  his  report  as  Student 
Chaplain  at  the  University  of  North  Carolina,  as  follows : 

Report  of  the  Work  at  the  University  of  North  Carolina 

In  spite  of  the  fact  that  the  total  number  of  students  at  the 
University  is  less  than  it  was  a  year  ago,  the  number  members  of, 
or  expressing  a  preference  for,  the  Episcopal  Church,  is  greater 
than  ever  before.  The  number  is  340,  or  13  ^^  per  cent  of  the  student 
body.  There  were  also  over  a  hundred  Episcopalians  in  the  Sum- 
mer school. 

Our  work  goes  on  much  as  in  previous  years.  As  the  most  im- 
portant part  of  the  work  is  personal,  it  does  not  belong  in  such  a 
report  as  this.  But  there  are  certain  things  that  are  worth  mention- 
ing, as  indicating  what  is  being  done.  We  now  have  a  flourishing 
branch  of  the  Young  People's  Service  League  among  the  students. 
Students  are  active  in  all  phases  of  Church  work,  ushering,  singing 
in  the  choir,  serving  as  acolytes,  teaching  in  the  Sunday  school,  and 
BO  on.    The  girl  students  have  charge  of  the  altar  guild  work. 

During  the  Winter  quarter,  under  the  auspices  of  the  Student 
Vestry  and  the  Woman's  Guild,  a  series  of  Sunday  afternoon  teas 
was  given  in  the  Parish  House.  These  teas  proved  very  popular, 
and  were  a  means  of  bringing  faculty  and  students  together. 

Through  the  kindness  of  several  organists,  monthly  organ  recitals 
have  been  given,  and  have  been  well  attended. 

At  the  end  of  January,  Bishop  Darst,  the  Rev.  A.  C.  Zabriskie, 
and  four  seminary  students,  came  to  Chapel  Hill,  and  stayed  several 
days.  They  came  especially  with  the  idea  of  recruiting  men  for  the 
ministry,  and  considerable  interest  was  aroused. 

In  September  of  1928,  the  work  at  Chapel  Hill  suffered  a  great  loss 
in  the  death  of  Andrew  Henry  Patterson.  Mr.  Patterson,  besides 
his  other  manifold  works,  was  always  deeply  interested  in  the 
work  of  the  Church  among  the  students,  and  his  personal  influence 
was  a  great  power  for  good  throughout  the  campus.  It  will  be  dif- 
ficult to  fill  his  place. 
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It  seems  impossible  not  to  speak  of  financial  needs.  As  some 
Parishes  failed  to  subscribe  what  was  expected,  a  cut  of  $75  was 
made  on  the  student  fund.  So  the  fund  available  for  student  en- 
tertainment, postage,  etc.,  is  now  only  $125,  totally  inadequate  for 
about  450  students.  I  have  gotten  on  fairly  well  through  a  few 
special  gifts,  and  several  grants  from  the  parochial  funds,  but  if 
the  Diocesan  grant  cannot  be  increased,  further  special  gifts  are 
urgently  needed.  We  also  need  money  for  books.  We  need  an  up 
to  date  theological  library  at  Chapel  Hill.  We  already  have  a  good 
beginning,  and  what  books  we  have  are  in  constant  use.

The  Rev.  Milton  A.  Barber,  Chairman  of  the  Department  of 
Religious  Education  of  the  Executive  Council,  presented  the 
report  of  Mrs.  Frank  N.  Challen,  Executive  Secretary  of  Young 
People's  "Work  and  College  Work  as  follows : 

Annual  Report  of  the  Executive   Secretary   of  Young   People's 
Work  and  College  Work 

Young  People's  Work.  It  is  a  great  satisfaction  that  I  am  able  to 
report  great  progress  along  the  line  of  the  Young  People's  Service 
League. 

The  Diocesan  Summer  Camps  were  held  in  June,  1928  at  Chimney 
Rock  Camp,  Lake  Lure,  N.  C.  Camp  Cheshire  for  boys  had  46  paid 
campers  and  a  staff  of  7.  Camp  Penick  for  girls  had  an  enrollment 
of  67  paid  campers  and  a  staff  of  18.  While  this  attendance  did 
not  measure  up  to  our  expectations,  it  exceeded  that  of  the  1927 
camps. 

The  Annual  Diocesan  Convention  of  the  Y.  P.  S.  L.  was  held  in 
St.  Mary's  Church,  High  Point,  with  over  200  young  people  in  attend- 
ance. It  was  a  most  successful  convention,  especially  notable  for 
the  spirit  and  consecration  of  the  members  to  the  task  in  hand. 

In  November  a  special  campaign  was  conducted  to  raise  early  in 
the  year  the  sum  of  $600,  which  the  Leagues  pledged  to  Bishop 
Penick  for  a  scholarship  at  Sewanee  for  a  young  man  studying  for 
the  ministry.  While  the  entire  amount  was  not  raised  in  November, 
the  amount  was  later  raised  in  full  for  the  first  time  since  this 
project  was  adopted,  and  was  paid  to  the  Bishop  by  April  15,  1929. 

During  Lent,  1929  the  Y.  P.  S.  L.  put  on  a  special  campaign  for 
subscriptions  to  the  Carolina  Churchman,  which  resulted  in  300  new 
subscribers  and  many  renewals.  Also,  a  special  course  of  study 
was  conducted  in  preparation  for  the  Bishop's  Test,  which  was  held 
at  Easter  time.  The  winner  will  be  awarded  the  cup  at  the  Annual 
Y.  P.  S.  L.  Convention.    Following  Easter,  a  series  of  programs  of 
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mission  study  on  Africa  and  Personal  Evangelism  were  held. 
Seven  district  meetings  were  conducted,  with  a  largely  increased 
attendance  over  last  year. 

One  of  the  outstanding  events  of  the  year  was  the  presentation 
by  Miss  Margaret  Bell,  President  of  the  Y.  P.  S.  L.  of  the  Diocese, 
of  the  first  Young  People's  Thank  Offering.  This  took  place  at  the 
opening  service  of  the  General  Convention  in  Washington  in  October. 
The  offering  amounted  to  $386.  The  plan  was  originated  by  the 
League  of  this  Diocese,  and  is  now  being  adopted  by  the  young 
people  in  many  parts  of  the  Church. 

The  significance  of  the  Y.  P.  S.  L.,  and  particularly  of  our  Summer 
Camps  for  young  people  is  attested  by  the  fact  that  over  86  per 
cent  of  the  credits  of  this  Diocese  in  the  National  Accredited 
Teachers'  Association  are  held  by  the  young  people,  some  of  them 
having  as  many  as  six  or  seven  of  the  twelve  required. 

At  present  there  are  five  young  men  and  women  of  the  Y.  P.  S.  L. 
preparing  for  life  service  in  the  Church.  Four  are  studying  for  the 
ministry  and  one  girl  is  graduating  this  year  from  the  Church 
Training  School  in  Philadelphia,  and  offering  herself  for  missionary 
work. 

There  are,  at  present,  36  active  chapters  of  the  League  in  the 
Diocese. 

During  the  year  I  have  made  37  visits  to  Parish  Leagues,  conduct- 
ed seven  district  meetings,  sent  out  to  the  Leagues  of  this  and 
other  Dioceses  many  outlines  and  suggestions  for  programs,  com- 
piled a  reading  list,  a  bibliography  for  counselors  and  the  programs 
for  the  Bishop's  Test.  I  have  addressed  local  and  district  meetings 
of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  and  served  as  Secretary  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Religious  Education.  My  activities  also  include  attendance 
at  a  three-day  Provincial  Conference  on  Religious  Education  and 
the  first  National  Young  People's  Conference  at  Sewanee,  attendance 
at  the  General  Convention  in  Washington,  and  the  teaching  of  two 
courses  on  Young  People's  Work  at  both  the  Adult  and  Young 
People's  Divisions  of  the  Sewanee  Summer  Training  School. 

College  Work.  On  November  1,  I  took  charge  of  the  work  among 
the  Episcopal  students  at  the  North  Carolina  College  for  Women 
in  Greensboro.  Since  November  18  a  Sunday  school  Class  has 
met  on  Sunday  evenings.  The  present  enrollment  is  43.  The  Rev. 
J.  Reginald  Mallett  conducted  five  of  the  classes  during  the  Spring, 
his  subject  being  "The  Book  of  Common  Prayer." 

Noonday  services  were  held  three  days  each  week  during  Lent 
in  one  of  the  society  halls  on  the  campus,  the  average  attendance 
being  46.  Clergy  of  the  three  Carolina  Dioceses  were  the  speakers, 
generously  paying  their  own  travelling  expenses. 
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Through  the  generous  cooperation  and  support  of  the  Executive 
Council,  the  bishops,  clergy,  Woman's  Auxiliary,  Young  People's 
Service  League,  and  certain  laymen  of  this  Diocese,  and  the  assist- 
ance of  the  Dioceses  of  East  and  Western  North  Carolina  and  in- 
dividuals throughout  the  Church,  St.  Mary's  Chapel  has  been  re- 
modelled and  furnished,  and  the  gracious,  lovely  and  homelike 
St.  Mary's  House,  the  Episcopal  Student  Center,  is  the  result. 
On  April  13  Bishop  Penick  dedicated  the  house  and  conducted  the 
ceremonial  of  lighting  the  first  fire  upon  the  hearth.  There  were 
about  150  people  present.  It  is  impossible  to  put  into  this  report 
a  record  of  the  far-reaching  results  of  the  establishment  of  St. 
Mary's  House.  Here  early  celebrations  of  the  Holy  Communion  are 
conducted  on  the  second  and  fourth  Sundays  of  each  month,  and 
the  Church  School  meetings  are  held  at  6:45  every  Sunday  evening. 
The  House  is  constantly  in  use  as  a  place  of  recreation,  rest  and 
study.  The  week  following  the  dedication.  Deaconess  Whitaker  of 
New  York  held  a  series  of  four  twilight  conferences  on  Personal 
Religion,  with  an  average  attendance  of  41.  The  local  rectors  both 
report  an  increased  attendance  of  college  students  at  the  regular 
Sunday  morning  services  since  the  opening  of  St.  Mary's  House. 

The  Episcopal  students  have  organized  "The  Episcopal  Club,"  and 
have  elected  a  student  "vestry,"  composed  of  officers  of  the  Club 
and  six  others.  Since  November  1  this  Club  has  raised  $140  towards 
the  cost  and  furnishings  of  the  House  and  $20  towards  the  National 
Student  Lenten  project.  $75  has  been  pledged  towards  the  Forward 
Movement  for  1930.  Plans  for  the  coming  year  include  the  cloth- 
ing of  a  child  at  the  Thompson  Episcopal  Home. 

In  the  past  six  and  one-half  months  I  have  made  200  calls  on 
the  various  students,  and  15  visits  to  girls  in  the  infirmary.  I 
have  entertained  students  at  meals  in  my  home  84  times,  served 
refreshments  every  Sunday  evening  following  the  class,  and  held 
three  teas  for  rectors  in  the  Diocese  who  have  desired  to  meet  with 
the  girls  from  their  Parishes.  I  would  like  to  urge  any  rector 
in  the  Diocese  to  let  me  know  when  he  is  going  to  be  in  Greens- 
boro, in  order  that  I  may  arrange  for  the  girls  from  his  Parish 
to  meet  with  him  in  St.  Mary's  House. 

It  has  been  a  year  of  great  activities,  but  one  full  of  joy  in  the 
service  of  the  young  people,  and  with  results  beyond  anything  we 
dared  hope  for.

The  Secretary  read  a  communication  from  the  Secretary  of 
the  House  of  Deputies  of  the  General  Convention  regarding 
certain  amendments  to  the  Constitution  proposed  at  the  Con- 
vention of  1928  and  to  be  finally  acted  upon  at  the  Convention 
of  1931.  The  matter  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Constitu- 
tion and  Canons. 

The  Secretary  read  a  communication  from  the  Com^mission 
on  recruiting,  training  and  admitting  men  to  the  ministry,  en- 
closing certain  resolutions  regarding  the  placement  of  clergy. 
The  matter  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Theological 
Education,  to  report  on  the  same  at  the  next  Convention. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  John  Long  Jackson,  it  was  resolved 
that  the  Secretary  be  instructed  to  send  a  telegram  of  greeting 
to  the  Diocesan  Convention  of  East  Carolina,  now  in  session. 

(The  telegram  was  duly  sent  and  a  reply  greeting  received.) 

The  Eev.  John  Moore  Walker  read  the  report  of  the  Trustees 
of  the  University  of  the  South,  as  follows  : 

Report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South 

We  attended  the  meeting  of  the  Board  at  its  usual  convening  at 
Commencement  time.  Two  items  of  importance  we  wish  to  report: 

1.  The  present  enrollment  is  the  largest  in  the  history  of  the 
institution,  and  the  largest  class  on  record  will  be  graduated  this 
year. 

2.  In  accordance  with  the  Board's  action  last  June,  the  Rev.  R. 
Bland  Mitchell  was  employed  to  prosecute  the  plans  looking  towards 
the  enlargement  of  Sewanee's  endowment  and  the  extension  of  her 
facilities.

The  Rev.  Alfred  S.  Lawrence  read  the  report  of  the  Board  of 
Examining  Chaplains,  together  with  certain  considerations  with 
regard  to  the  standards  of  the  ministry,  as  follows : 

Report  of  the  Board  of  Examining  Chaplains,  for  1928 

In  accordance  with  Canon  6,  Section  5,  the  Board  of  Examining 
Chaplains  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  herewith  submits  the 
following  report: 

On  March  20,  Duncan  Thomas  was  examined  under  Canon  5,  V  (i), 
and  a  satisfactory  examination  was  reported. 
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On  the  same  day  Allen  Person  was  examined  under  Canon  4,  I,  (1), 
with  the  exception  of  The  Greek  New  Testament  and  Homiletics,  and 
a  satisfactory  examination  was  reported. 

On  April  11  Lewis  Page  Spencer  was  examined  under  Canon  2, 
V,   (iv),  and  a  satisfactory  examination  was  reported. 

On  September  4  DeSassure  Parker  Moore  was  examined  under 
Canon  4,  II,  and  a  satisfactory  examination  was  reported. 

On  September  13  Leroy  Winstead  Leggett  was  examined  under 
Canon  2,  V,  (ii),  with  the  exception  of  Philosophy,  and  a  satisfactory 
examination  was  reported. 

On  the  same  day  Ernest  McGersin  Winborne  was  examined  under 
Canon  2,  V  (ii),  with  the  exception  of  Psychology,  and  a  satisfactory 
examination  was  reported.  In  December  the  said  candidate  passed 
Psychology,  and  was  so  reported. 

On  December  27  the  Board  of  Examining  Chaplains  met  in  Greens- 
boro. The  Rev.  W.  W.  Way  was  reelected  chairman,  and  the  Rev. 
A.  S.  Lawrence  secretary.  It  was  decided  that  in  future  regular 
examinations  should  be  held  twice  a  year,  on  the  Wednesday  after 
Easter,  and  on  the  third  Wednesday  in  September,  in  Greensboro.

The  Board  of  Examining  Chaplains  of  the  Diocese  begs  leave  to 
submit  the  following  considerations  with  regard  to  the  standards 
for  the  ministry  of  Christ's  Church: 

Fully  and  freely  we  acknowledge  that  the  first  and  foremost 
requisite  for  the  sacred  ministry  is  sturdy  character.  That  a 
man  qualify  first  in  the  so-called  natural  virtues.  To  illustrate:  that 
he  be  a  man  of  strict  rectitude  in  business  dealings;  that  in  the 
face  of  temptation  he  be  strong  enough  to  rule  his  own  appetites. 

Upon  a  foundation  the  distinctively  Christian  virtues  may  be 
built;  unaffected  humility,  the  loving  zeal  befitting  one  who  would 
try,  however  unworthily  to  imitate  the  Good  Shepherd. 

Now  we  desire  to  go  on  and  stress  three  thoughts. 

First,  there  is  often  too  much  haste  in  seeking  ordination.  Per- 
haps both  people  and  prospective  minister  are  too  prone  to  urge 
that  the  candidate  be  ordained  at  an  early  date.  Is  this  not  often  a 
sign  of  wasteful  superficiality,  the  haste  that  craves  quick  results 
without  due  regard  to  getting  solid  results?  They  that  wait  upon 
the  Lord  shall  renew  their  strength. 

If  this  idea  is  sound  we  would  urge  next  that  in  these  times 
of  abundant  educational  opportunity  the  usual  scheme  of  study 
for  the  healthy  young  theological  student  should  be  preparatory 
school,  college  or  university  and  finally  graduate  training  in  theologi- 
cal seminary.  We  should  be  chary  of  substitutes  for  this  rounded 
discipline.      Some   would   propose   something  else  as  just  as    good. 
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Well,  is  it  just  as  good'?  In  particular,  is  that  something  else  just 
as  hard?  Or  is  it  proposed  because  it  provides  a  short  cut,  follows 
the  line  of  least  resistance?  Is  it  better  that  the  prospective  clergy- 
man somehow  is  spared  the  stern  discipline  which  faces  the  compe- 
tent attorney-at-law?  Or  the  physician  trained  in  years  of  rigorous 
study  and  exacting  experiment  that  he  may  really  minister  to  the 
bodies  of  men? 

There  has  always  been  this  call  for  an  educated  ministry.  The 
fathers  of  the  Greek  Church  commended  the  gospel  of  Christ  to 
the  intellect  of  the  early  centuries.  In  every  great  era  in  the  long 
life  of  Christendom  the  need  of  the  time  has  been  met  by  men  of  light 
and  leading.  Men  must  think;  they  must  ask  questions;  they  must 
have  answers. 

Today  the  need  for  competent  thinkers,  teachers  and  leaders  is 
glaringly  apparent.  We  live  in  a  time  of  stress  and  confusion, 
even  revolution.  The  minister  of  Christ  stands  today  before  people 
who  are  puzzled  by  the  new  science,  now  psychology,  new  ethics. 
We  live  in  a  topsy-turvy,  dizzy  world.  Furthermore:  The  dis- 
coveries of  scholars  digging  on  the  sites  of  buried  cities  give  us 
fresh  light  on  the  Bible;  the  researches  of  eager  students  disclose 
facts  of  great  significance  not  known  heretofore  concerning  the 
Book  of  all  books.  The  minister  of  Christ  should  be  a  man  ready 
to  give  to  every  one  that  asks  a  reason  for  the  faith  that  is  in  him, 
a  workman  that  has  no  need  to  be  ashamed,  rightly  dividing  the 
Word  of  truth.

The  report  of  St.  Peter's  Hospital,  Charlotte,  was  read  by 
Mr.  M.  M.  Murphy,  as  follows  : 

Report  of  St.   Peter's  Hospital,   Charlotte 

The  Board  of  Managers  of  St.  Peter's  Hospital  are  pleased  to 
submit  as  a  matter  of  information  and  recprd,  the  following  re- 
port covering  the  fiscal  year  from  January  1,  1928,  to  January 
1,  1929. 

During  the  period  covered  by  this  report  the  hospital  has  ad- 
mitted for  treatment,  2,471  patients  for  20,395  days.  Of  this  number 
184  were  charity  patients  who  were  treated  for  a  period  of  2,982 
days,  and  64  were  admitted  as  semi-charity  patients  for  998  days, 
of  which  331  were  free  days,  making  a  total  of  3,313  free  days. 
The  patients  admitted  under  the  classification  of  semi-charity  pay 
for  hospital  services  only  and  such  a  portion  of  the  regular  fee 
as  they  can.  In  many  instances  pajonents  are  very  small.  The 
total    cost   to    the    hospital   of    all    charitable    services    during    the 
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year  amounted   to  $11,595.50,   an  average  of  more  than   $966.29   a 
month. 

The  Institrution  is  in  splendid  condition  in  every  respect;  we  have 
recently  spent  more  than  $10,000  for  improvements  for  which  we 
were  able  to  pay  cash,  and  have  now  available  assets  as  follows:

It  is  the  desire  of  the  Managers  to  administer  affairs  of  the 
Hospital  in  an  economical  manner  without  any  intention  or  desire 
of  accumulating  a  surplus,  but  we  wish  to  be  always  prepared  to 
continue  in  the  most  efficient  way,  the  work  for  which  it  was 
organized. 

The  Training  School  for  Nurses,  under  direct  supervision  of  the 
Superintendent  and  help  of  the  doctors  of  the  staff  furnishes  an 
opportunity  for  young  women  to  prepare  themselves  for  the  nursing 
profession,  and  we  are  always  glad  to  have  energetic.  Christian 
young  women  who  are  interested  in  this  work.  They  are  given  $15 
per  month  and  board  while  in  training.

The  Rev.  Elwood  L.  Haines  submitted  his  report  as  the 
Executive  Secretary  of  the  Diocese  as  follows : 

Report  of  the  Executive  Secretary  of  the  Diocese 

A  resume  of  my  activities  during  my  thirteen  months  of  service  is 
obviously  in  order  in  this  first  report  to  the  Convention,  and  will 
perhaps  help  to  answer  the  question  so  frequently  asked  regarding 
the  duties  of  an  Executive  Secretary.  The  office  represents  to  the 
Diocese  a  new  venture  and  to  me  a  new  experience. 

My  duties  began  on  April  15,  1928.  Prom  this  date  until  April 
2,  1929,  when  I  moved  to  Greensboro  because  it  seemed  to  be  more 
central  for  my  work,  I  had  the  privilege  of  making  my  headquarters 
at  the  Thompson  Episcopal  Home  in  Charlotte.  I  wish  to  here  ex- 
press to  the  authorities  of  the  Thompson  Episcopal  Home,  and  to 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Wheeler  in  particular,  my  great  appreciation  for  this 
happy  arrangement.  The  rector  and  vestry  of  Holy  Trinity  Church, 
Greensboro  have  likewise  been  most  generous  and  thoughtful  in 
providing  me  with  an  office  in  the  Parish  house  and  a  new  automo- 
bile and  facilitating  my  work  in  a  number  of  ways. 

Shortly  after  my  arrival  in  the  Diocese,  the  office  of  Secretary 
of  the  Diocese  and  Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  the  Executive  Coun- 
cil were  combined  in  that  of  the  Executive  Secretary.  The  former 
involved  the  preparation  of  the  Convention  Journal  and  the  triennial 
report  to  the  General  Convention,  and  the  safe  keeping  of  insurance 
policies  on  certain  Diocesan  properties,  certificates  of  title  to  the 
automobiles  used  by  our  missionary  clergy  and  similar  records, 
Executive  Council  duties  included  attendance  at  Council  and  De- 
partment meetings  and  a  considerable  volume  of  correspondence. 
I  have  also  served  as  secretary  of  the  Evaluation  Committee. 
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Some  of  the  most  wholesome  and  inspiring  experiences  have  come 
in  connection  with  the  Diocesan  Camps,  where  I  have  taught  mis- 
sionary courses  and  served  as  business  manager.  During  the  montli 
of  August  I  attended  the  Young  People's  Division  of  the  Sewanee 
Summer  Training  School,  and  taught  two  courses.  Throughout  the 
year  I  have  made  as  many  contacts  as  possible  with  the  members 
of  the  Young  People's  Service  League,  and  record  my  impression 
that  everything  we  as  a  Diocese  can  do  to  enlist  and  hold  the  loyalty 
of  our  youth  will  prove  to  be  the  most  profitable  kind  of  investment. 

In  the  Fall,  my  time  was  chiefly  taken  up  with  preparations  for 
the  Forward  Movement  Canvass.  The  outline  of  this  work  has  al- 
ready been  presented  in  the  report  of  the  Executive  Council.  Fol- 
lowing this,  I  was  engaged,  in  cooperation  with  the  Woman's 
Auxiliary,  in  promoting  the  study  of  "The  New  Africa."  I  had 
the  pleasure  of  holding  all-day  mission  study  conferences  in  Raleigh 
and  Greensboro  in  November,  and  later  of  addressing  Parish  groups 
in  Charlotte,  Henderson,  Winston-Salem,  Lexington,  Roanoke  Rapids, 
Warrenton,  and  a  number  of  other  points.  So  far  as  possible,  I 
have  attended  the  Spring  and  Fall  district  meetings  of  the  Woman's 
Auxiliary,  and  had  the  privilege  of  speaking  at  a  number  of  them. 

I  am  grateful  to  the  clergy  for  assisting  me  in  the  setting  up  of  a 
Diocesan  mailing  list,  which  will  prove  of  service  to  the  Bishop 
and  Diocesan  committees,  and,  when  funds  are  available,  will  make 
it  possible  for  "The  Church  at  Work"  to  be  mailed  direct  to  every 
family. 

The  Service  Program  of  the  Church  School,  being  without  a  leader, 
owing  to  the  removal  from  the  Diocese  of  Mrs.  Henry  M.  Bonner, 
the  Department  of  Religious  Education  appointed  me  temporarily 
in  charge  of  this  important  feature  of  its  work.  The  chief  re- 
quirement here  seemed  to  be  for  simplification.  With  that  in  mind 
I  prepared  and  distributed  in  January  a  mimeographed  booklet 
which  I  hope  has  proven  of  some  help  to  rectors  and  superintend- 
ents. The  chief  purpose  of  the  program  is  to  stimulate  the  Diocesan 
and  National  Church  offerings  of  the  children,  and  to  train  them  in 
intelligent  and  consecrated  giving  by  laying  stress  upon  the  educa- 
tional and  devotional  features  naturally  attached  to  them.  The  lack 
of  any  adequate  appropriation  for  this  work  has  made  it  impossible 
to  do  this  with  any  considerable  degree  of  effectiveness. 

The  most  important  function  of  an  Executive  Secretary  is  to 
relieve  the  Bishop  of  administrative  details.  Matters  concerning 
the  Clergy  Pension  Fund,  the  preparation  of  reports  to  the  National 
Council  and  interviews  with  vestries  have  been  assigned  to  me, 
from  time  to  time  by  Bishop  Penick.  As  I  grow  more  familiar  with 
local  situations,  I  trust  I  shall  prove  of  greater  usefulness  to  our 
congregations,  as  called  upon,  in  certain  problems  that  may  arise. 
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One  of  my  most  striking  discoveries,  as  I  have  gone  about  the 
Diocese,  is  the  vitality  of  neglected  congregations.  It  is  false 
economy  for  mission  churches  to  be  allowed  to  remain  vacant  in 
order  that  the  money  required  at  those  points  may  be  expended 
elsewhere.  Yet  often  it  has  seemed  that  nothing  else  could  be 
done.  I  have  visited  a  number  of  times  such  churches  as  Walnut 
Cove  and  Mount  Airy,  to  find  them  in  many  ways  thriving  splendid- 
ly despite  the  fact  that  they  have  been  without  regular  priestly  or 
pastoral  care  for  over  a  year.  Unfortunately,  however,  this  is  not 
always  true. 

Our  most  serious  concern  in  the  Diocese  at  present  is  the  financial 
situation.  The  Department  of  Religious  Education  has  been  almost 
eliminated  by  budget  reduction.  Healthy,  progressive  work  on  the 
part  of  the  other  departments  is  becoming  increasingly  impossible. 
In  part,  it  is  a  reflection  of  the  times — a  passing  phase.  But  it  also 
reveals  an  unfamiliarity  with  the  things  we  are  trying  to  do.  The 
training  of  youth  in  the  Christian  life,  the  evangelizing  of  the  un- 
churched, the  care  of  the  neglected,  and  the  machinery  with  which 
these  things  can  be  accomplished — this  is  the  Church's  Program  for 
the  Kingdom  of  God.  Group  responsibility,  Diocesan  pride,  cannot 
survive  the  shock  of  hard  times.  Personal  responsibility  for  a 
"Program  Understood"  can.

Tlie  above  report  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  State 
of  the  Church. 

The  Eev.  I.  Harding  Hughes  addressed  the  Convention  on 
Inter-racial  Work,  and  presented  resolutions  on  this  subject,  as 
follows  : 

Believing  in  the  Fatherhood  of  God  and  the  brotherhood  of  man, 
and  in  the  teachings  of  Jesus,  and  in  the  Church  of  Christ  as  the 
interpreter  and  instrument  of  these  truths,  we  hold  that,  as  a  body 
of  Christian  believers,  we  owe  particular  duty  to  the  problems, 
individual  and  collective,  that  affect  the  realization  of  these  truths. 
Many  problems  do  confront  us,  among  them  being  that  of  the 
proper  adjustment  of  the  relationships  between  the  white  and  negro 
races.  In  the  long  history  of  the  contact  of  these  two  races  in  our 
nation  and  in  our  state,  many  serious  difficulties  have  arisen.  To 
recite  these  difficulties  is  unnecessary  here.  We  recognize  their 
existence  and  our  responsibility  to  them. 

The  Negro  constitutes  one-third  of  the  population  of  our  state. 
His  life  is  inextricably  interwoven  with  the  life  and  the  history 
of  this  state.  He  is  a  human  being.  He  is  here  to  stay.  He  has 
rightR  and  duties  and  privileges.  There  are  differences  in  race 
and  inheritance  and  experience  that  have  produced  grave  problems 
in  his  contact  with  the  white  race.  As  Christians  and  as  church- 
men, we  owe  it  to  ourselves,  our  church  and  our  fellow  man  and 
to  the  furtherance  of  our  religion  to  face  these  difficulties  in  a 
Christian  spirit.  We  believe  that  the  teachings  of  Jesus  are  a 
sufficient  guide  to  us  in  this  situation  as  in  all  others.  If  we  but 
work  in  the  Christian  spirit,  there  will  be  no  uncertainty  as  to 
the  outcome  of  our  efforts.  Gratifying  progress  has  already  been 
made  in  our  state.  Probably  nowhere  in  the  United  States  are  the 
inter-racial  conditions  quite  so  satisfactory  as  in  North  Carolina. 
A  degree  of  good  will  and  harmony  prevails  that  is  very  remarkable. 
This  is  the  testimony  of  negro  leaders  as  well  as  white.    The  world 
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wide  attention  that  is  being  given  to  inter-racial  problems  indicates 
that  we  have  an  opportunity  in  America  and  in  North  Carolina  to 
set  an  example  to  the  whole  world  of  dealing  with  this  situation 
in  the  most  satisfactory  way.  It  is  a  marvelous  opportunity  that 
confronts  us.  We  would  recognize  the  good  work  that  has  already 
been  done  by  our  Church  along  these  lines.  However,  this  is  but  an 
earnest  of  what  we  should  do. 

Recognizing  that  problems  do  exist,  and  recognizing  our  duty 
as  Christians,  and  desiring  to  promote  in  all  legitimate  and  proper 
ways  the  progress  and  welfare  of  the  Negro,  and  to  promote  the 
completest  understanding  and  good  will  between  the  white  and  negro 
races,  and  desiring  to  aid  particularly  in  the  religious  progress  of 
the  Negro, 

Be  it  Resolved,  by  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Convention  of  the 
Diocese  of  North  Carolina,  in  Convention  assembled  at  Henderson, 
May  14-15,  1929: 

1.  That  we  assure  the  Negroes  of  North  Carolina  of  our  Christian 
affection. 

2.  That  we  rejoice  in  their  progress  and  the  happy  relations 
now  existing  between  them  and  the  white  race. 

3.  That  we  pledge  our  efforts  to  a  continuance  and  further  ad- 
vancement of  these  pleasant  relations. 

4.  That  we  pledge  our  cooperation  to  the  Southern  Commission 
on  Inter-racial  Cooperation,  a  body  which  is  composed  of  earnest. 
Southern  Christian  men  and  women,  who  are  conducting  a  re- 
markable "adventure  in  good  will." 

5.  That  we  pledge  our  cooperation  to  the  North  Carolina  Com- 
mission on  Inter-racial  Cooperation,  composed  of  men  and  women  of 
both  races  who  are  devoting  their  efforts  to  the  promotion  of  under- 
standing and  good  will. 

6.  That,  in  the  furtherance  of  these  ideas  and  purposes,  the 
Chairman  of  this  Convention  appoint  a  Commission  of  ten  men  and 
women,  known  as  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Diocesan  Commission  on 
Inter-racial  Cooperation,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  formulate  practical 
plans  for  the  furtherance  of  this  work. 

7.  That,  as  far  as  possible  and  practicable,  we  recommend  that 
Race  Relations  Sunday  shall  be  observed  each  year  in  our  churches. 

8.  That  we  recommend  that  inter-racial  work  be  called  to  the 
attention  of  our  Ministerial  Associations. 

9.  That  Mission  Study  Classes  and  other  study  classes  in  Inter- 
racial Relations  be  recommended. 

10.  That  our  church  press  and  publications  carry  constructive 
material,  both  editorial  and  in  the  news  column,  concerning  Inter- 
racial work. 
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11.  That  it  is  understood  that  no  church  or  person  be  asked  or 
expected  to  participate  in  any  of  this  work  against  his  own  prefer- 
ence or  desire.

The  Committee  on  Canons  begs  leave  to  report  as  follows: 

1.  Resolved,  That  the  words  "Members  of  the  Board  of  Examining 
Chaplains"  be  inserted  after  the  words  "Committee  on  Canons" 
in  Canon  VI,  Section  3. 

The  purpose  of  this  resolution  is  to  legalize  the  payment  by  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  of  the  expenses  of  the  ExamiLning 
Chaplains. 

2.  At  the  close  of  the  last  Convention,  there  was  referred  to  this 
committee  a  resolution  offered  by  the  Rev.  Wilmot  S.  Holmes,  found 
on  page  56  of  the  Journal.  If  this  change  is  desirable,  no  action  of 
this  committee  is  necessary.  A  resolution  of  the  Convention  is 
sufficient.     (See  Canon  VIII,  Section  1.) 

3.  Resolution  5  of  the  Evaluation  Committee,  providing  that  the 
Finance  Committee  of  the  Diocese  be  discontinued,  and  that  its 
present  duties  be  carried  out  by  the  Finance  Department  of  the 
Executive  Council  has  been  referred  to  this  committee.  Your 
committee  believes  that  such  a  change  would  be  contrary  to  Canon 
53,  Section  V  of  the  General  Convention,  and  that,  even  if  legal,  it 
would  be  undesirable.  We  therefore  disapprove,  and  ask  to  be  dis- 
charged from  further  consideration  of  this  subject. 

4.  Resolution  6  of  the  Evaluation  Committee,  providing  for  a 
colored  member  on  the  Executive  Council,  has  also  been  referred 
to  us.    We  offer  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  Section  1,  Canon  XVII,  be  amended  as  follows: 
Add — "and  one  colored  representative  to  be  elected  by  the  Con- 
vention." And  also  that  Section  2  of  the  same  Canon  be  amended 
by  inserting  the  words,  just  before  the  last  sentence,  "It  shall  also 
annually  elect  one  colored  member  whose  term  of  office  shall  be  one 
year." 

5.  A  resolution  seeking  for  representation  of  Parochial  Missions 
in  the  Convention  has  been  received.  We  offer  the  following 
resolution : 

Resolved,  That  Canon  XXVIII  be  amended  as  follows: 
Add  to  Section  one  "and  a  Mission  may  be  organized  within  the 
limits  of  an  existing  Parish  by  the  Rector  of  said  Parish,  with  the 
consent  of  the  Bishop." 

Cut  out  Section  3,  and  substitute  for  it  the  following:  "The 
Bishop  shall  appoint  i;he  above  named  officers  at  the  organization 
of  a  Diocesan  Mission,  and  annually  thereafter;  and  the  Rector 
shall  likewise  appoint  them  in  the  case  of  a  Parochial  Mission: 
provided,  that  whenever  the  number  of  communicants  in  said  Mis- 
sion  shall  be  not  less  than  twenty,  said  communicants  may  elect 
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annually  from  their  own  number  the  officers  of  the  Mission;  and 
in  case  they  fail  to  do  so,  the  Bishop  or  Rector  may  either  appoint 
new  officers,  or  allow  the  officers  last  chosen  to  continue  until  the 
time  for  the  next  annual  election  of  officers. 

6.  A  resolution  seeking  to  amend  Canon  XXII,  Section  1,  by 
inserting  the  words  "and  who  shall  have  contributed  regularly  to 
the  support  of  the  Parish,  and  to  the  Forward  Movement  of  the 
Church,"  after  the  words  "in  good  moral  standing,"  has  also  been 
received. 

Your  committee  believes  that  it  is  unwise  and  undesirable  to  in- 
clude such  limitations  in  the  wording  of  a  canon,  and  we  therefore 
ask  to  be  discharged  from  further  consideration  of  this  subject. 

7.  Resolved,  That  the  words  "Thompson  Episcopal  Home"  be 
substituted  for  the  words  "Thompson  Orphanage  and  Training 
Institute,"  wherever  the  latter  words  occur.  (Canon  XIII  and 
Rules  of  Order.)

The  report,  with  resolutions,  was  adopted. 

On  the  motion  of  the  Rev.  Elwood  L.  Haines,  it  was  resolved 
that  the  Secretary  be  asked  to  print  in  the  Diocesan  Journal 
such  changes  as  are  made  annually  in  the  Constitution  and 
Canons  of  the  Diocese,  and  also  all  changes  which  have  been 
made  since  the  publication  of  the  last  edition  of  the  Constitution 
and  Canons. 

Mr.  John  H.  Small  presented  the  following  resolutions  which 
were  referred  to  the  Evaluation  Committee,  to  report  on  the 
same  ^t  the  next  Convention : 

That  all  reports  of  officers,  committees,  institutions  and  activities 
of  the  Diocese,  with  the  exception  of  the  addresses  of  the  Bishops, 
which  are  to  be  presented  to  the  Diocesan  Convention,  be  printed 
and  mailed,  not  later  than  one  week  before  the  convening  of  the 
Convention  to  each  clergyman  and  authorized  lay  delegate  thereof; 

And  that  no  portion  of  the  said  reports,  except  recommendations 
thereof,  be  read   before  the  Convention; 

And  that  the  Rules  of  Order  be  amended  accordingly. 

Mr.  Augustus  "W.  Graham  submitted  the  report  of  the  special 
committee  on  the  status  of  the  church  at  Kittrell,  as  follows  : 

Your  committee  appointed  to  investigate  the  status  of  St.  James' 
Parish,  Kittrell,  and  to  make  recommendations  as  to  the  disposition 
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of  the  property  of  said  Parish,  respectfully  begs  leave  to  report  as 
follows : 

This  Parish,  whose  existence  extends  back  to  the  time  of  the 
Civil  War  and  perhaps  farther,  owns  a  small  wooden  church  build- 
ing and  a  rectory.  There  has  been  no  resident  Rector  for  some 
years,  and  the  rectory  has  been  rented  for  some  time  at  ten  dollars 
per  month. 

Some  time  about  the  year  1880,  the  ladies  of  the  Parish  formed 
a  Ladies'  Aid  Society.  To  this  society  were  admitted  a  few  ladies 
who  were  not  members  of  the  Episcopal  Church.  The  society  by 
various  means  raised  a  fund  for  the  benefit  of  the  Parish.  For  a 
number  of  years  this  fund  was  administered  by  the  Reverend  Mr. 
Ingle,  who  then  had  charge  of  the  Parish,  and  upon  his  retirement 
was  turned  over  to  Mr.  J.  C.  Kittrell,  of  Henderson,  N.  C,  who  is  not 
a  member  of  the  Episcopal  Church,  but  who  has  been  faithfully 
acting  as  trustee,  without  cost  to  the  society,  and  making  yearly  re- 
ports to  the  society. 

According  to  Mr.  Kittrell's  last  report,  dated  May  1,  1929,  a  copy 
of  which  he  very  kindly  furnished  your  committee,  the  fund  now 
amounts  to  $10,759.15.  However  $5,200  of  this  amount  is  represented 
by  fifty-two  shares  of  certain  stock  which  was  valued  at  one  hundred 
dollars  per  share  in  arriving  at  the  total,  whereas  Mr.  Kittrell  in- 
formed your  committee  that  said  stock  is  not  worth  more  than  eighty 
dollars  per  share,  so  that  the  total  fund  cannot  now  be  reckoned  at 
more  than  $9,719.15.  The  income  from  this  stock  and  the  other 
Investments  of  this  fund  for  the  past  fiscal  year  was  $437.55. 

For  many  years  the  income  from  this  fund,  together  with  ad- 
ditions contributed  by  members  and  others,  was  added  to  the 
principal,  but  for  the  past  few  years  the  income  has  been  used 
to  help  defray  the  expenses  of  the  Parish. 

Services  are  held  in  the  church  on  the  second  Sunday  in  each 
month  by  the  Reverend  Mr.  Miller,  who  has  charge  of  St.  Paul's 
Church,  Louisburg.  There  is  no  Sunday  school  connected  with 
the  Church. 

There  are  now  no  male  members  of  the  Parish  and  only  seven 
ladies,  four  of  whom  are  well  past  middle  life.  The  only  one  of  the 
others  who  has  any  children  is  married  to  a  member  of  the  Methodist 
Church,  and  her  children  attend  the  Methodist  Sunday  school. 
There  seems  little  chance  therefore  for  this  Parish  to  grow,  unless 
an  active  campaign  of  evangelism  is  undertaken. 

In  spite  of  the  disheartening  conditions  above  outlined  your 
committee  is  at  a  loss  as  to  what  steps  should  be  taken  by  the 
Diocese  with  regard  to  this  Parish.  It  has  been  suggested  that  the 
fund  raised  by  the  Ladies'  Aid  Society  should  be  turned  over  to  the 
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trustees  of  the  Diocese,  but  your  committee  knows  of  no  legal 
way  in  which  this  can  be  done  against  the  wishes  of  the  members 
of  the  society. 

Article  IX  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Diocese  provides  that 
ten  or  more  adult  persons  may  organize  themselves  into  a  Parish, 
and  Canon  XXI  provides  that  any  number  of  persons,  including 
at  least  ten  communicants,  may  organize  a  Parish,  and  it  prescribes 
the  steps  to  be  taken.  Canon  XXII  directs  that  a  vestry  of  not 
less  than  three  nor  more  than  twelve  males  shall  be  elected  annually, 
and  Canon  XXV  provides  that,  in  case  of  the  dissolution  of  the 
Parish,  the  property  belonging  to  the  same  shall  vest  in  the  trustees 
of  the  Diocese  in  trust  for  the  interest  of  the  church  in  the  said 
late  Parish,  but  there  is  no  provision  made  in  the  constitution  or 
Canons  of  machinery  for  the  dissolution  of  a  Parish.  Your  com- 
mittee is  therefore  of  the  opinion  that  the  Diocese  can  do  nothing 
about  the  matter  until  a  Canon  has  been  adopted  setting  forth  under 
what  conditions  a  Parish  may  be  declared  dissolved. 

We  may  add  that  the  President  and  Treasurer  of  the  Ladies' 
Aid  Society  of  St.  James'  Church  are  perfectly  willing  to  have 
the  fund  of  the  said  society  taken  over  by  the  trustees  of  the 
Diocese,  but  we  are  informed  that  the  other  five  members  of  the 
society  do  not  desire  said  trustees  to  take  charge  of  the  same  so 
long  as  Miss  Kate  Capehart,  the  present  Treasurer,  remains  in  the 
Parish.  Miss  Capehart  told  a  member  of  your  committee  that  she 
expects  to  leave  the  Parish  within  the  next  year. 

Therefore,  if  it  is  the  desire  of  the  convention  that  the  trustees  of 
the  Diocese  should  take  over  this  fund  in  the  near  future,  we  would 
suggest  that  the  members  of  the  Ladies'  Aid  Society  of  St.  James' 
Church  sign  an  agreement  transferring  said  fund  to  said  trustees.

The  above  report  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Canons. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Morrison  Bethea,  the  Secretary  was 
instructed  to  send  a  telegram  of  affectionate  greeting  to  the 
Rev.  Julian  Edward  Ingle,  the  oldest  clergyman  of  the  Diocese, 
and  a  former  Rector  of  Holy  Innocents'  Church,  Henderson. 

(The  telegram  was  duly  sent.) 

The  Convention  took  a  brief  recess  for  lunch. 

The  Chairman  called  the  Convention  to  order  at  2  :15  p.m., 
and  appointed  the  following  Board  of  Examining  Chaplains, 
which  was  confirmed  by  the  action  of  the  Convention : 
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The  Rev.  Warren  W.  Way. 
The  Rev.  Alfred  S.  Lawrence. 
The  Rev.  Robert  B.  Owens. 
The  Rev.  Robert  E.  Gribbin. 
The  Rev.  Edgar  H.   Goold. 
The  Rev.  Mark  H.  Milne. 
The  Rev.  John  Moore  Walker. 

Mr.  Frank  S.  Spruill  reported  for  the  special  committee 
on  Inter-racial  Work,  stating  that  the  matter  required  further 
study.  The  Committee  was  continued,  with  instructions  to  re- 
port at  the  next  Convention. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Alfred  S.  Lawrence,  it  was  resolved 
that  if  alternate  delegates  to  the  Provincial  Synod  are  neces- 
sary, their  appointment  be  left  to  the  discretion  of  the  Chairman. 

On  the  motion  of  the  Rev.  Robert  E.  Gribbin,  it  was  resolved 
that  this  Convention  recognize  with  satisfaction  the  honor  to  be 
conferred  on  one  of  its  number,  the  Rev.  Milton  A.  Barber,  who 
is  to  receive  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Sacred  Theology  from 
Hobart  College. 

Mr.  W.  Frank  Thompson  and  the  Rev.  William  H.  Hardin 
extended  to  the  Convention  an  invitation  to  meet  in  Christ 
Church,  Cleveland,  in  1930. 

On  the  motion  of  the  Rev.  Morrison  Bethea,  it  was  resolved 
that  the  Convention  accept  with  thanks  the  invitation  of 
Christ  Church,  Cleveland. 

On  the  motion  of  Dr.  Wade  R.  Brown,  the  following  resolu- 
tions were  adopted  : 

That  this  Convention  extend  to  the  Rector,  Vestry  and 
Parishioners  of  Holy  Innocents'  Church,  Henderson,  and  to 
the  other  members  of  the  community  which  have  assisted  in  the 
entertainment  of  this  Convention,  its  appreciation  for  their 
gracious  hospitality  during  the  113th  annual  meeting; 

That  a  like  expression  be  extended  to  the  members  of  the 
Chapel  of  the  Resurrection  for  the  entertainment  of  the  colored 
delegates; 

And  that  the  local  press  be  assured  of  the  thanks  of  the  Con- 
vention for  its  splendid  cooperation. 

The  Rev.  Edward  W.  Baxter  read  the  report  of  the  Committee 
on  the  State  of  the  Church,  as  follows: 
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Report  of  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church 

Your  committee  begs  leave  to  make  a  resume  of  the  affairs  of 
the  Diocese,  so  far  as  the  data  is  available  in  the  limited  time 
allowed  since  its  announcement. 

We  find  that  the  past  year  has  been  one  of  progress  and  growth. 
There  is  a  considerable  increase  in  the  number  of  communicants, 
despite  the  fact  that  many  Parishes  have  dropped  the  names  of  lost 
and    removed    communicants. 

The  confirmations  this  year  were  542  (499  white  and  43  colored) 
as  against  609  (510  white  and  59  colored)  in  1928. 

We  regret  that  the  Bishop  of  North  Carolina  finds  that  his  four 
score  years  require  that  he  should  lessen  the  labors  now  carried 
on  by  him.  The  additional  duties  will  be  therefore  placed  on  the 
Bishop  Coadjutor.  For  the  future  Bishop  Cheshire  will  continue 
to  make  the  Episcopal  visitations  to  those  Parishes  heretofore  visited 
by  him;  also  keep  the  Diocesan  register,  including  giving  and 
receiving  letters  dimissory  for  the  clergy,  the  formal  part  of 
admitting  postulants  and  candidates  for  Holy  Orders,  and  the 
necessary  business  before  the  Standing  Committee,  leaving  to 
Bishop  Penick  the  greater  part  of  the  Episcopal  supervision  of  the 
Diocese  and  its  work. 

The  number  of  clergy  is  now  the  same  as  last  year,  one  ordina- 
tion and  six  additions  being  balanced  by  seven  letters  dimissory. 
The  eight  candidates  for  Orders  and  six  postulants,  a  total  of 
fourteen,  is  an  increase  of  one. 

The  raising  of  St.  Augustine's  College  to  the  rank  of  a  Grade  A 
College — the  only  Grade  A  College  for  the  colored  people  of  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States — is  a  matter  of 
congratulation.  It  is  a  recognition  of  the  decreasing  attendance  in 
the  lower  grades  due  to  the  development  of  the  State  school  system, 
and  its  greatly  increased  attendance  in  the  elementary  grades. 
Further,  it  is  a  recognition  by  the  Church  of  an  increasing  attend- 
ance of  the  higher  grades,  and  professional  and  useful  occupations, 
and  the  Church  realizing  its  opportunity,  and  making  the  most  of 
the  same.  The  greatly  increased  attendance  shows  the  wisdom  of 
the  action  heretofore  taken. 

The  work  of  St.  Mary's  School  challenges  attention.  The  address 
of  the  Bishop  contains  this  significant  sentence  "There  is  a  progress- 
ive diminution  in  attendance  upon  the  preparatory  classes.  There 
must  be  a  raising  of  our  standards  and  an  upward  movement.  In 
short,  St.  Mary's  School  should  advance  to  the  grade  of  a  full 
college.  This  is  the  declared  judgment  of  the  Trustees."  This  is  a 
recognition  of  the  greatly  increased  number  of-  students  in  the 
State   Public   High   Schools,   who   now  enroll   over   100,000.     Is   it 
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profitable  or  practicable  for  the  Church  to  attempt  to  compete  with 
the  State?  Or  should  the  Church  move  forward  to  the  field  of 
higher  education  for  our  young  women,  who  have  graduated  from 
the  State  and  private  high  schools,  for  which  there  is  an  open  field? 
The  Church  in  the  entire  United  States  has  no  Grade  A  College  for 
women.  We  are  informed  that  St.  Mary's  School  is  the  best  equipped 
of  all  the  Junior  Colleges  of  the  Church  to  be  changed  into  a  stand- 
ard College.  However,  this  change  will  require  the  raising  of  con- 
siderable endowment,  and  the  increase  of  the  present  equipment, 
which  is  a  matter  of  great  financial  consequence. 

We  note  with  great  interest  that  the  splendid  work  of  the  Thomp- 
son Episcopal  Home  is  being  carried  on  so  successfully.  The  work 
of  training  and  educating  children,  spiritually  and  mentally,  for 
practical  work  in  life,  which  the  Church  has  undertaken  appeals 
most  strongly  to  all  of  us.    Again  we  commend  this  great  work. 

The  Treasurer's  report  shows  that  $15,141.75  has  been  collected 
on  the  $15,304.75  assessment  for  the  Current  Episcopal  and  Con- 
tingent Fund,  which  shows  less  than  2^^  per  cent  of  the  amount 
failed  to  be  paid.  This  deficit  is  due  to  the  delinquencies  of  17 
churches  and  missions   (7  white  and  10  colored). 

We  heartily  commend  the  work  of  the  Executive  Secretary  and 
take  this  opportunity  of  placing  the  stamp  of  our  approval  upon 
this  new  office  in  our  Diocesan  Administration. 

We  endorse  the  Student  work  at  the  University  of  North  Carolina, 
and  at  the  North  Carolina  College  for  women,  and  look  for  a 
greater  development  in  the  field  of  student  work. 

We  call  attention  to  the  recommendation  contained  in  the  1928 
report,  that  the  committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church  should  be 
named  in  advance,  so  that  they  may,  before  the  convention  assembles, 
review  and  summarize  the  work  of  the  Diocese.

That  the  basis  of  apportionment  for  the  Forward  Movement  and 
the  assessment  for  the  Episcopal  and  Contingent  Fund  be  made  on 
the  basis  of  the  current  expenses  of  the  several  Parishes  and  mis- 
sions, exclusive  of  the  item  of  salaries  for  the  Rector  or  missionary 
in  charge  and  assistants.

The  administrative  expenses  for  the  year  amounted  to  $285.75. 
Exhibit  B  attached  gives  an  itemized  statement  of  the  administrative 
expenses. 

The  Committee  is  glad  to  report  that  while  all  the  Parishes  in 
the  Diocese  did  not  pay  their  1928  assessments  in  full,  no  Parish 
failed  to  pay  something  on  their  assessments  and,  therefore,  the 
Diocese  of  North  Carolina  is  entitled  to  participate  in  the  $1,000 
grants  to  widows  of  clergymen  who  die  in  active  service  under 
the  resolutions  of  1921  and  to  increased  pensions  under  the  resolu- 
tions of  March  1,  1917. 

The  Committee  has  been  furnished  by  the  New  York  Office  with 
a  schedule  of  all  unpaid  pension  assessments  from  Parishes,  missions 
and  other  ecclesiastical  organizations  for  the  entire  period  since  the 
pension  fund  went  into  effect,  and  will  be  glad  to  furnish  this  in- 
formation to  any  one  interested.

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ADDRESS  OF  THE  BISHOP 


Brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity: 

I  welcome  jou  to  the  one  hundred  and  thirteenth  Annual 
Convention  of  our  Diocese. 

There  have  been  a  few  changes  in  our  clergy  list,  but  there 
has  been  no  death  in  our  ranks  since  our  last  meeting. 

I  have  never  had  to  present  so  meager  an  account  of  my 
own  activities  as  this  report  will  contain.  Increasing  years 
naturally  tend  to  reduce  the  number  of  my  services  and  the 
extent  of  my  ministrations;  but  to  age  has  been  added  sick- 
ness, sickness  in  my  family,  as  well  as  my  own  ill  health,  for 
much  of  the  year.  In  my  own  case  the  sickness  was  not  at 
any  time  of  a  serious  character,  though  it  interfered  greatly 
with  the  performance  of  my  official  duties.  But  the  situation 
in  my  family  for  the  greater  part  of  the  year  was  such  that 
I  was  unable  to  give  proper  attention  to  my  work.  I  very 
greatly  appreciate  the  generosity  of  the  clergy  and  people  of 
the  Diocese  in  putting  up  with  my  inadequate  services.  So  long 
as  I  am  able  to  continue  my  work  it  is  my  earnest  desire  to 
serve  them  to  the  full  extent  of  my  ability ;  and  1  depend  with 
confidence  upon  their  kindness  and  indulgence  for  anything 
which  may  be  lacking  on  my  part,  when  I  have  done  my  best.

eight  funerals,  and  at  one  marriage. 

Outside  the  Diocese  I  have  officiated  on  very  few  occasions. 

During  the  year  I  confirmed  163  persons,  of  whom  24  were 
colored.  Bishop  Penick  reports  a  total  of  379  confirmations,  19 
being  colored,  making  a  total  of  542,  of  whom  43  were  colored.

On  Septuagesima  Sunday,  January  27,  1929,  I  advanced  to 
the  Priesthood  in  St.  Philip's  Church,  Durham,  the  Rev.  Eoma 
Coxey  Fortune,  our  Diocesan  missionary  to  the  deaf.  The  Rev. 
Sidney  S.  Bost  presented  the  candidate,  and  I  preached  the 
sermon.  I  v^^as  assisted  in  the  services  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Bost,  Rec- 
tor of  the  Parish,  the  Rev.  Milton  A.  Barber,  the  Rev.  Alfred 
S.  Lawrence,  and  th^  Rev.,  Clarence  E.  Buxton.  All  the  Presby- 
ters present  joined  in  the  Imposition  of  Hands. 

Mr.  Fortune  is  ministering  most  diligently  and  eifectively  to 
the  deaf  throughout  the  Diocese,  making  his  headquarters  in 
Durham  and  travelling  every  month  over  an  extensive  circuit. 
He  has  been  specially  encouraged  by  the  results  of  his  work 
in  Greensboro  and  in  Burlington.  In  both  these  places  he  has 
presented  quite  a  number  for  confirmation  and  has  an  organi- 
zation among  the  local  deaf  people.  It  is  hoped  that  the  church 
for  the  deaf  may  soon  be  erected  in  Durham  to  give  a  perma- 
nent center  of  interest  and  activity  for  this  important  branch  of 
our  Diocesan  work. 

The  fields  of  labor  of  the  clergy  remain  as  given  in  the 
Journal  of  our  Convention  of  the  year  1928,  with  the  follow- 
ing changes: 

The  Rev.  Morrison  Bethea  has  resigned  the  work  as  Arch- 
deacon of  Raleigh,  and  has  accepted  a  call  to  become  Rector 
of  St.  Thomas'  Church,  Reidsville,  and  also  of  the  Church  of 
the  Epiphany,  Leaksville,  beginning  September  1,  1928. 

The  Rev.  Howard  S.  Hartzell,  Rector  of  the  Church  of  the 
Messiah,  Rockingham,  has  also  taken  under  his  charge  by  the 
appointment  of  Bishop  Penick  All  Saints'  Church,  Hamlet,  and 
St.  David's  Church,  Laurinburg. 
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The  Rev.  Jolin  Herbert  Jones  has  Keen  transferred  from  St. 
Mark's  Church,  Wilson,  and  Holy  Hope  Mission,  Rocky  Mount, 
and  has  been  put  in  charge  of  the  important  colored  Mission  of 
St.  Stephen's,  Winston-Salem. 

The  Rev.  Clarence  H.  Jordan  has  resigned  the  parishes  of 
Weldon,  Halifax  and  Jackson,  and  is  at  present  without  paro- 
chial charge;  desiring  a  brief  season  of  rest  before  resuming 
pastoral  work. 

The  Rev.  Thomas  F.  Opie  has  taken  a  six-months'  leave  of 
absence  from  his  parish  of  the  Holy  Comforter,  Burlington,  and 
has  temporary  w^ork  on  the  staff  of  The  Churchman  of  I^ew 
York  City.  The  Rev.  Wm.  A.  Pearman,  of  the  Diocese  of 
Virginia,  is  supplying  the  parish  during  his  absence. 

The  Rev.  Allen  Person,  who  last  year  served  temporarily  in 
St.  Thomas'  Church,  Reidsville,  is  now  serving  in  St.  Peter's 
Church,  Charlotte,  with  special  charge  of  the  Chapel  of  Hope. 

The  Rev.  Duncan  Thomas  has  removed  from  St.  Paul's, 
Monroe,  and  has  taken  charge  of  St.  Stephen's  Church,  Erwin, 
and  St.  Paul's  Church,  Smithfield.  He  has  also  under  his  care 
St.  Gabriel's  Church,  Selma.

1927  to  accept  the  position  of  Field  Secretary  for  our  J^egro 
work  under  the  N^ational  Council.

It  will  be  seen  from  the  foregoing  lists  that  we  have  a  larger 
number  of  Candidates  than  we  have  had  for  a  good  many  years ;

Though  there  are  a  few  of  the  parishes  and  missions  of  the 
Diocese  at  this  time  unprovided  with  pastoral  care,  yet,  on  the 
whole,  the  Diocese  is  very  well  provided  with  clergymen.  The 
only  vacancies  in  fields  of  any  great  extent  or  importance  are 
of  recent  occurrence,  and  there  is  a  good  prospect  of  these  be- 
ing filled  at  an  early  date. 

"We  have  greatly  missed  the  services  of  Bishop  Delany,  who 
for  a  little  less  than  ten  years  had  served  our  colored  congrega- 
tions, and  also  those  of  the  other  Carolina  Dioceses,  with  earnest 
devotion,  and  whose  counsel  in  all  matters  relating  to  that 
branch  of  our  work  was  always  wise  and  helpful. 

In  what  way  we  shall  best  meet  the  necessities  of  the  work 
among  our  colored  brethren,  and  especially,  how  we  shall  best 
and  most  acceptably  provide  Episcopal  oversight  and  ministra- 
tion for  our  colored  clergy  and  congregations,  is  one  of  the  most 
important  questions  now  before  the  Church.  We  have  a  special 
committee  of  this  Convention,  appointed  last  year  to  consider 
this  matter,  and  ordered  to  report  to  this  Convention.  The 
chairman  of  this  committee  requested  a  conference  with  me  a 
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few  weeks  ago,  to  consider  whether  it  was  desirable  that  the 
committee  should  make  a  report,  with  a  view  of  committing 
the  Diocese  to  some  line  of  action  on  this  very  important  mat- 
ter. So  far  as  I  understood  at  that  time,  he  was  inclined  to 
think  that  it  would  not  be  desirable  at  this  time  to  adopt  a 
definite  Diocesan  policy.  Since  the  questions  involved  affect 
our  work  throughout  the  whole  country,  the  General  Con- 
vention in  October  last  took  up  the  matter  as  of  National  con- 
cern ;  and  our  National  authorities  are  earnestly  endeavoring 
to  work  out  a  solution,  and  to  settle  upon  a  policy  applicable 
to  the  whole  Church.  A  Conference  of  Southern  Bishops  and 
official  representatives  of  the  I^ational  Council  was  held  in 
Atlanta,  February  26  and  27,  attended  by  almost  every  South- 
ern Bishop,  for  the  sole  purpose  of  considering  this  question. 
'No  final  conclusion  was  arrived  at,  but  I  think  substantial 
progress  was  made;  and  I  believe  that  eventually  a  policy 
will  be  adopted  satisfactory  to  all  parties.  It  is  so  large  a 
question,  involving  such  vast  possibilities  of  good  or  of  evil  to 
the  Church,  that  it  cannot  be  dealt  with  hastily.  Delay,  which 
shall  allow  of  mature  deliberation  and  an  eventual  satisfactory 
determination,  is  the  part  of  wisdom.  Patience  is  necessary  in 
the  proper  settlement  of  any  question  so  complicated  and  so  im- 
portant to  us  all. 

In  the  meantime  I  believe  that  Bishop  Penick  and  I,  as  long 
as  a  good  Providence  may  continue  my  strength,  will  be  able 
to  supply  all  needed  Episcopal  services  to  the  colored  Church- 
men of  this  Diocese., 

In  this  connection,  I  cannot  refrain  from  calling  the  atten- 
tion of  the  Convention  to  the  very  great  development  of  our 
colored  institution  in  Raleigh,  St.  Augustine's  College.  Al- 
though, as  you  know,  it  is  not  a  Diocesan  institution,  but  one 
of  a  general  and  J^ational  character,  its  location  in  our  Diocese 
brings  it  very  close  to  us  in  interest,  and  makes  us  the  largest 
beneficiary  of  its  enlightening  and  elevating  influence. 

When  I  became  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  in  1893,  the  School 
had  been  in  operation  about  twenty-five  years  under  the  able 
and  devoted  management  of  its  founder,  the  Rev.  J.  Brinton 
Smith,  and  his  successors,   the  Rev.   Jno.   E.   C.   Smedes,  the 
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Rev.  Robt.  B.  Sutton,  and  the  Rev.,  A.  Burtis  Hunter.  But 
those  had  been  "lean  years,"  and  up  to  that  time  there  had  been 
but  little  advance  and  development  over  the  institution  as  first 
founded.  Indeed,  it  was  but  little  known  to  our  N^ational 
Church,  and  was  hardly  more  than  a  Diocesan  School,  confined 
in  its  management  and  in  the  influence  of  its  work  to  the 
Diocese  within  the  State  of  I^orth  Carolina.  It  reported  in 
1893  the  attendance  of  one  hundred  and  sixty-seven  pupils. 

But  the  Rev.  Mr.  Hunter  had  the  gift  of  vision.  And  his 
vision  and  enterprise  attracted  and  inspired  me.  I  was  pleased 
to  second  him  in  his  effort  to  lift  the  School  out  of  its  more  or 
less  local  and  Diocesan  status,  and  to  give  it  its  proper  place  as 
an  institution  of  the  I*^ational  Church,  and  as  such  having  a 
claim  upon  the  whole  Church  for  its  interest  and  support.  I 
cannot  go  into  any  account  of  the  methods  by  which  the  desired 
result  was  effected;  but  it  was  accomplished,  and  St.  Augus- 
tine's School  became  recognized  throughout  the  Church  as  our 
highest  and  most  important  institution  for  the  education  of  the 
Wegroes  of  the  South. 

The  effect  of  this  wise  and  enlightened  policy  was  manifested 
locally  by  the  permanent  improvements  added  during  Dr. 
Hunter's  administration.  The  beautiful  stone  chapel,  Taylor 
Hall  and  library,  the  George  C.  Thomas  Dormitory,  and  above 
all,  St.  Agnes'  Hospital,  are  permanent  buildings  which  preserve 
the  memory  of  Dr.  Hunter's  work  for  St.  Auguscme's. 

And  the  mention  of  St.,  Agnes'  Hospital  reminds  me  that  his 
excellent  wife  had  no  small  share  in  putting  St.  Augustine's 
where  it  now  stands  in  the  eyes  of  our  church  people  through- 
out the  country  at  large.  The  Woman's  Auxiliary  is  the  most 
important  auxiliary  agency  in  our  general  church  work.  By 
Mrs.  Hunter's  efforts  chiefly  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  all  over 
the  country  became  interested  in  St.  Augustine's.  Under  Mrs. 
Hunter's  leadership  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  built  St.  Agnes' 
Hospital,  and  their  generous  interest  continues  to  be  of  great 
value  in  the  maintenance  of  the  whole  work. 

JN'ot  the  least  important  of  Dr.  Hunter's  contributions  was 
in  finding  a  man  to  take  up  and  carry  on  his  work.  In  1907 
he  associated  with  himself  in  the  School  the  Rev.  Edgar  H. 
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Goold,  who,  in  1916,  succeeded  him  as  Principal.  The  good 
work  begun  by  Dr.  Hunter  has  continued  without  check  under 
Mr.  Goold.  Having  a  few  years  ago  attained,  and  maintained 
with  credit,  the  status  of  a  junior  college,  St.  Augustine's 
School  in  1928  was  incorporated  as  a  college  with  a  full  four- 
year  curriculum,  and  Mr.  Goold  became  its  first  president. 
Along  with  academic  development  Mr.  Goold  has  been  able  to 
continue  its  material  improvement.  Since  the  beginning  of  his 
administration  there  have  been  added  the  large  and  commodious 
Academic  Building  costing  $90,000,  the  South  Transept  of  the 
Chapel,  the  Practice  School  Building,  the  Model  Farm  Build- 
ing, the  President's  house,  the  Hospital  Annex  and  the  Bishop 
Tuttle  Memorial  Training  School,  at  a  total  cost  including  the 
Academic  Building,  of  $164,000.  And  he  has  plans  for  begin- 
ning this  summer  a  dining  hall  and  domestic  science  building 
at  a  cost  of  $45,000,  a  girls'  dormitory  at  $50,000,  a  library 
building  at  $25,000,  and  a  nurses'  home  at  $50,000.  Much  of 
the  needed  funds  for  these  new  buildings  he  has  in  hand,  with 
assured  prospects  of  obtaining  the  rest  in  the  near  future. 
Truly  the  Church  and  our  own  Diocese  may  congratulate  itself 
upon  the  condition  of  this  important  institution.  Its  attendance 
of  pupils  of  all  classes  for  the  year  1928  was  406. 

I  would  direct  your  attention  to  an  institution  of  still  greater 
importance  to  our  own  Diocese,  and  one  very  near  to  our  hearts, 
St.  Mary's  School,  Raleigh.  Early  in  my  Episcopate  the  crit- 
ical situation  of  this  School,  then  the  private  property  of  Dr. 
Smedes,  and  carried  on  upon  premises  rented  for  the  purpose 
from  the  Cameron  estate,  demanded  the  action  of  this  Conven- 
tion for  its  preservation,  as  Dr.  Smedes  reported  to  me  that  he 
was  no  longer  able  to  carry  it  on  himself.  You  know  the  story, 
how  by  the  strenuous  exertions  of  this  Diocese,  which  assumed 
the  whole  responsibility,  and  bore  the  greater  part  of  the  bur- 
den, assisted  by  our  sister  Dioceses  of  Carolina,  which  af- 
terwards became  associated  with  us,  we  succeeded  almost  be- 
yond our  hopes,  in  securing  that  noble  school  for  the  Church, 
and  establishing  it  as  the  Diocesan  School  for  girls  of  the 
Carolina  Dioceses.  As  a  result  of  our  efforts  in  carrying  through 
and   carrying   on   that   great   enterprise,   we   have   real    estate 
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and  buildings  into  whicli  we  have  put  $266,070,  and  an  income 
from  investments  representing  a  capital  of  about  $100,000. 
And  for  furniture  and  equipment  we  have  spent  $62,000,  mak- 
ing a  total  investment  of  over  $425,000.  Although  we  have  had 
the  generous  assistance  and  cooperation  of  our  sister  Dioceses, 
I  do  not  think  they  would  object  to  my  saying  that  by  very  far 
the  greatest  part  of  this  has  come  from  the  Diocese  of  Worth 
Carolina,  and  the  church  people  and  people  generally  of  this 
part  of  our  State.  This  great  material  achievement  very  in- 
adequately represents  the  value  which  the  Church  in  all  our 
Dioceses  and  our  whole  community  receives  annually  from  the 
young  lives  brought  under  the  stimulating,  •  developing  and 
refining  influences  of  the  school.  To  us  St.  Mary's  School,  tak- 
ing in  its  past  and  its  present,  represents  the  best  and  greatest 
work  of  this  Diocese.  When  the  Diocese  undertook  the  respon- 
sibility of  carrying  it  on  in  1897,  its  roll  of  boarding  pupils 
carried  less  than  forty  names;  for  some  years  past  it  has  been 
near  two  hundred,  sometimes  above  that  number.  In  1897  few 
of  us  dared  to  hope  that  we  could  accomplish  what  we  have 
done.  ' 

Wow  I  am  saying  all  this  to  encourage  you,  to  show  that 
faith  and  courage  and  hard  work  in  a  good  cause  can  ac- 
complish great  things.  That  has  been  our  experience  in  the 
past.  I  wish  you  to  continue  to  support  this  school  with  the 
same  zeal  and  faith  and  courage.  St.  Mary's  School,  in  my 
judgment,  is  now  at  a  critical  point  in  its  history,  and  needs 
the  renewed  interest  and  support  of  this  Diocese  and  of  those 
Dioceses  associated  with  us.  Those  to  whom  its  government  has 
been  committed  are  of  the  all  but  unanimous  opinion  that  its 
future  prosperity  and  usefulness  demand  a  new  advance  and 
development,  not  merely  to  increase  its  usefulness  and  pros- 
perity, but  to  maintain  its  status,  and  to  prevent  retrogression. 
Wo  department  of  American  life  is  at  this  moment  showing 
greater  and  more  rapid  development  than  education.  The  great 
improvement  in  schools  everywhere  provides  local  opportunities 
for  the  grades  which  in  the  past  have  been  most  largely  attended 
in  schools  like  St.  Mary's.  There  is  a  progressive  diminution  in 
attendance  upon  the  preparatory  classes.   There  must  be  a  rais- 
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ing  of  our  standards  and  an  upward  movement.  In  short,  St. 
Mary's  School  should  advance  to  the  grade  of  a  full  college. 
This  is  the  declared  judgment  of  the  Trustees.  It  was  slowly 
and  with  reluctance  that  I  yielded  to  this  policy.  I  yielded 
only  from  the  logic  of  facts.  This  is  a  new  era,  and  there 
must  be  a  new  development.  In  May,  19'27,  having  completed 
thirty  years  of  service  as  President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
I  resigned  that  position  and  nominated  Bishop  Penick  as  my 
successor.  I  gave  as  my  reason  that  a  new  man,  a  younger  man, 
a  man  more  able  to  respond  to  the  necessities  of  the  situation, 
was  needed  to  carry  St.  Mary's  forward.  He  is  capable  of  do- 
ing this.  But  h^  cannot  do  it  by  himself.  You  must  help  him. 
"When  I  undertook  this  great  enterprise  thirty-two  years  ago, 
the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  gave  me  a  generous  and  enthusi- 
astic support.  A  great  part  of  the  time  and  thought  of  this 
Convention  was  given  year  after  year  to  the  interests  and  to 
the  business  of  St.  Mary's  School.  I  had  some  times  to  re- 
mind members  of  the  Convention  that  we  had  other  interests 
and  other  duties  demanding  our  attention.  It  was  that  kind  of 
cooperation  and  support  which  accomplished  the  task  we  then 
undertook.  Give  Bishop  Penick  the  same  backing,  and  he  will 
lead  you  to  the  same  success  which  God's  good  providence 
gave  us. 

Many  things  I  might  say,  in  considering  the  interests  of  the 
Diocese,  but  I  am  taking  too  much  of  the  time  of  the  Conven- 
tion. The  concentration  of  all  administrative  powers  in  the 
Diocesan  Executive  Council  has  deprived  the  missionary  con- 
vocations and  the  Archdeacons  of  their  function.  I  suppose  our 
Canons  had  just  as  well  be  adjusted  to  this  new  situation.  I 
feel  that  justice  requires  that  in  taking  leave  of  our  Convoca- 
tions and  Archdeacons,  I  should  say  a  word  in  regard  to  them. 
Before  they  were  put  in  charge  of  the  missionary  work  of  the 
Diocese,  the  missionary  treasury  was  always  in  arrears  at  the 
end  of  the  year.  I  had  to  raise  a  special  fund  to  pay  up  its 
arrears  before  I  could  inaugurate  the  new  scheme.  Prom  that 
time  until  the  work  was  taken  from  them,  they  always  managed 
to  pay  their  expenses,  and  to  show  a  small  credit  balance  at  the 
end  of  the  year.    That  method  of  administration  has  proven  to 
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be  inconsistent  with  the  centralized  system  which  we  have 
adopted  upon  recommendation  of  the  ]^ational  Council.  I  have 
been  obliged  to  recognize  this.  But  in  my  judgment  the  mission- 
ary work  has  never  been  so  well  attended  to  in  this  Diocese  as 
it  was  under  the  Archdeacons.,  Vacant  parishes  and  missions 
were  supplied  by  them ;  scattered  communicants  and  members  of 
the  Church  were  visited  and  looked  after  by  them,  and  they 
were  most  useful  in  the  many  troubles  which  perplex  young 
missionaries  and  weak  and  struggling  congregations;  and  in 
allaying  strifes  and  contentions,  apt  to  arise,  especially  in  small 
communities.  I  should  never  have  been  able  to  carry  on  the 
missionary  work  of  the  Diocese  without  their  aid.,  And  directly 
and  indirectly  they  were  very  effective  in  raising  funds  in  spe- 
cial emergencies,  furnishing  cars  for  our  country  missionaries, 
and  advising  and  aiding  in  financial  difficulties.  I  say  with 
sincerity  that  I  believe  we  could  hardly  find  a  better  man  for 
our  Executive  Secretary  than  we  have  in  the  Rev.  Mr.  Haines. 
But  with  all  his  manifold  duties  it  is  a  matter  of  impossibility 
for  him  even  to  attempt  to  take  the  place  of  an  Archdeacon 
in  the  missionary  work  of  the  Diocese.  I  have  myself  en- 
deavored to  supply  the  place  of  the  Archdeacon  of  Kaleigh  as 
well  as  I  could,  though  most  inadequately.  The  four  men  who 
served  for  the  longest  terms  as  Archdeacons,  giving  their  whole 
time  to  the  work,  were  the  Rev.  Edwin  A.  Osborne  and  the 
Rev.  Wm.  H.  Hardin  in  the  Convocation  of  Charlotte,  and  the 
Rev.  'N.  Colin  Hughes  and  the  Rev.  Morrison  Bethea  in  the 
Convocation  of  Raleigh.,  I  wish  here  to  express  my  grateful 
sense  of  the  value  of  their  work  to  the  Diocese,  and  my  personal 
obligations  to  each  one  of  them  for  his  loyal  assistance  to  me 
personally  and  officially.  I  have  never  known  more  diligent, 
faithful  laborers  in  the  ministry,  or  men  more  useful  to  the 
Diocese.  I  shall  never  cease  to  remember  the  loyal  affection 
with  which  they  cooperated  with  me,  and  the  help  they  were 
to  me  in  my  office. 

One  thing  more,  and  I  will  bring  this  over-long  address  to  a 
close.  Eor  over  thirty-five  years  I  have  been  the  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese,  a  longer  term  than  that  of  any  of  my  predecessors. 
I  have  entered  upon  the  eightieth  year  of  my  natural  life.   I  am 
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thankful  for  the  degree  of  health  and  strength  which  I  still 
enjoy.  But  I  feel  very  distinctly  the  decay  of  my  natural  pow- 
ers. We  are  now  entered  upon  methods  of  ecclesiastical  admin- 
istration very  different  from  those  to  which  I  have  been  ac- 
customed; more  complicated,  more  strenuous,  more  efficient. 
A  younger  and  more  vigorous  leader  is  needed,  one  more  adapt- 
able and  more  in  sympathy  with  changing  conditions  and 
methods.  We  have  one  whom  we  all  believe  to  be  eminently 
fitted  to  carry  on  the  Diocese  with  success  and  with  the  confi- 
dence, sympathy  and  affection  of  all.  We  thank  God,  I  am  sure, 
that  we  have  such  a  man  in  our  Bishop  Coadjutor.  I  have 
asked  Bishop  Penick  to  take  upon  himself  the  whole  general 
administration  of  the  Diocese.  I  do  not  wish  to  cease  to  work. 
I  trust  I  may  yet  be  able  to  be  useful  in  a  restricted  sphere. 
What  I  propose  to  take  for  my  part  of  the  Episcopal  adminis- 
tration is  the  pastoral  visitations  of  those  parishes  which  I 
have  been  serving  during  the  past  two  years;  to  keep  the  Dio- 
cesan Register,  including  giving  and  receiving  the  Letters 
Dimissory  of  the  Clergy,  and  the  formal  part  of  admitting 
Postulants  and  Candidates  for  Holy  Orders,  and  the  necessary 
business  before  the  Standing  Committee  in  this  Diocese, 
leaving  to  Bishop  Penick  the  entire  oversight  and  personal 
direction  of  Candidates,  as  has  been  the  case  during  the  whole 
of  his  service  as  Bishop  Coadjutor.,  I  believe  I  may  thus  be 
useful  to  him  and  to  the  Diocese;  and  I  understand  that  it  is 
quite  agreeable  to  him,  that  I  should  continue  my  function  to 
the  extent  above  indicated.

ADDRESS  OF  THE  BISHOP  COADJUTOR 


Brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity : 

I  submit  herewith  mj  Journal  of  Official  Acts  for  the  year 
1928.  This  diary  shows  that  I  have  made  55  Visitations  within 
the  Diocese,  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion  35  times,  officiated 
at  24  other  services,  laid  the  corner  stone  of  two  new  Churches, 
St.  Paul's,  Winston-Salem,  and  St.  Thomas',  Sanford,  officiated 
at  2  Funerals,  ordained  2  Candidates  for  Holy  Orders  to  the 
Diaconate,  read  the  service  of  Confirmation  on  50  occasions, 
delivered  112  sermons  and  addresses,  held  38  conferences,  at- 
tended 55  committee  and  Trustee  meetings,  participated  in  2 
Canonical  Examinations  and  confirmed  379  persons.  Outside 
the  Diocese,  I  have  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion  6  times, 
officiated  at  19  other  services  including  one  Wedding  and  one 
Baptism  of  an  infant,  spoken  32  times  and  attended  5  committee 
meetings.  On  the  13th  of  May,  I  left  the  Diocese  for  an  en- 
joyable and  beneficial  European  trip,  returning  to  JN^orth  Caro- 
lina July  5.  The  statistics  covering  my  work  within  the  Diocese 
contain  only  one  item  deserving  of  special  note.  I  refer  to 
the  number  of  Confirmations  which  exceed  that  of  any  previous 
year  since  I  have  been  Bishop  with  the  exception  of  1924. 
This  fact  I  attribute  to  the  Bishops'  Crusade,  the  fruit  of  which 
I  believe  the  Diocese  has  been  reaping  during  the  past  two 
years;  also  to  the  increased  number  of  visitations  including  the 
Parishes  and  Missions  of  the  Colored  Convocation,  in  some  of 
which  good  sized  classes  have  been  presented  for  Confirmation. 
The  chief  explanation,  however,  of  the  larger  numbers  in  the 
Confirmation  classes  lies,  in  my  opinion,  in  the  deeper  zeal  and 
devotion  of  the  clergy  and  lay  leaders  in  whom  there  is  becoming 
more  and  more  apparent  a  sense  of  joint  responsibility  for  the 
growth  of  the  Church.  One  has  the  feeling  that  the  Candidates 
are  being  competently  instructed  in  the  things  that  a  Christian 
disciple  and  loyal  Churchman  should  know  and  believe  to  his 
soul's  health.  In  these  days  of  liberal  education  when  large 
numbers   of   serious-minded   people    are   reading   and   thinking 
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earnestly  upon  the  claims  of  Christianity,  it  behooves  our 
Church  to  challenge  the  intelligence  as  well  as  quicken  the 
spirit  of  inquirers  who  are  seeking  for  full  membership  within 
her  fold.  And  the  most  propitious  moment  for  such  instruction 
in  "the  faith  once  delivered"  is  during  the  receptive  pre-Con- 
firmation  period. 

In  the  Church  at  large,  the  most  out-standing  event  of  the 
year  was  the  meeting  of  the  General  Convention  at  Washington 
last  October.  It  is  unnecessary  to  comment  more  than  briefly 
upon  this  Triennial.  Always  an  impressive  gathering,  the 
Convention  last  Fall  was  noticeably  so,  not  only  in  the  number 
and  personnel  of  the  delegates  but  in  their  manifest  spirit  of 
unity  and  devotion  to  the  larger  interests  of  the  Church.  Some 
mooted  questions  which  had  occasioned  anxious  anticipations 
on  the  part  of  many  earnest  Churchmen  were  quickly  disposed 
of  without  feeling  or  acrimonious  debate.  Among  many  achieve- 
ments, mention  should  be  made  of  the  completion  of  Prayer 
Book  Revision.  The  newly  authorized  book  should  certainly 
be  in  our  hands  this  year.  While  some  things  may  remain  to 
be  desired  for  the  simple  reason  that  the  worship  of  God  is  an 
ever  growing  and  deepening  experience,  for  which  no  fixed 
forms  of  worship  are  ever  a  sufficient  and  satisfactory  expression, 
the  new  book,  nevertheless,  will  be  recognized  and  appreciated 
for  its  improvement  and  enrichment  as  a  far  more  appropriate 
and  practical  manual  for  private  and  corporate  worship.  In 
this  connection,  perhaps,  a  word  of  caution  needs  to  be  said. 
During  the  years  in  which  the  Prayer  Book  has  been  under 
revision,  there  has  been  abroad  in  the  Church  a  certain  spirit 
of  experimentation  in  various  forms  of  worship  which  has  led 
to  the  occasional  use  of  unauthorized  services  and  prayers. 
While  a  portion  of  the  book  was  approved  and  other  portions 
had  not  been  finally  acted  upon,  the  distinction  grew  somewhat 
blurred  between  that  which  was  allowable  for  use  and  that  which 
was  not.  Since  the  new  book  has  now  been  completed  and 
authorized  and  will  soon  be  in  general  use,  the  loyalty  of  our 
clergy  to  the  prescribed  forms  of  public  worship  will  eliminate 
all  special  and  unauthorized  prayers  and  evoke  a  strict  ob- 
servance of  rubrical  directions.    This  curtailment  of  a  liberty  to 
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which  some  of  us  had  nearly  grown  accustomed  will  enable 
us  to  appreciate  the  excellencies  of  the  new  Book  of  Common 
Prayer. 

Concerning  the  Church  within  our  Diocese,  let  me  speak  first 
of  the  Colored  Convocation.  Since  the  lamented  death  of 
Bishop  Delany,  the  work  of  direct  supervision  of  the  Colored 
congregations  has  been  divided  between  your  Diocesan  and 
Coadjutor.  This  contact  has  given  me  a  new  appreciation  of 
the  serious  disadvantages  under  which  our  Colored  brethren 
are  compelled  to  labor.  Among  these  we  may  mention  the  dif- 
ficulty of  doing  permanent  and  constructive  work  with  a  large 
floating  element  in  the  Colored  population.  Every  Church,  in- 
deed, has  to  meet  this  problem,  but  on  the  whole,  this  situation 
is  not  so  acute  in  the  white  congregations  where  a  larger  per- 
centage of  members  own  their  own  homes  and  enjoy  a  fixed 
residence.  I  am  convinced  that  the  Colored  Convocation  needs 
our  sympathetic  attention.  The  appropriation  of  the  ITational 
Council  for  N'egro  Work  in  this  Diocese  has  been  reduced  an- 
nually for  a  number  of  years.  This  reduction  has  occasioned 
the  closing  of  our  Colored  Parochial  Schools  except  in  Tarboro, 
"Warrenton,  Henderson  and  Louisburg.  In  the  larger  cities  of 
the  Diocese  where  the  public  school  facilities  for  negro  children 
have  been  improved  in  recent  years,  the  discontinuance  of  our 
Parochial  Schools  has  not  deprived  these  children  of  educational 
advantages.,  But  it  has  unquestionably  diminished  the  broader 
influence  of  the  Church  and  reduced  the  number  of  its  helpful 
contacts.  Our  Colored  brethren  of  the  clergy  and  laity  alike 
are  earnestly  endeavoring  to  meet  and  adjust  themselves  to  these 
new  conditions.  But  they  deserve  a  larger  measure  of  our 
sympathy  and  cooperation,  such  a  spirit,  for  instance,  as  has 
been  shown  at  Oxford  within  the  past  year  where,  with  the 
generous  help  of  local  white  friends,  St.  Cyprian's  Church  has 
been  transformed  into  one  of  the  most  creditable  buildings  in  the 
Diocese.  I  venture  to  express  the  hope  that  the  Eecommenda- 
tions  of  the  Evaluation  Committee  concerning  the  Colored  Work 
will  be  approved  by  this  Convention.  This  would  provide  for 
representation  on  our  Executive  Council  which  they  have  not 
had  since  the  death  of  Bishop  Delany.     It  would  provide  also 
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for  the  organization  of  the  Colored  Convocation  into  depart- 
ments similar  to  those  now  in  existence.  These  are  two  ways 
of  admitting  our  Colored  brethren  into  new  Diocesan  responsi- 
bilities which,  in  my  judgment,  they  are  capable  of  bearing  and, 
therefore,  should  bear. 

As  for  the  election  of  a  ITegro  Bishop  to  have  direct  super- 
vision of  this  work  in  Korth  Carolina,  I  hold  my  judgment, 
for  the  present  in  suspense.  This  Diocese  has  led  the  Church 
in  trying  out  the  Suffragan  plan.  In  the  mind  of  some,  this  is 
the  best  plan  and  should  be  continued.  Others  are  not  satisfied 
with  the  success  of  this  experiment.  Still  others  feel  that  the 
Suffragan  plan  has  not  been  given  a  fair  trial.  The  Conference 
of  southern  Bishops  meeting  in  Atlanta  last  February  went  on 
record  as  favoring  the  Racial  Missionary,  Episcopate.  That 
would  mean  the  erection  of  a  separate  missionary  jurisdiction 
comprising  the  negro  congregations  within  a  designated  group  of 
Dioceses  over  which  a  negro  Bishop,  elected  by  the  House  of 
Bishops,  would  have  exclusive  jurisdiction.  This  plan  meets 
with  the  objection  that  it  is  in  violation  of  the  Catholic  prin- 
ciple that  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  is  chief  pastor  of  every  soul 
within  his  Diocese  and  that  responsibility  for  no  separate  group 
of  his  people,  divided  on  racial  or  any  other  lines,  can  be 
disavowed,  and  surrendered  to  another  independent  authority 
having  jurisdiction  within  the  same  territorial  bounds.  History, 
it  is  claimed,  can  demonstrate  the  failure  of-  such  parallel 
jurisdictions.  Of  course,  one  feels  a  sincere  respect  for  history 
and  precedent  and  tradition.  At  the  same  time,  we  are  foolish 
enough  to  suspect  that  all  the  history  of  the  Christian  Church 
has  not  yet  been  written  and  that  the  future  may  witness  the 
establishment  of  precedents  as  yet  undreamed  of,  and  the  glorify- 
ing as  traditions  of  what  now  appear  to  be  dangerous  stumbling 
blocks.  !N"o  action  on  this  matter  of  the  Racial  Missionary 
Bishop  can  be  taken  before  the  next  General  Convention  because, 
if  approved,  it  would  involve  complicated  legislation.  Mean- 
while I  hope  that  our  clergy  and  laity,  white  and  colored  alike, 
will  give  themselves  to  the  study  of  this  difficult  and  important 
problem,  having  that  mind  in  you  which  was  also  in  Him  who 
dared  to  be  a  pioneer  in  thought  and  action,  and  in  whose 
will  is  found  the  spirit  of  liberty. 
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The  year  1928  was  tlie  first  term  in  office  of  tlie  Diocesan 
Executive  Secretary.  I  think  that  we  should  recognize  our 
good  fortune  in  having  secured  for  this  position  such  a  man 
as  the  Rev.  Mr.  Haines.  It  is  difficult  to  imagine  how  anyone 
could  have  accomplished  more  within  the  brief  compass  of  twelve 
months.  His  work  has  combined  and  coordinated  that  of  several 
other  Diocesan  officers.  His  position  was  new  and  subject  to  all 
the  uncertainty  of  any  experiment.  But  the  results  of  the 
venture  in  creating  this  new  office  have  already  led  in  the  direc- 
tion of  increased  administrative  efficiency  in  our  Diocesan  life. 
Mr.  Haines'  manifold  duties  call  for  spiritual  leadership,  mis- 
sionary zeal  and  executive  capacity  all  of  which  qualities  are 
splendidly  apparent  in  the  first  incumbent  of  this  office.  I 
believe  we  need  to  caution  ourselves  not  to  embarrass  the  useful- 
ness of  this  position  by  making  it  the  convenient  depository 
for  all  sorts  of  Diocesan  routine. 

The  condition  of  our  Diocesan  finances  calls  for  the  special 
attention  of  this  Convention.  We  are  operating,  at  present, 
under  a  strain  that  does  not  denote  a  healthy  state  of  affairs. 
The  Forward  Movement  Campaign  last  fall  was  well  conducted 
and,  in  most  places,  successfully  carried  through.  And  yet,  after 
making  no  allowance  for  shrinkage  in  pledges,  we  face  at  the 
beginning  of  1930  a  deficit  of  $3,800.  This  amount  corresponds 
to  the  increase  in  our  quota  to  the  N'ational  Church  that  was 
laid  upon  the  Diocese  by  the  last  General  Convention.  Our 
Executive  Council  accepted  this  additional  obligation  without 
protest  in  accordance  with  the  traditional  missionary  spirit 
of  ISTorth  Carolina.  If  the  objection  is  raised  that  we  should 
have  refused  this  heavier  burden  on  the  ground  that  other  and 
richer  Dioceses  are  doing  less  than  their  proportionate  share, 
the  only  answer  is  that  we  prefer  to  set  our  standards  according 
to  an  ideal  rather  than  by  the  short-comings  of  others.  The 
most  serious  phase  of  our  present  financial  situation  is  that 
our  budget  carries  so  many  preferential  items  that  whenever 
curtailment  becomes  necessary,  our  Diocesan  missionary  work 
suffers.  Two  remedies  are  possible:  first,  economy;  second, 
the  reduction  of  preferential  items  in  the  budget.  The  report 
of  the  Evaluation  Committee  provides  for  economy  by  recom- 
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mending  a  re-grouping  of  mission  points  in  a  way  that  should 
effect  a  saving  but  not  at  the  price  of  effective  ministrations  at 
these  places.  The  Executive  Council  has  provided  for  the 
reduction  of  preferential  items  in  the  budget  by  recommending 
a  special  effort  this  Tall  to  pay  the  Diocesan  debt,  now  amount- 
ing to  $12,000.  This  debt  was  incurred  by  the  Diocese  fulfilling 
its  promise  to  give  $15,000,  towards  the  Sewanee  Endowment 
Eund.  It  now  constitutes,  as  it  should,  a  first  claim  upon  the 
income  of  the  Forward  Movement  in  the  sum  of  $3,000,  an- 
nually, with  interest  on  the  unpaid  balance.  If  this  annual  item 
could  be  eliminated  from  the  budget,  and  even  our  present  rate 
of  giving  be  maintained,  a  balance  between  our  income  and 
expenditures  would  be  restored.  The  only  way  to  drop  this 
troublesome  debt  item  is  to  pay  it;  and  the  only  way  to  pay 
it  is  to  raise  it,  since  there  is  no  surplus  fund  available  for  such 
a  purpose.  To  this  end  I  hope  you  will  agree  as  to  the  wisdom 
and  importance  of  a  special  effort  this  Fall.  Failing  in  this, 
or  some  similar  extraordinary  measure,  we  are  confronted 
with  certain  deficit  at  the  end  of  the  year,  and,  in  consequence, 
further  curtailment  of  Diocesan  missionary  work.  I  share  your 
aversion  to  campaigns.  But  since  the  cause  is  good,  and  the 
necessity  is  upon  us,  I  believe  the  proposed  method  of  relief 
will  commend  itself  to  your  business  judgment.  I  cannot  con- 
clude this  reference  to  our  financial  situation  without  making 
grateful  acknowledgment  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Finance  De- 
partment, Mr.  Kemp  P.  Lewis,  for  the  devotion  and  skill  with 
which  he  has  improved  the  business  affairs  of  the  Diocese.  His 
time  and  experienced  judgment  have  been  at  the  disposal  of  the 
Church  without  stint  for  three  years.  We  owe  him  an  expres- 
sion of  thanks. 

I  wish  that  time  permitted  me  to  speak  of  other  phases  of  our 
Church  life  in  ^orth  Carolina :  of  Rural  work  and  the  import- 
ance of  it ;  of  work  among  College  students  and  the  need  for  it ; 
of  Evangelism  and  the  necessity  for  it ;  of  our  institutions  and 
the  beauty  of  their  testimony  to  the  spirit  of  Christ.  I  should 
like  to  pay  a  tribute  to  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  of  this  Diocese. 
Their  register  of  good  deeds  makes  me  suspect  that  if  the  Roman 
soldiers,  on  the  way  to  Calvary,  had  not  impressed  Simon  of 
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Cyrene  into  service,  certain  women  of  the  company  would  have 
picked  up  the  Master's  cross  and  followed  after  Him.

THE  LAWRENCE  S.  HOLT  FUND 

Extracts  from  Agreement  and  Deed  of  Trust  between  Lawrence  S. 
Holt,  and  the  American  Security  and  Trust  Company  (of  Washing- 
ton, D.  C),  dated  July  19,  1923. 

"(2)  Ten  twenty-fifths  (i%5)  of  said  net  income  untoi  the  Treas- 
urer or  other  proper  financial  officer  for  the  time  being  of  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina, 
whose  receipt  shall  be  a  full  discharge  and  acquittance  of  the 
Trustee,  Said  net  income  shall  be  used  and  applied  under  the  di- 
rection of  the  Bishop  for  the  time  being  of  said  Diocese  with  the 
approval  of  the  Standing  Committee,  for  the  time  being  of  said 
Diocese  for  establishing,  development  and  maintaining  dependent 
missionary  and  church  work  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in 
said  Diocese  of  North  Carolina." 

THE  WILLIAM  H.  WILLIAMSON  TRUST  FUND 

In  the  year  1926,  the  Diocese  becan\e  entitled,  under  the  will  o£ 
the  late  William  H.  Williamson,  to  certain  proportions  of  the 
income  of  a  trust  fund  established  by  him,  amounting  to  $210,000. 

Of  the  income  of  this  fund,  part  goes  to  the  Board  of  Managers 
of  the  Thompson  Episcopal  Home  and  part  to  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Diocese   for  purposes   expressed. 

The  two  clauses  of  the  will  specifying  amounts  thus  left  to  the 
Diocese  are  as  follows:  "It  (The  Trustee  Corporation)  shall  pay 
*%io  of  the  said  income  to  the  trustees  of  the  Thompson  Episcopal 
Home  of  Charlotte,  N.  C,  to  be  used  by  said  Trustees  in  any  manner 
they  may  see  fit,  for  the  maintenance  of  said  Home. 

"It  shall  pay  4^io  of  said  income  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Dio- 
cese of  North  Carolina  to  be  used  for  supplying  a  Diocesan  Mis- 
sionary, to  be  selected  by  and  to  be  under  the  direction  of  the 
Bishop  and  Archdeacons  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina. 

"It  is  my  desire  that  this  income  shall  be  used  to  supply  and 
maintain  a  missionary  minister  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  hold 
missions  where  needed  in  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  and  to 
aid  in  holding  Services  in  those  parishes  that  have  no  full  time 
ministers;  it  being  my  desire  that  this  income  shall  help  build  up 
and  revive  weak  Churches  and  bring  new  members  to  the  Church." 

THE  WILLIAM  A.  ERWIN  TRUST  FUND 

In  the  year  1920,  a  trust  fund  to  the  value  of  $30,000  was  set  up 
by  William  Allen  Erwin  of  Durham,  N.  C,  with  the  Provident 
Trust  Company  of  Philadelphia  as  trustee.  The  income  of  over 
$1,800  a  year  is  paid  to  the  treasurer  of  the  Diocese  in  quarterly 
installments  and  by  him  to  the  treasurers  of  St.  Joseph's,  West  Dur- 
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ham;  Good  Shepherd,  Cooleemee,  and  St,  Stephen's,  Erwin  (in  the 
proportion  of  3-5,  1-5  and  1-5  respectively)  for  the  upkeep  of  and 
insurance  on  these  church  properties. 

THE   HAFFYE   LOUISE   ERWIN   MEMORIAL  FUND 

In  1921  William  A.  Erwin,  Jr.,  of  Durham,  established  a  trust 
known  as  the  Haffye  Louise  Erwin  Memorial  Fund  in  memory  of  his 
deceased  wife  with  the  American  Trust  Company  of  Charlotte  as 
trustee.  The  annual  income  of  over  $300  goes  to  the  Thompson 
Episcopal  Home  Endowment  Fund. 


AMENDMENTS 


Since  the  Convention  of  1926  certain  portions  of  the  Constitution 
and  Canons  of  the  Diocese  have  been  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

CONSTITUTION    , 
Article  XIII 

No  new  Canon  shall  be  passed,  nor  shall  any  existing  Canon  be 
amended,  upon  the  day  upon  which  said  new  Canon  or  amendment 
may  be  proposed,  except  by  a  two-thirds  majority  of  those  present 
and  entitled  to  vote.  Nor,  without  a  similar  consent,  shall  the 
question  upon  such  Canon  or  amendment  be  finally  put  without 
previous  reference  to  a  committee, 

CANONS 

Canon  XI,  Sec.  3.  Officers  of  the  Convention,  etc. — The  Secre- 
tary, the  Treasurer,  the  clerical  members  of  the  Diocesan  Conven- 
tion, and  the  members  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese, 
of  the  Finance  Committee  and  of  the  Committee  on  Canons,  and 
members  of  the  Board  of  Examining  Chaplains,  in  actual  attendance 
upon  the  duly  called  meetings  of  the  bodies  to  which  they  severally 
belong,  shall  be  entitled  to  have  their  necessary  expenses,  incurred 
by  such  attendance,  paid  out  of  the  funds  of  the  Diocese;  and  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  is  hereby  directed  to  pay  the  same  upon 
the  personal  application  (by  letter  or  otherwise)  of  said  parties, 
accompanied  by  a  certificate  of  the  amount  actually  and  necessa- 
rily expended  in  each  instance.  But  no  Clergyman  who  comes  to 
the  Convention  after  the  first  day  of  its  session,  or  leaves  before  its 
adjournment,  shall  be  entitled  to  the  provisions  of  this  section, 
without  special  action  of  the  Convention. 

Canon  XVII,  Sec.  1.  There  shall  be  an  Executive  Council  of  the 
Diocese,  to  consist  of  the  Bishop,  the  Bishop  Coadjutor,  and  the 
Bishop  Suffragan,  if  therd  be  such;  six  clergymen,  and  six  lay- 
men, to  be  elected  by  the  Convention;  three  lay  women  to  be 
elected  by  the  Convention  upon  nomination  by  the  "Woman's  Auxil- 
iary; and  one  representative  of  the  Young  People's  Service  League 
to  be  elected  by  the  Convention  upon  nomination  by  the  Young 
People's  Service  League,  and  one  colored  representative  to  be 
elected  by  the  Convention. 

Sec.  2.  The  Convention  shall  annually  elect  two  clergymen  and 
two  laymen  as  members  of  the  Executive  Council,  whose-  term  of 
office  shall  be  three  years.  It  shall  also  annually  elect  from  among 
those  nominated  by  the  Woman's  Auxiliary,  one  woman  whose 
term  of  office  shall  be  three  years.  It  shall  also  annually  elect 
from  among  those  nominated  by  the  Young  People's  Service  League, 
one  member  who  shall  be  not  less  than  twenty-tone  years  of  age, 
and  whose  term  of  office  shall  be  one  year.     It  shall  also  annually 
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elect  one  colored  member  whose  term  of  oflSce  shall  be  one  year. 
And  no  elective  member  of  the  Council  shall  be  eligible  for  re- 
election until  a  period  of  one  year  shall  have  elapsed. 

Canon  XXIII 
Of  the  Filling  of  Vacant  Cures 

Sec.  1.  When  a  Parish  or  congregation  becomes  vacant  the  Church 
wardens  or  other  proper  officers  shall  notify  the  fact  to  the  Bishop. 
If  the  authorities  of  the  Parish  shall  for  thirty  days  have  failed  to 
make  proyision  for  the  services,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Bishop 
to  take  such  measures  as  he  may  deem  expedient  for  the  tem- 
porary maintenance  of  Divine  services  therein. 

Sec.  2.  No  election  of  a  Rector  shall  be  had  until  the  name  of  the 
clergyman  whom  it  is  proposed  to  elect  has  been  made  known  to 
the  Bishop  if  there  be  one,  and  sufficient  time,  not  exceeding  thirty 
days  has  been  given  to  him  to  communicate  with  the  Vestry 
thereon. 

Sec.  3.  Written  notice  of  the  election  signed  by  the  Church  war- 
dens shall  be  sent  to  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the  Diocese. 
If  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  be  satisfied  that  the  person  so  chosen 
is  a  duly  qualified  minister,  and  that  he  has  accepted  the  office, 
notice  shall  be  sent  to  the  secretary  of  the  Convention,  who  shall 
so  record  it.  And  such  record  shall  be  sufficient  evidence  of  the 
relation  between  the  Minister  and  the  Parish. 

Sec.  4.  In  case  of  the  election  of  an  Assistant  Minister,  a  certifi- 
cate from  the  Rector  and  Wardens  shall  be  sent  to  the  Bishop.  The 
Rector  shall  not  have  power  to  appoint  a  permanent  assistant  with- 
out the  consent  of  the  Vestry. 

Canon  XXVI 

Registration,  Reports,  Etc. 

Sec.  1.  Private  and  Parish  Registers. — It  is  hereby  ordered  that 
each  Clergyman  of  this  Church  shall  keep  a  register  of  all  the  bap- 
tisms, marriages,  confirmations  and  burials  solemnized  by  him,  as 
well  as  of  all  the  baptisms,  marriages,  confirmations  and  burials 
within  his  Parish  or  Cure,  specifying  the  names  of  the  persons  in 
each  instance;  the  parentage  and  date  of  birth  of  those  baptized, 
with  the  names  of  their  sponsors  or  witnesses,  and  the  time  when 
each  rite  is  performed,  which  register  shall  be  transcribed  at  least 
once  in  each  month  into  a  book  to  be  kept  for  the  purpose  by  the 
Vestry  of  the  Parish.  This  book  shall  be  presented  to  the  Bishop 
for  his  inspection  at  every  annual  visitation. 

Sec.  3.  "Every  clergyman  shall  instruct  his  people  at  least  once 
a  year  in  regard  to  the  law  of  this  Church  concerning  letters  of 
transfer,  when  communicants  remove  from  his  Parish  to  that  of 
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another,  he  shall  promptly  inform  the  Rector  thereof,  and  shall  use 
all  diligence   that  they   may   become   promptly   affiliated   with   the 
Parish  to  which  they  have  removed." 
(Change  sections  3  and  4  to  4  and  5.) 

Canon  XXVIII 

Missions 

Sec.  1.  Any  Mission  outside  the  limits  of  an  already  existing 
Parish  may  be  organized  by  the  Bishop,  at  his  discretion,  on  the 
application  of  residents  in  the  neighborhood;  and  a  Mission  may 
be  organized  within  the  limits  of  an  existing  Parish  by  the  Rector 
of  the  said  Parish,  with  the  consent  of  the  Bishop. 

Sec.  3  (new).  The  Bishop  shall  appoint  the  above  named  officers 
at  the  organization  of  a  Diocesan  Mission,  and  annually  there- 
after; and  the  Rector  shall  likewise  appoint  them  in  the  case  of  a 
Parochial  Mission;  provided,  that  whenever  the  number  of  com- 
municants in  the  said  Mission  shall  be  not  less  than  twenty,  the 
said  communicants  may  elect  annually  from  their  own  number  the 
officers  of  the  Mission;  and  in  case  they  fail  to  do  so,  the  Bishop 
or  Rector  may  either  appoint  new  officers,  or  allow  the  officers  last 
chosen  to  continue  until  the  time  for  the  next  annual  election  of 
officers. 


In  addition  to  the  above  changes  in  the  Canons,  it  is  to  be  noted 
that  the  title  "Thompson  Orphanage  and  Training  Institution," 
appearing  in  Canon  XIII,  should  be  changed  to  "Thompson  Episco- 
pal Home."

FIRST  DAY 

Cleveland,  jSJ".  C,  May  13,  1930. 

The  one  hundred  and  fourteenth  Annual  Convention  of  the 
Diocese  of  ISTorth  Carolina  was  held  in  Christ  Church,  Cleve- 
land, I^.  C.  beginning  Tuesday,  May  13,  1930. 

The  Holy  Communion  was  celebrated  in  Christ  Church  at 
9  :30  A.M.,  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  officiating,  assisted  by  the 
Rev.  Milton  A.  Barber,  S.T.D.,  and  the  Rev.  William  H. 
Hardin. 

The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  called  the  Convention  to  order  at 
10:30  A.M.  and  the  roll  was  called  by  the  Secretary;  forty 
clergy,  and  sixty  delegates  from  26  parishes  and  8  organized 
missions,  were  present  and  answered  to  their  names.  A  quorum 
being  present,  the  Chairman  declared  the  Convention  duly  or- 
ganized. The  Rev.  Elwood  L.  Haines  was  elected  Secretary  and 
the  Rev.  I.  Harding  Hughes  was  appointed  Assistant  Secretary. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  John  L.  Jackson,  the  hours  of  the 
Convention  were  fixed  according  to  the  printed  program. 

Lieut.  Lawrence  A.  Oxley  announced  that  St.  Ambrose's 
Church,  Raleigh,  had  attained  full  self-support  and  presented 
the  proposed  building  program  of  that  Church. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Samuel  S.  Kash,  the  Secretary  was  in- 
structed to  send  telegrams  of  greeting  and  condolence  to  the 
Rev.  Clarence  E.  Buxton,  Mr.  J.  Renwick  Wilkes  and  Mr. 
William  A.  Erwin. 

Bishop  Cheshire  then  read  his  annual  address.  (See  Ap- 
pendix A.) 

Mr.  Kemp  P.  Lewis  brought  a  message  of  greeting  to  the 
Convention  from  Mr.  William  A.  Erwin  and  announced  that 
plans  had  been  drawn  up  for  the  erection  of  a  two  story  brick 
parish  house  at  St.  Stephen's  Church,  Erwin,  the  same  to  be  the 
gift  of  Mr.  Erwin. 

An  invitation  from  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  of  St.  Luke's 
Church,  Salisbury,  for  supper  at  Milford  Hills  was  extended 
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to  the  members  of  tlie  Convention  by  the  Rev.  Mark  H.  Milne 
and  was  accepted  by  the  Convention. 

The  Rev.  Milton  A.  Barber,  S.T.D.,  read  the  report  of  the 
Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese,  as  follows: 

Report  of  the  Standing  Committee  for  1929 

January  24.  At  this  meeting  Bishop  Cheshire  presented  the 
schedule  of  appropriations  from  the  Holt  Fund  as  agreed  upon  by 
himself  and  Bishop  Penick;  and  the  Committee  gave  formal  ap- 
proval of  the  schedule  as  presented. 

Ernest  M.  Winborne  was  recommended  to  the  Bishop  for  admis- 
sion as  a  Candidate  for  Holy  Orders  as  of  December  8,  1928. 

Consent  was  given  to  the  Consecration  of  the  Rev.  John  Insley 
Blair  Larned  as  Suffragan  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Long  Island; 
and  of  the  Rev.  Frank  Elmer  Wilson,  S.T.D.,  as  Bishop  of  the  new 
Diocese  of  Eau  Claire. 

February  12.  Edwin  William  Hurst  was  recommended  to  the 
Bishop  for  admission  as  a  Candidate  for  Holy  Orders. 

May  20.  This  being  the  first  meeting  of  the  Standing  Committee 
as  elected  by  the  last  Diocesan  Convention,  the  Committee  was 
duly  organized  by  the  election  of  the  Rev.  Milton  A.  Barber,  S.T.D., 
as  President  and  Mr.  Joseph  B.  Cheshire,  Jr.,  as  Secretary. 

At  this  meeting  John  Jordan  Green  was  recommended  to  the 
Bishop  for  admission  as  a  Candidate  for  Holy  Orders  as  of  April 
3,  1929,  and  Lewis  Page  Spencer  and  deSaussure  Parker  Moore 
were  recommended  for  Ordination  to  the  Diaconate;  while  Allen 
Person  and  Daniel  Webster  Allen,  Deacons,  were  recommended  for 
Ordination  to  the  Priesthood. 

June  17.  Thomas  Simons  Clarkson  was  recommended  to  the 
Bishop  for  Ordination  to  the  Diaconate. 

September  5.  Edwin  William  Hurst  was  recommended  to  the 
Bishop  for  Ordination  to  the  Diaconate.  At  this  meeting  consent 
was  given  to  the  Consecration  of  the  Rev.  Francis  Marion  Taitt, 
S.T.D.,  as  Bishop  Coadjutor  of  the  Diocese  of  Pennsylvania.  Like- 
wise consent  was  given  to  the  election  of  a  Bishop  Coadjutor  for 
the  Dioceses  of  Virginia  and  Western  N'ew  York:. 

December  10.  Albert  Evans  Sanderson  was  recommended  to  the 
Bishop  for  admission  as  a  Candidate  for  Holy  Orders  as  of  Septem- 
ber 4,  1929.  On  the  ground  that  he  was  forty-five  years  of  age,  and 
had  had  considerable  experience  in  public  speaking  and  teaching, 
the  Committee  recommended  that  the  time  of  the  Candidacy  of  John 
Jordan  Green  be  shortened  to  six  months,  and  that  he  be  ordained 
to  the  Diaconate  at  any  time  designated  by  the  Bishop. 

At  this  meeting  consent  was  given  to  the  Consecration  of  the 
Rev.  Samuel  Harrington  Littell,  D.D.,  as  Bishop  of  the  Missionary 
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District  of  Honolulu;  the  Rev.  Elmer  Nicholas  Schmuck,  D.D.,  as 
Bishop  of  the  Missionary  District  of  Wyoming;  and  the  Rev.  Cam- 
eron Josiah  Davis,  D.D.,  as  the  Bishop  Coadjutor  of  "Western  New 
York. 

For  the  Information  of  the  Convention 

That  this  report  may  not  all  be  ancient  history,  I  would  state, 
for  the  information  of  the  Convention,  that  the  Standing!  Com- 
mittee, since  the  beginning  of  1930,  has  given  consent  to  the  Con- 
secration of  the  Rev.  Hayward  S.  Abelwhite  as  Bishop  of  the  Dio- 
cese of  Marquette;  the  Rev.  Robert  Burton  Gooden,  D.D.,  as  Suf- 
fragan Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Los  Angeles;  the  Rev.  Henry  Wise 
Hobson  as  Bishop  Coadjutor  of  the  Diocese  of  Southern  Ohio.  We 
also  gave  formal  approval  of  the  election  of  the  Rt.  Rev.  Sheldon 
Munson  Griswold,  D.D.,  Suffragan  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Chicago, 
to  be  Bishop  of  that  Diocese. 

What  is  more  personal  to  ourselves — we  have  recommenced  de 
Saussure  Parker  Moore  for  Ordination  to  the  Priesthood  on  June 
15th  or  any  day  thereafter;  and  Jackson  Augustus  Martin  for 
Ordination  to  the  Diaconate  on  June  1st  or  any  day  thereafter.

The  annual  Diocesan  Forward  Movement  Conference  was  held  in 
Chapel  Hill  September  25-27,  with  an  attendance  of  45  clergy,  and  62 
laymen  from  22  parishes  and  missions.  The  conference  leaders  were 
the  Rev.  Wm.  H.  Milton,  D.D.,  the  Rev.  W.  Brooke  Stabler,  the 
Rev.  Norvin  C.  Duncan,  The  Rev.  Leicester  F.  Kent,  the  Rev.  Robert 
E.  Gribbin,  the  Rev.  Elwood  L.  Haines,  and  Dr.  Lewis  B.  Franklin. 

Within  the  period  October  22-31,  six  district  conferences  were 
held  in  Greensboro,  Winston-Salem,  Charlotte,  Enfield,  Warrenton 
and  Raleigh,  with  a  total  attendance  of  447  from  67  churches.  In 
addition  to  these,  conferences  were  conducted  with  the  congrega- 
tions of  13  churches,  most  of  which  had  not  been  represented  at 
either  the  diocesan  or  district  conferences. 

The  department  prepared  and  distributed  a  Forward  Movement 
handbook  entitled  "Our  Divine  Commission,"  and  a  descriptive  and 
illustrated  folder  which  dealt  with  the  types  of  work  represented 
by  the  diocesan  budget. 

A  study  is  being  made  at  present  of  the  parish  council  plan,  and 
the  formation  of  a  list  of  special  givers  is  being  considered  by  a 
special  committee  of  the  department. 

The  department  was  represented  at  the  Annual  Conference  of 
Executive  Secretaries  and  Field  Department  Chairmen,  held  at 
Racine,  Wisconsin,  February  4-7  by  the  Executive  Secretary  of  the 
Diocese. 

Plans  are  now  being  made  for  a  special  conference  on  the  Every 
Member  Canvass  at  Kanuga  during  the  week-end  of  July  4.  Rectors 
are  urged  to  appoint  their  Forward  Movement  Chairmen  for  next 
Fall's  campaign  immediately,  and  to  urge  them  to  attend  this  con- 
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ference,  which  will  be  led  by  outstanding  leaders  of  the  Ch'urch, 
and  will  be  participated  in  by  our  neighboring  Carolina  dioceses. 

The  1930  Diocesan  Conference  will  be  held  in  Greensboro  Septem- 
ber 23-24,  opening  with  dinner  Tuesday  night  and  closing  Wednes- 
day afternoon.  It  has  been  decided  to  make  this  a  joint  conference 
of  clergy  and  laity,  rather  than  to  have  each  group  meet  separately, 
as  heretofore. 

The  department  calls  the  Convention's  attention  to  the  challenge 
presented  to  this  diocese  by  the  Advance  Work  Program  of  the 
National  Church,  in  which  we  have  been  asked  to  accept  an  equity 
of  $12,000.  This  is  for  the  providing  of  a  Chapel  for  the  tubercular 
home  at  Prescott,  Arizona,  and  the  purchase  of  land  and  buildings 
at  Taira  in  the  district  of  Tohoku,  Japan. 

Finance 

The  final  results  of  the  Every  Member  Canvass  of  1929  showed 
that  the  total  sum  of  $69,161  was  pledged,  as  against  assigned 
quotas  of  $72,288.  Ninety-two  white  churches  (or  77%)  and  all  but 
one  of  the  colored  churches  pledged  in  full.  The  fiscal  year  1929 
was  ended  with  a  deficit  of  $3,790,  and  a  note  for  $4,000  to  cover 
this  deficit  plus  interest  was  authorized,  the  same  to  be  carried 
through  the  year  1930.  It  was  further  necessary  to  reduce  the  1530 
budget  from  $78,275  to  $75,225,  the  same  being  defined  as  follows:

The  receipts  from  the  Diocesan  Debt  Campaign  authorized  by 
the  last  convention  and  conducted  during  the  year  under  the  leader- 
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ship  of  Bishop  Penick  were  ordered  to  be  applied  towards  the  re- 
duction of  the  notes  in  Winston-Salem,  Durham  and  Rocky  Mount, 
the  interest  saved  to  be  marked  as  a  credit  for  1930.  The  complete 
returns  of  the  campaign  to  date  are  as  follows:  Contributed  by  in- 
dividuals, $820.00;  Contributed  by  forty-three  Churches,  $3,017.55, 
Total,  $3,837.55;  Expenses  of  Chairman,  $24.39;  Net  Receipts. 
$3,813.16. 

The  department  records  with  gratification  the  splendid  record  of 
the  churches  in  payments  on  1929  pledges  to  the  Forward^  Move- 
ment. The  report  of  the  Forward  Movement  Treasurer  shows  pay- 
ments or  credits  of  $70,805  on  total  pledges  of  $71,317.  Forty-six 
churches  exceeded,  27  equalled,  and  32  fell  below  th^ir  quotas  fn 
their  total  payments. 

The  Diocesan  budget  proposed  for  1931,  and  recommended  to  the 
Convention  for  adoption,  is  as  follows:

Missions  and  Church  Extension 

The  year  was  marked  by  the  perfecting  of  the  plan  of  having 
clerical  representatives  of  the  department  in  the  six  districts  of 
the  diocese.  It  was  decided  that  their  duties  should  be  (1)  to  be- 
come familiar  with  conditions,  problems  and  needs  of  the  mission 
churches  and  to  advise  the  department  accordingly.  (2)  to  report 
all  matters  of  interest  which  come  to  their  attention  through  cor- 
respondence with  the  clergy  or  personal  visits  to  their  churches. 
(3)  to  visit  the  missions  and  parishes  receiving  diocesan  aid  at 
least  once  a  year.  (4)  to  encourage  the  missionary  clergy,  forming 
friendly  contacts  and  advising  with  them  when  called  upon.  (5) 
to  be  on  the  "qui  vive"  for  new  fields  of  enterprise.  (6)  to  advise 
the    department    regarding    placement   of    clergy,    an^    recommend 
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changes  or  improvements  in  policy  with  reference  to  any  mission. 

The  department  decided  that  no  trading  of  cars  belonging  to  the 
diocese  should  be  permitted  without  the  consent  and  approval  of  the 
Council,  and  that  solicitation  of  aid  in  the  matter  of  exchanging 
cars  should  be  discouraged. 

The  department  reports  the  following  additions  to  the  staff  of 
missionary  clergy  during  the  past  year:  the  Rev.  Thomas  S.  Clark- 
son,  the  Rev.  D.  Parker  Moore,  the  Rev.  Daniel  W.  Allen,  the  Rev. 
Fred  B.  Drane,  and  the  Rev.  Lewis  P.  Spencer.  It  also  records  with 
sorrow  the  death  of  the  Rev.  Alaric  J.  Drew,  whose  splendid  work 
at  six  points  outside  his  parish  in  Southern  Pines  was  brought  to 
the  department's  attention  at  its  January  meeting. 

The  closing  of  the  colored  parochial  school  at  Warrenton,  and  the 
assigning  of  Macclesfield  and  Elm  City  to  the  Rev.  Samuel  W.  Hale 
of  Wilson  as  likely  fields  for  development  were  among  the  other 
matters  determined  upon  by  the  department. 

Recommendations  by  the  department  which  were  approved  by  the 
Council,  were  as  follows: 

1.  That  our  white  missionary  work  should  no  longer  be  referred 
to  by  convocations. 

2.  That  salaries  of  missionaries  should  be  regarded  as  having 
a  prior  claim  in  monthly  payments  from  the  Forward  Movement 
Fund. 

3.  That  definite  recommendation  be  made  to  the  Diocesan  Con- 
vention regarding  unpaid  pensions  assessments. 

The  department  finds  it  necessary  to  dispense  with  the  support 
of  Miss  Betty  Gordon,  mission  worker  at  Spray  after  June  30,  and 
hereby  expresses  its  appreciation  of  her  fine  and  faithful  service. 

Publicity 

The  Publicity  Department  addressed  a  letter  to  each  of  the  clergy, 
asking  that  a  publicity  representative  be  appointed,  whose  duty  it 
would  be  to  send  to  the  Carolina  Churchman  from  time  to  time 
such  items  of  news  as  would  be  of  general  interest  to  our  people. 
An  effort  has  also  been  made,  with  the  clergy's  cooperation,  to  in- 
crease the  Carolina  Churchman's  subscription  list. 

The  Carolina  Churchman  in  every  home  is  the  goal  of  the  de- 
partment, and  it  is  hoped  that  this  objective  will  be  reached  in  the 
not  too  distant  future. 

Through  the  generous  and  sympathetic  cooperation  of  our  leading 
state  papers,  the  effort  has  been  made  to  keep  our  people  informed 
as  to  the  progress  that  is  being  made,  both  materially  and  spirit- 
ually. We  know  from  past  experience  that  there  can  be  very  little 
missionary  zeal  and  enthusiasm  apart  from  an  actual  knowledge  of 
the  Church's  needs  and  opportunities,  and  nothing  is  going  to  so 
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effectually  dispel  the  apparent  apathy  which  exists  among  so  many 
of  our  church-folk  as  current  information  about  these  things. 

Religious  Education 

The  Department  of  Religious  Education  adopted  four  chief  ob- 
jectives for  the  year,  as  follows:  (1)  A  Home  Cooperation  Cam- 
paign in  every  parish  (2)  Lists  of  accredited  teachers  to  be  posted 
throughout  the  diocese  (3)  The  holding  of  Institutes  for  Teacher 
Training  (4)  The  adoption  of  the  Standard  of  Excellence  of  the 
Province  and  the  promotion  of  the  same  throughout  the  diocese. 

The  latest  report  of  the  Home  Cooperation  Campaign  shows  that 
only  sixteen  churches  responded.  Three  Teacher  Training  Insti- 
tutes were  held  in  the  diocese,  but  only  one  of  these  was  directly 
sponsored  and  promoted  by  the  Department,  Under  the  charge  of 
Miss  Rosalie  Wilson,  the  provincial  Standard  of  Excellence  has 
been  introduced  into  the  various  Church  schools. 

The  Rev.  Francis  H.  Craighill  has  been  appointed  to  take  charge 
of  the  development  of  educational  work  among  isolated  church 
people.  Mrs.  Baxter  S.  Moore,  in  addition  to  having  supervision  of 
the  Birthday  Thank  Offering,  prepares  for  the  Carolina  Churchman 
each  month  a  letter  on  some  phase  of  Church  school  methods,  and 
serves  as  the  reporter  of  the  department. 

The  1929  Advent  Offering  was  in  charge  of  the  Rev.  Morrison 
Bethea,  the  total  returns  to  date  being  $822.56.  The  department  rec- 
ommends the  abandonment  of  this  project  beginning  with  Advent, 
1930. 

The  Christmas  Box  Work,  under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  J.  Reginald 
Mallett,  was  participated  in  by  24  Church  schools  and  two  branches 
or  the  Y.P.S.L.,  a  total  of  408  gifts  being  sent  to  colored  missions 
m  Georgia,  Virginia  and  South  Carolina  and  59  gifts  to  'the  Sea- 
man's Church  Institute.  Cash  contributions  totalling  $60  were  also 
sent  to  a  mission  school  in  Cuba. 

The  final  returns  from  the  1929  Lenten  Offering,  incomplete  at 
the  time  of  the  report  to  the  last  Convention,  amounted  to  fff,858.12. 
The  objective  set  for  1930  was  $7,500,  and  it  was  decided  that  it 
would  be  best  for  local  schools  to  determine  their  own  quotas.  The 
Rev.  Theodore  Partrick,  Jr.,  by  appointment  of  the  department,  is 
in  charge  of  the  Lenten  Offering  this  year,  and  will  present  his 
report  to  the  Convention  separately. 

The  two  diocesan  camps  will  be  held  June  10-23  at  Camp  Chimney 
Rock,  Lake  Lure  and  Camp  Pinnacle,  near  Hendersonville,  under 
the  direction  of  Mrs.  Frank  N.  Challen  and  the  Rev.  Elwood  L. 
Haines.  $512  has  already  been  pledged  towards  the  support  of  the 
camps  by  the  men's  clubs  of  St.  Peter's,  Charlotte,  Holy  Trinity, 
Greensboro  and  St.  Paul's,  Winston-Salem,  and  the  Diocesan  Y.P.S.L. 
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The  department  strongly  urges  the  retention  in  the  1931  proposed 
budget  of  the  item  of  $500  for  next  year's  camps. 

The  Camp  Committee  is  as  follows:  the  Rev.  J.  Reginald  Mal- 
lett,  Chairman;  Rev.  Messrs.  Theodore  Partrick,  Jr.,  and  Elwood 
L.  Haines,  Mrs.  Frank  N.  Challen,  Mr.  Meade  H.  Willis. 

The  department  begs  to  report  that  the  total  cost  of  renovating 
St.  Mary's  House,  N.C.C.W.  was  $3,215.91,  and  that  this  bill  has 
been  met  in  full  and  all  bills  for  furnishings  discharged.  The  Com- 
mittee of  Management  of  St.  Mary's  House,  appointed  by  the  Bishop 
and  approved  by  the  Executive  Council,  consists  of  the  Rev.  Clar- 
ence E.  Buxton,  Chairman,  the  Rev.  J.  Reginald  Mallett,  Mrs.  Frank 
N.  Challen,  Secretary,  Mr.  Ralph  B.  Coit,  Treasurer,  and  Messrs. 
J.  R.  Donnell  and  Frank  N.  Challen.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Buxton  has  b"een 
continued  as  chaplain  for  the  year  1930  at  a  salary  of  $150,  but  it 
has  been  decided  to  place  the  chaplaincy  at  N.C.C.W.  on  a  voluntary 
basis  after  this  year. 

The  department  records  with  satisfaction  and  appreciation  the 
work  of  Mrs.  Challen  as  executive  secretary  of  the  Y.P.S.L.  and 
student  worker  at  N.C.C.W.  It  favors,  however,  the  ultimate  em- 
ployment of  a  director  of  Religious  Education  in  the  diocese  who 
will  also  have  charge  of  Young  People's  Work,  leaving  Mrs.  Challen 
free  to  devote  her  entire  time  to  her  N.C.C.W.  activities. 

The  matter  of  the  formation  of  Junior  Service  Leagues  was  very 
carefully  considered.  The  department  was  inclined  to  approve  of  fhe 
organization  of  young  people  under  14  wherever  conditions  war- 
ranted, but  felt  that  the  nature  of  policy  and  programs  should  be 
left  to  the  local  authorities. 

A  special  committee  consisting  of  Mr.  A.  Thomas  White,  Lieut. 
Lawrence  A.  Oxley  and  Professor  Chas.  H.  Boyer  was  appointed  to 
study  the  number  and  status  of  Episcopal  students  at  the  leading 
negro  colleges  and  schools  in  the  diocese. 

Christian  Social  Service 

The  Department  of  Christian  Social  Service  has  endeavored  to 
keep  in  touch  with  the  Social  Service  authorities  in  the  National 
Church  and  in  the  Province  during  the  year,  and  to  cooperate  with 
their  plans  as  far  as  possible.  It  has  been  most  gratifying  to  find 
how  much  fine  Social  Service  is  being  carried  on  locally  by  our 
own  people  in  connection  with  every  sort  of  welfare  effort.  Some  of 
the  finest  service  being  rendered  in  the  state  is  through  individual 
members  of  our  own  Church. 

The  department  regrets  that  it  could  not  carry  out  its  plans  for 
institutes  on  domestic  relations  during  the  past  year.  It  is  possible 
that  the  incoming  department  may  wish  to  undertake  institutes  m 
the  Fall,  at  which  time  Mr.  Spencer  Miller,  Social  Service  con- 
sultant at  National  Headquarters,  might  be  secured  as  leader. 
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The  department  notes  with  satisfaction  the  employment  of  Mr. 
Bynum  as  Business  Manager  at  the  Thompson  Orphanage,  and  cer- 
tain improvements  which  have  heen  made  in  the  policy  of  that 
institution. 

Recommendations 

1.  That  the  Convention  accept  the  Advance  Work  equity  of  $12,- 
000  for  this  diocese,  and  without  making  any  guarantee  that  the 
whole  amount  will  be  raised,  undertake  the  same  as  an  objective. 

2.  That  the  proposed  diocesan  budget  for  1931,  as  presented  by 
the  Executive  Council,  be  approved. 

3.  That  a  vote  of  appreciation  be  extended  to  those  churches  and 
individuals  which  contributed  in  the  Diocesan  Debt  Campaign. 

4.  That  the  Convention  commend  the  splendid  response  oh  the 
part  of  the  73  churches  which  equalled  or  exceeded  their  1929  quotas 
in  their  total  payments  to  the  Forward  Movement  Fund. 

5.  That  the  Convention  make  some  expression  of  appreciation 
to  Mr.  Lawrence  S.  Holt  for  his  generosity  to  the  Churches  work 
in  the  diocese  through  the  establishment  of  a  trust  fund. 

6.  That,  if  any  parish  or  mission  of  the  Diocese,  receiving  aid 
from  the  Forward  Movement,  is  in  arrears  to  the  Church  Pension 
Fund  on  December  15  of  any  year,  the  amount  of  tEe  arrearage 
shall  be  deducted  from  the  amount  of  the  Forward  Movement  ap- 
propriation for  that  parish  or  mission  which  is  payable  December 
31;  and  the  same  shall  be  paid  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Church  Pen- 
sion Fund;  and  that  the  Treasurer  of  the  Church  Pension  Fund 
be  requested  to  send  notices  of  such  arrearages  to  ministers  and 
treasurers  by  November  15,  the  Pension  Fund  Committee  also  to 
advise  them  by  letter  that  the  same  will  be  deducted  from  the  ap- 
propriation for  minister's  salary  unless  paid  within  thirty  days. 

7.  That  the  Chairman  of  the  Convention  appoint  a  special  com- 
mittee to  draw  up  suitable  memorial  resolutions  to  the  late  Rev. 
Alaric  James  Drew  and  the  late  Rev.  Julian  Edward  Ingle,  and 
present  the  same  to  this  convention  for  its  adoption.

Tha,t  the  Convention  accept  as  an  objective  the  amount  of  $12,000 
set  as  the  equitable  share  of  this  Diocese  in  the  Advance  Work 
Program  of  the  National  Church,  without  making  any  guarantee 
that  the  whole  amount  will  be  raised.

Bishop  Penick  called  the  Convention  to  order  and  introduced

President  of  the  Daughters  of  the  King  and  one  of  the  na- 
tional vice-presidents  of  that  Order,  who  addressed  the  Con- 
vention on  the  ideals  and  activities  of  the  Daughters  of  the 
King. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Alfred  S.  Lawrence,  the  reading  of 
the  address  of  the  Bishop  Coadjutor  was  made  the  next  order 
of  business. 

Bishop  Penick  then  read  his  annual  address  to  the  Conven- 
tion. (See  Appendix  A.) 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Alfred  S.  Lawrence,  it  was  resolved 
that  that  part  of  the  Bishop's  address  having  to  do  with  St. 
Mary's  School  and  Junior  College,  Raleigh,  be  referred  to  a 
special  committee  to  report  at  the  Wednesday  session.  The 
Chairman  appointed  the  Rev.  Thomas  F.  Opie,  D.D.,  Mr.  Alex- 
ander B.  Andrews,  and  Dr.  Wade  R.  Brown  as  a  special  com- 
mittee to  consider  this  matter. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Alfred  S.  Lawrence,  it  was  resolved

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Alfred  S.  Lawrence,  it  was  resolved 
that  that  portion  of  the  Bishop  Coadjutor's  address  dealing  with 
relationship  between  the  Church  and  Industry  be  referred  to  a 
special  committee,  to  report  at  the  Wednesday  session.  The 
Chairman  appointed  as  members  of  this  Committee  the  Rev.

Lewis. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Alfred  S.  Lawrence,  the  Bishops'  ad- 
dresses were  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the 
Church.

3.  That  the  Convention  express,  by  a  rising  vote,  its  appreciation 
to  Mr.  Lawrence  S.  Holt  for  his  generosity  to  the  Church's  work 
in  the  Diocese  through  the  establishment  of  a  Trust  Fund. 

4.  That  if  any  parish  or  mission  of  the  Diocese,  receiving  aid 
from  the  Forward  Movement  Fund,  is  in  arrears  to  the  Church 
Pension  Fund  on  December  15th  of  any  year,  tlie  amount  of  the 
arrearage  shall  be  deducted  from  the  amount  of  the  Forward  Move- 
ment appropriation  for  that  parish  or  mission,  which  is  payable 
December  31st;  and  the  same  shall  be  paid  to  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Church  Pension  Fund;  and  that  the  Treasurer  of  the  Church  Pen- 
sion Fund  be  requested  to  send  notices  of  such  arrearages  to  the 
ministers  and  treasurers  by  November  15th,  the  Church  Pension 
Fund  Committee  also  to  advise  them  by  letter  that  the  same  will 
be  deducted  from  the  appropriation  for  minister's  salary  unless 
paid  within  30  days. 

On  motion  of  Bishop  Cheshire,  it  was  resolved  that  a  special 
committee  be  appointed  to  consider  that  portion  of  the  Bishop's 
address  referring  to  the  death  of  the  Rev.  Julian  E.  Ingle  and 
the  Rev.  Alaric  J.  Drew.  The  Chairman  appointed  the  Rev. 
Sidney  S.  Bost,  the  Rev.  William  H.  Hardin,  and  Mr.  John 
S.  Holmes  as  members  of  the  said  committee.  (The  memorial 
resolutions  will  be  found  on  pages  22  and  23.) 
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Mr.  Kemp  D.  Battle  presented  the  following  resolution,  which 
was  unanimously  adopted : 

Viewing  with  satisfaction  the  action  reported  to  this  Convention 
by  the  delegates  from  St.  Ambrose's  Church,  Raleigh,  to  wit:  "Be- 
ginning with  January  1,  1930,  the  rector,  vestry,  and  congregatfon 
of  St.  Ambrose's  Church,  Raleigh  will  assume  full  self-support;  and 
further  expresses  deep  gratitude  to  the  Rt.  Rev.  Joseph  B.  ChesMre, 
D.D.,  the  Rt.  Rev.  Edwin  A.  Penick,  D.D.,  and  the  Diocese  of  North 
Carolina  for  their  interest  and  liberal  support  during  a  period  of 
more  than  fifty  years." 

Therefore,  6e  it  resolved.:  That  in  view  of  the  forward  step 
taken  by  the  congregation  of  St.  Ambrose's  Church,  Raleigh,  as 
noted  above,  the  one  hundred  and  fourteenth  Annual  Convention 
of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina,  in  session  at  Christ  Church,  Cleve- 
land, N.  C,  go  on  record  as  commending  the  proposed  building  pro- 
gram of  said  St.  Ambrose's  Church,  Raleigh  to  the  interest  and 
liberal  support  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  and  the  CKiirch 
at  large. 

Bishop  Cheshire  then  read  the  report  of  the  Trustees  of  the 
Diocese,  as  follows : 

The  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  respectfully  report: 

May  12,  1929.  The  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  received  from  the 
local  Trustees  of  All  Saints'  Church,  Hamlet,  a  mortgage  heretofore 
executed  by  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  to  secure  the  sum  of  $5,000 
on  the  Rectory  of  said  All  Saints'  Church.  This  mortgage  had  been 
fully  satisfied  and  had  been  cancelled  upon  the  Records  of  Rich- 
mond County.  In  the  place  of  this  cancelled  mortgage  the  Trustees 
of  the  Diocese  with  the  local  Trustee  of  said  church  executed  to 
L.  H.  Gibbon,  Trustee,  a  mortgage  on  the  same  property  to  secure 
the  sum  of  $3,006.43.  This  mortgage  was  dated  February  15,  1929, 
but  was  executed  by  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  May  11,  1929. 

June  17,  1929.  In  pursuance  of  a  Resolution  of  the  Convention 
(see  printed  Journal  of  1927,  page  37)  conveyed  to  the  Rector, 
Wardens  and  Vestrymen  of  St.  Paul's  Church,  Winston-Salem,  a 
lot  of  ground  in  Winston-Salem  at  the  corner  of  Fourth  and  Cherry 
Streets,  heretofore  conveyed  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  by  the 
late  John  Cameron  Buxton  (see  Book  100,  page  132,  Records  of 
Forsyth  County). 

September  24,  1929.  The  American  Church  Building  Fund  Com- 
mission having  made  a  gift  of  $500  to  St.  Paul's  Church,  Salisbury, 
for  their  Parish  House,  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  in  whom  said

property  is  vested,   signed  an  Agreement   to   refund   said   sum    in 
case  said  property  should  be  sold  or  diverted  from  Church  use. 
All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted,  May  13,  1930.

The  Rev.  John  L.  Jackson  read  the  report  of  the  Treasurer 
of  the  Forward  Movement  Fund  who  was  absent  on  account  of 
illness.  (See  Appendix  C.) 

The  reports  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  and  the  Treasurer 
of  the  Forward  Movement  Fund  were  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Finance. 

The  Rev.  Sidney  S.  Bost  presented  the  report  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Finance  as  follows: 

Report  of  Committee  on  Finance  to  the,  Convention  of  1930 

The  Fall  meeting  of  the  Committee  on  Finance  was  held  in  the 
parish-house  of  the  Chapel  of  the  Cross,  Chapel  Hill,  on  September 
26th,  1929.  The  treasurer's  report  was  heard  and  his  books  were 
ordered  to  be  audited  at  the  close  of  the  year. 

We  find  it  necessary  to  recommend  that  the  basis  of  assessment 
for  the  Episcopal  and  Contingent  Fund  for  the  year  1930  be  121/2 
per  cent  upon  Ministers'  salaries  and  Current  Expenses.

On  motion  of  tlie  Eev.  Sidney  S.  Bost,  the  report  of  the 
Committee  on  Finance,  v^ith  recommendations,  was  adopted. 
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The  Rev.  Sidney  S.  Bost  tlien  presented  the  report  of  the 
Rev.  Roma  C.  Fortune,  Diocesan  Missionary  to  the  Deaf,  as 
follows : 

Report  of  the  Mission  to  the  Deaf  in  the  Diocese  of 
North  Carolina 

I  submit  herewith  my  annual  report  of  work  done  for  the  year 
ending  April  30,  1930. 

I  have  delivered  129  sermons  and  addresses;  baptized  two  adults; 
officiated  at  four  m.arriages  and  two  funerals.  I  have  presented  four 
candidates  for  Confirmation  in  Burlington. 

Not  counting  the  number  of  persons  who  have  attended  our  reg- 
ular weekly  services  in  Durham,  I  have  preached  to  1,295  deaf 
persons  within  the  year.  There  is  a  growing  interest  in  our  Mis- 
sion to  the  Deaf.  All  the  stations  which  I  visit  with  some  degree 
of  regularity  show  marked  improvement.  Plans  and  specifications 
for  the  new  Church  to  be  built  in  Durham  have  been  finished,  and 
bids  for  the  same  received.  Doubtless  the  building  committee  will 
make  a  separate  report  on  this.  We  are  exceedingly  grateful  to  the 
Woman's  Auxiliary  of  the  Diocese  for  their  gift  of  a  beautiful  Com- 
munion service  for  use  in  our  new  Church.  Without  their  devoted 
zeal  the  erection  of  our  new  Church  might  have  been  long  delayed. 

Financially  speaking,  offerings  for  the  year,  outside  those  re- 
ceived at  our  services  in  Durham,  were  $110.40.  My  expenses  taken 
out  of  these  offerings  were  $98.28,  leaving  a  balance  on  hand  of 
$12.12.

On  recommendation  of  the  Committee  on  Elections,  Mr. 
Harvey  Jones  was  accorded  a  seat  and  vote  as  a  delegate  from 
St.  Saviour's  Church,  Raleigh. 

Bishop  Penick  read  his  report  as  President  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  St.  Mary's  School  and  Junior  College,  as  follows : 

Report  of  the  Trustees  of  St.  Mary's  School  and  Junior  College 
For  the  Year  1929 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of  Incorporation 
the  President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  St.  Mary's  School  and 
Junior  College  presents  herewith  the  report  of  this  Board  for  the 
year  1929. 

The  revenue  account  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1929,  is 
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attached  and  made  part  of  this  report.  It  shows  an  operating  profit 
for  the  session  of  $3,369.08.  In  the  light  of  the  current  deficit  for 
the  year  1928  this  profit  is  very  gratifying  and  indicates  both  the 
efficiency  and  the  policy  of  economy  on  the  part  of  the  school  man- 
agement. During  the  year  a  special  Finance  Committee  composed 
of  Mr.  George  C.  Royall,  Mr.  Richard  H.  Lewis  and  Mr.  Graham  H. 
Andrews  made  a  thorough  study  of  the  financial  condition  of  the 
school.  One  of  their  most  important  findings  was  the  necessity  of 
securing  from  the  Carolina  dioceses  a  minimum  of  $5,000  annually 
in  addition  to  the  income  from  the  present  endowment  in  order  to 
maintain  its  present  Grade  A  standard  among  the  Southern  As- 
sociation of  Colleges  and  Secondary  Schools.  The  Diocese  of  North 
Carolina  for  several  years  has  been  giving  from  Forward  Movement 
funds  $3,000  of  this  amount.  Repeated  efforts  have  been  made  with 
representatives  from  the  other  Carolina  dioceses  to  persuade  them  to 
contribute  the  necessary  balance  of  $2,000.  These  efforts  have  largely 
proved  unsuccessful.  It  is  required  that  the  income  from  other  than 
student  sources  be  of  a  stable  character.  The  Trustees  express  the 
urgent  wish  that  the  Conventions  of  all  the  Carolina  dioceses  make 
provision  for  their  proportionate  contribution  towards  the  mainten- 
ance of  St.  Mary's  from  dependable  sources. 

During  the  session  1929-30,  190  students  were  in  residence,  ffixty- 
seven  day  and  special  students  were  enrolled.  This  registration  is 
an  increase  of  two  in  the  number  of  resident  students  over  the 
previous  year  and  an  increase  of  nineteen  in  the  number  of  day  and 
special  students.  The  attendance  of  a  large  number  of  girls  is 
especially  noteworthy  because  of  the  economic  stress  of  last  year 
and  the  fact  that  tuition  charges  had  been  advanced.  This  increased 
enrollment  is  doubtless  explained  by  the  excellent  reputation  which 
St.  Mary's  sustains  and  also  to  the  efforts  of  Miss  Mela  Royall, 
Alumnae  Secretary.  Miss  Royall  has  been  representing  the  school 
in  her  travels  throughout  the  South,  organizing  alumnae  associ- 
ations and  soliciting  new  students.  The  Trustees  record  with  ap- 
preciation the  effectiveness  of  her  work. 

About  one-half  of  the  resident  students  come  from  North  Caro- 
lina. Other  states  in  the  order  of  the  number  represented  in  the 
student  body  are  Virginia,  South  Carolina,  New  York,  Georgia, 
Maryland  and  Pennsylvania.  About  60  per  cent  of  the  student  body 
are  affiliated  with  the  Episcopal  Church.  The  Presbyterian,  Meth- 
odist, Baptist  and  Christian  Churches  are  also  represented. 

It  is  significant  to  note  that  65  per  cent  of  the  present  enroll- 
ment are  taking  academic  work  in  the  College  Department.  For 
the  last  five  years  more  and  more  students  have  been  taking  college 
work.  This  tendency  which  is  becoming  more  pronounced  each  year 
was  chiefiy  responsible  for  an  important  decision  of  a  special  com- 
mittee of  the  Board  of  Trustees  held  October  31,  1929.    This  meeting 
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had  been  called  to  consider  the  educational  policy  of  St.  Mary's.  It 
was  decided  to  engage  the  services  of  educational  experts  to  make  an 
exhaustive  investigation  and  study  of  the  life  and  activities  of  St. 
Mary's  School  and  Junior  College  with  a  view  to  determining  with  a 
reasonable  degree  of  finality  the  policy  that  should  govern  the 
school  in  the  future.  The  following  gentlemen  were  invited  and 
heartily  accepted  the  invitation  of  the  Trustees:  Dr.  Frazer  Hood^, 
Davidson  College;  Dr.  N.  W.  Walker,  University  of  North  Carolina; 
and  Dr.  Benj.  F.  Finney,  University  of  the  South.  On  May  8th  and 
9th  of  this  year  these  gentlemen  met  at  St.  Mary's  and  began  their 
scientific  and  impartial  investigation  of  this  institution.  Their  re- 
port which  will  be  submitted  to  the  Trustees  in  June  of  this  year 
will  be  awaited  with  interest.  The  Trustees  are  glad  to  express 
their  deep  appreciation  for  the  services  of  these  gentlemen.

The  report  of  St.  Mary's  School  and  Junior  College  was  re- 
ferred to  the  same  committee  to  which  was  referred  that  por- 
tion of  the  Bishop's  address  dealing  with  this  institution. 

The  Secretary  next  read  the  report  of  the  President  of  the 
Diocesan  Woman's  Auxiliary,  as  follows : 

Rt.  Rev.  Joseph  Blount  Cheshire,  D.D,, 
Rt.  Rev.  Edwin  A.  Penick,  D.D., 

Gentlemen  of  the  Diocesan  Convention: 

Herewith  I  submit  my  report  as  President  of  the  Woman's  Aux- 
iliary of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  for  the  year  1929. 

The  year  just  passed  has  been  one  of  progress.  There  are  eighty- 
four  active  branches  of  the  Auxiliary. 

The  Department  of  Religious  Education  has  conducted,  under 
able  leadership,  most  helpful  Diocesan  Institutes. 

The  Department  of  Christian  Social  Service  reports  the  adoption 
by  the  Auxiliary  of  practically  all  of  the  children  at  the  Thompson 
Orphanage. 

The  Supply  Department  reports  steady  work. 

There  is  a  Diocesan  room  well  equipped  for  emergency  calls, 
organized  along  Red  Cross  lines.  More  than  a  thousand  garments 
were  made  during  the  year. 

At  the  Triennial  in  New  Orleans,  and  also  in  Washington,  North 
Carolina  led,  in  the  Fourth  Province,  in  the  amount  of  the  United 
Thank  Offering. 

For  the  past  year  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  has  secured  and  paid 
the  salary  of  a  Church  Army  worker  in  an  important  mill  village. 

The  Woman's  Auxiliary  undertook,  as  a  memorial  to  Bishop 
Murray,  to  equip  all  the  parishes  and  missions  in  the  Diocese  with 
the  new  prayer  books.

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Not  included  in  the  above,  as  it  did  not  pass  through  the  hands 
of  the  Diocesan  Treasurer,  is  a  considerable  sum  expended  by  the 
Woman's  Auxiliary  for  -Social  Service  work  in  the  individual 
parishes. 

The  recent  Convention  held  in  Winston-Salem  was  largely  at- 
tended and  messages  of  uplift  and  power  were  brought  us  from 
many  parts  of  the  globe.  My  term  of  office  expired  at  this  time,  and 
the  newly  elected  President  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  is  Miss  Rena 
H,  Clark  of  Tarboro. 

Your  Diocesan  Convention  elects  one  woman  annually  for  mem- 
bership on  the  Diocesan  Executive  Council.  Those  now  occupying 
this  position  are  Miss  Easdale  Shaw,  Mrs.  R.  B.  Coit,  Miss  Rena  H. 
Clark.  The  term  of  office  of  Miss  Easdale  Shaw  expires  this  month, 
and  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  respectfully  submits  for  your  considera- 
tion to  fill  this  position  the  name  of  Miss  Sally  Dortch  of  Raleigh. 

Our  material  obligations  have  all  been  met.  In  the  heart  of  each 
individual,  alone,  is  a  record  of  the  spiritual  growth.

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  William  J.  Gordon,  the  Convention 
expressed,  by  a  rising  vote,  its  appreciation  of  the  fine  spirit 
and  leadership  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  of  this  Diocese. 

The  Rev.- Robert  B.  Owens  then  read  the  report  of  the  Board 
of  Managers  of  the  Thompson  Orphanage  and  Training  In- 
stitution, Charlotte,  as  follows : 

Report  of  the  Board  of  Manageks  of  the  Thompson  Orphanage 
AND  Training  Institution  to  the  1930  Convention 

In  the  report  to  the  Convention  last  year  it  was  announced  that 
the  name  of  the  Institution  had  been  changed  by  vote  of  the  Board 
of  Managers  to  "The  Thompson  Episcopal  Home."  At  this  year's 
meeting  of  the  Board,  Mr.  Hamilton  C.  Jones  the  Orphanage  at- 
torney, reported  that  a  change  in  name  could  not  be  legally  eHecte'd 
because  of  the  terms  set  forth  in  the  charter  and  deed.  Therefore 
the  legal  and  proper  name  of  the  Orphanage  is,  "The  Thompson 
Orphanage  and  Training  Institution." 

During  1929,  126  children  were  cared  for,  68  girls  and  58  boys. 
88  spent  the  full  year,  32,208  days.  38  spent  6,644  days.  Total  num- 
ber days  of  care,  38,842.  Total  number  of  meals  served,  116,576.  20 
children  were  placed,  including  one  tentatively  placed  in  a  church 
family  in  Middleburg.    Three  girls  are  in  training  at  the  Episcopal 
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Eye,  Ear  and  Throat  Hospital  in  Washington,  D.  C.  One  girl  is  in 
St.  Peter's  Hospital,  Charlotte,  one  in  Vance  County  Hospital, 
Henderson.  One  hoy  was  placed  in  Jackson  Training  School,  Con- 
cord, Thirteen  were  placed  in  reestablished  homes.  Fifteen  were 
received  and  one  girl  readmitted.  Present  number  of  cTiildren  104 — 
55  girls,  49  boys.  Full  orphans  20,  Half  orphans  63,  both  parents 
21.  EWocese  of  North  Carolina,  65,  East  Carolina,  25,  Western  North 
Carolina,  14. 

The  report  of  Dr.  Hunter  shows  that  the  children  have  kept  re- 
markably free  from  illness  of  every  kind  during  the  year  past. 

The  Williamson  Infirmary  has  cared  for  175  sick  cases  with  1,199 
days  of  care,  and  also  interned  for  a  period  of  two  weeks,  all  chil- 
dren admitted  during  the  year.  Dr.  Hunter  and  Dr.  Barrett  have 
thoroughly  examined  each  child  who  has  been  received. 

Only  four  operations  have  been  performed  and  these  of  a  minor 
nature.  One  child  has  been  for  a  short  time  only  in  St.  Peter's 
Hospital.  Miss  Robison,  the  nurse  in  charge  at  the  Infirmary  has 
presided  with  her  usual  skill  and  efficiency. 

St.  Mary's  Chapel  has  been  remodeled  and  beautified  under  the 
direction  of  a  committee  consisting  of  the  Rev.  R.  B.  Owens,  Chair- 
man; the  Rev.  J.  L.  Jackson  and  Mr.  F.  0.  Clarkson.  It  is  now  one 
of  the  most  beautiful  little  churches  in  the  three  Dioceses. 

Regular  services  are  held  in  the  Chapel  in  which  the  Superinten- 
dent is  assisted  by  one  of  the  older  boys.  A  vested  choir  renders  the 
music  heartily  and  the  attitude  of  the  children  is  reverent  and  de- 
vout. Six  children  were  baptized  and  twelve  were  confirmed  dur- 
ing the  year.  The  older  children  attend  Sunday  School  at  one  of 
the  city  parishes  and  the  younger  children  a  Sunday  School  at 
the  Orphanage.  The  past  year  St.  Mary's  paid  its  quota  to  tSe  For- 
ward Movement  in  full  and  has  over-pledged  its  quota  for  1930 
more  than  five  times. 

All  children  now  attend  the  city  schools  save  those  enrolled  in 
the  Kindergarten  and  a  few  to  whom  Miss  Nail  is  giving  special 
coaching  and  attention,  and  three  children  of  pre-school  age.  There 
are  51  in  grammar  schools,  22  in  Junior  High  School,  4  in  High 
School,  24  in  Miss  Nail's  school,  and  three  of  pre-school  age. 

Invaluable  training  is  given  the  younger  children  in  the  Kinder- 
garten. Here  fine  character  foundations  are  laid  in  such  essential 
traits  as  reverence,  courtesy,  gentleness,  quietness  of  voice  and 
manner.  Going  into  the  city  schools  the  children's  lives  are  en- 
riched and  broadened  by  the  many  new  contacts  and  interests  and 
friendships  which  they  acquire. 

The  Orphanage  has  been  very  fortunate  in  securing  Mr.  A.  S. 
Bynum  of  Farmville  for  the  position  of  assistant  superinfendent. 
Mr.  Bynum  has  won  the  friendship  and  warm  respect  of  all  by  his 
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pleasing  personality  and   ready  helpfulness,  wherever  his  service 
may  be  required.

The  Eev.  Edgar  H.  Goold  presented  the  report  of  St.  Augus- 
tine's College,  St.  Agnes'  Hospital,  and  the  Bishop  Tuttle  Mem- 
orial Training  School,  Raleigh,  as  follows: 

Report  of  St.  Augustine's  College,  Including  St.  Agnes'  Hospital 
AND  the  Bishop  Tuttle  Memorial  Training  School 

May  1,  1930 

During  the  past  year,  the  sixty-third  Annual  Session,  there  have 
been  enrolled  401  students,  including  36  pupil  nurses  in  the  St. 
Agnes'  Training  School,  and  15  students  in  the  Bishop  Tuttle 
School  for  Religious  and  Welfare  Workers. 

The  total  number  of  students  in  the  College  Department  was  112. 
The  first  class  will  graduate  from  this  steadily  growing  Depart- 
ment in  1931. 

During  the  year  there  have  been  several  needed  additions  to  the 
physical  equipment  of  the  Institution.  A  suitable  Library  Building 
has  been  erected  as  the  result  of  a  generous  gift  from  the  Rev.  Dr. 
A.  B.  Hunter,  and  its  equipment  furnished  by  the  Rosenwald  Fund. 

A  much  needed  Dining  Hall  and  Domestic  Science  Building  has 
been  built,  and  named  the  Cheshire  Building  in  honor  of  Bishop 
Cheshire,  who  has  been  President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  since 
1893,  and  whose  father  was  one  of  the  incorporators  of  St.  Augus- 
tine's. 
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This  building  was  dedicated  on  Bishop  Cheshire's  eightieth  birth- 
day with  appropriate  exercises,  including  an  address  by  Bishop 
Cheshire. 

There  has  also  been  completed  a  modern,  fireproof  Girls'  Dor- 
mitory, to  be  known  as  the  Delany  Building  in  honor  of  Mrs.  N.  J. 
Delany — widow  of  the  late  Bishop  Delany — who  for  practically 
fifty  years  was  connected  with  St.  Augustine's,  as  student,  teacher 
and  matron.  Substantial  gifts  from  the  General  Education  Board 
and  the  Rosenwald  Fund,  as  well  as  gifts  from  many  individuals, 
made  possible  the  erection  of  these  buildings. 

As  a  result  of  a  recent  survey  of  all  Negro  colleges,  made  by  the 
United  States  Bureau  of  Education,  the  American  Medical  As- 
sociation has  put  St.  Augustine's  in  Class  I  as  regards  the  pre- 
medical  work  which  it  offers. 

During  Holy  Week  10  persons  were  baptized  and  14  confirmed. 
The  Lenten  offering  for  missions  amounted  to  a  little  over  $250.00. 

The  usual  iSt.  Augustine's  Conference  for  Clergy  and  Church 
Workers,  including  a  Young  People's  Conference,  will  be  Eeld  in 
June. 

St.  Agnes'  Hospital  and  Training  School  for  Nurses  has  had  a 
year  of  progress.  During  the  year  there  have  been  over  a  thousand 
bed  patients,  and  about  23,000  hospital  days.  579  operations  have 
been  performed.  The  patients  themselves  have  paid  over  $16,000. 
An  adequate  Nurses'  Home  and  Training  School  building  has  been 
erected  as  a  result  of  a  generous  gift  from  the  National  Woman's 
Auxiliary,  supplemented  by  gifts  from  the  Duke  Endowment  and 
the  Rosenwald  Fund.  The  old  home  has  been  moved  nearer  to  the 
Hospital  and  fitted  up  for  an  out-patient  clinic  and  home  for  the 
internes  and  male  employees  of  the  Hospital. 

St.  Agnes'  is  now  accredited  by  the  American  College  of  Sur- 
geons, by  the  American  Medical  Association  and  by  the  North 
Carolina  Board  of  Nurse  Examiners.  In  a  recent  issue  of  the  Bul- 
letin issued  by  the  North  Carolina  Board  of  Health  the  following 
statement  is  made  about  St.  Agnes':  "It  may  be  said,  without  fear 
of  contradiction  from  any  quarter,  that  the  nurses  who  have  grad- 
uated from  this  hospital  during  the  last  thirty  years  have  done  as 
much  to  ameliorate  suffering  among  the  Negro  race  as  any  other 
agency  in  the  State." 

The  Bishop  Tuttle  Training  School  for  Church  and  Welfare 
Workers  has  had  a  capacity  enrollment  of  students  during  the 
year.  In  order  to  receive  more  applicants,  the  third  fioor,  which 
was  not  completed  when  the  building  was  first  erected,  will  be 
finished  during  the  coming  Summer.  As  is  well  known,  this  house 
was  erected  and  its  work  made  possible  by  the   gifts  of  the  Na- 
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tional  Woman's  Auxiliary.  The  effective  work  of  the  School  amply 
justifies  their  interest  and  support.

The  Rev.  Alfred  S.  Lawrence  read  his  report  as  Student 
Chaplain  at  the  University  of  JSTorth  Carolina,  as  follows : 

Report  of  the;  Work  at  the  University  of  North  Carolina 

The  number  of  students  at  the  University  affiliated  with  the  Epis- 
copal Church  remains  almost  the  same  as  last  year,  about  340  in  th^e 
regular  session,  and  about  100  in  the  Summer  School.  We  are  main- 
taining the  work  on  the  same  general  plans  as  in  previous  years, 
and  many  students  are  active  in  the  work  of  the  Church. 

Under  able  leadership,  the  Y.P.S.L.,  composed  entirely  of  stu- 
dents, has  had  a  most  successful  year.  Its  discussion  of  matters  of 
spiritual  interest  on  the  campus  has  been  both  stimulating  and 
valuable. 

In  place  of  a  regular  evening  service,  short  organ  recitals  have 
been  given  every  Sunday  night  by  our  organist,  Mr.  N.  0.  Kennedy. 
These  have  been  fairly  well  attended. 

On  the  social  side,  afternoon  teas  have  been  held  in  the  Parish 
House  every  Sunday  during  the  Fall  and  Winter  quarters.  They 
seem  to  have  met  a  real  need,  as  from  seventy-five  to  a  hundred 
students  have  been  present  every  week.  The  women  of  the  parish, 
under  the  chairmanship  of  Mrs.  J.  H.  Anderson,  have  had  charge  6t 
these  teas. 

During  the  year,  we  have  had  helpful  visits  from  Bishop  Darst, 
Bishop  Remington,  and  the  Rev.  Dr.  G.  L.  Tucker. 

One  of  our  difficulties  is  the  Bible  Class.  Though  it  has  been  well 
taught,  it  is  poorly  attended.  Next  year  I  plan  to  try  it  on  a  week 
day  night,  instead  of  the  regular  Sunday  morning  hour,  and  see  if 
the  change  of  time  will  make  a  difference  in  the  attendance. 
Another  difficulty  is  making  personal  contacts  with  students  who 
do  not  attend  church,  or  who  go  home  every  week-end.

The  Rev.  Jolin  Moore  Walker  reported  for  the  Trustees  of 
the  University  of  the  South. 

The  Rev.  Wilmot  S.  Holmes  presented  the  report  of  the 
Committee  on  Theological  Education,  to  which  had  been  re- 
ferred the  matter  of  the  Placement  of  Clergy,  as  follows : 

Report  of  the  Committee  on  Theological  Education 

The  Committee  on  Theological  Education  to  which  was  referred 
the  tentative  report  of  the  Commission  on  the  Placement  of  the 
Clergy  and  its  revised  report  begs  leave  to  report  as  follows: 

From  a  survey  made  for  the  Commission,  it  seems  clear  that 
better  methods  in  clergy  placement  should  be  adopted  by  the 
Church  in  General  Convention,  with  the  hope  and  expectation  that 
two  desired  results  would  follow,  namely: 

1.  That  as  a  whole,  the  clergy  would  render  a  more  efficient 
service  to  the  Church,  by  the  placing  of  those  without  work  into 
suitable  work;  by  placing  each  clergyman  in  the  position  where  his 
work  will  be  most  effective;  by  transferring  those  in  positions  where 
work  and  worker  are  not  adjusted  to  each  other  into  other  work. 

2.  That  the  most  capable  of  our  youth  and  young  men  would  be 
attracted  to  the  ministry,  with  the  confident  expectalion  that  each 
would  find  the  field  where  he  could  render  his  best  service. 

There  seems  to  be  ample  evidence  that  in  each  of  these  partic- 
ulars it  is  very  desirable  that  improvement  should  be  made.  The 
means  by  which  the  Commission  proposes  to  make  these  betterments 
are  practically  two: 
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1.  The  establishment  of  a  system  of  card  indexes  in  the  diocese 
and  at  National  Headquarters  to  furnish  available  and  reliable  in- 
formation in  regard  to  every  clergyman  of  the  Church. 

2.  The  responsibility  for  the  placement  of  the  clergy  in  cures 
shall  be  reposed  in  a  committee  of  each  diocese,  consisting  in  the 
bishop  of  the  diocese  and  the  standing  committee  or  a  specially 
chosen  committee.  This  committee  shall  have  the  power  of  nomin- 
ation to  vacant  cures.  The  vestries  shall  have  reserved  to  them  the 
power  of  rejection  of  the  nominations.  This  committee  shair  have 
also  the  power  of  removal  or  transfer  of  a  clergyman  from  his  cure, 
on  petition  of  the  minister  or  of  the  vestry  or  on  its  own  initiative. 

As  interpreted  by  the  Commission  your  committee  would  favor 
the  establishment  of  a  card  index  system  in  the  diocese.  That  inter- 
pretation is  that  the  records  are  to  contain  solely  factual  state- 
ments such  as  could  be  obtained  from  official  records,  journals, 
pension  fund,  etc.  These  are  to  be  made  easily  available  to  dio- 
cesan committees  by  the  card  index.  Your  committee  defers  fo  the 
judgment  of  the  Commission  that  they  would  furnish  valuable  m- 
formation  in  placement  of  the  clergy  not  otherwise  available. 

Doubtless,  the  placement  and  replacement  of  the  clergy  con- 
stitutes one  of  the  weak  spots  in  the  efficiency  of  the  work  of  the 
Church  at  the  present  time.  Something  should  be  done  about  ft, 
though  it  be  in  the  nature  of  an  experiment.  Were  the  problem 
faced  with  the  necessity  of  experimentation  by  the  several  dioceses 
it  might  lead  to  results  more  valuable  than  to  make  a  hard  and  fast 
system  for  the  whole  Church. 

Your  Committee  doubts  the  wisdom  for  this  diocese  of  the  plan 
proposed  by  the  Commission. 

It  would  be  cumbersome.  It  would  break  violently  with  the  pre- 
rogative of  vestry  initiative.  It  does  not  frankly  give  the  bishop 
of  the  diocese,  as  administrative  head,  the  initiative  which  ideally 
would  make  for  the  greatest  efficiency. 

Any  changes  made  will  probably  have  to  be  a  compromise  mea- 
sure conserving  established  rights  and  prerogatives,  and  deferring 
to  lingering  prejudices.  It  must  also  take  account  of  exceptional 
conditions  to  be  met. 

Ideally,  placement  and  replacement  of  the  clergy  would  consti- 
tute a  mutual  responsibility  between  the  bishop  and  the  vestry,  of 
highest  consideration  to  the  Church. 

Your  Committee  offers  for  your  consideration  and  action  the 
following  recommendations: 

1.  That  a  card  index  of  the  clergy  be  kept  by  the  Executive 
Secretary,  the  same  to  be  available  to  a  national  committee,  if  or 
when  appointed. 

2.  That  when  a  vacancy  shall  occur  in  a  parish  the  bishop  shall 
be  notified  and  he  shall  within  30  days  send  the  vestry  th'e  names 
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of  three  clergymen  in  recommendation  of  election,  naming  tKem 
in  his  priority  of  choice.  The  vestry  shall  within  60  days  act  on 
these  nominations.  Should  all  fail  of  election  the  hishop  shall  be 
notified  at  once,  and  shall  within  30  days  call  on  two  of  his  clergy, 
preferably  those  in  touch  with  the  parish,  to  submit  each  one  name 
in  nomination,  which  with  one  other  submitted  by  himself  shall  be 
presented  to  the  vestry  for  their  election.  In  case  all  of  these 
clergy  fail  of  election  the  vestry  shall  proceed  to  the  election  on 
their  own  initiative,  in  accordance  with  the  canons  of  the  General 
Convention  and  of  their  own  diocese. 

3.  That  no  changes  shall  be  made  in  the  present  method  of  sup- 
plying mission  stations  with  clergy. 

4.  That  upon  representation  or  petition  from  either  the  rector 
or  the  vestry  a  committee  of  three  shall  have  the  power  of  removal 
of  the  clergyman.  The  committee  shall  be  composed  of  the  bishop, 
one  man  selected  by  the  rector  and  one  selected  by  the  vestry.  No 
removal  shall  be  made  under  less  than  six  months  notice,  nor  un- 
less other  work  is  secured  for  him  or  provision  made  for  his  support.

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Wilmot  S.  Holmes,  Resolution  No.  1 
was  adopted. 

On  motion  of  tlie  Rev.  Milton  A.  Barber,  Resolutions  "No. 
2  and  4  in  the  above  report  were  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  Canons,  to  report  at  the  next  Convention;  a  copy  of  the 
recommendations  of  the  said  Committee  on  Canons  to  be  mailed 
to  every  clergyman  and  to  the  clerk  of  every  vestry  at  least 
thirty  days  before  the  meeting  of  the  Convention. 

The  Rev.  Robert  B.  Owens,  reporting  for  the  Committee  on 
Canons,  first  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Convention  certain 
proposed  changes  in  the  Constitution  of  the  General  Church, 
in  accordance  v^ith  the  requirements  of  Canon  51  of  the  Gen- 
eral Convention.  He  then  presented  the  following  recommenda- 
tions of  the  Committee,  vrhich  were  adopted : 

1.  That  the  action  of  the  Convention  of  last  year,  changing  the 
name  of  the  Thompson  Orphanage  and  Training  Institution,  be 
rescinded. 
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2.  That  Canon  XVIII  "Concerning  Convocations"  be  repealed 
in  toto. 

3.  That  in  all  other  canons,  and  in  the  Rules  of  Order,  the  word 
"Convocation"  be  changed  to  "Department  of  Missions  and  Church 
Extension,"  and  the  word  "Archdeacon"  to  "Chairman  of  the  De- 
partment of  Missions  and  Church  Extension." 

4.  That  Canon  XVII,  Section  6  be  amended  by  striking  out  the 
words  "by  the  first  day  of  November"  in  lines  1  and  2,  and  insertfng 
in  line  2,  after  the  word  "prepare"  the  words  "and  present  to  the 
Annual  Convention." 

5.  That  in  Section  7,  line  5  of  the  same  Canon  the  words  "by 
October  15th  of  each  year"  be  stricken  out. 

6.  That  Canon  XXV  be  amended  by  the  insertion  of  a  new  sec- 
tion as  follows: 

Sec.  1.  If  the  Bishop  and  Standing  Committee  shall,  after  care- 
ful investigation  deem  it  advisable  that  a  Parish  should  be  reduced 
to  the  status  of  a  mission,  or  its  connection  with  the  Convention 
be  dissolved,  they  may  bring  the  matter  to  the  attention  of  the 
Convention,  with  a  statement  of  their  recommendations,  and  the 
reasons  therefor.  And  if  two-thirds  of  those  present  and  entitled  to 
vote  in  the  Convention  shall  vote  in  favor  thereof,  the  Parish  shall 
ipso  facto  be  reduced  to  the  status  of  a  mission,  or  its  connection 
with  the  Convention  be  dissolved,  as  the  case  may  be.  But  note, 
that  before  such  vote  may  be  taken  by  the  Convention,  thirty  days' 
written  notice  of  the  proposed  action  shall  be  given  to  the  parish 
in  interest,  through  its  officers,  and  full  opportunity  to  be  heard 
by  the  Convention  shall  be  afforded  it. 

7.  That  the  present  Canon  XXV  be  amended  further  by  the  in- 
sertion of  the  words  "reduction,  or  the"  in  line  1,  immediately  be- 
fore the  word  "dissolution,"  and  that  the  present  Canon  be  desig- 
nated as  Section  2. 

8.  That  Rule  of  Order  1,  "Order  of  Business,"  be  amended  by 
transferring  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the 
Church  from  the  afternoon  of  the  second  day,  to  the  first  place 
under  item  "12"  on  the  afternoon  of  the  first  day. 

9.  Inasmuch  as  the  appointment  of  the  Committee  on  the  Church 
Pension  Fund  is  required  to  be  made  by  the  ecclesiastical  author- 
ity in  Canon  XXX,  Section  2,  that  the  items  concerning  the  "nomin- 
ations" and  the  "election"  of  that  Committee  be  stricken  out  of 
the  Rules  of  Order. 

10.  That  the  "Report  of  the  Committee  on  Education"  be  made 
to  read  "The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Theological  Education" 
in  item  12,  afternoon  of  the  first  day,  in  the  Rules  of  Drder. 

11.  That  Rule  of  Order  XI  be  amended  by  striking  out  the 
last  "proviso"  thereof. 
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The  Chairman  nominated  the  following  as  members  of  the 
Board  of  Examining  Chaplains,  the  same  being  confirmed  by 
the  Convention:

On  motion  of  the  Eev.  Ehvood  L.  Haines,  it  was  resolved  that 
the  Secretary  of  the  Convention  be  instructed  to  have  the  Con- 
stitution and  Canons  of  the  Diocese,  with  all  revisions  to  date, 
printed  in  the  Journal  of  the  1930  Annual  Convention. 

The  Rev.  John  Moore  "Walker  then  presented  the  report  of 
the  Committee  on  Evaluation,  as  follows : 

Report  of  the  Committee  on  Evaluation 

Items  of  import  of  a  various  sort  were  discussed  at  the  two  meet- 
ings held  of  the  Evaluation  Committee  with  the  result  of  findings 
as  follows: 

1.  Diocesan  Camps 

The  committee  is  unanimous  in  its  estimate  of  the  importance  of 
Camps  for  young  people.  Pew  activities  in  the  diocese  are  more 
calculated  to  result  in  good.  It  has  been  suggested  that  better  re- 
sults could  be  attained  by  cooperating  with  the  dioceses  controlling 
Kanuga.  There  is  much  to  be  said  both  for  and  against  this  idea. 
However,  in  the  judgment  of  the  majority  of  the  Committee  it  would 
be  better  to  maintain  our  camps  as  at  present  operated. 

Resolution:  Resolved,  That  the  Diocese  provide  annually  in  its 
Forward  Movement  budget  for  such  financial  support  as  may  be 
necessary  for  the  operation  of  the  young  people's  Camps. 

2.  Religious  Education 

The  committee  reached  the  unanimous  conclusion  concerning  the 
advantage  of  employing  a  full  time  diocesan  oflBcer  as  Director  of 
Religious  Education.  Members  of  the  Convention  are  aware  that  at 
present  little  is  accomplished  in  the  way  of  a  Diocesan-wide  Pro- 
gram of  Religious  Education.  Church  Schools,  activities  among  stu- 
dents, young  people's  work  all  legitimately  come  under  this  head. 
The  committee  has  in  mind,  however,  the  combination  of  the  Y.P. 
S.L.  and  Church  School  work  and  a  separate  worker  at  the  N.C.C.W. 

Resolution:  Resolved,  That  the  Convention  authorize  the  Execu- 
tive Council  to  consider  and,  if  practicable,  to  adopt  the  policy  of 
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employing  a  full  time  Director  of  Religious  Education  who  shall 
also  have  charge  of  the  Y.P.S.L.,  a  separate  worker  being  provided 
for  the  N.C.C.W.  activity. 

3.  Work  Among   Colored  People 

The  committee  is  convinced  that  the  failure  in  many  instances 
of  colored  congregations  in  meeting  their  proportion  of  financial 
support  of  the  work  among  them  is  responsible  for  the  crippling 
of  efforts  made  in  their  behalf. 

Resolution:  Resolved,  That  the  Convention  instruct  the  Depart- 
ments of  Missions  and  Church  Extension  to  impress  the  necessity 
of  a  greater  measure  of  self  support  on  the  part  of  colored  congre- 
gations and  parochial  schools. 

4.  Changes  in  Diocesan  Bounds 

It  was  proposed  to  the  Committee  that  serious  consideration  be 
given  by  its  members  to  the  question  of  the  present  division  of  the 
state  into  three  dioceses.  It  was  suggested  that  there  were  obvious 
advantages  to  accrue  from  a  new  alignment  by  means  of  which  the 
dioceses  of  East  Carolina  and  Western  North  Carolina  respectively 
would  be  strengthened  and  the  territory  of  the  diocese  of  North 
Carolina  be  so  bounded  as  to  make  the  administration  of  that  dio- 
cese more  convenient. 

Resolution:  Resolved,  That  the  Convention  give  serious  con- 
sideration to  the  question  of  the  wisdom  of  ultimately  bringing 
about  a  new  alignment  of  diocesan  boundaries  in  the  State  and  that 
a  special  committee  be  appointed  to  study  the  subject  and  to  report 
next  year  at  the  Convention. 

5.  Isolated  Deacons 

It  was  suggested  to  the  committee  that  in  certain  instances  a 
newly  ordained  deacon  is  handicapped  as  to  his  present  usefulness 
and  future  development  by  being  placed  in  sole  charge  of  a  work 
inconveniently  removed  from  any  older  clergyman. 

Resolution:  Resolved,  That  the  Convention  instruct  the  Com- 
mittee on  Theological  Education  to  give  serious  consideration  to 
the  problems  connected  with  the  placeinent  of  isolated  deacons  in 
charge  of  individual  work  and  to  confer  with  the  bishops  in  regard 
to  its  findings. 

6.  Convention  Reports 

The  committee  was  instructed  by  the  last  convention  to  report 
in  the  advisability  of  amending  the  Rules  of  Order  in  such  fashion 
as  to  require  that  all  reports  of  officers,  committees,  institutions 
and  activities  of  the  diocese,  with  the  exception  of  the  addresses 
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of  the  bishops  be  printed  and  mailed  not  later  than  one  week  before 
the  convening  of  the  convention  to  each  clergyman  and  authorized 
lay  delegate  thereof;  and  that  no  portion  of  the  said  reports  except 
recommendations  thereof  be  read  before  the  convention.  The  com- 
mittee after  consideration  endorsed  this  plan,  by  means  of  which 
a  great  portion  of  mere  routine  could  be  eliminated  at  the  time  of 
the  Convention;  and,  as  a  result,  greater  opportunity  be  had  for 
discussing  issues  and  questions  of  moment. 

Resolution:  Resolved,  That  the  recommendations  contained  in 
Mr.  John  H.  Small's  resolution  at  the  Convention  of  1929  (see  page 
68—1929  Journal)  be  endorsed  by  this  Convention  and  the  necessary 
steps  towards  carrying  them  into  execution  be  taken. 

7.  Jsfew  Basis  of  Apportionjnent 

The  Convention  of  1929  also  instructed  the  committee  to  report 
on  a  suggestion  of  a  new  basis  of  apportionment  for  the  Forward 
Movement  and  the  E.  and  C.  Fund  (see  page  74 — 1929  Journal)  by 
which  plan  only  the  current  expenses  of  the  several  parishes  and 
missions,  exclusive  of  the  minister's  salary,  were  to  serve  as  the 
basis  of  apportionment  and  assessment.  The  committee  is  not  in  a 
position  to  recommend  this  change.

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  John  L.  Jackson,  the  report  of  the 
Committee  on  Evaluation  was  received  as  a  whole,  with  the 
thanks  of  the  Convention. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Robert  E.  Gribbin,  it  was  resolved 
that  the  Chairman  be  authorized  to  appoint  a  special  Com- 
mittee on  Advance  Work,  the  number  and  the  personnel  of  said 
Committee  to  be  left  to  his  discretion.  The  Chairman  appointed 
the  following  Committee:

Mr.  John  H.  Cutter  reported  for  the  Finance  Department, 
to  which  was  referred  the  1931  proposed  budget  for  reconsider- 
ation, as  follows  : 

To  The  Diocesan  Convention: 

Pursuant  to  your  instructions  the  undersigned  Committee  has 
considered  carefully  the  revised  budget  for  1931.  It  has  also  con- 
sidered the  budget  totalling  $77,366,  submitted  to  you  previously. 

Applicable  to  the  latter  we  find  upon  investigation  that  due  to 
some  credits  that  had  not  been  taken  into  consideration  that  the 
1931  deficit  has  been  reduced  from  $3,389  to  $2,970.  We  have  ac- 
cordingly applied  this  credit  towards  reducing  the  budget  that  has 
been  submitted  to  you  reducing  it  to  $76,947 — from  which  approx- 
imately $4,100,  being  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  offering,  should  further 
reduce  it  to  $72,847. 

It  is  the  judgment  of  your  Committee  that  this  should  be  the 
basis  of  apportionments  to  our  churches  this  Fall. 

In  addition  to  this  we  have  worked  out  certain  reductions 
amounting  to  $4,700,  to  apply  to  different  Departments  that  can  be 
best  curtailed.  These  reductions  are  recommended  in  the  event  we 
are  not  able  to  raise  more  than  $73,000.  If  the  result  of  our  canvass 
should  exceed  this  figure,  then  it  is  suggested  that  these  reductions 
be  made  on  a  j^fo  rata  basis.

The  Schedule  of  Reductions  amounting  to  $4,700,  as  pro- 
posed by  the  Department  of  Finance,  the  same  to  be  made  on  a 
pro  rata  basis,  if  necessary,  was  adopted. 

Mr.  Kemp  D.  Battle  reported  for  the  special  Committee  ap- 
pointed to  consider  that  portion  of  the  address  of  the  Bishop 
Coadjutor  dealing  with  the  relation  of  the  Church  to  Industry, 
as  follows : 

Report  of  the  Special  Committee  on  the  Relation  of  the 
Church  to  Industry 

The  special  committee  to  which  was  referred  that  part  of  the 
address  of  the  Bishop  Coadjutor  which  deals  with  the  relation  of 
the  Church  to  the  human  problems  arising  from  the  rapid  indus- 
trialization of  our  state  have  given  to  the  subject  such  consider- 
ation as  the  available  time  permitted.  The  problem  is  too  complex 
to  permit  any  finality  of  thought  or  expression.  It  calls  for  earnest 
and  prayerful  study  and  discussion,  probably  over  a  period  of  years. 

We  recognize,  in  the  first  place,  the  soundness  of  the  traditional 
policy  of  our  Church  to  take  no  part  in  its  official  capacity  in  the 
determination  of  measures  of  a  political  nature.  That  policy  should 
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be  rigidly  adhered  to.  We  also  recognize  the  danger  in  making  f§,cile 
declarations  of  opinion  on  controversial  subjects  to  the  discussion 
of  which  practical  men  of  affairs  will  consider  that  the  Church 
brings  inadequate  knowledge  and  experience.  With  no  desire  to  in- 
trude our  views  on  those  who  will  consider  us  sophomoric  in  pre- 
suming to  speak,  we  nevertheless  feel  that  the  issue  is  one  which 
cannot  be  evaded. 

The  disorders  and  crimes  which  have  accompanied  strikes  of 
factory  operatives  during  the  past  year  are  but  incidents  in  a 
titanic  struggle  which  is  throwing  its  sinister  shadow  athwart 
our  horizon.  The  general  features  of  that  struggle  are  well  known 
to  those  who  make  even  a  superficial  examination  of  the  hfstory 
of  the  mechanization  of  industry.  The  mistakes  made  by  other 
peoples  and  communities  are  available  for  our  guidance.  A  repeti- 
tion of  those  mistakes  will  be  tragic  in  the  extreme.  In  a  great, 
vital,  human  problem  of  this  kind,  shall  we  say  that  the  Church 
has  no  part?  On  such  things  as  the  physical  and  spiritual  deterior- 
ation caused  by  excessive  hours  of  labor;  the  attrition  on  social, 
family,  community,  and  religious  interests  involved  in  the  night 
work  of  women  and  children  in  factories,  can  it  be  that  the  Church 
has  no  mind?  And  if  it  has  a  mind,  shall  it  be  deterred  by  self- 
protective  timidity  from  saying  some  word  of  encouragement  to 
those  to  whom  the  Master  came  that  they  might  have  life  and  have 
it  more  abundantly?  Bishop  Penick,  in  his  address  to  this  conven- 
tion, has  spoken  with  authentic  voice  in  challenging  us  to  thought 
and  action. 

The  Church  has  indeed  no  formula  for  such  problems.  It  has  no 
01)671  sesame  before  which  open  inscrutable  doors  of  economTc  and 
legislative  measures.  But  the  Church  does  bring  a  spirit  which  can 
overcome  the  world,  an  approach  and  a  point  of  view  in  which  are 
implicit  the  adjustments  and  the  solutions  of  all  liiiman  relation- 
ships. It  is  that  spirit  we  should  endeavor  to  evoke  and  not  any 
set  of  measures  which  we  should  seek  to  formulate  or  advance. 
With  that  spirit  it  is  possible  for  us  to  develop  in  this  beloved  state 
of  ours  a  breadth  of  understanding  between  man  and  man,  a  unity 
of  purpose  to  work  out  our  economic  destiny  in  a  temper  of  mutual 
forbearance,  a  practical  application  of  our  belief  in  the  Brotherhood 
of  Man. 

Believing  that  the  Church  comes  to  her  harassed  children,  both 
among  employers  and  employees,  with  healing  gifts  in  her  hand, 
we  recommend  the  following  resolutions: 

1.  That  the  clergy,  both  in  the  pulpit  and  in  pastoral  ministra- 
tion, give  increased  attention  to  the  human  problems  arising  out 
of  the  industrialization  of  our  state,  and  the  adjustment  of  in- 
terests on  a  basis  of  equity  and  justice,  and  in  a  spirit  of  human 
brotherhood. 

2.  That  to  those  of  the  Church's  children  who  are  leading  actors 
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in  this  remodelling  of  our  civilization,  we  express  our  sympathy 
in  the  intricacy  of  their  problems,  and  our  confident  hope  that  in 
approaching  those  problems  they  will  be  animated  by  an  earnest 
desire  to  build  upon  the  solid  rock  of  justice,  fairness  and  Christian 
consideration  of  the  welfare  of  all  of  God's  people. 

3.  That  the  Chairman  of  this  Convention  be  empowered  to  ap- 
point after  adjournment  a  Committee  on  Industrial  Relations,  com- 
posed of  five  or  seven  members  at  his  option,  who  shall  be  authorized 
to  give  further  study  to  this  problem  and  make  further  recom- 
mendations to  the  Convention  at  its  next  session.

The  Eev.  Milton  A.  Barber,  S.T.D.,  Chairman  of  the  De- 
partment of  Religious  Education,  then  introduced  the  Rev. 
John  W.  Suter,  Jr.,  Executive  Secretary  of  the  Department 
of  Religious  Education  of  the  National  Council,  who  addressed 
the  Convention  on  the  subject  "What  to  Teach." 

Mr.  Samuel  Lawrence  presented  the  report  of  the  special 
Committee  on  Inter-racial  Work,  appointed  by  the  last  Con- 
vention, as  follows : 

Your  Committee,  which  was  appointed  to  consider  the  report 
on  Inter-racial  matters  made  to  the  Convention  of  1929  (see  pages 
63-65  of  the  Journal  of  that  Convention)  has  studied  and  discussed 
that  report,  and  recommends  that  it  be  adopted  by  the  Convention, 
as  it  stands,  except  that  in  place  of  Resolution  6  the  following 
resolution  be  adopted: 

Resolved,  That,  in  furtherance  of  these  ideas  and  purposes,  the 
Diocesan  Department  of  Christian  Social  Service  and  the  Inter- 
racial Committee  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  be  asked  to  cooperate 
with  the  work  of  the  North  Carolina  Commission  on  Inter-racial 
Cooperation — the  State  branch  of  the  Southern  Commission  on 
Inter-racial  Cooperation. 

Your  committee  feels  that  it  is  better  to  enlist  the  support  of  al- 
ready existing  agencies,  rather  than  to  establish  a  new  agency  for 
this  purpose.

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The  above  report,  with  its  recommendations,  was  adopted. 
The  complete  set  of  resolutions  on  Inter-racial  Work,  as 
amended  and  hereby  approved,  is  as  follows : 

1.  That  we  assure  the  Negroes  of  North  Carolina  of  our  Christian 
affection. 

2.  That  we  rejoice  in  their  progress  and  the  happy  relations 
now  existing  between  them  and  the  white  race. 

3.  That  we  pledge  our  efforts  to  a  continuance  and  further  ad- 
vancement of  these  pleasant  relations. 

4.  That  we  pledge  our  cooperation  to  the  Southern  Commissfon 
on  Inter-racial  Cooperation,  a  body  which  is  composed  of  earnest, 
Southern  Christian  men  and  women,  who  are  conducting  a  remark- 
able "adventure  in  good  will." 

5.  That  we  pledge  our  cooperation  to  the  North  Carolina  Com- 
mission on  Inter-racial  Cooperation,  composed  of  men  and  women 
of  both  races  who  are  devoting  their  efforts  to  the  promotion  of 
understanding  and  good  will. 

6.  That,  in  furtherance  of  these  ideas  and  purposes,  the  Diocesan 
Department  of  Christian  Social  Service  and  the  Inter-racial  Com- 
mittee of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  be  asked  to  cooperate  with  the 
work  of  the  North  Carolina  Commission  on  Inter-racial  Cooperation 
— the  State  branch  of  the  Southern  Commission  on  Inter-racial  Co- 
operation. 

7.  That,  as  far  as  possible  and  practicable,  we  recommend  that 
Race  Relations  Sunday  shall  be  observed  each  year  in  our  chlirches. 

8.  That  we  recommend  that  inter-racial  work  be  called  to  the 
attention  of  our  Ministerial  Associations. 

9.  That  Mission  Study  Classes  and  other  study  classes  in  Intei*- 
racial  Relations  be  recommended. 

10.  That  our  church  press  and  publications  carry  constructive 
material,  both  editorial  and  in  the  news  columns,  concerning  Inter- 
racial work. 

11.  That  it  is  understood  that  no  church  or  person  be  asked  or 
expected  to  participate  in  any  of  this  work  against  his  own  prefer- 
ence or  desire.

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The  Convention  took  a  recess  for  lunch  until  2  :15  p.m. 

The  Chairman  called  the  Convention  to  order. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Isaac  W.  Hughes,  the  special  Com- 
mittee to  consider  the  status  of  St.  James'  Church,  Kittrell, 
consisting  of  the  Rev.  Isaac  W.  Hughes  and  Mr.  Augustus  W. 
Graham,  Jr.,  was  continued. 

The  Rev.  Thomas  F.  Opie,  D.  D.,  presented  the  report  of 
the  special  committee  appointed  to  consider  that  portion  of 
the  Bishop's  Address  dealing  with  St.  Mary's  School  and 
Junior  College,  and  the  annual  report  of  that  institution,  as 
follows : 

Report  of  Special  Committee  on   St.  Mary's  ScnooL  and 
Junior  College 

We  have  heard  with  interest  the  references  to  St,  Mary's  School 
and  Junior  College  by  Bishop  Cheshire  in  his  annual  report;  by 
Bishop  Penick  reporting  for  the  trustees  of  the  school  and  by  Dr. 
Warren  W.  Way  the  Rector  and  we  felicitate  St.  Mary's  on  the 
success  of  the  past  years,  bespeaking  even  greater  success  in  the 
years  of  the  immediate  future. 

We  note  that  there  are  now  190  resident  students  and  68  day 
students  at  this  institution  of  whom  60  per  cent  are  Episcopal  girls; 
that  the  amount  of  the  budget  is  now  in  excess  of  $148,000.  We  note 
with  pride  that  there  was  a  current  operating  profit  last  year  of 
$3,369.08.  This  convention  appropriated  $5,000  for  St.  Mary's  five 
years  ago  in  order  that  the  requirements  of  the  Southern  As- 
sociation of  Colleges  and  Secondary  Schools  might  be  met  in  lieu 
of  endowment,  but  we  regret  the  reduction  of  this  sum  to  $3,000 
as  at  present. 

Your  committee  wishes  to  express  its  admiration  of  and  thanks 
to  Dr.  Way  who  for  a  dozen  years  has  directed  the  affairs  of  St. 
Mary's  and  we  are  glad  to  have  it  as  his  opinion  that  the  past  year 
has  been  the  best  year  of  his  rectorship. 

We  commend  St.  Mary's  to  the  people  of  this  Diocese  and  appeal 
to  all  rectors  and  to  all  parents  of  Episcopal  girls  to  support  this 
school  in  every  possible  way.  We  trust  that  the  Diocese  and  all 
friends  of  St.  Mary's  may  accept  with  serious  anticipation  and 
ready  support  the  ideal  expressed  by  the  Rector  for  St.  Mary's, 
namely,  that  it  eventually  become  a  full  four  year  liberal  arts 
college. 

By  reason  of  Bishop  Cheshire's  long  connection  with  St.  Mary's 
School  and  Junior  College  as  chairman  of  its  Board  and  by  reason 
of  his  evident  interest  in  the  continued  growth  and  expansion  of 
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this,  the  largest  girls'  school  of  our  church  in  the  United  States, 
we  respectfully  submit  that  this  convention  and  friends  of  educa- 
tion on  the  part  of  young  women  of  the  Episcopal  Church  through- 
out the  South  might  lay  plans  for  a  permanent  endowment  which 
Avould  place  this  institution  on  a  stable  basis  and  assure  its  future 
in  the  Southern  Association.  Such  an  endowment  would  be  a  def- 
inite step  in  the  ultimate  ideal  looking  to  the  successful  conduct 
of  an  educational  institution  of  a  rank  commensurate  with  the 
needs,  requirements,  ability  and  means  of  our  Church,

to  consider  the  report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  stating  that 

the  Committee  had  examined  the  report  and  found  it  in  order. 

Mr.  Ralph  B.  Coit  then  read  the  annual  report  of  the  Good 

Samaritan  Hospital,  Charlotte,  as  follows : 

The  Good  Samaritan  Hospital  has  had  an  eventful  year,  with 
many  changes  that  have  increased  its  work  and  its  usefulness.  We 
record  with  sorrow  the  death  of  the  Superintendent,  Elizabeth  Mil- 
ler, who  had  given  seventeen  years  of  faithful  service  to  the  hos- 
pital. Miss  Marion  Bodey  is  the  new  Superintendent;  she  brings 
to  the  work  experience,  efficiency,  and  a  sympathetic  interest  tliat 
is  already  showing  good  results.  The  present  great  need  is  a 
Nurses'  Home.  The  report  of  the  year's  work  shows  1,101  patients 
for  11,138  days;  of  these  568  were  charity  patients  for  5,798  days.

The  Annual  Report  of  St.  Peter's  Hospital,  Charlotte,  was 
read  by  the  Rev.  Wm.  H.  Hardin,  as  follows : 

Report  of  St.  Peter's  Hospital 

The  Board  of  Managers  of  St.  Peter's  Hospital  are  pleased  to  sub- 
mit the  following  report  covering  the  fiscal  year  from  January  T, 
1929,  to  January  1,  1930. 

During  this  period  the  hospital  has  admitted  for  treatment 
2,070  patients  for  18,396  days.  Of  this  number,  195  were  charify 
patients  who  were  treated  for  a  period  of  3,455  days,  and  95  were 
admitted  as  semi-charity  patients  for  1,116  days,  of  which  496  were 
free  days,  making  a  total  of  3,951  free  days. 

The  patients  admitted  under  the  classification  of  semi-charity,  pay 
for  hospital  services  what  they  are  able  to  pay,  and  in  many  in- 
stances payments  are  very  small. 

The  total  cost  to  the  hospital  of  all  charitable  services  during  the 
year  amounted  to  $12,772,  an  average  of  more  than  $1,064.33  a 
month.  The  Institution  made  its  expenses  this  year,  and  has  the 
following  available  assets:

The  Eev.  John  L.  Jackson  addressed  the  Convention  on  the 
subject  of  the  adnlt  conferences  to  be  held  at  Kanuga  and 
Sewanee,  and  the  proposed  plans  for  special  conferences  for 
clergy  and  laymen  to  be  held  at  Kanuga  the  week-end  of  July 
4th. 

On  motion  of  the  Eev.  Milton  A.  Barber,  S.T.D.,  the  Sec- 
retary was  instructed  to  send  affectionate  greetings  to  the  Rev. 
A.  Burtis  Hunter,  D.D.,  and  to  assure  him  that  his  presence 
was  missed  at  this  session. 

The  Eev.  Alfred  S.  Lawrence,  on  behalf  of  the  Committee 
on  Canons,  offered  the  following  amendment  to  Canon  XXI  on 
"Organization  of  Parishes"  to  become  Section  2,  the  present 
Canon  to  be  designated  as  Section  1 : 

Any  parish  which  may  wish  to  locate,  or  to  establish  a  chapel  in 
the  vicinity  of  another  church  or  chapel  of  another  parish,  or  any 
parish  which  shall  deem  its  rights  encroached  upon,  or  its  pros- 
perity or  usefulness  endangered  by  the  proposed  location  in  its 
vicinity  of  a  church  or  chapel  of  another  parish,  may  ask  for  a 
determination  of  the  matter  under  the  good  offices  of  the  Bishop. 
In  such  case  the  Bishop  shall  call  for,  and  appoint,  the  time  and 
place  of  a  conference  of  the  Rectors  and  Vestries  of  the  parishes 
in  interest.  But  if  such  conference  with  the  advice  of  the  Bishop 
shall  not  result  in  an  amicable  adjustment  of  the  differences  be- 
tween the  parties  thereto,  the  Bishop,  or  either  of  the  parties  in 
interest,  may  lay  the  matter  at  issue  before  the  Standing  Committee 
of  the  Diocese.  After  careful  investigation  and  consideration,  the 
Standing  Committee  shall  render  its  decision,  which  shall  be  final. 

On  motion  of  the  Eev.  Alfred  S.  Lawrence  the  above  recom- 
mendation was  adopted. 

Mr.  W.  Dougald  MacMillan  offered  the  following  resolu- 
tion, which  was  tabled : 

That  this  Convention,  recognizing  its  incompetence  now  to  pass 
upon  the  educational  policy  of  St.  Mary's  School  and  Junior  College 
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express   no   opinion   as   to   the   desirability   of   converting   the   said 
School  into  a  four-year  college  of  liberal  arts. 

Mr.  John  H.  Small  then  reported  for  the  Committee  on  the 
State  of  the  Church,  as  follows  : 

Report  of  Committee  ox  the  State  of  the  Church 

The  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church,  appointed  at  the  1929 
Convention  with  instructions  to  report  at  this  convention,  has  had 
two  meetings  in  Salisbury,  and  in  addition,  made  a  partial  survey 
of  the  status  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese. 

Your  committee  submits  the  following  report  of  its  investigation 
and  findings  to  date. 

Reports  and  Statistics 

Your  committee  is  in  process  of  making  a  ten-year  study  and 
comparison  of  each  church  in  the  Diocese,  and  has  completed  such 
analysis  of  thirty-nine  different  parishes  and  missions.  Your  com- 
mittee regrets  that  this  work  was  decided  upon  and  started  too 
late  for  completion  before  the  convening  of  this  Convention;  how- 
ever, it  proposes  to  finish  this  analysis,  which  indicates  that  it  will 
be  of  illuminating  value,  and  publish  the  same,  provided  funds  can 
be  found. 

The  analysis  takes  up  practically  every  phase  of  each  church's 
activities  as  contained  in  the  annual  reports  and  already  your  com- 
mittee is  ahle  to  make  some  observations  on  these  annual  reports 
which  should  be  of  great  interest  to  the  Diocese.  Your  committee 
regrets  to  state  that  a  general  carelessness  pervades  the  reports 
made  to  diocesan  authorities.  There  are  numerous  inaccuracies, 
patent  on  their  face.  Data  of  the  highest  importance  is  frequently 
omitted.  For  instance,  the  smaller  churches  frequently  fail  to  make 
any  report  whatever  of  officers,  teachers  and  pupils  in  the  Church 
school  and  especially  contributions  by  the  Church  school.  The  values 
of  church  property  are  not  reported  consistently  and  fluctuate 
widely  from  year  to  year.  Frequent  failure  to  report  endowments 
occurs.  The  total  contributed  by  all  organizations,  which  is  a  val- 
uable index  to  the  life  of  a  church,  is  quite  often  omitted.  'Again, 
the  report  is  obviously  in  some  respects  a  copy  of  the  previous 
year's  report;  it  is  highly  improbable  that  a  Sunday  school  should 
have  exactly  the  same  number  of  pupils  and  teachers  from  year  to 
year  or  that  the  number  of  baptized  and  confirmed  persons  sITould 
remain  constant.  As  mentioned  elsewhere  twenty-six  churches  in 
1928  failed  to  report  what  insurance  was  carried. 

Your  committee  recognizes  that  the  work  of  the  Church  is  bigger 
than  mere  figures  and  that  the  Church  may  have  a  spirit  of  serv- 
ice and  may  be  developing,  in  spite  of  inaccurate  reports,  but  your 
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committee  insists  that  a  laxity  in  keeping  records  of  vital  import- 
ance, or  if  such  records  are  kept  accurately,  a  laxity  in  reporting 
to  the  Convention,  only  too  often  is  an  indication  of  inherent 
weakness.  The  authority  of  the  Episcopacy  is  fundamental  in  our 
Church  and  the  Bishop  and  the  Convention  are  entitled  to  accurate 
information  concerning  each  parish  or  mission.  Only  by  having 
such  information  can  we  know  whether  or  not  our  Church  is  ad- 
vancing and  where  weakness  and  strength  exist.  Your  committee 
has  been  informed  that  some  parishes  have  resented  diocesan  in- 
quiries. Such  attitude  conforms  neither  to  the  form  of  government 
of  our  Church  nor  to  Christian  principles  and  your  committee 
earnestly  beseeches  every  parish  and  mission  to  investigate  its  own 
records,  to  bring  them  up  to  date,  to  keep  them  up  to  date,  to  make 
accurate  reports,  and  to  welcome  properly  authorized  investigation 
and  inquiry. 

To  this  end  your  committee  re-approves  recommendation  No. 
one  of  the  Evaluation  Committee  of  1929  that  the  Bishop  meet  with 
the  vestries  and  missionary  committees  of  the  parishes  and  mis- 
sions, once  each  year,  where  practicable,  and  call  for  and  inspect 
church  registers;  and  that  in  any  event  the  Bishop  or  the  executive 
secretary  or  the  appointed  representative  of  the  Bishop  once  each 
year  make  a  thorough  inspection  of  church  records  and  registers. 

Total  Baptized  Persons 

In  total  baptized  persons  there  is  a  variance  of  conditions  among 
the  churches  in  the  Diocese  as  shown  by  a  survey  made  by  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Haines,  Executive  Secretary.  As  a  whole,  however,  the  Diocese 
shows  growth.  In  1919  there  were  13,305  baptized  persons;  in  1928, 
15,905,  and  in  1929,  16,287,  a  percentage  of  increase  from  1919  to 
1928  of  19.5'  per  cent,  or  less  than  two  per  cent  a  year.  The  latest 
census  is  not  yet  available,  but  your  committee  greatly  fears  that 
population  has  increased  more  rapidly  than  has  the  Church.

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The  large  percentages  of  increase  in  Lee,  Person,  Harnett,  Moore 
and  Davidson  represent  the  gain  in  a  single  church  in  each  county, 
and  a  gain  of  from  only  131  baptized  persons  to  313.

Eleven  churches  have  disappeared  from  diocesan  statistics  since 
1919. 

As  figured  by  Mr.  Haines,  50  per  cent  of  the  money  required  for 
our  diocesan  missionary  work  from  Forward  Movement  Funds  is 
spent  in  counties  showing  a  static  condition  or  a  decrease  in  bap- 
tized membership.  Thirty-six  per  cent  of  the  Holt  Fund  for  Diocesan 
Missionary  work  is  also  spent  in  those  counties. 

Organized  Diocesan  Missions 

Your  committee  has  completed  a  ten-year  analysis  of  the  25 
organized  Diocesan  missions,  that  is  to  say,  missions  in  union  with 
the  convention.  These  range  from  the  smallest  groups  such  as  St. 
John's  in  Wake  County  with  10  communicants,  to  flourishing 
churches  like  St.  Luke's  in  Spray,  with  119  communicants.  Your 
committee  feels  that  a  study  of  missions  is  important  and  provides 
an  index  to  the  life  of  the  Diocese,  more  accurate  perhaps  than  a 
study  of  self-supporting  parishes.  Weakness  is  more  likely  to  ap- 
pear in  what  we  do  for  others  than  in  what  we  do  for  ourselves. 
Your  committee  regrets  to  state  that  all  conditions  in  these  missions 
are  not  satisfactory. 

In  the  first  place,  records  of  these  missions  as  contained  in  the 
Journals  for  the  past  ten  years  are  more  inaccurate  and  incomplete 
than  are  records  of  the  parishes.  This  perhaps  is  natural,  but  again, 
your  committee  says  that  what  is  worth  doing  is  worth  recording. 
The  information  given  below,  however,  is  complete  and  accurate, 
as  taken  from  the  annual  reports. 

To  record  the  more  cheerful  information  first,  the  total  number 
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of  baptized  persons  in  these  missions  has  increased  from  1,418  in 

1920  to  1,650  in  1929,  an  increase  of  16.3  per  cent,  and  the  total 
number  of  communicants  has  increased  from  776  in  1920  to  1,098 
in  1929,  an  increase  of  41.5  per  cent.  However,  the  total  number 
of  persons  baptized  in  1920  was  73  and  the  total  number  of  persons 
baptized  in  1929  was  but  36,  a  decrease  of  50.7  per  cent.  The  total 
number  of  confirmed  in  1920  was  less  than  that  for  any  otEer  year, 
only  40,  in  comparison  to  97  in  1921  and  96  in  1922.  On  account 
of  this  small  number  in  1920  the  total  confirmations  in  1929  of  68 
shows  an  increase  of  70  per  cent.  Realizing  that  any  one  year  may 
not  be  a  true  index,  however,  your  committee  obtained  an  average 
number  of  persons  baptized  and  confirmed  for  the  three  years  1920, 

1921  and  1922,  and  also  for  the  last  three  years,  1927,  1928  and 
1929.  The  average  for  the  last  three  years  in  both  cases  shows  a  de- 
crease from  the  earlier  three  years,  in  baptisms  dropping  from  8^9 
per  year  to  56  per  year,  a  decrease  of  37  per  cent,  and  in  confirma- 
tions dropping  from  an  average  of  78  to  67,  a  decrease  of  14  per 
cent.  These  figures  are  all  the  more  discouraging  in  view  of  the 
fact  that  the  last  three  years  represent  the  time  since  the  Bishops' 
Crusade. 

The  total  officers,  teachers  and  pupils  in  Sunday  Schools  of  these 
missions  has  increased  from  904  in  1920  to  947  in  1929,  an 
increase  of  only  4.7  per  cent,  or  less  than  Vo  of  1  per  cent  a  year. 

As  stated,  the  analysis  made  covers  a  period  of  ten  years  for  25 
churches;  in  other  words,  a  total  of  250  church  years.  Among  these 
missions  over  the  ten-year  period  there  were  ninety  years  in  wffieh 
there  were  no  baptisms  whatever,  or  36.6  per  cent  of  the  years  in- 
volved. On  an  average  each  mission  fails  slightly  more  than  once 
out  of  three  years  to  have  any  baptisms.  The  record  is  worse  with 
respect  to  confirmations.  There  were  111  church  years  in  whicH 
there  were  no  confirmations  whatever,  or  44.4  per  cent  of  the  years 
involved.  In  other  words,  each  mission  on  an  average  fails  almost 
one-half  the  time  to  have  any  confirmations. 

The  record  discloses  further  that  there  are  too  infrequent  cele- 
brations of  the  Holy  Communion,  many  churches  having  less  than 
one  celebration  a  month,  a  number  having  only  from  one  to  five 
or  six  celebrations  a  year.  These  churches  over  the  ten-year  period 
show  thirty-one  years  in  which  there  were  no  celebrations  what- 
ever, or  12.5  per  cent  of  the  number  of  years  involved. 

The  analysis  made  shows  the  minister  for  each  year,  and  your 
committee  feels  that  a  very  large  part  of  the  explanation"^of  the 
weakness  of  some  missions  can  be  found  in  the  fact  that  ministers 
are  changed  too  frequently.  Six  missions  had  one  minister  for  the 
entire  period;  four  had  two;  six  had  three;  five  had  four;  one  had 
five;  two  had  six;  and  one  had  seven.  There  were  a  total  of  76 
ministers   for    the   25   missions,   so    that   the   average   mission    had 
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slightly  more  than  three  ministers  over  the  10-year  period.  There 
were  six  years  when  certain  missions  had  no  minister,  but  this  is 
not  considered  unusual. 

It  is  obviously  most  difficult  for  a  mission  to  advance  when  there 
is  a  constant  changing  of  ministers  in  charge.  Your  committee  is 
advised  that  this  condition  exists  largely  over  the  United  States, 
and  your  committee  recognizes  the  fact  that  inadequate  pay  is  no 
doubt  largely  responsible  for  the  situation.  While  your  committee 
recognizes  the  fact  that  conditions  Today  demand  the  utmost  econ- 
omy, yet  it  feels  that  if  inadequate  salaries  produce  inadequate 
results,  necessary  remedies  should  be  taken. 

With  respect  to  Diocesan  missions  your  committee  makes  these 
recommendations : 

1.  Resolved,  That  the  Department  of  Missions  and  Church  Ex- 
tension make  a  specific  study  of  Diocesan  missions  with  the  view  to 
deciding  if  there  are  any  missions  which  should  be  abandoned  or 
placed  under  the  oversight  of  neighboring  parish  clergy. 

2.  Resolved,  That  the  Department  of  Missions  and  Church  Ex- 
tension make  a  study  of  salaries  of  missionary  clergymen,  partic- 
ularly as  they  bear  upon  the  calibre  of  men  available  at  those  sal- 
aries and  the  results  which  should  be  expected. 

3.  Resolved,  That  the  Diocesan  Commission  on  Evangelism  take 
steps  to  inaugurate  personal  evangelism  among  laymen  for  assist- 
ance in  the  missionary  field  by  encouraging  the  appointment  of 
lay  readers  who  shall  undergo  specific  training  under  their  rectors 
for  this  work.

The  most  important  distinguishing  feature  of  a  parish  is  that 
it  is  a  self-supporting  entity.  To  all  intents  and  purposes,  these 
churches  are  not  parishes  but  missions;  yet  they  continue  to  enjoy 
all  privileges  of  a  parish  and  have  no  real  incentive  to  become 
self  supporting. 

Your  Committee  Recommends: 

4.  Resolved,  That  a  Canon  be  adopted  whereby  a  parish  which 
is  not  self-supporting  automatically  revert  to  the  status  of  a  mis- 
sion, with  respect  to  right  to  representation  in  the  diocesan  Con- 
vention. 

Representation  in  Convention 

Your  committee  feels  that  the  present  basis  of  parochial  repre- 
sentation in  diocesan  conventions  is  manifestly  unfair  and  should  be 
corrected  to  provide  more  nearly  for  proportionate  representation. 
At  present  each  parish  is  entitled  to  send  four  delegates  irre- 
spective of  the  number  of  communicants  in  each  parish.  Under 
this  arrangement,  St.  Peter's  Church,  Charlotte,  the  largest  church 
in  the  diocese,  with  697  communicants  in  1928,  has  the  same  rep- 
resentation as  the  Church  of  the  Saviour,  at  Jackson,  with  16  com- 
municants, or  Holy  Trinity,  at  Townesville,  with  19  communicants. 
There  is  nothing  logical  or  Christian  in  such  a  system. 

Its  unfairness  is  made  more  apparent  when  one  realizes  that 
there  are  26  churches  having  over  one  hundred  communicants,  of 
which  only  eight  are  missions.  These  twenty-six  churches,  accord- 
ing to  figures  available  for  1928,  had  70.5  per  cent  of  all  the  com- 
municants in  the  diocese.  These  18  parishes  and  8  missions  are  en- 
titled to  send  only  106  delegates  to  the  convention,  whose  total 
number  for  44  parishes  and  32  diocesan  missions  is  284.  Repre- 
senting 70.5  per  cent  of  the  church's  members,  they  have  a  minority 
vote  of  only  37.3  per  cent. 

Proportionate  representation  is  the  bulwark  of  democracy,  of 
good  government,  and  of  common  justice.  Representation  in  this 
Convention  is  not  based  on  that  principle. 

Your  Comynittee  Recommends: 

5.  Resolved,  That  the  constitutional  provision  on  parochial  rep- 
resentation in  the  diocesan  convention  be  amended  so  that  each 
parish  shall  be  entitled,  in  addition  to  one  vote  by  its  minister  as 
at  present,  to  one  lay  delegate  for  every  one  hundred  communicants 
or  fraction  thereof. 

In  lieu  of  Section  4  of  Article  III  of  the  Constitution,  your  Com- 
mittee recommends  the  adoption  of  the  following: 
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Sec.  4.  Each  regularly  organized  parish  In  union  with  the 
Convention  shall  be  entitled  to  be  represented  at  its  sessions  by 
one  delegate  for  every  one  hundred  communicants  or  fraction 
thereof,  to  be  chosen  by  the  vestry  from  among  the  male  com- 
municants of  said  parish;  Provided,  that  in  case  there  shall  be  no 
male  communicants  in  said  parish,  the  vestry  shall  have  power 
to  elect  one  or  more  delegates,  qualified  as  above,  from  any  other 
parish  or  parishes  of  the  Diocese.  And  each  vestry  shall  be  en- 
titled to  elect,  in  addition,  one  alternate  delegate  for  every  princi- 
pal delegate,  subject  to  the  same  qualifications,  who  shall  be  author- 
ized, in  the  order  of  their  election,  to  fill  any  vacancy  that  may 
occur  in  the  delegation  originally  chosen:  Provided,  that  no  per- 
son, clerical  or  lay,  under  ecclesiastical  censure,  publicly  declared 
by  a  competent  tribunal,  shall  be  admissible  to  a  seat  in  the  Con- 
vention: Provided,  further,  that  no  person  shall  be  allowed  to  rep- 
resent more  than  one  parish  in  the  same  Convention. 

Insurance 

An  examination  of  the  journals  over  a  period  of  years  discloses 
that  a  large  percentage  of  the  churches  of  this  Diocese  either  do  not 
carry  sufiicient  insurance,  or  report  no  insurance  whatever,  and 
according  to  the  1929  journal,  reporting  for  the  year  1928,  the 
latest  information  available  to  this  committee  for  tabulation  re- 
veals the  startling  fact  that  of  103  churches  reporting  improve- 
ments to  property,  24  failed  to  report  what  insurance,  if  any,  is 
carried  on  these  improvements,  and  51,  according  to  their  own  re- 
port, failed  to  carry  suflacient  insurance.  A  total  of  75  churches 
which,  so  far  as  Diocesan  Headquarters  is  informed,  did  not  carry 
sufficient  insurance,  are  an  average  of  72.8  per  cent.  Assuming 
that  every  church  not  reporting  any  insurance  actually  carried 
sufficient  insurance,  the  fact  remains  that  51  churches,  or  almost 
50  per  cent,  are  not  carrying  sufficient  insurance  on  the  improve- 
ments to  church  property.  This  is  a  startling  laxity  cEargeable 
both  to  ministry  and  vestry. 

Your  Committee  Recommends: 

6.  Resolved,  That  the  matter  of  insurance  of  church  property 
be  referred  to  the  Department  of  Finance,  and  that  this  department 
confer  with  the  churches  shown  by  this  report  either  to  be  carry- 
ing insufficient  insurance,  or  not  reporting  any  insurance  whatever. 

7.  Resolved,  That  each  church  delinquent  in  either  respect  im- 
mediately correct  its  own  deficiency  and  so  report  to  the  Department 
of  Finance. 

We  commend  to  the  Diocese,  to  the  churches,  and  to  the  schools, 
hospitals,   orphanages  and  all   other  organizations   of  the  T)iocese, 
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the  Church  Properties  Fire  Insurance  Corporation,  14  Wall  Street, 
New  York. 

The' Church  Properties  Fire  Insurance  Corporation  was  organized 
in  1929  with  a  Board  of  Directors  consisting  of  some  of  the  most 
prominent  men  in  America,  who  are  also  members  of  our  church, 
such  as  J.  P.  Morgan,  Newcomb  Carlton,  George  W.  Wickersham, 
and  others.  Its  purpose  is  to  insure  exclusively  property  of  the 
Episcopal  Church.  It  offers  a  system  of  paying  premiums  quarterly 
and  for  several  reasons  which  need  not  be  gone  into  at  this  time, 
the  company  should  soon  be  able  to  provide  insurance  at  less  cost 
than  other  companies.

Valuation  of  Church  Property 

Although  your  committee  has  not  completed  its  10-year  analysis 
of  each  church  in  the  Diocese,  its  work  has  progressed  enough  to 
disclose  an  unsatisfactory  condition  with  respect  to  the  valuation 
placed  upon  church  property,  and  your  committee  is  constrained  to 
believe  from  the  fluctuations  which  exist  in  reported  valuations 
that  present  values  are  inaccurate  in  considerable  degree. 

Decided  variations  in  valuation  of  the  same  property  occur  from 
year  to  year,  sometimes  being  lower  than  for  the  previous  year, 
sometimes  higher,  and  again  dropping  later,  and  sometimes  failing 
to  show  any  distinction  between  land  and  improvements  thereon. 
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Your  Committee  Recommends: 

8.  Resolved,  That  the  Department  of  Finance  have  each  church 
prepare  a  certified  valuation  of  each  item  of  church  property  as 
differentiated  in  the  Annual  Report,  that  is  to  say,  (1)  churches 
and  chapels,  (2)  parish  houses,  (3)  rectory,  (4)  other  buildings, 
(5)  furnishings,  (6)  the  aggregate  value  of  these  improvements, 
(7)  land,  and  (8)  the  total  value  of  all  property. 

Your  committee  feels  confident  that  each  church  can  secure  fhe 
necessary  expert  opinion  without  cost,  and  urges  that  these  ap- 
praisals be  made  and  reported  to  the  Department  of  Finance,  to- 
gether with  a  report  that  adequate  insurance  has  been  taken  out, 
as  recommended  elsewhere  in  the  report  of  this  committee. 

Forward  Movement  Fund 

Your  committee  regrets  to  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  in  the 
Every  Member  Canvass  only  $69,161  was  pledged  against  assigned 
quotas  of  $72,288.  However,  92  white  churches,  or  77  per  cent,  and 
all  but  one  of  the  colored  churches,  pledged  in  full. 

Organizations 

The  organizations  of  the  Church  may  be  grouped  roughly  under 
those  for  men,  and  those  for  women,  and  those  for  young  people. 

Organizations  for  Men 

Of  organizations  for  men  there  are  only  twelve  reported  men's 
clubs  with  a  total  reported  membership  of  722,  and  of  fhese  your 
committee  is  reliably  informed  that  there  exists  in  the  entire  dio- 
cese only  four  genuinely  active  men's  clubs  and  one  active  com- 
munity club.  So  far  as  information  is  available  there  is  only  one 
men's  club  with  an  annual  charity  budget  of  consequence.  Your 
committee  feels  that  this  situation  is  far  from  satisfactory.  There 
are  only  eight  chapters  of  the  Brotherhood  of  St.  Andrew  with  a 
total  reported  membership  of  64,  an  average  of  eight  per  chapter. 
Of  these  eight  three  churches  have  both  men's  clubs  and  a  chapter 
of  the  Brotherhood,  so  that  there  are  only  seventeen  churches  in 
the  Diocese  even  reporting  an  organization  for  men,  of  which  a 
number  are  practically  inactive.  This  is  a  parochial  matter,  how- 
ever, depending  upon  the  interest  of  the  individual  layman,  and 
not  a  field  for  work  by  diocesan  headquarters.  Your  committee  urges 
upon  every  Church  to  give  the  subject  of  an  organization  for  men 
the  most  sincere  and  prayerful  consideration;  and  especially,  once 
a  brotherhood  or  club  is  organized,  to  support  that  club  consistently 
and  persistently.  Many  clubs  have  a  beginning  and  ending  oc- 
curring on  the  same  evening. 
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Organizations  for  Women 

Among  the  organizations  for  women,  including  the  Woman's 
Auxiliary,  the  Woman  Guild,  the  Church  Service  League  and  the 
Daughters  of  the  King,  conditions  are  the  reverse.  These  groups 
increased  their  membership  from  3,947  in  1928  to  4,295  in  1929. 
They  have  116  branches.  Of  the  $50,457.97  raised  by  all  organizations 
in  1929  almost,  all  was  contributed  either  by  organizations  for 
women  or  young  people  and  by  far  the  greater  part  by  women. 
Throughout  the  last  ten-year  period  in  which  a  study  of  diocesan 
missions  was  conducted  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  was  a  shining  light, 
sometimes  raising  more  for  this  work  than  the  congregation  con- 
tributed for  all  other  purposes.  To  these  women's  organizations 
your  committee  extends  praise  and  gratitude. 

Organizations  for  Young  People 

Among  young  people  also  organizations  are  generally  in  good 
condition,  active  and  serviceable.  Although  the  membership  of  the 
Young  People's  Service  League  has  dropped  from  1,047  in  1928  to 
778  in  1929,  the  committee  feels  that  this  is  but  a  natural  result 
of  the  diversion  of  Mrs.  Challen's  time  and  attention  to  St.  Mary's 
house  at  N.C.C.W.  On  the  contrary,  the  G-irls'  Friendly  Society  has 
increased  its  branches  from  four  to  eight  and  from  108  members 
to  195  members.  Among  younger  children  your;  committee  feels 
that  the  Church  is  not  doing  its  part.  There  are  only  twelve  troops 
of  Boy  Scouts  in  the  Diocese  with  a  total  membership  of  220  and 
one  boys'  club  of  36.  Your  committee  has  no  information  on  or- 
ganizations of  the  younger  girls.  In  this  connection  also  your  com- 
mittee calls  attention  to  the  fact  that  Church  school  pupils  dropped 
from  6,735  in  1928  to  5,657  in  1929,  and  that  increase  in  church 
school  enrollment  among  diocesan  missions  over  the  last  ten  years 
was  less  than  one-half  of  one  per  cent  a  year.  These  figures  would 
indicate  that  the  Church  is  not  growing  in  the  direction  from 
which  it  should  receive  its  major  increase  in  membership. 

In  spite  of  some  discouragement,  however,  your  committee 
heartily  commends  the  work  of  the  Young  People's  Service  League 
and  of  Mrs.  Anne  Challen.  Elsewhere  it  has  recommended  that  Mrs. 
Challen  be  released  from  her  work  at  St.  Mary's  House. 

Religious  Education 

Your  committee  notes  with  approval  the  recommendation  of  the 
Evaluation  Committee  that  the  Executive  Council,  if  possible,  em- 
ploy a  full  time  director  of  Religious  Education.  Your  committee 
does  not  approve  that  portion  of  the  recommendation  that  the  Di- 
rector of  Religious  Education  also  have  charge  of  the  Young  Peo- 
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pie's  Service  League,  since  the  two  duties  are  not  synonymous,  and 
especially  since  it  has  already  been  established  that  the  Director 
of  the  Young  People's  work  cannot  divert  her  attention  to  other 
fields  without  injury  to  young  people's  work. 

Whether  or  not  such  a  Director  of  Religious  Education  be  em- 
ployed, your  committee  feels  that  much  can  be  done  to  improve 
the  condition  in  our  Church  schools.  As  a  basis  of  such  improve- 
ment your  committee  feels  that  a  complete  survey  of  the  Church 
schools  should  be  made.  A  beginning  in  this  direction  has  been  in- 
stituted by  the  system  of  grading  of  schools  adopted  from  the  recom- 
mendations of  the  National  Council,  but  this  was  done  without  an 
actual  visit  to  the  several  schools. 

Your  Committee  Recommends: 

9.  Resolved,  That  the  Department  of  Religious  Education  con- 
duct a  survey  of  Church  schools  in  the  Diocese,  to  be  made  by 
trained  laymen  appointed  by  the  Department,  and  to  include  such 
information  as  the  Department  shall  request,  together  with  a  writ- 
ten appraisal  of  each  school  and  recommendations  therefor  to  be 
made  by  the  investigator. 

Your  Committee  Recommends: 

10.  Resolved,  That  the  Department  of  Religious  Education  give 
consideration  to  the  establishment  of  annual  district  conventions 
of  officers  and  teachers  in  the  Church  schools,  and  provide  therefor 
proper  courses  of  instruction  and  lectures  on  Church  school  or- 
ganization, administration,  curriculum  and  teaching. 

;8^^.  Mary's  House,   N.C.C.W.,   Greensboro,   N.   C. 

On  November  1,  1928,  Mrs.  Anne  Hall  Challen  was  placed  in 
charge  of  St.  Mary's  House  at  North  Carolina  College  for  Women, 
Greensboro.  At  some  expense  and  considerable  effort  a  former 
chapel  near  the  campus  was  remodeled  into  a  club  house  for  use 
of  Episcopal  students.  The  house  has  proved  most  useful  and  very 
popular  and  your  committee  commends  highly  the  work  of  Mrs. 
Challen  and  the  churches  in  Greensboro  for  their  efforts  which  have 
largely  made  the  work  possible. 

As  will  be  seen  from  Mrs.  Challen's  report,  however,  the  opera- 
tion of  this  house  required  more  time  and  effort  than  she  should 
be  required  to  take  from  her  work  as  Executive  Secretary  of  the 
Young  People's  Service  League.  St.  Mary's  House  is  the  only  in- 
stitution of  its  kind  at  the  college;  there  are  no  other  places  for  the 
young  women  to  congregate  and  for  that  reason  and  other  reasons, 
a  large  number  of  young  women  have  taken  part  in  the  activities 
at  the  House,  some  of  whom  formerly  were  not  Episcopalians. 
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Your  Committee  Recommends: 

11.  Resolved,  That  a  special  worker  be  employed  by  the  Diocese 
to  take  charge  of  St.  Mary's  House,  North  Carolina  College  for 
Women. 

Commendation  For  Special  Work 

Throughout  the  rank  and  file  of  clergy  and  laymen  marked  serv- 
ices are  rendered  the  Church,  many  of  whom  receive  little  pub- 
licity or  commendation.  Nor  do  these  faithful  servants  expect 
either.  Your  committee  does  not  claim  to  be  familiar  with  all  such 
special  services,  but  in  addition  to  commendations  which  appear 
elsewhere  in  these  reports,  your  committee  desires  to  recognize 
and  commend  voluntary  missionary  work  done  by  some  rectors 
and  churches.  Not  content  with  their  own  duties,  these  men  and 
their  churches  have  performed  signal  services  in  a  common  cause. 

Your  committee  further  commends  the  churches  of  tTiis  Diocese 
for  their  payment  of  the  Forward  Movement  Fund, 

Your  committee  especially  commends  Mr.  H.  M.  London  for  the 
diligent  and  successful  efforts  which  he  has  made  in  collecting 
the  Episcopal  and  Contingent  F^nd.  His  record  is  truly  remarkable, 
especially  in  view  of  existing  financial  conditions.  He  has  failed  to 
collect  only  $50.60  from  four  white  churches  and  three  colored 
churches. 

Your  committee  also  could  not  fail  to  commend  the  work  of  the 
Rev.  Elwood  L.  Haines,  Executive  Secretary  of  the  Diocese.  Not  only 
did  Mr.  Haines  attend  every  meeting  of  the  committee,  journeying 
from  Greensboro  to  Salisbury  to  do  so,  but  also  he  furnished  in- 
valuable assistance  without  which  this  report  would  be  impossible. 
It  is  obvious  that  through  Mr.  Haines'  efforts  the  Diocese  knows 
more  about  itself,  is  better  able  than  ever  before  to  take  stock, 
study  its  defects,  and  plan  intelligently  for  the  future.  Mr.  Haines 
is  untiring  and  accommodating.  In  him  the  Diocese  has  an  asset 
of  great  value.  To  his  long  continued  service  the  committee  looks 
forward. 

Diocesan  Drives 

One  of  the  important  reasons  for  the  adoption  o£  the  Every 
Member  Canvass  was  the  elimination  of  repeated  calls  upon  mem- 
bers of  the  church  for  contributions  to  worthy  objects.  It  was  in- 
tended to  consolidate  all  official  solicitation  into  one  campaign  for 
the  support  of  an  approved  budget.  The  only  recognized  and  usual 
exception  to  this  campaign  is  in  the  work  of  regular  church  or- 
ganizations, such  as  Men's  Clubs,  organizations  for  women  and 
organizations  for  young  people.  That  work  and  money  are  needed 
by  these  organizations  is  understood  and  recognized  by  those  who 
become  active  in  them.  While  your  committee  recognizes  the  fact 
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that  emergencies  will  arise  and  that  progress  of  the  church  should 
not  be  retarded  on  technicalities,  yet  your  committee  calls  atten- 
tion to  the  fact  that  approval  of  the  Convention  is  necessary  for 
special  Diocesan  drives,  and  urges  great  caution  upon  the  Conven- 
tion in  giving  such  approval. 

Evaluation  Committee 

Your  committee  recognizes  the  work  done  by  the  Evaluation  Com- 
mittee during  the  past  two  years,  and  realizes  also  the  reason  for 
the  creation  of  this  committee.  It  would  appear,  however,  that  the 
function  and  duties  of  the  Evaluation  Committee  and  of  this  com- 
mittee are  identical,  and  that  the  continuance  of  two  such  com- 
mittees will  result  in  needless  duplication  of  work.  Since  this  com- 
mittee is  a  Canonical  Committee,  your  committee  recommends 
that  the  Evaluation  Committee  be  discontinued,  and  that  in  the 
future  such  specific  duties  as  would  have  been  given  to  it  be  dele- 
gated to  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church. 

Conclusion 

Your  committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  Committee  on  the 
State  of  the  Church  should  perform  the  duties  which  its  name  im- 
plies, that  is  to  say,  make  a  real  report  on  the  State  of  the  t^hurch. 
Your  committee  recognizes  the  fact  that  its  present  report  does  not 
perform  that  function,  and  is  incomplete,  but  trusts  that  it  has 
made  some  beginning  worthy  of  consideration. 

Your  committee  has  no  apology  for  any  pessimistic  data  or 
opinions  included  herein,  for  your  committee  has-  felt  that  its  time 
could  be  spent  better  in  searching  out  defects  than  in  praising  good 
works.  Only  too  often  ministers  and  laymen  alike  take  the  work  61 
the  Church  as  a  matter  of  course  and  do  not  halt  themselves  in 
order  to  ascertain  what  they  are  really  doing,  if  anything,  and  in 
what  respect  they  are  failing. 

The  subjects  contained  herein  your  committee  believes  to  be  of 
the  highest  importance  to  the  church,  and  it  trusts  that  its  recom- 
mendations will  be  given  serious,  if  not  popular,  consideration.

On  the  motion  of  Bishop  Cheshire,  it  was  resolved  that  the 
report  of  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church  he  re- 
ceived as  a  whole  and  ordered  printed  in  the  Journal. 

On  motion  of  the  Eev.  Alfred  S.  Lawrence,  the  appreciation 
of  the  Convention  was  extended  by  a  rising  vote  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  the  State  of  the  Church  for  its  splendid  report. 

The  Executive  Secretary  of  the  Diocese  presented  his  annual 
report,  as  foUow^s: 

Report   of  the  Diocesan  Executive  Seceetaey 

I  have  spent  a  happy  and  active  year  as  your  Executive  Secre- 
tary. Shortly  after  the  completion  of  the  work  on  the  Diocesan 
Journal,  following  the  last  Convention,  I  spent  four  weeks  at  the 
Diocesan  camps,  serving  in  the  capacity  of  chaplain,  business 
manager  and  instructor  at  Camp  Cheshire,  and  also  managing  the 
business  affairs  and  teaching  at  Camp  Penick.  This  association 
with  the  young  people  of  the  Diocese  is  one  of  the  most  delightful 
features  of  my  work.  In  the  month  of  August  I  attended  the  Young 
People's  Division  of  the  Sewanee  Summer  Training  School,  for  the 
third  consecutive  year,  and  taught  a  course  on  "The  World  Mfssion 
of  Christianity." 

The  month  of  September  marked  the  beginning  of  the  Forward 
Movement  preparation.  Most  of  the  details  regarding  program  and 
arrangements  for  the  Diocesan  Conference,  which  was  held  at  Chapel 
Hill,  were  taken  care  of  from  my  oflBce.  I  had  the  pleasure  of  pre- 
senting the  subject  of  the  Every  Member  Canvass  at  the  six 
District  conferences  which  were  held  in  October  and  also  attended 
seven  of  the  District  Woman's  Auxiliary  conferences  in  the  Fall, 
speaking  on  the  subject  of  the  Church's  Program. 

As  will  be  realized,  the  principal  feature  of  my  work  is  that  of 
acting  as  liaison  between  the  local  Churches  and  the  Diocesan 
Field  Department.  In  a  number  of  cases,  conferences  with  local 
vestries  and  congregations  have  been  conducted.  However,  the 
Executive  Secretary  should  be  the  servant  of  all  of  the  Depart- 
ments of  the  Executive  Council  and  I  have  made  a  point  of  at- 
tending all  Department  meetings  and,  so  far  as  possible,  cooperated 
in  the  furtherance  of  departmental  plans.  I  have  served  as  secre- 
tary of  the  Field  Department  and  the  Department  of  Missions  and 
Church  Extension.  Likewise,  I  have  acted  as  secretary  of  the  Dio- 
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cese,  the  Executive  Council,  and  the  Diocesan  Commission  on 
Evangelism. 

During  the  year  ending  with  this  Convention,  I  have  visited  63 
Churches,  attended  52  Diocesan  meetings,  held  19  conferences  with 
vestries  and  congregations,  delivered  115  sermons  and  addresses, 
celebrated  the  Holy  Communion  29  times,  and  conducted  18  other 
services.  It  has  also  been  my  privilege  to  attend  the  Provincial 
Synod  in  Columbia,  S.  C,  the  annual  conference  of  Executive  Sec- 
retaries in  Racine,  Wis.,  in  February  last,  to  preach  the  sermon 
at  the  annual  Y.P.S.L.  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  South  Caro- 
lina, and  to  preach  and  conduct  conferences  at  the  University  of  the 
South  and  the  Theological  Seminary  in  Sewanee. 

I  do  not  think  the  Diocese  needs  to  be  unduly  alarmed  over  the 
financial  situation.  The  splendid  response  of  the  Churches  in  pay- 
ments on  the  1929  quotas  and  in  pledges  for  1930,  notwithstanding 
the  period  of  profound  depression,  is  indicative  of  the  spirit  of 
our  people.  We  should,  however,  avoid  excess  caution  that  may 
carry  us  to  the  point  of  retreat.  The  budget  proposed  for  1931  makes 
provision  for  very  little  advance  in  the  Diocese.  We  are  perhaps 
wise  in  not  undertaking  too  much,  but  it  is  always  well  to  set  the 
standard  high  and  to  keep  in  mind  the  fact  that  our  Christian 
Mission  is  one  of  progress  and  not  of  safe  stability.  The  Advance 
Work  Program  for  the  triennium,  wholehearted  participation  in 
which  is  recommended  to  us  by  the  Field  Department,  will  afford 
us  a  clearer  conception  of  our  missionary  privileges  and  oppor- 
tunities and  impart  to  us  a  vision  of  the  oneness  of  our  work 
throughout  the  world. 

My  observations  in  my  travels  about  the  Diocese  lead  me  to  be- 
lieve that  a  broader  program  of  education  is  direly  needed.  Ex- 
perience shows  that  wherever  people's  minds  are  informed  their 
sympathies  are  aroused,  with  an  inevitable  natural  expression  of 
that  sympathy  in  terms  of  larger  giving. 

I  believe  that  the  partial  centralization  of  Diocesan  activities 
has  been  of  value  and  that  we  should  look  forward  to  the  ultimate 
establishment  of  a  central  Diocesan  office,  from  which  all  of  the 
Church's  business  can  be  promoted. 

My  report  would  be  incomplete  if  I  did  not  express  my  personal 
appreciation  of  the  friendly  and  generous  spirit  which  I  have 
encountered  on  every  hand.  I  can  say,  almost  without  exception, 
that  everyone  has  gone  out  of  his  way  to  cooperate  with  me  in  my 
work  and  such  success  as  this  office  may  have  experienced  is  due 
chiefly  to  the  help  and  encouragement  of  others.

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ADDRESS  OF  THE  BISHOP 


Brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity: 

I  am  liappy  and  thankful  to  meet  you  again  in  annual  council. 
Last  year,  as  I  cannot  fail  to  remember,  I  was  unable  to  be  with 
you  at  Henderson.  That  was  the  first  Convention  I  had  failed  to 
attend  since  the  year  1876 — fifty-four  years !  As  I  look  over 
those  now  before  me,  Clergy  and  Laity  of  the  Diocese,  I  see 
only  one  person,  a  layman,  who  was  present  at  that  Conven- 
tion. There  is  not  a  clergyman  in  the  Diocese  today,  who 
was  in  the  Diocese  in  1876,  not  even  myself,  for  in  1876,  I  was 
a  lay  delegate. 

We  have  lost  by  death  during  the  past  year  from  the  ranks  of 
our  clergy,  the  Rev.  Julian  Edward  Ingle  and  the  Rev.  Alaric 
James  Drew. 

The  Rev.  Julian  Ingle  had  passed  his  ninety-first  birthday  and 
was  the  oldest  of  our  clergy  in  years,  and  also  the  oldest  in 
canonical  connection  with  the  Diocese,  having  been  transferred 
to  this  Diocese  from  N"ew  Jersey  in  June,  1879,  and  thus  having 
been  some  months  over  fifty  years  with  us.  As  he  was  ordained 
Deacon  July  3,  1864,  he  had  been  in  the  ministry  for  more  than 
sixty-five  years — the  longest  service  by  any  minister  ever  con- 
nected with  this  Diocese.  From  1S79  until  1908,  he  was  Rector  of 
the  Church  of  the  Holy  Innocents,  Henderson.  At  the  end  of  the 
rectorship  of  thirty  years,  being  then  three  score  years  and  ten, 
he  retired  from  active  pastoral  work  and  resided  for  the  rest  of 
his  life  in  Raleigh.  In  1892  he  was  elected  Secretary  of  the 
Diocesan  Convention,  and  served  most  efficiently  for  twenty-five 
years,  resigning  in  1917.  Mr.  Ingle  was  a  man  of  singular  purity 
and  refinement,  of  very  high  conceptions  of  Christian  duty, 
which  he  carried  into  practice  with  humility  and  gentleness  to 
others,  but  with  rigid  consistency  in  his  own  life.  As  priest  and 
pastor  he  was  loving,  devoted,  and  assiduous  in  attention  to  the 
small  details,  which  really  go  to  make  up  the  great  things  of  serv- 
ice, but  which,  I  fear,  few  of  us  properly  appreciate.  Generous, 
unselfish,  loving,  and  of  an  humble  spirit,  he  was  honored,  be- 
loved, and  reverenced  by  all  who  came  within  the  sphere  of  his 
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influence.  His  Bishop  can  never  forget  his  loyal  support  and 
loving  attention  in  all  things  in  which  his  sympathy  and  knowl- 
edge could  be  a  help  to  his  younger  and  less  experienced  brother. 
The  Diocese  has  seldom,  if  ever,  known  a  nobler  or  more  beauti- 
ful life  among  the  many  godly  men  who  have  served  at  its 
altars. 

The  Rev.  Alaric  J.  Drew  had  been  with  us  but  a  few  years, 
but  those  few  years  had  established  him  in  our  confidence  and 
affection  as  a  devout,  earnest,  diligent  pastor  and  a  vigorous 
and  effective  administrator  of  parochial  affairs.  His  death  is 
a  great  loss  to  his  parish  and  to  the  Diocese.  I  regret  that  my 
opportunities  of  seeing  him  were  so  limited.  I  did  not  come 
to  know  him  as  well  as  I  could  have  desired.

To  me  personally  the  most  interesting  fact  of  our  Ecclesiasti- 
cal experience  during  the  year  1929,  was  the  transfer  of  the 
general  administration  of  the  Diocese  to  Bishop  Penick.  I  felt 
that  it  was  necessary  on  account  of  my  age  and  failing  strength, 
and  also  for  the  good  of  the  Diocese,  to  have  a  younger  and 
more  vigorous  man  at  the  head  of  our  work.  It  has  been  a 
great  relief  to  me,  and  I  am  quite  sure  that  it  has  been  an 
advantage  to  the  Diocese.  I  do  not  desire  to  withdraw  from 
active  participation  in  the  pastoral  work  of  Visitations  to 
parishes  and  missions;  and  I  have  not  been  altogether  inactive 
in  this  pleasing  part  of  a  Bishop's  service,  as  the  foregoing 
report  of  my  ministrations  has,  I  believe,  shown.  I  also  keep 
the  Diocesan  Register  and  other  records;  receive  and  transfer 
the  Clergymen;  attend  to  those  matters  in  which  the  Standing 
Committee  and  the  Bishop  have  to  cooperate;  and  also  neces- 
sarily, under  our  Canon,  continue  as  one  of  the  Trustees 
of  the  Diocese.  I  shall  desire  to  retain  these  functions  so  long 
as  I  am  able  to  perform  them. 

Under  these  changed  conditions  I  do  not  feel  it  necessary  to 
make  in  this  Address  any  report  upon  the  general  condition 
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of  the  Diocese,  or  to  suggest  the  measures  you  should  adopt 
in  sustaining  and  promoting  our  work.  Doubtless  you  will 
receive  all  necessary  information  and  wise  counsel  from  Bishop 
Penick,  who  now  has  the  general  burden  and  responsibility  for 
our  Diocesan  work. 

The  most  notable  achievement  of  the  Diocese  during  my 
Episcopate  has  been  the  acquisition  of  St.  Mary's  School  and 
Junior  College,  by  this  Diocese,  in  the  first  instance,  and  then  its 
incorporation  as  a  Church  Institution,  and  its  adoption  by  the 
Carolina  Dioceses  as  our  joint  School  for  Girls  for  these  Dioceses. 
From  a  comparatively  small  beginning,  (for  it  numbered  only 
about  thirty-six  boarding  pupils,  the  year  before  the  Diocese  took 
it  over,  and  we  gave  only  fifty  thousand  dollars  for  the  whole 
property)  it  has  grown  to  be  the  largest  Girls'  School  of  our 
Church  in  the  United  States;  and  it  represents  an  investment 
of  something  like  four  hundred  thousand  dollars,  much  the 
greater  part  of  which  has  come  from  this  Diocese.  The  develop- 
ment in  the  scope  and  character  of  its  work  has  been  commen- 
surate with  this  material  growth.  It  has  been  admirably  con- 
ducted on  its  business  and  financial  side  by  its  rector  and 
business  manager.  It  is  now,  and  has  been  for  years,  on  a 
self-supporting  basis,  if  the  School  had  to  hear  only  its  proper 
burden.  In  fact  for  a  good  many  years  since  it  has  been  under 
its  present  management,  it  has  made  a  very  considerable  profit 
above  its  proper  expenses;  and  much  of  the  permanent  im- 
provement has  been  paid  for  out  of  the  profits  of  the  School. 
But  for  several  years  past  the  Trustees,  in  adding  improve- 
ments and  desirable  features  to  the  equipment,  have  taken 
money  for  these  things  from  the  current  funds  of  the  School, 
and  have  thereby  caused  an  increasing  deficit  at  the  end  of 
each  fiscal  year.  This  is  greatly  embarrassing  the  School  ad- 
ministration, and  demands  immediate  action  if  we  value  the 
property  and  work  of  this  great  institution.  The  Trustees 
can  do  nothing  without  the  earnest  and  liberal  cooperation  of 
.all  the  friends  of  the  School.  This  is  not  the  immediate 
business  of  our  Diocesan  Convention,  but  the  success  of  the 
School  depends  ultimately  upon  the  Church  in  !N'orth  Carolina ; 
and  the  Convention  for  many  purposes  represents  the  Diocese. 
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Those  wlio  participated  in  tlie  great  work  of  establishing  St. 
Mary's  on  its  present  basis,  well  remember  bow  for  a  number  of 
years,  beginning  in  1897,  tbe  time  and  thought  and  effort  of  this 
Diocese  and  the  Convention  were  concentrated  on  St.  Mary's 
and  its  interests.  "Without  that  effort  on  the  part  of  the  Con- 
vention and  Diocese  the  School  could  not  have  been  made  what 
it  is  today;  and  it  seems  to  me  that  the  time  has  come  when 
another  great  and  united  effort  is  demanded,  if  we  intend  to 
maintain  and  to  carry  on  what  w^as  so  nobly  and  successfully 
begun  and  accomplished.  My  time  for  any  great  work  is  passed, 
but  I  wish  to  see  what  I  had  a  share  in  beginning,  continued 
in  increasing  usefulness  and  power. 

There  is  another  subject  which  I  will  mention  as  of  the 
greatest  interest  and  importance  at  this  time.  It  concerns  our 
new  Prayer  Book,  and  our  use  of  it.  I  will  not  discuss  its 
merits  nor  try  to  discover  its  possible  faults.  I  believe  there 
is  a  very  general  recognition  that  it  has  many  beauties  and 
enrichments,  and  does  great  credit  to  those  chiefly  responsible 
for  the  work  of  revision.  It  certainly  seems  so  to  me.  But 
what  I  am  thinking  of  is  the  opportunity  and  the  demand  it 
presents  for  a  revival  of  a  spirit  of  worship  among  our  people. 
I  wish  I  had  the  ability  to  put  into  effective  words  what  I  feel 
upon  this  subject.  It  does  seem  to  me  that  in  the  great  develop- 
ment of  external  activities,  in  institutional  work,  in  social 
service,  even  in  zeal  for  what  is  called  "evangelistic  preaching," 
we  are  in  d.anger  of  forgetting  the  essential  character  of 
Worship,  the  offering  of  ourselves  to  God  in  prayer  and  praise, 
in  acts  of  faith  and  love,  and  the  reading  of  His  Word,  at  set 
times  and  places,  publicly  in  the  congregation  of  the  Saints; 
which  is  a  more  powerful  and  effective  preaching  of  the  Gospel 
than  any  mere  eloquence  of  words.  Our  own  Branch  of  the 
Church  occupies  its  place  of  power  and  influence  in  this  country- 
more  by  reason  of  its  high  standard  of  reverent  and  devout 
public  worship  than  by  any  power  of  preaching.  It  has  also, 
I  am  glad  to  say,  been  a  leader  in  the  publication  of  the  Gospel 
by  works  of  love  and  mercy.  But  it  is  the  public  worship  of 
the  Church  which  more  than  anything  else  has  given  it  the 
respect  and  confidence  of  our  people  generally;  and  by  this 
it  has  in  a  wonderful  degree  influenced  for  good  the  public 
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worship  of  almost  all  tlie  religious  denominations  around  us. 

N'ow  it  has  seemed  to  me  that  we  have  of  late  years  fallen 
off  in  our  appreciation  of  the  value  of  our  devotional  system, 
and  its  essential  relation  to  our  personal  spiritual  life,  as  well 
as  to  its  place  and  value  in  the  corporate  life  of  the  church. 
Public  worship  is  the  vital  breath  of  the  Church  as  a  corporate 
institution.  The  power  and  influence  of  the  Church  in  any 
community  may  be  pretty  accurately  gauged  by  the  interest 
and  devotion  with  which  its  people  attend  and  take  part  in 
its  public  worship,  and  by  the  earnestness  and  fervor  with 
which  they  participate  in  their  public  devotions. 

I  have  hoped  that  the  new  Prayer  Book  might  arouse  in 
both  Clergy  and  people  a  new  interest  in,  and  appreciation  of, 
the  duty,  the  helpfulness,  the  beauty,  and  the  pleasure,  of  our 
public  worship.  It  certainly  should  make  the  Clergy  feel 
the  importance  of  some  special  instructions  and  explanations 
of  the  changes  in  the  book,  and  it  gives  them  opportunity  to 
offer  some  general  teaching  and  exhortations  to  their  people  on 
the  importance,  and  the  value  in  their  personal  lives,  of  the 
"assembling  of  themselves  together"  in  public  offices  of  devo- 
tion. I  hope  it  may  also  suggest  to  the  Clergy  to  examine 
themselves  as  to  their  own  duty  in  the  matter,  to  ascertain 
whether  they  themselves  appreciate  as  they  ought,  the  value 
of  the  devotional  system  of  the  Prayer  Book,  and  its  effective- 
ness as  a  teaching  force,  when  it  is  faithfully  and  intelligently 
used.  The  people  will  appreciate  these  things  just  in  propor- 
tion to  the  value  which  they  see  their  pastor  puts  upon  them. 
If  the  feasts  and  fasts,  the  holy  seasons  and  the  holy  days, 
are  observed  in  a  formal  and  perfunctory  manner,  without 
apparent  interest,  enthusiasm,  or  devotional  fervor,  the  people 
will  treat  them  in  the  same  way.  Indeed  they  will  not  attend 
them.  Half  a  dozen  devout  souls  may  attend  faithfully,  but 
no  considerable  number  of  the  people  will  feel  it  incumbent 
on  them  to  do  so.  On  the  other  hand,  if  those  great  days  which 
do  not  come  on  a  Sunday,  Christmas,  Ash  Wednesday,  Good 
Friday,  Ascension  Day,  receive  their  due  honor,  in  a  full  and 
dignified  service,  with  a  richer,  rather  than  a  poorer,  observance 
than  an  ordinary  Sunday,  the  people  will  be  taught  to  feel 
something  of  this  same  reverence  for  them,  and  for  the  great 
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things  they  stand  for;  and  will  learn  to  attend  them  in  much 
greater  numbers.  Ascension  Day  is  one  of  the  four  great 
feasts  of  the  Christian  Year.  Christmas  Day  stands  for  the 
great  fact  of  the  Incarnation,  Easter  Day  for  the  Resurrection 
and  Eternal  Life,  Ascension  Day  for  the  Ascension  of  our 
Risen/  Lord  to  His  Mediatorial  Throne,  Whitsunday  for  the 
crowning  act  of  His  Redemptive  work  in  sending  the  Holy 
Ghost  upon  His  Church.  They  should  each  of  them  be  ob- 
served with  extraordinary  devotion  and  holy  joy,  expressed, 
so  far  as  possible,  in  the  highest  strains  of  praise  and  thanks- 
giving. I  have  known  cases  in  which  three  of  these  feasts, 
Christmas,  Easter,  and  Whitsunday,  were  thus  honored  by 
priest  and  people.  But  when  Ascension  Day  came  round,  only 
the  same  mention  of  it  was  made  as  of  the  ordinary  week-day 
services  throughout  the  year;  and  distinctly  less  than  in  the 
case  of  Ash  Wednesday,  Good  Friday,  and  Thanksgiving  Day. 
The  service  on  Ascension  Day  had  no  sermon,  no  music,  no  such 
special  features  of  interest,  as  marked  those  three  other  days. 
There  was  only  the  ordinary  observance  as  at  the  weekly 
Wednesday  service.  The  minister  took  no  more  notice  of  it  than 
of  the  regular  week-day  Celebration  of  the  Holy  Communion; 
and  the  people  followed  his  example.  The  same  five  or  six 
people  attended,  and  the  great  mass  of  the  congregation  were 
utterly  unconscious  that  they  were  passing  by  without  ob- 
servance one  of  the  four  greatest  feasts  of  the  Prayer  Book 
and  of  the  Christian  Year. 

It  is  the  purpose  of  the  Church,  expressed  and  imposed  upon 
us  in  the  Prayer  Book,  that  the  people  should  be  annually 
carried  through  a  systematic  course  of  religious  and  theological 
(in  its  true  sense)  instruction;  and  that  the  Clergy,  throughout 
the  first  half  of  the  Christian  Year  should  relate  their  preach- 
ing and  teaching  to  the  seasons  and  festivals,  as  they  are  set 
out  by  the  Church.  I  am  hoping  that  the  'New  Prayer  Book 
may  bring  this  duty  more  fully  to  bear  upon  the  minds  and 
hearts  of  us  of  the  Clergy.  To  my  mind  it  is  one  of  the  most 
important  duties  of  the  day. 

,  If  this  should  be  the  last  thing  I  shall  say  to  the  Council 
of  my  Diocese,  and  to  its  people  in  general,  I  would  wish  to 
impress   on   them   the   importance,    the   value,   the   glory   and 
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blessedness,  of  appearing  before  the  Lord  in  tbe  places  set  apart 
for  this  public  worship,  and  there  offering  themselves  to  Him, 
as  members  of  His  family,  bound  together  by  love  for  Him  and 
one  another :  "I  will  pay  my  vows  unto  the  Lord,  in  the  sight  of 
all  His  people:  in  the  courts  of  the  Lord's  house:  even  in  the 
midst  of  thee,  O  Jerusalem.    Praise  the  Lord."

ADDRESS  OF  THE  BISHOP  COADJUTOR 


Brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity: 

I  submit  herewitli  my  Journal  of  Official  Acts  for  1929. 
Within  the  diocese,  my  activities  may  be  briefly  summarized 
as  follows:  I  have  made  63  Visitations,  celebrated  the  Holy 
Communion  48  times,  delivered  122  sermons  and  addresses,  con- 
firmed 327  white  and  27  colored  persons  and  received  one  from 
the  Roman  Catholic  Church,  baptized  5  infants,  officiated  at 
1  marriage  and  5  funerals,  deconsecrated  1  Church  Building, 
instituted  the  Priest  in  Charge  of  St.  Michael's  and  All  Angels 
Church,  Charlotte,  dedicated  St.  Mary's  House,  the  new  stu- 
dent center  at  the  ISTorth  Carolina  College  for  "Women,  Greens- 
boro, the  new  Parish  House  of  Emmanuel  Church,  Warrenton, 
and  an  Emergency  Operating  Room  at  St.  Peter's  Hospital, 
Charlotte,  laid  the  corner-stone  of  the  new  St.  Titus'  Church, 
Durham,  taken  part  of  the  Spring  and  Pali  meetings  of  the 
Board  of  Examining  Chaplains,  ordained  two  Candidates  for 
Holy  Orders  to  the  Diaconate  and  two  Deacons  to  the  Priest- 
hood, and  officiated  at  26  other  services.  I  licensed  11  Lay 
Readers,  held  36  conferences,  and  attended  47  meetings  of  mis- 
cellaneous committees  of  the  General  Convention,  the  Pro- 
vincial and  Diocesan  Departments  of  the  Executive  Council 
and  Trustees  of  Church  institutions.  Outside  the  diocese,  my 
Journal  is  as  follows :  Holy  Communion  on  5  occasions,  ser- 
mons and,  addresses  28,  Marriages  2,  Funerals  1,  other  services 
3,  conferences  3,  committees  10.  I  also  attended  the  meetings  of 
the  Provincial  Synod  and  the  House  of  Bishops. 

We  mention  with  sorrow  the  death  of  two  of  our  clergy  dur- 
ing the  past  year.  On  N'ovember  4,  1929,  the  Reverend  Julian 
Edward  Ingle,  retired  Priest  of  this  Diocese,  passed  away  in 
his  ninety-second  year.  A  native  of  Washington,  D.  C,  he  be- 
came associated  with  this  Diocese  as  rector  of  the  Church  of 
the  Holy  Innocents,  Henderson  in  1879,  resigning  after  a  serv- 
ice in  that  parish  of  twenty-nine  years.  He  represented  thi.« 
Diocese  at  the  General  Conventions  of  1892,  1901  and  1904. 
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For  twenty-seven  years,  from  1S90  until  1917  he  acted  as  Sec- 
retary of  the  Diocese.  In  the  ripeness  of  his  years  and  the  rich- 
ness of  his  faith,  like  the  Beloved  Disciple,  he  tarried  for  the 
summons  of  his  Lord  whom  he  had  served  so  long  and  loyally. 

The  Reverend  Alaric  James  Drew,  Priest  in  Charge  of  Em- 
manuel Parish,  Southern  Pines,  and  Associated  Missions,  after 
a  comparatively  brief  illness,  died  at  his  home  on  March  19, 
1930.  Mr.  Drew  was  born  at  Moira,  'New  York,  forty-four  years 
ago.  In  1926  he  came  to  this  diocese  and  assumed  charge  of  the 
very  difficult  and  scattered  work  connected  with  the  Sand  Hills 
Parish  at  Southern  Pines.  Under  his  energetic  leadership,  the 
beautiful  stone  Parish  House  was  built  and  valuable  real  estate 
acquired  for  the  proposed  new  Church  and  Rectory.  Endowed 
with  a  rare  gift  of  sympathy,  he  ministered  devotedly  to  the 
tubercularly  afflicted  at  the  State  Sanatorium.  He  extended  his 
services  to  a  tourist  colony  at  Pine  Bluff  and  visited  the  State 
Reformatory  for  Girls  at  Samarcand.  His  Ministry  in  this  Dio- 
cese was  brief  but  adorned  with  good  works  to  the  glory  of  God. 

"Those  we  call  dead 

Are  breathers  of  an  ampler  day 

For  ever  nobler  ends!" 

"We  have  received  by  transfer  from  the  Missionary  District 
of  Alaska  the  Reverend  Frederick  Blount  Drane  who  assumed 
charge  of  St.  Paul's  Mission,  Monroe,  on  October  20,  1929. 
Under  his  experienced  leadership  this  important  Mission  has 
already  shown  a  new  degree  of  interest  and  activity. 

On  February  23,  1930,  the  Reverend  Samuel  Whitney  Hale 
became  rector  of  St.  Timothy's  Parish,  Wilson,  being  frans- 
ferred  to  J^orth  Carolina  from  the  Diocese  of  Western  New 
York.  Mr.  Hale  is  not  a  stranger  in  this  diocese.  From  1919 
until  1923  he  was  Assistant  Rector  of  Calvary  Parish,  Tarboro, 
and  actively  associated  with  the  rector  of  that  Parish  in  the 
missionary  work  of  Edgecombe  County.  At  present  he  is  also 
in  charge  of  the  Colored  Mission,  St.  Mark's,  Wilson. 

Since  the  last  Diocesan  Convention,  five  Candidates  for  Holv 
Orders  have  been  ordained  to  the  Diaconate.  They  are  the 
Rev.  Lewis  Page  Spencer,  in  charge  of  Holy  Trinity,  Townes- 
ville,    St.   John's,   Williamsboro,   Heavenly   Rest,   Middleburg; 
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the  Rev.  Edwin  William  Hurst,  who  is  associated,  with  the 
Rev.  Sidney  S.  Bost  at  St.  Joseph's,  West  Durham,  and  in 
charge  of  St.  Mark's,  Roxhoro;  the  Reverend  deSaussure 
Parker  Moore  who  was  assigned  to  Grace  Church,  Weldon, 
St.  Mark's,  Halifax,  and  The  Saviour,  Jackson;  the  Reverend 
Thomas  Simons  Clarkson  who  was  assigned  to  Trinity  Church, 
Mount  Airy,  and  Galloway  Memorial,  Elkin;  the  Reverend 
John  Jordan  Green  who  graduates  this  June  from  the  Bishop 
Payne  Divinity  School.  He  has  hegun  his  iDiaconate  at  the 
Church  of  the  Redeemer,  Greensboro.  We  welcome  all  of  these 
new  men  to  the  "joy  of  the  Ministry,"  and  confidently  expect 
that  the  work  they  have  already  successfully  begun  will  con- 
tinue to  grow  in  usefulness  and  power. 

Two  Deacons  have  been  advanced  to  the  Priesthood.  The 
Reverend  Allen  Person  who  served  his  Diaconate  as  Assistant 
to  the  rector  of  St.  Peter's  Parish,  Charlotte,  and  Minister  in 
Charge  of  the  Chapel  of  Hope,  has  continued  in  the  same 
field  of  service.  The  Reverend  Daniel  Webster  Allen,  after  com- 
pleting his  training  at  the  Virginia  Theological  Seminary, 
became  on  June  16  last.  Priest  in  Charge  of  Christ  Church, 
Walnut  Cove,  Messiah,  Mayodan,  St.  Philip's,  Germanton,  St. 
John's,  Madison,  and  Emmanuel,  Stoneville,  an  extensive  field 
which  he  is  serving  most  acceptably. 

Under  the  general  head  of  the  life  of  the  Church  in  this  dio- 
cese there  are  so  many  matters  of  vital  importance  that  de- 
serve extended  comment  and  discussion  that  it  is  with  restraint 
that  I  yield  to  the  necessity  of  brevity. 

1.  I  mention  first,  because  of  its  primary  character,  the 
work  of  the  Commission  on  Evangelism.  Realizing  the  neces- 
sity of  a  definite  Diocesan  Program  in  discharging  this  chief 
business  of  the  Church,  two  extended  meetings  of  the  Commis- 
sion have  been  held  and  missions  arranged  for  at  seventeen 
strategic  centers  of  the  diocese.  I  earnestly  hope  that  this 
evangelistic  effort  will  result  in  the  quickening  of  a  new  spirit 
among  our  people.  I  sometimes  think  that  the  energy  of  the 
Church  is  spent  in  consolidating  such  gains  as  our  predeces- 
sors have  made  rather  than  in  pushing  out  with  a  pioneer  spirit 
to  claim  for  Christ  the  undisciplined  majority  of  our  popula- 
tion.   There  is  some  danger  of  our  coming  to  regard  the  evange- 
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listic  mission  of  the  Church  as  a  slight  departure  from  the  nor- 
mal activities  of  a  parish,  an  extraordinary  effort  to  be  under- 
taken as  a  special  endeavor  at  occasional  intervals.  As  a  matter 
of  fact,  the  Church  that  is  true  to  its  divine  commission  is  pro- 
claiming the  Gospel  unceasingly  in  a  two-fold  manner;  first, 
by  a  confirmation  of  the  faith  in  those  whose  allegiance  has 
already  been  won,  and  secondly,  by  seeking  to  draw  into  the 
"fellowship  of  Christ's  religion"  those  that  are  without.  The 
term  "Evangelism"  properly  includes  both  the  processes  of 
Christian  l^urture  and  the  winning  of  new  souls  for  Christ 
and  His  Church.  With  this  two-fold  aspect  of  Evangelism  in 
mind,  1  hope  that  the  "Missions"  to  be  preached  in  this  dio- 
cese will  carry  a  substantial  body  of  instruction  as  well  as 
fervent  appeal.  For  herein,  it  seems  to  me,  lies  the  first  and 
last  solution  of  our  many  modern  problems,  an  informed  and 
consecrated  membership,  intelligent  and  zealous  in  the  things 
pertaining  to  the  Kingdom.  This  kind  of  Evangelism  lies  at 
the  root  of  our  educational  system,  our  programs  of  Social 
Service  and  our  problems  of  finance  and  administration. 

2.  One  of  the  most  important  reports  to  be  considered  by 
this  Convention  is  that  of  the  Committee  on  "The  Placement 
of  Clergy."  For  a  number  of  years  there  has  been  a  growing 
feeling  of  dissatisfaction  over  the  present  system  of  placing  the 
clergy.  The  advantages  of  the  existing  method  are  many  and 
rest  upon  the  wisdom  and  experience  of  many  generations.  At 
the  same  time,  the  disadvantages  loom  so  conspicuously  in  the 
minds  of  many  thoughtful  people,  that  they  call  for  remedial 
action.  Some  of  the  most  useful  clergymen  in  the  Church  are 
admittedly  misfits  in  their  fields  of  labor.  They  are  aware  of 
it  themselves  and  are  painfully  unhappy.  Their  congregations 
also  realize  it  and  are  embarrassed  and  dissatisfied.  The  bishop 
is  informed  of  the  situation,  but  what  can  he  do  ?  So  it  happens 
that  a  capable  and  conscientious  man  who  has  given  his  life, 
which  is  all  a  man  can  give  to  the  Ministry,  finds  that  his  use- 
fulness is  outgrown  and  that  the  opportunities  for  service  in 
his  field  do  not  correspond  to  his  special  capacities  or  aptitudes. 
Year  by  year  his  effectiveness  declines  and  the  likelihood  of  his 
securing  another  call  is  diminished.  Yet,  for  financial  reasons 
he  must  hold  on  with  a  sense  of  failure  hovering  like  a  spectre 
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over  his  advancing  years,  and  the  congregation  resigns  itself 
to  courteous  and  respectful  diappointment.  Young  men  in  the 
Ministry,  full  of  vision  and  eagerness,  and  with^  possibly  a 
special  training  or  talent  for  a  certain  type  of  service,  grow 
restless  under  the  prospect  of  a  mediocre  ministry  in  a  limited 
or  unproductive  field.  College  men  with  an  inclination  towards 
the  Ministry  as  a  life  work  hesitate  to  commit  themselves  to 
a  haphazard  system  that  might  thwart  their  most  earnest 
endeavors.  It  is  all  very  well  to  speak  of  entrusting  oneself 
to  the  leading  of  God's  Spirit,  but  we  are  coming  to  see  more 
and  more  clearly  that  the  Holy  Spirit  works  through  the  in- 
telligence of  men  and  the  removal  of  obstacles  that  might  ob- 
struct the  fullest  expression  and  effectiveness  of  a  consecrated 
life.  A  Committee  of  the  General  Convention  is  now  working 
on  this  problem  and  has  issued  two  reports.  It  is  doubtful 
whether  we  agree  in  detail  with  their  judgment,  but  I  am  firmly 
of  the  opinion  that  we  should  face  this  issue  frankly  and  make 
our  contribution  to  the  corporate  mind  of  the  Church. 

3.  Another  current  problem  challenges  our  attention  and 
calls  for  careful  and  courageous  thought.  That  is  the  relation 
of  our  Church  to  the  textile  industry  in  this  Diocese.  During 
the  past  year  the  State  of  l^orth  Carolina  has  suffered  from 
a  notorious  amount  of  undesirable  publicity  growing  out  of 
certain  unfortunate  incidents  in  more  than  one  industrial 
centre.  This  is  the  first  Diocesan  Convention  since  these  un- 
happy events  transpired.  This  is  our  first  opportunity  to  speak 
or  act  upon  this  issue.  I  trust  that  we  shall  not  assume  that 
all  is  well  and  that  trouble  will  never  return  again.  The  fact  is 
that  industry  is  migrating  to  the  South  and  to  the  Piedmont 
section  of  the  South  and  that  portion  of  ^N'orth  Carolina  which 
comprises  this  Diocese  is  feeling  the  effects  of  this  rapid  in- 
dustrializing process.  Conditions  of  life  and  methods  of  work 
are  changing  swiftly  and  with  this  economic  transformation 
the  Church  must  keep  pace.  We  have  a  number  of  missions 
in  mill  towns  and  in  the  manufacturing  sections  of  large  cities. 
They  are  served  by  faithful  men  and  women.  But  are  they 
meeting  the  new  situation  ?  Do  all  the  people  of  all  the  various 
groups  feel  that  the  Church  is  their  friend?  The  problem  is  so 
enormous  and  so  complex  that  expert  knowledge  in  economics 
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is  required  to  understand  some  of  its  simplest  ramifications. 
And  yet  it  is  a  human  problem.  And  wherever  human  beings 
are  concerned  there  is  the  interest  and  the  business  of,  the 
Church.  We  refuse  to  admit  that  "business  is  business."  We 
believe  rather  that  business  like  all  corporate  endeavor  is 
ideally  related  to  the  Kingdom  of  God  for  the  simple  reason 
that  people  are  involved,  for  good  or  for  ill,  in  the  way  it  is 
transacted.  It  seems  to  me  that  the  Diocese  of  I^orth  Carolina 
has  an  extraordinary  opportunity  today  to  exercise  some  mea- 
sure of  foresight,  and  to  anticipate  the  further  industrializing 
of  our  social  order  and  to  make  intelligent  provision  to  meet 
the  new  situation.  Just  how  the  Church  should  endeavor  to 
apply  the  ideals  of  Christ  to  the  industrial  order  I  do  not 
know.  I  am  not  acquainted  with  anyone  who  does  know.  But 
I  believe  that  it  is  our  duty  to  find  out.  The  specialist  in  po- 
litical economy  can  help  because  it  is  an  economic  problem. 
The  student  of  history  can  help  because  it  would  be  blundering 
to  repeat  the  errors  of  the  past  through  an  ignorance  of  them. 
The  level-headed  prophet  of  the  social  gospel  of  Christ  can 
help  because  the  Son  of  Man  has  a  message  for  the  organized 
group  as  well  as  for  the  individual.  With  the  idea  and  determi- 
nation of  facing  up  to  this  responsibility  that  is  sweeping  upon 
this  Diocese  with  a  swiftness  that  even  the  most  conservative 
can  scarcely  deny,  I  propose  that  this  Convention  create  a 
special  committee,  or  instruct  the  Social  Service  Department 
of  the  Executive  Council,  to  make  a  thorough  investigation 
and  study  of  the  whole  question  of  the  Church  and  Industry 
in  this  Diocese,  and  to  report  their  findings  to  the  next  meeting 
of  this  Convention.

We  have  completed  the  annual  audit  of  the  books  of  the  Forward  Move- 
ment Fund,  Episcopal  Diocese  of  North  Carohna,  for  the  period  beginning 
February  1,  1929,  and  ending  January  31,  1930,  and  present,  herewith,  our 
report,  consisting  of  this  letter,  together  with  exhibit  A,  and  supporting 
schedules  1,  2,  3,  and  4. 

Cash  Balance— S1,723.24: 

We  verified  all  cash  transactions,  and  reconciled  the  Bank's  and  Treas- 
urer's balances.  The  above  balance  includes  a  deposit  on  February  3,  1930, 
in  the  amount  of  $79.84,  and  another  on  February  5,  1930,  in  the  amount 
of  $27.00,  both  deposits  being  included  in  the  Treasurer's  records  of  the 
year's  transactions,  and  are  supported  by  certified  duphcate  deposit 
tickets  from  the  Union  National  Bank,  Charlotte^  North  Carolina. 

Cash  Receipts— $110,797.77: 

We  verified  the  recording  of  cash  received  during  the  period,  together 
with  the  balance  on  hand  at  the  beginning  of  the  period,  tracing  its  distri- 
bution on  the  Treasurer's  books  as  represented  in  exhibit  A.

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CONSTITUTION 


Article  I 


The  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  N'orth  Carolina  accedes  to  and 
adopts  the  Constitution  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the 
United  States  of  America,  as  set  forth  in  General  Convention  there- 
of, and  acknowledges  its  authority  accordingly. 

Article  II 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  an  Annual  Convention  of  the  Church 
in  this  Diocese  at  such  time  and  place  as  may  be  determined  by  the 
next  preceding  Convention,  or,  in  the  event  of  no  such  determina- 
tion, on  the  last  Wednesday  in  May,  at  such  place  as  may  be  agreed 
upon  by  the  Bishop  and  Standing  Committee. 

Sec.  2.  But  the  time  or  place  of  such  meeting  may  be  changed, 
or  special  Conventions  called,  by  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the 
Diocese,  subject,  nevertheless,  to  such  canonical  provisions  as  may 
hereafter  be  made. 

Sec.  3.  Provided,  that  no  special  Convention  shall  be  called 
without  at  least  sixty  days'  notice,  which  notice  shall  be  publisEeH 
for  at  least  one  month  in  three  different  newspapers  of  the  State, 
and  shall  specify  the  business  and  purpose  for  which  said  special 
Convention  is  to  be  called,  and  upon  that  alone  it  shall  act. 

Article  III 

Section  1.  The  Convention  shall  be  composed  of  the  two  orders, 
Clerical  and  Lay. 

Sec.  2.  The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  on  in  his  absence,  the 
Bishop  Coadjutor,  or  any  Bishop  in  charge,  as  representing  the 
Ecclesiastical  Authority,  shall,  in  the  order  named  above,  if  present, 
preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Convention  and  shall  appoint  all  Com- 
mittees unless  it  be  otherwise  ordered. 

Sec.  3,  Every  Clergyman  of  the  Church  having  been  canonically 
connected  with  the  Diocese,  as  well  as  having  been  a  resident 
therein  for  six  calendar  months  before  any  meeting  of  the  Con- 
vention, either  as  a  Clergyman  or  as  a  Candidate  for  orders,  shall 
be  entitled  to  a  seat  and  vote  in  the  same:  Provided,  That  the  re- 
striction of  residence  as  above  required,  shall  not  apply  to  profes- 
sors, tutors  or  students  in  the  General  Theological  Seminary,  or  in 
any  university  or  college  maintained  and  governed  in  part  by  the 
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Diocese,  or  to  officers  of  the  General  Missionary  Board  of  the 
Church,  or  to  Chaplains  in  the  army  and  navy. 

Sec.  4.  Each  regularly  organized  Parish  in  union  with  the  Con- 
vention shall  be  entitled  to  be  represented  at  its  sessions  by  one  or 
more  delegates,  not  exceeding  four,  to  be  chosen  by  the  Vestry  from 
among  the  male  communicants  of  said  Parish:  Provided,  that  in 
case  there  shall  be  no  male  communicants  in  said  Parish,  the  Vestry 
shall  have  power  to  elect  one  or  more  delegates,  qualified  as  above, 
from  any  other  Parish  or  Parishes  of  the  Diocese.  And  each  Vestry 
shall  be  entitled  to  elect,  in  addition,  four  alternate  delegates,  sub- 
ject to  the  same  qualifications,  who  shall  be  authorized,  in  the 
order  of  their  election,  to  fill  any  vacancy  that  may  occur  in  the 
delegation  originally  chosen:  Provided,  that  no  person,  clerical  or 
lay,  under  Ecclesiastical  censure,  publicly  declared  by  a  competent 
tribunal,  shall  be  admissible  to  a  seat  in  the  Convention:  Provided, 
further,  that  no  person  shall  be  allowed  to  represent  more  than 
one  Parish  in  the  same  Convention. 

Sec.  5.  Each  regularly"  organized  Mission  in  union  with  the 
Convention,  and  having  not  less  than  ten  adult  communicants,  shall 
be  entitled  to  be  represented  at  the  sessions  of  the  Convention  by 
one  delegate,  to  be  elected  by  the  congregation  from  among  the 
adult  male  communicants  of  the  Mission,  subject  to  the  conditions 
and  limitations  of  the  preceding  section. 

Sec.  6.  If  any  Parish  or  Mission  shall  neglect  or  decline  to  ap- 
point delegates,  or  if  any  of  those  appointed  shall  neglect  or  be  pre- 
vented from  attending,  such  Parish  or  Mission  shall,  nevertlieless, 
be  bound  by  the  acts  of  the  Convention. 

Article  IV 

Section  1.  The  Convention  shall  be  the  sole  judge  of  the  election 
of  its  own  members.  It  shall  have  power  to  adopt  rules  of  order  for 
its  own  government,  elect  officers  and  raise  funds,  and  shall  also 
have  such  other  legislative  powers  as  may  be  necessary  and  proper 
for  the  well-being  of  the  Diocese. 

Sec.  2.  The  Convention  shall  have  no  power  to  pass  any  Canon 
infringing  the  Episcopal  Authority,  or  affecting  the  spiritual  con- 
dition of  the  Diocese,  against  the  express  dissent  of  the  Bishop: 
Provided,  that  said  dissent  shall  be  expressed  at  that  or  the  ensuing 
Annual  Convention. 

Sec.  3.  But  this  shall  not  prevent  the  Convention  from  offering, 
independently  of  the  Bishop,  resolutions  of  advice  or  inquiry,  or 
from  any  proceedings  necessary  for  the  purpose  of  impeachment. 

Article  V 

To  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  purpose  of  ordinary  business,  the 
presence  of  one-third  of  all  the  Clergy  entitled  to  vote,  and  of  ^eTe-

gates  from  ten  Parishes  entitled  to  representation  in  the  Con- 
vention, shall  be  necessary.  Any  less  number  shall  be  competent 
to  receive  reports  and  to  adjourn. 

Article  VI 

Section  1.  Upon  any  question  before  the  Convention,  when  it 
may  be  required  by  any  one  Clerical  member,  or  by  the  delegation 
present  of  any  one  Parish,  the  two  orders  shall  vote  separately. 
And  in  all  cases  of  a  vote  by  orders,  each  Clerical  member  shall  be 
entitled  to  one  vote,  and  each  Parish  shall  also  be  entitled  to  one 
vote,  and  a  concurrence  of  majorities  of  both  orders  shall  be  neces- 
sary to  a  decision.  When  no  such  division  is  called  for,  each  mem- 
ber of  the  Convention  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote. 

Sec.  2.  All  elections  shall  be  by  ballot,  unless  otherwise  unan- 
imously ordered. 

Article  VII 

Section  1.  The  Convention  shall  annually  elect  a  Secretary  and 
a  Treasurer. 

Sec.  2.  Should  there  at  any  time  be  no  such  election,  then  the 
officers  last  before  elected  shall  hold  over  till  such  election  shall 
be  had. 

Sec.  3.  Should  the  office  of  Secretary  or  that  of  Treasurer  be- 
come vacant,  by  death  or  otherwise,  at  any  time  preceding  the  an- 
nual election,  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  shall  be  empowered  to 
appoint  some  person  to  fill  the  vacancy  till  such  time  as  an  election 
shall  be  had,  who  shall  be  competent  to  all  the  powers  and  duties 
of  the  office  as  if  regularly  elected  thereto. 

Article  VIII 

Section  1.  A  Standing  Committee  or  Council  of  Advice  to  the 
Bishop,  of  not  less  than  five  persons,  shall  be  annually  elected  by 
the  Convention.  A  majority  of  said  committee  shall  at  all  times  be 
Clergymen  of  the  Diocese,  and  no  layman  not  a  communicant  shall 
be  a  member  thereof. 

Sec.  2.  The  Committee  shall  have  power  to  fill  any  vacancy  that 
may  occur  in  its  own  body  between  the  annual  meetings  of  the 
Convention. 

Sec.  3.  When  there  is  no  Bishop,  the  Standing  Committee  shall 
be  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the  Diocese,  and  as  such,  may 
invite  the  temporary  services  of  other  Bishops,  and,  for  due  cause, 
may  change  the  time  or  place  of  the  annual  meetings  of  the^  Con- 
vention. It  may  also  summon  special  Conventions  when  there 
is  no  Bishop,  and  shall  do  so  upon  the  call  of  one-third  oT  the 
Clergy  of  the  Diocese,  or  of  one-third  of  the  Parishes  in  union  with 
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the  Convention,  as  appearing  upon  the  lists  of  the  Journal  last 
before  published.  And  although  there  be  a  Bishop,  the  Standing 
Committee  shall  have  power  to  call  special  Conventions  for  the 
purpose  of  proceedings  relative  to  his  impeachment,  and  shall  do 
so  upon  a  similar  requisition  by  the  Clergy  or  Laity. 

Article  IX 

Section  1.  Any  ten]  or  more  adults  may  organize  themselves 
into  a  Parish,  and  be  received  into  union  with  the  Convention,  by 
taking  such  steps  as  may  be  provided  for  by  Canon.  And  the  Ec- 
clesiastical Authority  of  the  Diocese  may  organize  Missions  in  such 
manner  as  shall  be  provided  by  Canon,  in  any  part  of  the  Diocese 
not  included  within  the  limits  of  an  organized  Parish  in  union  with 
the  Convention. 

Sec.  2.  Provided,  that  it  shall  alway  be  competent  to  the  Ec- 
clesiastical Authority  of  the  Diocese,  with  the  consent  in  writfng 
of  the  Rector  of  any  Parish,  a  copy  of  which  consent  shall  be  filed 
with  the  Registrar  of  the  Diocese,  to  establish  within  the  limits  of 
said  Parish  independent  missionary  congregations,  whose  ministers 
shall  be  independent  of  the  Rector  and  responsible  only  to  the  Ec- 
clesiastical Authority  aforesaid:  Pi'ovided,  furthermore,  if  the  con- 
sent of  the  Rector  be  denied,  an  appeal  may  be  taken  to  the  Bishop, 
whose  decision,  if  by  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee, shall  be  final. 

Sec.  3.  In  all  Parochial  elections  none  shall  be  entitled  to  vote 
but  males  of  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  members  of  the  Parish, 
T\^ho  shall  have  subscribed  a  declaration  in  the  following  words, 
viz.: 

"We,  the  undersigned,  do  hereby  consent  to  be  governed  by  the 
Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Church,  as  set  forfli  in  General 
Convention,  and  by  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Church  In 
this  Diocese":  Provided,  that  this  section  shall  not  be  taken  to 
infringe  upon  the  existing  customs  of  any  already  organized  Parish. 
Provided,  further,  that  any  Parish  may  by  vote  of  a  majority  of 
the  voters,  as  at  present  qualified,  permit  all  members  of  tlie  Parish 
of  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  who  shall  have  subscribed  to  tbe 
above  declaration,  to  vote  in  parochial  elections. 

Seic.  4.  Any  Parish  ceasing  to  be  represented  in  the  Conven- 
tion for  two  successive  years,  or  any  Parish  resisting  the  authority 
of  the  Convention,  may  be  suspended  from  the  right  of  representa- 
tion, or  its  connection  with  the  Convention  be  dissolved,  by  a  vote 
of  a  majority  of  all  the  Clergy  present  and  entitled  to  vote,  and  a 
majority  of  delegates  from  at  least  twenty  Parishes.  But  such  sus- 
pension or  dissolution  shall  never  take  place  witKbiit  previous  in- 
quiry by  a  committee  appointed  for  the  purpose,  and  a  report  upon 
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the  facts  of  the  case;  nor  until  after  thirty  days'  notice  to  the 
Rector  or  Vestry,  or  in  case  there  be  none  then  to  some  member  of 
the  Parish  in  default. 

Sec.  5.  Any  Parish  which  receives  aid  from  the  Mission  funds 
of  the  Diocese  and  does  not,  for  two  consecutive  years,  pay  its 
proportion  of  the  salary  of  the  minister  serving  it,  shall  be  deprived 
of  the  right  to  vote  in  the  Convention  until  such  arrears  be  paid 
or  remitted  by  the  Convention. 

Sec.  6.  Any  Parish  or  Mission  which  shall  fail  for  three  con- 
secutive years  to  pay  its  assessments  for  the  Episcopal  and  Con- 
tingent Fund,  or  shall  have  failed  to  observe  the  conditions  of  Canon 
XXX,  Section  6,  on  the  Church  Pension  B\ind,  shall  be  deprived  of 
the  right  to  vote  in  the  Convention  until  such  arrears  be  paid  or 
remitted  by  the  Convention. 

Article  X 

Section  1.  Any  Presbyter  regularly  called  to  the  charge  of  a 
Parish  and  entering  thereupon,  shall,  during  the  time  of  such 
charge,  be  held  to  be  the  Rector  of  said  Parish. 

Sec.  2.  The  Rector  is  recognized  as  having,  by  virtue  of  his 
office,  the  exclusive  regulation,  under  his  canonical  superiors,  of 
all  the  spiritual  concerns  of  the  Parish;  as  being  entitled  at  all 
times  to  have  access  to  the  church  building,  and  to  open  the  same 
for  the  services  or  instruction  of  this  Church,  as  he  may  deem 
proper;  to  call  meetings  of  the  Vestry  or  congregation;  when 
present,  to  preside  in  the  same,  and,  in  case  of  a  tie,  to  give  tlie 
casting  vote. 

Article  XI 

The  Convention  shall  pass  Canons  for  the  trial  of  Clergymen. 

Article  XII 

Section  1.  When  a  Bishop  is  to  be  elected,  the  Convention  shall 
vote  by  ballot  and  by  orders;  and  a  concurrence  of  a  majority  of 
all  the  Clergy  entitled  to  vote  in  the  Convention,  and  of  the  dele- 
gates from  at  least  twenty  Parishes  in  union  with  the  Convention 
(the  said  delegates  voting  by  Parishes),  shall  be  necessary  to  an 
election. 

Article  XIII 

No  new  Canon  shall  be  passed,  nor  shall  any  existing  Canon  be 
amended,  upon  the  day  upon  which  said  new  Canon  or  amendment 
may  be  proposed,  except  by  a  two-thirds  majority  of  those  present 
and  entitled  to  vote.  Nor,  without  a  similar  consent,  shalT  the  ques- 
tion upon  such  Canon  or  amendment  be  finally  put  without  pre- 
vious reference  to  a  committee. 
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Article  XIV 

Section  1.  This  Constitution  shall  not  be  altered  or  amended 
without — 

First.  The  concurrence  of  a  majority  of  both  orders  present  at 
one  Annual  Convention  proposing  said  alteration. 

Second.  The  adoption  of  the  proposed  alteration  or  amendment, 
at  the  next  ensuing  Annual  Convention,  by  a  majority  of  all  the 
Clergy  present  and  entitled  to  vote,  and  a  majority  of  the  delegates 
from  at  least  twenty  Parishes  entitled  to  seats  in  said  Convention, 
the  said  delegates  voting  by  Parishes. 

Sec.  2.  Provided,  That  the  consideration  of  the  proposed  amend- 
ment may  always  be  postponed  to  the  next  Annual  Convention  by 
a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  both  orders  present. 

Article  XV 

All  Constitutional  enactments  shall  take  effect  from  and  after 
the  adjournment  of  the  Convention  at  which  they  shall  have  been 
ratified. 


CANONS 


Canon  I 

Change  of  Time  or  Place  of  M,eeting  of  Convention 

Whenever  the  prevalence  of  an  epidemic  or  contagious  disease 
or  other  sufficient  cause,  shall  render  it  necessary,  the  Ecclesiastical 
Authority  of  the  Diocese  may  change  the  place  and  time  of  meet- 
ing of  the  Diocesan  Convention. 

Canon  II  I! 

List  of  Members  of  Convention 

Section  1.  Clergy. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary,  be- 
fore the  opening  of  the  Annual  Convention,  to  apply  to  the  Ecclesias- 
tical Authority  for  a  correct  list  of  the  Clergy  entitled  to  seats. 
Such  list  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  of  said  title,  and  from  it 
the  Secretary  shall  prepare  the  roll  for  the  purpose  of  organization. 

Sec.  2.  Laity. — The  Secretaries  of  the  several  Parish  Vestries, 
and  the  clerks  of  organized  Missions,  electing  lay  delegates  to  the 
Convention,  shall  furnish  three  certificates  of  said  election,  whereof 
one  shall  be  handed  to  the  delegates  elect,  one  shall  be  forwarded 
to  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention,  and  one  to  the  minister  of  the 
Parish  where  the  Convention  is  to  be  held,  the  latter  two  to  ^e 
mailed  at  least  four  weeks  before  the  time  appointed  for  the  open- 
ing of  the  session.  From  these  certificates  the  Secretary  shall  pre- 
pare a  list  of  lay  delegates,  to  be  called  at  the  opening  of  the  Con- 
vention; nor  shall  he  insert  any  name  upon  the  roll  without  the 
evidence  of  one  of  said  certificates,  unless  specially  directed  to  (lo 
so  by  the  Convention.  Defective  or  doubtful  certificates  shall  be 
laid  aside,  to  be  acted  upon  after  the  Convention  shall  have 
organized. 

Canon  III 

Services 

At  the  opening  of  the  Convention,  divine  service  shall  be  cele- 
brated and  the  Holy  Communion  administered. 

Canon  IV 

Rules  of  Order 

The  Convention  shall  adopt  Rules  of  Order,  which  shall  continue 
in  force  till  altered. 
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Canon  V 

Chairman  of  the  Convention 

In  the  absence  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  and  of  any  other 
Bishop  qualified  by  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution  to  preside, 
the  President  of  the  Standing  Committee,  as  representing  the 
Ecclesiastical  Authority,  shall  act  as  Chairman  of  the  Convention, 
unless  the  Convention  itself  shall  otherwise  provide. 

Canon  VI 

Secretarp 

The  Secretary  shall  issue  the  prescribed  notices  of  the  annual 
meetings  of  the  Convention,  and  in  case  of  special  meetings  of  the 
same,  or  of  a  change  in  the  time  or  place  of  the  regular  meeting, 
shall,  under  the  direction  of  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority,  issue 
notices  thereof.  He  shall  prepare  the  canonical  lists  of  the  Clergy 
and  lay  delegates  entitled  to  seats  therein.  In  the  absence  of  both 
Bishop  and  President  of  the  Standing  Committee,  he  shall  call  the 
Convention  to  order  for  the  purpose  of  organization.  He  shall  keep 
a  record  of  its  proceedings,  under  its  direction,  in  a  suitable  book 
to  be  kept  for  the  purpose;  shall  prepare  and  issue  its  journals, 
and  shall  preserve  thirty  copies  of  the  Journal  for  the  use  of  the 
members  of  the  next  ensuing  Convention;  shall  preserve  and  have 
ready  for  reference  all  papers  belonging  to  the  same,  not  specially 
given  into  other  hands;  and  shall  also  be  the  Registrar  of  the  Dio- 
cese. The  treasurer  is  hereby  directed  to  pay  out  of  the  funds  of  the 
Diocese,  on  the  written  application  of  the  Secretary,  the  expenses 
necessarily  incurred  by  the  latter,  from  time  to  time,  in  discharging 
the  duties  prescribed  by  this  Canon. 


Canon  VII 

Treasurer 

Section  1.  The  Treasurer  shall  have  custody  of  all  funds  or 
moneys  belonging  to  the  Diocese;  shall,  under  the  direction  of  the 
Convention,  receive,  invest  and  disburse  the  same,  and  shall  keep 
and  return  an  account  thereof  to  each  annual  meeting;  and  shall 
also  report  annually  a  complete  list  of  all  securities  belonging  to 
the  Diocese.  He  shall  give  bond  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  his 
duties,  in  such  sum  as  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  may  from 
time  to  time  designate,  such  bond  to  be  approved  by  the  Committee 
on  Finance  and  to  be  deposited  with  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese. 
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Seo.  2.  He  shall  deposit  the  bonds  and  other  securities  in  his 
hands  in  a  place  of  safety  to  be  designated  by  the  Trustees  of  the 
Diocese. 

Canon  VIII 

Committees 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  annually  appointed  by  the  Bishop,  or 
in  his  absence  by  the  Presiding  Officer  of  the  Convention,  a  Com- 
mittee on  Canons,  a  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church,  and  a 
Committee  on  Theological  Education,  each  to  consist  of  three  Clergy- 
men and  two  Laymen;  also  a  Committee  on  Finance,  a  Committee 
on  Elections,  a  Committee  on  New  Parishes,  and  a  Committee  on 
Unfinished  Business,  each  to  consist  of  two  Clergymen  and  three 
Laymen;  also  a  Committee  on  the  Church  Pension  Fund  to  consist 
of  one  Clergyman  and  two  Laymen. 

Sec.  2.  Standing  Committee. — The  Standing  Committee  shall 
elect  a  President  and  Secretary  from  its  own  body.  It  shall  assemble 
upon  the  call  of  its  President  whenever  he  may  deem  it  necessary. 
He  shall  also  summon  it  whenever  required  to  do  so  by  the  Bishop, 
or  by  any  three  members  of  the  Committee.  In  the  event  of  a  vacancy 
in  the  Episcopate,  the  President  shall  call  a  meeting  within  thirty 
days  after  knowledge  of  the  fact.  The  Standing  Committee  shall 
hold  meetings  for  the  transaction  of  business  on  the  third  Tuesday 
preceding  the  stated  times  of  ordination,  and  at  each  Convention: 
Provided,  that  the  Committee  shall  not  be  required^  to  meet  except 
upon  notice  by  the  President.  It  shall  also  report  to  the  annual 
meetings  of  the  Convention  the  transactions  of  the  preceding  year. 
A  record  of  all  its  official  acts  shall  be  kept  by  its  Secretary,  which 
shall  always  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  the  Bishop  and  of  the 
Convention. 

Sec.  3.  Committee  on  Theological  Education. — The  Committee 
on  Theological  Education  shall  have  charge  of  the  Diocesan  Theo- 
logical Education  Fund,  with  power,  in  the  absence  of  express  pro- 
visions to  the  contrary,  to  invest  or  appropriate  the  same  as  may 
seem  to  them  best.  It  shall  be  empowered  to  draw  upon  the  Treasurer 
of  the  Diocese  for  all  such  funds  in  his  hands,  and  the  order  of  its 
Chairman  shall  be  his  warrant.  It  shall  receive,  consider  and  act 
upon  all  applications  for  aid  in  behalf  of  young  men  desirous  to 
enter  the  Ministry  of  the  Church.  It  is  hereby  directed  to  seek  out 
such  cases,  and,  if  need  be,  bring  them  to  the  notice  of  the  Church 
in  any  way  that  may  seem  best.  It  shall  report  annually  to  the 
Convention  its  transactions  of  the  preceding  year,  and  the  con- 
dition of  the  fund  under  its  control,  and  shall  make  such  recom- 
mendations for  the  future  as  may  seem  good.

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Sec.  4.  Committee  on  Canons. — The  Committee  on  Canons  shall 
receive,  consider  and  present  to  the  Convention  all  motions  or  reso- 
lutions pertaining  to  the  Constitution,  Canons,  and  Rules  of  Order, 
and  is  competent  to  originate  any  new  matter  touching  these  sub- 
jects, that  it  shall  see  proper.  The  Committee  on  Canons  may  report 
to  the  Convention  at  which  it  is  appointed,  or  on  the  afternoon  of 
the  first  day  of  the  next  succeeding  Convention. 

Sec.  5.  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church. — It  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church,  from  such  ma- 
terials as  may  be  placed  before  it,  to  report  to  the  Convention  at 
some  time  during  its  session,  the  condition  of  the  Diocese,  with 
such  particular  statements,  or  such  recommendations,  as  may  seem 
desirable. 

Sec.  6.  Committee  on  Finance. — The  Committee  on  Finance  shall, 
not  later  than  November  1  of  each  year  prepare  a  scale  of  assess- 
ments for  the  purpose  of  raising  funds  required  for  Diocesan  pur- 
poses for  the  ensuing  year,  and  shall  immediately  send  a  copy 
thereof  to  the  Minister  and  Wardens  of  every  congregation  in  the 
Diocese  for  their  information.  It  may  receive  applications  for  the 
alteration  of  the  said  scale,  and  shall  have  power  to  modify  the 
same  reporting  all  such  applications  and  its  action  thereon  to  the 
Convention.  It  shall  report  to  each  Convention  the  general  condition 
of  the  several  funds  of  the  Diocese,  with  such  deficits  in  the  assess- 
ments as  may  be  discoverable.  It  may  make  such  recommendations 
as  may  seem  to  it  desirable,  and  shall  act  upon  all  other  matters 
relative  to  Diocesan  property  committed  to  it  by  the  Convention. 
It  shall  also  from  time  to  time,  give  directions  to  the  Treasurer  in 
regard  to  the  investment  of  the  permanent  and  unappropriated 
funds  of  the  Diocese  in  his  hands. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Finance  to  maintain  gen- 
eral supervision  of  the  financial  affairs  of  the  Diocese;  to  secure 
simplicity  and  accuracy  in  the  collections  and  disbursements  of  all 
funds,  and  cooperation  between  all  officers,  trusts,  and  boards  of 
the  Convention;  for  which  purpose  it  shall  establish  its  own  rules, 
and  keep  a  record  of  its  meetings,  all  of  which  shall  be  submitted 
annually  to  the  Convention. 

All  accounts  having  to  do  with  receipts,  expenditures,  and  invest- 
ments of  all  Church  organizations,  shall  be  audited  at  the  close  of 
the  year  by  a  certified  public  accountant:  Provided,  however,  if  the 
amount  of  the  income  for  the  year  is  less  than  $3,000,  or,  if  a 
certified  public  accountant  is  not  available,  the  audit  may  be  made 
by  an  accountant  bookkeeper,  who  is  in  no  way  connected  with  the 
subject-matter  of  the  account. 

The  fiscal  year  begins  January  1st. 
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The  expense,  if  there  by  any,  of  auditing  the  account  of  the  Dio- 
cesan Treasurer  by  a  certified  public  accountant  shall  be  paid  by 
the  Treasurer  out  of  the  Episcopal  and  Contingent  Fund,  upon 
requisition  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Finance. 

Sec.  7.  Committee  on  New  Parishes. — All  applications  for  the 
admission  of  Parishes  or  Organized  Missions  into  union  with  the 
Convention  of  the  Diocese  shall  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
New  Parishes,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  ascertain  whether  they  con- 
form to  the  requirements  of  the  Canons;  and  on  its  report  that 
such  is  the  case,  the  Parish  or  Mission  so  applying  may  be  received 
by  vote  of  the  Convention,  and  its  delegates  admitted  to  seats. 

SeiC.  8.  Committee  on  Elections. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Committee  on  Elections  to  report  to  the  Convention  on  all  matters 
referred  to  it  in  regard  to  the  claims  of  delegates  to  seats  and  votes 
in  the  same. 

.  Canon  IX 

Deputies  to  the  General  Convention 

At  each  Annual  Convention  there  may,  and  at  each  Annual  Con- 
vention immediately  preceding  the  triennial  session  of  the  General 
Convention  there  shall,  be  elected  four  Clerical  and  four  Lay 
Deputies  to  the  said  General  Convention,  who  shall  be  communicants 
of  this  Church  and  residents  in  the  Diocese.  There  shall  also  be 
elected  four  alternate  Clerical  and  four  alternate  Lay  Deputies, 
subject  to  the  same  provisions  as  the  Deputies  above  mentioned,  who 
shall  succeed  to  vacancies  in  the  original  deputation  in  the  order 
of  their  election;  and  in  this  order  the  Secretary  shall  insert  their 
names  upon  the  Journal.  Deputies  elect  to  the  General  Convention, 
finding  themselves  unable  to  attend,  shall  four  weeks  at  least  before 
the  time  of  meeting,  give  notice  to  the  first  alternate  of  the  same 
order.  Should  said  alternate  be  unable  to  attend,  he  shall  give  im- 
mediate notice  to  the  next  upon  the  list  of  the  same  order  with  him- 
self. Should  either  of  said  alternates  receive  two  or  more  of  such 
notices,  he  shall,  according  to  the  circumstances,  transmit  sai3 
notices  to  one  or  more  of  the  alternates  who  follow  him,  and  in  the 
order  in  which  they  come. 

Canon  X 

Trustees  of  the  Diocese 

Section  1.  The  Bishop,  or,  when  there  is  no  Bishop,  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Standing  Committee,  shall,  ex  officio,  with  two  laymen 
to  be  elected  by  the  Convention,  constitute  a  Board  of  Trustees  for 
the  Church  in  this  Diocese,  and  shall  be  authorized  to  hold  the 
property  of  the  Diocese  not  otherwise  provided  for;  they  shall  also 
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have  the  power  to  convey  the  property  of  any  organized  Parish  for 
whose  use  they  hold  the  same,  upon  request  in  writing  of  the  Vestry, 
if  it  shall  seem  advisable  to  them  to  do  so.  In  the  case  of  Missions, 
they  may  convey  property  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Bishop 
and  the  Missionary  in  charge.  In  case  of  refusal  to  convey  upon 
request  made,  they  shall  report  the  facts  to  the  next  Convention. 

Sec.  2.  The  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  shall  keep  a  record  of  their 
action  with  regard  to  all  property,  both  real  and  personal,  vested 
in  them;  and  shall  make  a  full  report  thereof  annually  to  the  Con- 
vention, which  report  shall  be  published  with  the  Journal  of  the 
Convention, 

Canon  XI 

Salaries,  Compensations,  Etc. 

Section  1.  The  salary  of  the  Bishop,  the  Bishop  Coadjutor,  or 
the  Suffragan  Bishop,  shall  be  such  as  may  from  time  to  time  be 
ordered  and  provided  for  by  the  Conveiltion. 

Sec.  2.  A  Suffragan  Bishop  may  be  permitted  to  perform  Epis- 
copal duty  in  neighboring  Dioceses  upon  such  terms  as  may  be 
agreed  upon  by  the  Bishop  of  this  Diocese  and  the  other  BisHops 
in  whose  Diocese  the  Suffragan  Bishop  performs  such  duty. 

Sec.  3.  Officers  of  the  Convention,  etc. — The  Secretary,  the  Treas- 
urer, the  clerical  members  of  the  Diocesan  Convention,  and  the 
members  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese,  of  the  Committee 
on  Finance  and  of  the  Committee  on  Canons,  and  members  of  the 
Board  of  Examining  Chaplains  in  actual  attendance  upon  the  duly 
called  meetings  of  the  bodies  to  which  they  severally  belong,  shall 
be  entitled  to  have  their  necessary  expenses,  incurre'd  by  such~at- 
tendance,  paid  out  of  the  funds  of  the  Diocese;  and  the  Treasurer 
of  the  Diocese  is  hereby  directed  to  pay  the  same  upon  the  personal 
application  (by  letter  or  otherwise)  of  said  parties,  accompanied 
by  a  certificate  of  the  amount  actually  and  necessarily  expended 
in  each  instance.  But  no  Clergyman  who  comes  to  the  Conventfon 
after  the  first  day  of  its  session,  or  leaves  before  its  adjournment, 
shall  be  entitled  to  the  provisions  of  this  section,  without  special 
action  of  the  Convention. 

Canon  XII 

The  Diocesan  Assessment 

The  assessments  laid  upon  the  Parishes  and  Missions  for  the 
support  of  the  Episcopate  and  the  current  expenses  of  the  Diocese, 
shall  be  paid  in  quarterly  installments  on  or  before  the  first  days 
of  July,  October,  January  and  April,  in  each  year.  And  in  case  of 
the  failure  of  any  Parish  or  Mission  to  meet  promptly  the  payment 
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so  required,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  make  a  demand 
for  the  same. 

Canon  XIII 

Collections  and  Offerings 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  Clergyman  of  the  Diocese 
to  take  an  annual  offering  from  every  congregation  served  by  him, 
for  each  of  the  objects  named  below,  upon  the  day  named  in  con- 
nection therewith,  or  upon  some  other  Sunday  in  the  same  month, 
viz.: 

Diocesan  Theological  Education  Fund:  The  first  Sunday  in 
March. 

American  Church  Building  Fund:     The  first  Sunday  in  October. 

Thompsouj  Orphanage  and  Training  Institution:  Thanksgiving 
Day. 

Provided,  That  where  it  is  not  possible  to  take  up  a  special 
offering  for  each  of  the  above  objects,  or  where  the  Budget  System, 
or  some  similar  system,  is  followed,  an  annual  contribution  for 
each  of  the  above  objects  shall  be  considered  to  fulfill  the  conditions 
of  this  section. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  minister  of  each  congregation 
in  the  Diocese  to  obtain,  with  the  assistance  of  the  laity,  from  every 
member  of  the  same,  if  possible,  an  individual  subscription,  payable 
weekly  to  the  work  of  the  National  Council  and  to  such  missionary 
and  benevolent  objects  as  may  be  included  in  the  Diocesan  Program; 
and  Provided  further,  that  where  the  Budget  System,  or  some 
similar  system,  is  in  use,  it  shall  be  considered  that  the  provisions 
of  this  section  are  satisfied  by  remitting  a  contribution  from  such 
congregation  quarterly  to  each  of  the  above  objects. 

Seo.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  treasurer  of  such  funds  in 
each  Parish  or  Mission  to  remit  promptly  each  month  to  the  proper 
officer  entitled  to  receive  them,  all  amounts  collected  as  herein  pro- 
vided. And  funds  contributed  for  the  above  purposes  shall  not  be 
used,  even  temporarily,  for  any  purpose  other  than  that  for  which 
they  w^ere  contributed. 

Canon  XIV 

Permanent  Episcopal  Fund 

There  shall  be  established,  to  aid  in  the  support  of  the  Episcopate, 
a  fund  to  be  called  the  Permanent  Episcopal  Fund,  to  include  all 
sums  hitherto  contributed  specifically  to  that  object,  or  wEich  may 
hereafter  be  contributed,  whereof  the  principal  shall  remain  un- 
touched, and  only  the  interest  be  applied  to  the  support  of  the 
Episcopate. 
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Canon  XV 

Permanent  Missionary  Fund 

When  any  funds  shall  be  contributed  or  collected  for  a  Permanent 
Missionary  Fund,  the  amount  shall  be  invested  and  only  the  interest 
thereof  shall  be  applied  to  current  missionary  expenses. 

Canon  XVI 

Unappropriated  Funds 

All  permanent  and  unappropriated  funds  belonging  to  the  Diocese 
shall  be  invested  by  the  Treasurer  in  safe  securities,  under  the  di- 
rection of  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese. 

Canon  XVII 

Executive  Council 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  an  Executive  Council  of  the  Diocese, 
to  consist  of  the  Bishop,  the  Bishop  Coadjutor,  and  the  Bishop  Suf- 
fragan, if  there  be  such;  six  clergymen,  and  six  laymen,  to  be 
elected  by  the  Convention;  three  lay  women  to  be  elected  by  tEe 
Convention  upon  nomination  by  the  Woman's  Auxiliary;  and  one 
representative  of  the  Young  People's  Service  League  to  be  elected 
by  the  Convention  upon  npmination  by  the  Young  People's  Service 
League,  and  one  colored  representative  to  be  elected  by  the  Con- 
vention. 

Sec.  2.  The  Convention  shall  annually  elect  two  clergymen  and 
two  laymen  as  members  of  the  Executive  Council,  whose  term  of 
office  shall  be  three  years.  It  shall  also  annually  elect  from  among 
those  nominated  by  the  Woman's  Auxiliary,  one  woman  whose 
term  of  office  shall  be  three  years.  It  shall  also  annually  elect  Irom 
among  those  nominated  by  the  Young  People's  Service  League, 
one  member  who  shall  be  not  less  than  twenty-one  years  of  age, 
and  whose  term  of  office  shall  be  one  year.  It  shall  also  annually 
elect  one  colored  member  whose  term  of  office  shall  be  one  year. 
And  no  elective  member  of  the  Council  shall  be  eligible  for  re- 
election until  a  period  of  one  year  shall  have  elapsed. 

Sec.  3.  The  Executive  Council  shall  have  charge  of  the  develop- 
ment and  prosecution  of  the  work  of  Missions  and  Church  Exten- 
sion; Religious  Education;  and  Social  Service;  and  the  performance 
of  such  work  as  may  be  committed  to  it  by  the  Conveiition;  also 
of  the  initiation  and  development  of  new  work  of  such  character, 
between  the  sessions  of  Convention.  It  shall  fix  all  stipends  and 
salaries  except  those  fixed  by  the  Convention  and  the  Department 
of  Missions  and  Church  Extension. 
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Sec.  4.  The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  shall  be  ex  officio  chairman, 
and  the  Bishop  Coadjutor  ex  officio  vice  chairman,  of  the  Executive 
Council.  The  Executive  Council  shall  annually  elect  such  otEer  of- 
ficers and  agents  as  it  shall  deem  necessary,  and  shall  prescribe 
their  duties  and  fix  their  compensation.  It  shall  make  and  preserve 
a  full  record  of  its  acts,  and  shall  have  the  right  to  adopt  by-laws, 
rules  and  regulations  for  its  government,  and  the  government  of  its 
officials,  agents,  and  departments. 

Sec.  5.  The  Executive  Council  shall  organize  from  its  member- 
ship such  departments  as  in  its  judgment  may  be  necessary,  and 
shall  determine  the  scope  of  the  work  of  each  department,  and  pro- 
vide the  manner  and  the  means  by  which  the  same  shall  be  done. 
Each  department  shall  have  power,  subject  to  confirmation  by  the 
Executive  Council,  to  appoint  additional  members  of  its  department, 
who  shall  have  seats  and  votes  in  the  department,  but  not  in  the 
Council.  Each  department  shall  elect  a  secretary  who  shall  keep  a 
record  of  its  proceedings,  and  shall  report  in  writing  to  each  sTated 
meeting  of  the  Council,  the  work  done  under  its  direction.  The 
Bishop  and  the  Bishop  Coadjutor  shall  be  ex  officio  members  of  each 
department. 

Sec.  6.  The  Executive  Council  shall  prepare  and  present  to  the 
Annual  Convention  a  budget  for  the  ensuing  year  for  all  work 
committed  to  it,  and  for  such  work  as  it  may  Have  undertaken,  or 
proposes  to  undertake;  including  also,  the  quota  apportioned  lo 
the  Diocese  by  the  National  Council.  It  shall  apportion  this  budget 
among  the  parishes  and  missions  of  the  Diocese.  The  secretary  of 
the  Council  shall  immediately  send  a  copy  thereof  to  the  Rector  and 
Vestry  of  each  parish,  and  to  the  clergyman  in  charge  of,  and  to  the 
oflacials  of  each  mission  in  the  Diocese. 

Sec.  7.  The  Executive  Council  shall  have  power  to  expend  all 
moneys  provided  in  the  budget,  for  the  purposes  therein  specified"; 
and  also  any  surplus  received  in  any  year  over  and  above  Diocesan 
and  National  obligations.  Each  department  shall  present  to  the 
Executive  Council  for  its  consideration  and  action,  a  statement  in 
detail  of  all  items  it  desires  to  have  included  in  the  budget  for  the 
ensuing  year;  and  all  statements  so  presented  shall  be  considered 
by  the  Executive  Council,  and  appropriate  action  taken  thereon 
before  the  budget  for  the  ensuing  year  is  made  up. 

Sec.  8.  The  Executive  Council  shall  submit  to  eacE  annual  Con- 
vention a  full  report  of  all  work  done  and  all  moneys  expended 
under  its  supervision  during  the  preceding  year. 

Canon  XVIII 

Convocations 
[Repealed] 
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Canon  XIX 

Reports  of  Mission  Chnrclies 

Section  1.  The  ministers  and  officers  of  all  Missions,  and  of 
all  Parishes  supported  wholly  or  in  part  by  appropriations  of  Mis- 
sionary funds,  whether  Diocesan  or  General,  shall  make  quarterly 
reports  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Department  of  Missions  and  Church 
Extension  as  to  their  work,  and  the  contributions  of  such  Missions 
and  Parishes,  in  such  form  as  the  Bishop  may  prescribe. 

Sec.  2.  The  Treasurer  of  each  Mission  and  of  each  I'arish  whose 
Minister  receives  a  missionary  stipend,  shall  report  to  the  Chairman 
of  The  Department  of  Missions  and  Church  Extension  by  the  first 
day  of  January  in  each  year  the  amount  subscribed'  by  such  Mis- 
sion or  Parish  for  the  salary  of  the  Minister  thereof  and  for  Dio- 
cesan Missions  for  the  current  year;  and  when  the  amounts  so 
subscribed  by  any  congregation  shall  appear  inadequate,  or  when 
no  report  has  been  made,  the  Chairman  of  The  Department  of  Mis- 
sions and  Church  Extension  may,  either  in  person  or  by  deputy, 
make  a  canvass  of  such  congregation  for  subscriptions  for  these 
two  objects. 

Canon  XX 

Clergy  Liadle  to  Missionary  Duty 

All  Clergymen  receiving  aid  from  the  missionary  funds  of  the 
Diocese  shall  be  liable  to  perform  regular  missionary  duty,  the 
sphere  of  which  shall  be  fixed  by  the  Bishop,  and  the  amount  of 
aid  by  the  Bishop  and  The  Department  of  Missions  and  Church 
Extension. 

Canon  XXI 

Organization  of  Parishes 

Section  1.  In  order  to  form  the  organization  of  a  new  Parish  and 
its  union  with  the  Convention,  it  shall  be  necessary  for  any  number 
of  persons,  including  at  least  ten  communicants,  who  intend  to  be 
supporters  of  the  Parish — 

First.  To  obtain  the  written  consent  of  the  Ecclesiastical 
Authority. 

Second.  If  within  the  limits  of  some  already  existing  Parish 
or  Parishes,  to  obtain  and  present  to  the  Convention  the  written 
consent  of  the  Rector  or  Rectors  of  the  Parish  or  Parishes. 

Third.     To  assume  a  name  and  elect  a  Vestry, 

Fourth.  To  subscribe  and  present  to  the  Convention  a  certifi- 
cate in  the  following  words,  viz.:  "We,  the  undersigned,  being 
adults,  desirous  to  form  ourselves  into  a  Parish  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina,  do  certify  that 
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we  consent  to  be  governed  by  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the 
Church,  as  set  forth  in  the  General  Convention,  and  by  the  Consti- 
tution and  Canons  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese;  that  we  have  as- 
sumed the  name  of ,  and  have  elected 

the  following  persons  Vestrymen : ; 

that  we  have  the  ability  and  that  it  is  our  purpose  to  employ  and 
support  a  regular  minister.  It  is  also  our  purpose  to  provide  and 
maintain  a  suitable  house  of  worship  and  to  bear  our  proportion  of 
the  expenses  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese.  In  witness  whereof,  we 

have  hereunto  subscribed  our  names,  this  day  of , 

in  the  year  of  our  Lord "  For  the  purpose  of  recording 

said  subscriptions,  as  also  for  the  purpose  of  receiving  the  sub- 
scriptions of  subsequent  voters,  provided  for  by  Article  IX,  Sec.  3, 
of  the  Constitution,  a  book  shall  be  kept  by  the  Vestry  of  each 
parish,  and  shall  be  present  at  the  elections.  Two  or  more  contiguous 
congregations  may  combine  to  form  a  self-supporting  Parish  under 
the  foregoing  provisions. 

Sec.  2.  Any  Parish  which  may  wish  to  locate  or  to  establish  a 
Chapel  in  the  vicinity  of  another  church  or  chapel  or  another 
Parish,  or  any  Parish  which  shall  deem  its  rights  encroached  upon, 
or  its  prosperity  or  usefulness  endangered  by  the  proposed  locatfon 
in  its  vicinity  of  a  church  or  chapel  or  another  Parish,  may  ask 
for  a  determination  of  the  matter  under  the  good  offices  of  the 
Bishop.  In  such  case  the  Bishop  shall  call  for,  and  appoint  the  time 
and  place  of  a  conference  of  the  Rectors  and  Vestries  of  tile  parishes 
in  interest.  But,  if  such  conference  with  the  advice  of  the  Bishop 
shall  not  result  in  an  amicable  adjustment  of  the  differences  be- 
tween the  parties  thereto,  the  Bishop,  or  either  of  the  parties  in 
interest,  may  lay  the  matter  at  issue  before  The  Standing  Com- 
mittee of  the  Diocese.  After  careful  investigation  and  consideration, 
the  Standing  Committee  shall  render  its  decision,  which  shall  be 
final. 

Canon  XXII 
Vestry  and  Wardens 

Section  1.  Yestry. — Upon  the  first  Monday  in  Advent,  unless 
some  other  day  has  been  specified  by  the  Vestry,  each  Parish  shall 
annually  elect  by  ballot,  by  the  qualified  voters  from  among  the 
baptized  male  members  of  the  Parish  of  the  age  of  twenty-one  years, 
in  good  moral  standing,  a  Vestry  of  not  less  than  three,  nor  more 
than  twelve  persons.  But  in  the  event,  at  any  time,  of  an  omission 
to  elect,  or  of  a  refusal  of  the  Vestry-elect  to  serve,  the  Vestry  last 
chosen  shall  hold  over  until  another  election  shall  be  h'eld. 

But  note,  that  any  Parish  having  tw^enty  or  more  male  members 
of  the  age  of  twenty-one  years  may  adopt  the  rotating  Vestry  sys- 
tem, and  in  such  case  shall  elect  one-third  of  the  Vestry  to  serve 
for  one  year,   one-third   to   serve  for   two  years,   and   one-third  to 
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serve  for  three  years,  and  thereafter  shall  annually  elect,  from 
among  its  qualified  members  who  have  not  served  on  the  Vestry 
during  the  past  year,  one-third  of  the  Vestry,  whose  term  of  office 
shall  be  three  years. 

Sec.  2.  Wardens. — Each  Vestry  shall  annually  elect  a  Senior, 
and  a  Junior  "Warden,  being  Communicants,  from  among  their  own 
number,  the  former  upon  nomination  by  the  Rector.  If  there  be  no 
Rector,  the  election  shall  proceed  without  such  nomination.  In  case 
of  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  Warden,  a  successor  shall  be  elected 
in  the  same  manner. 

Sec.  3.  Duties  of  Wardens. — In  the  absence  of  the  Rector,  the 
"Wardens  shall  preside  in  all  meetings  of  the  Vestry  or  congregation, 
in  the  order  of  their  official  seniority.  As  representatives  of  the 
Vestry,  they  shall  (subject  to  its  directions  and  in  consistency  with 
the  rights  of  the  Rector),  have  charge  of  the  church  building,  and 
shall  see  that  it  be  kept  from  all  secular  uses,  and  from  all  uses 
inconsistent  with  the  doctrines  or  discipline  of  fhe  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church,  and,  so  far  as  possible,  in  good  repair^  as  be- 
cometh  the  house  of  God.  They  shall  see  that  it  be  prepared  for 
public  worship,  and  that  order  be  preserved  during  the  same;  that 
suitable  books  be  provided  for  the  service,  vestments  for  the  Clergy, 
and  when  necessary,  the  elements  for  the  Holy  Communion. 

Sec.  4.  Treasurer. — In  the  absence  of  any  other  appointment, 
the  Junior  "Warden  shall  act  as  Treasurer  of  the  Parish. 

Sec.  5.  Vestry  Meetings  in  Certain  Cases. — Should  the  Rector 
refuse  to  call  a  meeting  of  the  Vestry,  when,  in  the  opinion  of  the 
Wardens  or  a  majority  of  the  Vestry,  such  a  meeting  would  Be  of 
importance,  it  shall  be  competent  to  the  Wardens,  or  any  three  of 
the  Vestry,  to  call  one:  Provided,  that  the  Rector  shall  have  notice 
of  the  same. 

Canon  XXIII 

Of  the  Filling  of  Vacant  Cures 

Section  1.  When  a  Parish  or  congregation  becomes  vacant  the 
Church  wardens  or  other  proper  officers  shall  notify  the  fact  to  tfie 
Bishop.  If  the  authorities  of  the  Parish  shall  for  thirty  days  have 
failed  to  make  provision  for  the  services,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Bishop  to  take  such  measures  as  he  may  deem  expedient  for  the 
temporary  maintenance  of  Divine  services  therein. 

Sec.  2.  No  election  of  a  Rector  shall  be  had  until  the  name  of 
the  clergyman  whom  it  is  proposed  to  elect  has  been  made  known 
to  the  Bishop  if  there  be  one,  and  sufficient  time,  not  exceeding 
thirty  days,  has  been  given  to  him  to  communicate  with  the  Vestry 
thereon. 
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Sec.  3.  Written  notice  of  the  election  signed  by  the  Church  war- 
dens shall  be  sent  to  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the  Diocese. 
If  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  be  satisfied  that  the  person  so  chosen 
is  a  duly  qualified  minister,  and  that  he  has  accepted  the  office, 
notice  shall  be  sent  to  the  secretary  of  the  Convention,  who  shall 
so  record  it.  And  such  record  shall  be  sufficient  evidence  of  the 
relation  between  the  Minister  and  the  Parish. 

Sec.  4.  In  case  of  the  election  of  an  Assistant  Minister,  a  certifi- 
cate from  the  Rector  and  Wardens  shall  be  sent  to  the  Bishop.  The 
Rector  shall  not  have  power  to  appoint  a  permanent  assistant  with- 
out the  consent  of  the  Vestry, 

Canon  XXIV 

Legal  Powers  of  the  Vestry 

Section  1.  The  Vestry  shall  be  the  Trustees  of  the  Parish;  shall 
have  charge  of  all  the  secular  concerns  thereof;  shall  liold  the 
property  belonging  thereto,  and  shall  be  authorized  to  collect,  in- 
vest or  disburse  its  funds. 

Sec.  2.  Before  any  Vestry,  or  other  Trustees  of  a  Congregation 
or  Parish,  shall  be  authorized  to  sell,  mortgage  or  otherwise  con- 
vey or  encumber  any  property  held  by  it  in  trust  for  any  Parish 
or  Congregation,  it  shall  obtain  the  written  consent  of  the  Eccle- 
siastical Authority  of  the  Diocese. 

Canon  XXV 

Dissolution  of  Parishes 

Section  1.  If  The  Bishop  and  Standing  Committee  shall,  after 
careful  investigation,  deem  it  advisable  that  a  Parish  should  be  re- 
duced to  the  status  of  a  mission,  or  its  connection  with  The  Con- 
vention be  dissolved,  they  may  bring  the  matter  to  the  attention 
of  the  Convention,  with  a  statement  of  their  recommendations,  and 
the  reasons  therefor.  And  if  two-thirds  of  those  present  and  en- 
titled to  vote  in  the  Convention  shall  vote  in  favor  thereof,  the 
Parish  shall  ipso  facto  be  reduced  to  the  status  of  a  mission,  or  its 
connection  with  the  Convention  be  dissolved,  as  the  case  may  be. 
But  note,  that  before  such  vote  may  be  taken  by  the  Convention, 
thirty  days'  written  notice  of  the  proposed  action  shall  be  given  to 
the  Parish  in  interest,  through  its  officers,  and  full  opportunity  to 
be  heard  by  the  Convention  shall  be  afforded  it. 

Sec.  2.  In  case  of  the  reduction  or  the  dissolution  of  a  Parish, 
the  property  belonging  to  the  same  shall  vest  in  the  Trustees  of 
the  Diocese,  in  trust  for  the  interest  of  the  Church  in  the  said  late 
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Parish,  and  shall,  upon  the  bona  fide  reorganization  of  said  Parish, 
be  reconveyed  to  the  same. 

Canon  XXVI 

Registration,  Reports,  Etc. 

Section  1.  Private  and  Parish  Registers. — It  is  hereby  ordered 
that  each  Clergyman  of  this  Church  shall  keep  a  register  of  all  the 
baptisms,  marriages,  confirmations  and  burials  solemnized  by  him,  as 
well  as  of  all  the  baptisms,  marriages,  confirmations  and  burials 
within  his  Parish  or  Cure,  specifying  the  names  of  the  persons  in 
each  instance;  the  parentage  and  date  of  birth  of  those  baptized, 
with  the  names  of  their  sponsors  or  witnesses,  and  the  time  when 
each  rite  is  performed,  which  register  shall  be  transcribed  at  least 
once  in  each  month  into  a  book  to  be  kept  for  the  purpose  by  the 
Vestry  of  the  Parish.  This  book  shall  be  presented  to  the  Bishop 
for  his  inspection  at  every  annual  visitation. 

Sec.  2.  Lists  of  Communicants,  etc. — It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of 
each  Clergyman  to  keep  a  list  of  the  communicants  within  his  Cure, 
and,  so  far  as  practicable,  of  all  the  families  and  adult  persons 
within  the  same,  to  remain  for  the  use  of  his  successor. 

Sec.  3.  Letters  of  Transfer. — "Every  clergyman  shall  instruct 
his  people  at  least  once  a  year  in  regard  to  the  law  of  this  Church 
concerning  letters  of  transfer.  When  communicants  remove  from  his 
Parish  to  that  of  another,  he  shall  promptly  inform  the  Rector 
thereof,  and  shall  use  all  diligence  that  they  may  become  promptly 
affiliated  with  the  Parish  to  which  they  have  removed." 

Sec.  4.  Parochial  Reports. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  Clergy- 
man, at  the  beginning  of  January  each  year  to  prepare,  upon  the 
blank  form  adopted  by  the  General  Convention,  a  report  Ifor  the 
year  ending  December  31st  preceding,  and  deliver  the  same  to  the 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  on  or  before  the  1st  day  of  February.  The 
report  shall  include  the  following  information:  the  number  of 
baptisms,  confirmations,  marriages  and  burials  among  the  people  of 
his  charge  since  the  close  of  his  last  report;  also  such  official  acts 
as  he  may  have  performed  within  or  without  his  Cure;  specifying 
in  the  latter  case  the  place  where  performed.  He  shall  also  report, 
so  far  as  practicable,  the  number  of  baptized  persons  and  the  num- 
ber of  communicants  within  his  Cure,  with  the  number  of  children 
receiving  religious  instruction  in  Sunday  schools"  or  Parochial 
schools;  also  the  amount  of  contributions  for  Church  purposes,  as 
well  as  such  other  matters  as  may  throw  light  on  th~e  state  of  the 
Parish.  For  the  purpose  of  all  financial  and  other  reports,  the  Con- 
vention year  shall  begin  on  January  1st  and  end  on  Decembef^lst. 
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Sec.  5.  Printing  of  Reports. — The  Parochial  Reports,  or  such 
parts  of  the  same  as  the  Bishop  may  deem  fit,  shall  be  printed  in 
the  Journal  of  the  Convention, 

Sec.  6.  If  there  'be  no  Rector. — In  the  case  of  a  Parish  without 
a  Rector,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Vestry  to  make  the  Parochial 
Report  required  by  this  Canon. 

Sec.  7.  Communicants  to  he  Reported. — Every  confirmed  person, 
resident  of  the  Parish,  who  has  been  admitted  to  the  Holy  Com- 
munion, and  has  not  withdrawn  nor  been  suspended,  shall  be 
reckoned  a  communicant  for  the  purposes  of  this  Canon. 

But  the  Minister  in  charge  of  every  congregation  shall  also  report 
separately,  for  statistical  purposes,  as  Actual  Communicants  the 
number  of  Communicants  who,  he  has  reason  to  believe,  have  not 
failed  to  receive  the  Holy  Communion  at  least  once  in  the  last  three 
years. 

Canon  XXVII 

Memorials 

No  memorial  shall  hereafter  be  placed  in  any  church  without  the 
consent  both  of  the  Rector  or  Minister  in  charge  and  of  the  Vestry. 
No  memorial  heretofore  placed  in  any  church,  and  none  hereafter 
placed  in  accordance  with  this  Canon,  shall  be  altered  or  removed 
without  the  consent  both  of  the  Rector  or  Minister  in  charge,  and 
of  the  Vestry:  Provided,  that  when  there  is  no  Rector  or  Minister 
in  charge,  the  consent  of  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  ol  the  Dio- 
cese, with  that  of  the  Vestry,  shall  suffice,  and  if  there  be  no  Vestry, 
the  consent  of  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority,  with  that  of  the  Min- 
ister in  charge,  must  be  obtained. 

Canon  XXVIII 

Missions 

Section  1.  Any  Mission  outside  the  limits  of  an  already  exist- 
ing Parish  may  be  organized  by  the  Bishop,  at  his  discretion,  on  the 
application  of  residents  in  the  neighborhood;  and  a  Mission  may 
be  organized  within  the  limits  of  an  existing  Parish  by  the  Rector 
of  the  said  Parish,  with  the  consent  of  the  Bishop. 

Sec.  2.  The  officers  of  an  Organized  Mission  shall  be  a  Warden, 
Treasurer  and  Clerk,  two  of  the  offices  being  held,  if  necessary, 
by  one  person. 

Sec.  3.  The  Bishop  shall  appoint  the  above  named  officers  at  the 
organization  of  a  Diocesan  Mission  and  annually  thereafter;  and 
the  Rector  shall  likewise  appoint  them  in  the  case  of  a  Parochial 
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Mission:  Provided,  that  whenever  the  number  of  communicants  in 
the  said  Mission  shall  be  not  less  than  twenty,  the  said  commli- 
nicants  may  elect  annually  from  their  own  number  the  officers  of  tTie 
Mission;  and  in  case  they  fail  to  do  so,  the  Bishop  or  Rector  may 
either  appoint  new  officers,  or  allow  the  officers  last  chosen  to  con- 
tinue until  the  time  for  the  next  annual  election  of  officers. 

Canon  XXIX 
Trial  of  Clergymen 

Section  1.  The  Presentment. — Any  Clergyman  shall  be  liable  to 
presentment  and  trial  for  false  doctrine,  immorality,  disorderly  con- 
duct, violation  of  the  rubrics,  of  the  Constitution  or  Canons  of  the 
Church  in  the  United  States,  or  of  the  Constitution  or  Canons  ol  the 
Church  in  this  Diocese. 

Such  presentment  shall  be  made  by  the  Vestry  of  the  Parish  in 
which  said  Clergyman  has  charge,  or  in  which  he  resides,  or  by 
at  least  three  male  communicants  of  the  Diocese,  of  full  age,  or 
by  two  or  more  Presbyters,  who  shall  have  been  canonically  resident 
therein  for  one  year. 

But  no  presentment  shall  be  made  in  any  case  of  any  offense 
alleged  to  have  been  committed  more  than  three  years  before  the 
date  of  the  presentment:  Provided,  that  if  the  accused  be  convicted 
of  the  alleged  offense  in  a  civil  court,  presentment  may  still  be 
made  within  one  year  after  said  conviction. 

Said  presentment  shall  be  made  to  the  Bishop,  in  writing,  with 
the  names  of  the  presenters  subscribed,  and  shall  distinctly  declare, 
with  all  reasonable  specification  of  time  and  circumstances,  the 
nature  of  the  offense  or  offenses  with  which  the  said  Clergyman 
may  be  charged. 

Sec.  2,  Public  Rumor. — But  although  no  such  presentment  be 
made,  if  puhlic  rumor  charge  any  Clergyman  with  the  commission 
of  any  offenses  above  enumerated,  the  Bishop  shall  appoint  two  or 
more  Presbyters  to  investigate  the  truth  of  such  rumor;  and  if 
such  investigation  prove  adverse  to  the  Clergyman  so  charged,  the 
said  Presbyters  shall  make  the  presentment  as  above,  accoroing  to 
the  form  and  regulations  there  provided. 

The  presenters  shall,  in  all  cases,  assume  the  responsibility  of 
conducting  the  prosecution. 

Sec.  3.  Service  of  Presentment — Constitution  of  Court. — Should 
the  Bishop  be  of  opinion,  from  the  nature  of  the  charge  or  charges 
made,  that  the  presentment  contains  sufficient  grounds  for  proceed- 
ing to  trial,  he  shall  cause  a  copy  thereof  to  be  forthwith  sent  to 
the  accused.  He  shall  then  give  notice  to  the  Standing  Committee, 
who  thereupon  shall  select   seven  Presbyters,  actually  and   canon- 
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ically  resident  in  the  Diocese,  from  whom  the  President  of  the 
Standing  Committee  shall,  in  writing,  call  upon  the  accused  to 
elect  three.  But  in  case  the  accused  refuse  or  neglect  to  make  such 
election  within  ten  days  after  due  notice  as  aforesaid,  the  Standing 
Committee  shall  make  the  said  election. 

The  three  Presbyters  so  elected  shall  constitute  a  court  for  the 
trial  of  the  accused  and  shall  have  all  powers  necessary  for  the  due 
conducting  of  the  said  trial. 

Sec.  4.  Lay  Assesso7\ — The  Bishop  shall  appoint  a  member  of 
the  legal  profession,  who  shall  also  be  a  communicant  of  the 
Church,  as  Assessor  to  the  Court,  to  advise  the  Court,  if  requested, 
upon  all  questions  of  laic  which  may  arise  during  the  trial. 

Sec.  5.  Time  and  Place  of  Trial  and  Xotice  Thereof. — The 
Bishop  shall  appoint  a  time  and  place  of  trial,  and  shall  give  at 
least  thirty  days'  notice  of  the  same  to  the  members  of  the  Court, 
the  Assessor,  the  Presenters,  and  the  Accused;  at  which  time  and 
place  the  Witnesses  also  shall  be  notified  to  attend. 

Sec.  6.  Assembling  of  Court  and  Record  of  Proceedings. — The 
Court  shall  assemble  at  the  time  and  place  appointed,  and  sEall 
proceed  to  examine  fully  the  charges;  and  shall  keep  an  accurate 
record  of  all  their  proceedings  and  of  the  evidence. 

Sec.  7.  'Nature  of  Evidence  and  How  Given. — No  charge  shall  be 
considered  as  established,  unless  proven  by  two  witnesses,  or  by 
one  witness  and  c  or  y  oh  orating  circumstances. 

Testimony  may  be  given  orally  before  the  Court,  or  in  writing. 
upon  interrogatories  and  cross-interrogatories,  to  be  previously  filed 
with  the  Secretary  or  Registrar  of  the  Court.  Any  one  or  more  of 
the  witnesses  may  be  examined  on  oath  or  affirmation,  on  the  re- 
quisition of  either  party. 

Sec.  8.  Decision  of  the  Coiirt  and  the  Sentence. — A.  unanimous 
vote  of  the  Court  on  one  or  more  of  the  charges,  shall  be  necessary 
to  the  conviction  of  the  accused;  and  if  their  decision  b^  adverse 
to  the  accused  they  shall  proceed  to  determine  the  kind  and  degree 
of  punishment  commensurate,  in  their  opinion,  with  the  offense  or 
offenses  committed.  They  shall  transmit  the  records  of  their  pro- 
ceedings under  their  hands  to  the  Bishop,  who  shall  have  power 
to  affirm,  modify,  or  set  aside  said  judgment,  and  whose  decision 
shall  be  final,  except  that  he  shall  have  no  power  to  increase  the 
punishment  recommended  by  the  Court. 

Sec.  9.  Suspension,  or  any  heavier  sentence,  shall  ipso  facto, 
sever  the  connection  of  the  Clergyman  with  his  Parish. 


224  Canons 

Sec.  10.  The  Record  to  &e  Filed. — The  record  provided  for  in  the 
sixth  section  of  this  Canon,  together  with  the  Bishop's  sentence 
endorsed,  shall  be  preserved  among  the  papers  of  the  Diocese. 

Sec.  11.  Notices. — For  the  purpose  of  any  notice  provided  for  by 
this  Canon,  it  shall  be  sufficient  to  serve  it  either  personally  or  by 
leaving  a  copy  thereof  at  the  last  place  of  residence  of  the  accused. 

Sec.  12.  Confession  of  ari  Offense. — When  a  Clergyman  shall 
make  confession  to  the  Bishop  of  the  commission  of  any  of  the  of- 
fenses enumerated  in  the  first  section  of  this  Canon,  the  Bishop 
shall  proceed  to  inflict  such  ecclesiastical  censure,  or  punishment, 
upon  the  Clergyman  so  confessing,  as  he  (the  Bishop)  sTi^l  think 
right. 

Sec.  13.  Renunciation  of  False  Doctrine. — In  the  case  of  any  ac- 
cusation of  false  doctrine,  a  renunciation  of  the  same,  to  the  satis- 
faction of  the  Bishop,  shall  stay  all  further  proceedings. 

Canon  XXX 

Of  the  Church  Pension  Fund 

Section  1.  In  conformity  with  the  resolutions  adopted  by  the 
General  Convention  of  1913,  setting  forth  the  principles  upon  which 
a  pension  system  for  the  clergy  of  the  Church  and  their  dependents 
should  be  constructed,  pursuant  to  which  the  corporation,  the  Church 
Pension  Fund,  has  been  created  to  carry  these  principles  into  effect, 
the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  hereby  enters  into  the  system  of  the 
Church  Pension  Fund. 

Sec.  2.  The  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the  Diocese  shall  ap- 
point, annually,  a  committee  to  be  entitled  the  Committee  on  the 
Church  Pension  Fund,  and  to  consist  of  one  Clergyman  an^  two 
Laymen.  The  duties  of  this  Committee  shall  be  as  follows: 

1.  To  furnish  annually  to  the  Church  Pension  Fund  the  Canon- 
ical roll  of  the  clergy  of  this  Diocese,  and  of  the  Clergy  canonically 
belonging  to  other  Dioceses  or  Missionary  Districts  who  may  be 
licensed  to  officiate  in  this  Diocese,  with  a  statement  of  the  stipends 
received  by  each  of  said  Clergymen  from  any  Parish,  Mission,  or 
other  ecclesiastical  organization  in  this  Diocese. 

2.  To  receive  from  the  Church  Pension  Fund  annually  a  state- 
ment of  the  premiums  necessary  to  be  paid  by  each  Parish,  Mission, 
or  other  ecclesiastical  organization  in  the  Diocese,  in  order  tliat 
the  Clergymen  in  receipt  of  stipends  from  such  Parishes,  Missions, 
and  other  ecclesiastical  organizations  may  be  entitled  respectively 
to  pensions. 
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3.  To  inform  the  duly  constituted  authorities  of  each  Parish, 
Mission,  and  other  ecclesiastical  organization  in  the  Diocese  of  the 
premiums  payable  by  it,  and  of  the  time  and  manner  of  payment 
thereof. 

4.  To  elect  a  Treasurer  who  may  or  may  not  be  a  member  of 
said  Committee,  who  shall  be  required  to  give  a  bond  satisfactory 
to  the  Committee,  and  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  receive,  quarterly, 
from  all  of  the  Parishes,  Missions,  and  other  ecclesiastical  organiza- 
tions in  this  Diocese  the  aforesaid  premiums,  and  to  transmit  the 
same  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Church  Pension  Fund. 

5.  To  inform  the  Church  Pension  Fund  from  time  to  time  of  the 
clergy  and  the  widows  and  minor  orphans  of  clergy,  canonically 
connected  with  this  Diocese,  who  may  be  entitled  to  receive  pen- 
sions from  the  Church  Pension  Fund. 

6.  In  general,  to  inform  the  Clergy  and  laity  of  the  Diocese  of 
the  pension  system  created  by  the  General  Convention,  and  com- 
mitted by  it  to  the  operation  of  the  Church  Pension  Fund,  whereby 
the  clergy  of  the  Church  are  assured  of  pensions,  as  of  right,  to 
themselves  in  the  event  of  old  age,  or  disability,  and  to  their  widows 
and  minor  orphans  in  the  event  of  death,  and  to  do  all  things  that 
may  be  necessary  or  advisable  in  the  premises,  to  the  end  that  the 
moneys  necessary  to  be  paid  by  the  Parishes,  Missions,  and  other 
ecclesiastical  organizations  may  be  fully  and  systematically  paid. 

Sec.  3.  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Diocesan  Church  Pension 
Fund  Committee  to  make  all  necessary  arrangements  with  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  or  the  Committee  on  Finance  to  provide  for 
the  annual  payment  to  the  Committee  on  the  Church  Pension  Fund 
of  the  premiums  payable  on  behalf  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  and 
also  of  the  Bishop  Coadjutor  and  the  Bishop  Suffragan,  if  there  be 
such,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  Treasurer  to  pay  said  annual 
premiums  to  the  Committee  on  the  Church  Pension  Fund. 

2.  It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  the  Diocesan  Committee  on  the 
Church  Pension  Fund  to  make  all  necessary  arrangements  with 
the  Department  of  Missions  and  Church  Extension  to  provide  for 
the  annual  payment  to  the  Committee  on  the  Church  Pension  Fund 
of  the  premiums  payable  on  behalf  of  all  clergymen  receiving  sti- 
pends from  the  said  Department. 

3.  It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Finance,  to 
authorize  the  Treasurer  of  the  Convention  to  pay  quarterly,  to  the 
said  Committee  on  the  Church  Pension  Fund  the  premiums  payable 
on  behalf  of  all  other  clergymen  whose  stipends  are  paid  entirely  or 
in  part  by  the  Diocese,  and  to  make  all  necessary  arrangements  to 
provide  for  the  cost  of  such  premiums.

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Sec.  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Department  of  Missions  and 
Church  Extension  to  pay,  quarterly,  to  the  said  Committee  on  the 
Church  Pension  Fund  the  premiums  payable  on  behalf  of  all  clergy- 
men receiving  stipends  from  said  Department. 

Sec.  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  clergyman  receiving  a 
stipend  or  stipends,  and  the  duty  of  every  Parish,  Mission,  or  other 
ecclesiastical  organization  in  the  Diocese  paying  a  stipend  or  sti- 
pends, to  furnish  a  statement  of  such  stipend  or  stipends  to  the 
Committee  on  the  Church  Pension  Fund  whenever  said  Committee 
shall,  in  writing,  ask  for  such  statement. 

Sec.  6.  Any  Parish  or  Mission  neglecting  for  two  successive 
years  to  pay  the  full  amount  of  its  annual  premium  shall  be  de- 
prived of  its  right  to  participate  and  vote  in  the  proceedings  of  the 
Convention  of  the  Diocese,  according  to  the  Canons  in  that  case 
made  and  provided,  and  shall  continue  so  deprived  until  the  said 
Parish  or  Mission  has  paid  in  full  the  said  annual  premiums  for 
two  successive  years,  when  it  shall  be  restored  to  all  of  its  canon- 
ical rights  in  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese. 

Sec.  7.  This  Canon  shall  go  into  effect  when  the  Secretary  of 
the  Convention  shall  receive  notification  from  the  Church  Pension 
Fund  that  such  sufficient  number  of  other  Dioceses,  Missionary 
Districts,  and  General  Boards  or  other  General  Institutions  of  tTie 
Church  have,  by  legislation,  provided  for  entering  into  the  pension 
system  of  the  Church  Pension  Fund,  as,  in  the  opinion  of  tEe  said 
Church  Pension  Fund,  will  enable  the  system  to  go  into  operation: 
Provided,  that  the  Clergy  canonically  connected  with  said  Dioceses 
or  Missionary  Districts,  or  whose  stipends  are  wholly  paid  by  the 
said  Boards  or  General  Institutions  of  the  Church,  shall  number  not 
less  than  two  thousand  individuals. 

Canon  XXXI 

In  accordance  with  the  Canon  of  General  Convention,  Examining 
Chaplains  shall  be  appointed  and  confirmed  at  each  annual  Con- 
vention. Their  term  of  office  shall  be  one  year,  and  until  their  suc- 
cessors shall  have  been  appointed.

II.     Unless  otherwise  ordered,  the  Presiding  Officer  shall  appoint 
all  Committees. 
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III.  After  the  President  has  taken  the  chair  no  member  shall 
continue  standing,  except  to  address  the  Chair. 

IV.  Speakers  shall  address  the  Chair,  and  shall  confine  them- 
selves to  the  point  in  debate. 

V.  No  motion  shall  be  considered  unless  seconded,  and,  if  re- 
quired, reduced  to  writing. 

VI.  When  the  President  is  putting  any  question,  the  members 
shall  continue  in  their  seats,  and  shall  not  hold  any  private 
discourse. 

VII.  When  a  question  is  under  consideration,  no  motion  shall 
be  received,  unless  to  lay  upon  the  table,  to  postpone  to  a  certain 
time,  to  postpone  indefinitely,  to  commit,  to  amend,  or  to  divfde; 
and  motions  for  any  of  these  purposes  shall  have  precedence  in  the 
order  herein  named.  The  motions  to  lay  on  the  table  and  to  adjourn 
shall  always  be  in  order,  and  shall  be  decided  without  debate;  and 
of  these  the  motion  to  adjourn  shall  take  precedence. 

VIII.  If  the  question  under  debate  contains  several  distinct 
propositions,  the  same  shall  be  divided  at  the  request  of  any  mem- 
ber, and  a  vote  taken  separately,  except  that  a  motion  to  strike 
out  and  insert  shall  be  indivisible. 

IX.  All  amendments  shall  be  considered  in  the  order  in  which 
they  are  moved. 

When  a  proposed  amendment  is  under  consideration,  a  motion 
to  amend  the  same  may  be  made.  No  after  amendment  to  such 
second  amendment  shall  be  in  order.  But  when  an  amendment  to 
an  amendment  is  under  consideration,  a  substitute  for  the  whole 
matter  may  be  received.  No  proposition  on  a  subject  different  from 
the  one  under  consideration  shall  be  received  under  color  of  a 
substitute. 

X.  In  voting  by  orders,  the  names  of  the  delegates  from  each 
Parish  shall  be  called,  and  each  delegate  shall  vote  either  "Aye" 
or  "No,"  and  the  majority  of  the  votes  of  the  delegates  from  a 
Parish  shall  determine  the  vote  of  such  Parish.  And  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  Secretary  to  record  the  names  of  the  voters  and  the 
votes  which  they  respectively  give.  But  if  the  vote  be  unanimous, 
it  shall  suffice  to  record  the  number  voting  in  each  order;  and  un- 
less the  vote  of  a  Parish  be  equally  divided,  it  shall  suffice  to  record 
the  vote  of  the  Parish  and  that  of  any  dissenting  delegate. 

XI.  A  question  once  decided  shall  stand  as  the  judgment  of  the 
Convention,  and  shall  not  be  drawn  again  into  debate.  A  motion 
to  reconsider  any  vote  shall  not  be  in  order,  except  on  the  same  or 
succeeding  day  to  that  on  which  the  vote  is  taken;  Provided,  always, 
that  a  vote  or  question  may  be  reconsidered  at  any  time  by  th'e  con- 
sent of  two-thirds  of  the  Convention. 
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XII.  The  reports  of  all  Committees  shall  be  in  writing,  and  shall 
be  received  without  motion  for  acceptance,  unless  recom- 
mitted. All  reports  recommending  or  requiring  any  action  or  expres- 
sion of  opinion  by  the  Convention  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  cor- 
responding resolution. 

XIII.  All  questions  of  order  shall  be  decided  by  the  Chair  with- 
out debate,  but  any  member  may  appeal  from  such  decision.  And 
on  such  appeal  no  member  shall  speak  more  than  once  without 
leave. 

XIV.  No  member  shall  be  absent  from  the  sessions  of  the  "Con- 
vention without  leave,  or  unless  he  be  unable  to  attend. 

XV.  When  the  Convention  is  about  to  rise,  every  member  shall 
keep  his  seat  until  the  President  ^leaves  the  chair. 

XVI.  On  motion  duly  put  and  carried,  the  Convention  may  re- 
solve itself  into  a  Committee  of  the  Whole,  with  or  without  closed 
doors,  for  the  purpose  of  discussing  such  subjects  as  may  be  ap- 
proved by  the  Convention. 

The  Bishop  may  select  and  announce  subjects  for  discussion: 
Provided,  that  if  the  motion  to  go  into  a  Committee  of  the  Whole 
has  specified  the  subject  to  be  discussed,  that  subject  shall  first  be 
disposed  of. 

XVII.  Nominations  viva  voce  for  all  officers  not  otherwise  pro- 
vided for  shall  be  in  order  on  the  first  day  of  the  session;  but 
written  nominations  also,  signed  with  the  name  of  the  proposer, 
may  be  handed  to  the  Secretary.  All  names  of  persons  so  nominated 
for  members  of  the  Standing  Committee,  Deputies,  and  Supple- 
mental Deputies  to  the  General  Convention,  or  Delegates  and  Alter- 
nate Delegates  to  the  Provincial  Synod,  shall  be  reported  to  the 
Convention  by  the  Secretary  at  the  second  day's  session  in  tlie  form 
of  a  ticket  on  which  they  shall  be  printed  in  alphabetical  order. 
After  each  list  of  nominations  there  shall  be  left  as  many  blank 
spaces  as  there  are  persons  to  be  elected.  These  blanks  may  be  used 
by  any  voter.  The  voter  shall  mark  an  X  oppositeHthe  name  of 
each  person  for  whom  he  votes.  On  the  first  ballot  these  tickets  only 
shall  be  used,  and  also  in  all  subsequent  ballots  except  when  other- 
wise ordered  by  the  Convention.  On  the  back  of  the  ticket  shall  be 
printed  the  names  of  the  present  members  of  the  Committee, 
Deputation,  or  Delegation  to  be  elected.  If  under  any  particular 
head  more  names  are  marked  than  there  are  places  to  be  filled 
under  that  head,  that  part  of  such  ticket  shall  not  be  counted;  hut 
such  mistakes  shall  not  invalidate  the  vote  under  the  other  heads 
on  that  ticket.  If  there  is  a  failure  to  elect  all  the  persons  necessary 
on  the  first  ballot,  another  ballot  may  be  taken  in  the  same  man- 
ner. After  the  Deputies  to  the  General  Convention,  or  Delegates  to 
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the  Provincial  Synod,  have  been  elected,  the  Alternates  shall  be 
elected  by  ballot  from  those  already  nominated  for  Deputies  or 
Delegates,  and  from  such  other  names  as  may  be  proposed,  TTsing 
the  printed  ballot  if  convenient.  The  collection  of  the  ballots  sliall 
be  called  for  by  the  presiding  officer  at  such  time  as  he  may  see  fit, 
but  the  business  of  the  Convention  shall  proceed  while  the  ballots 
are  being  made  out,  and  while  they  are  being  counted  by  the  tellers. 
The  report  of  the  tellers  shall  be  in  order  at  any  time  when  ready. 
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
